TN the fortieth year of Ins majefty’s rdgo* his domitiions eonfifted of one 
A hundred and five Sircars(0, fubt^cd into two thoufandjeven 
hundred and ihirty-fevcn Kufbahs (a), flic levcnuc of which he fettled 
for ten'years, at^hc annual rent of three Arj^bs, fixty*lwo Crore, 
ninety-feven Lacks, fifty-five thoufand two hundred and forly-fijc DaihsCg}, 
or Sicca Rupees, 9,0743881» 2* 5, ♦ 

The empire was then parcelled into twelve grand divifions, and each 
was committed to the government of a Soobadar (or Viceroy), upon which 
occafion the Sovereign of the world difiributed twelve Lacks of beetle.

SINCE I propofe to begin my defeription of thefe pofleflions from 
Bengal, which is the lowell extremUy ..of Hindoftao, and to carry it to 
Zabulifian, I hope that, while I am writing, not only Turao and Iran, but 
alfo other countrira may be added to the account. 


After having dtreribed the couhtrv which lies to the call, I lhall procecdl 
to the>nortb, from theucc (kreend to the fouib, and conclude with the 
wcltcro divtfions. 


The Soobah of Bengal is..^tuatcd in the &cond climate. From Chitta- 
gong to Kurhee is four hundred Cofe difference of longitudes and from 
the northern range of mountains to the fouthem extremity of Sircar Mada* 
run, comprehends two hundred Cofc of latitude. And when OrilTa was 
added to Bengal, the additional length was computed to be Tony-three 
Cofc, and the breadth twenty Core(5). '

Bengal (including Oriffa) lia& the Tea on the eaft, is bounded hy moun- 
tains on the north and fouth, and on the weft joins to the Soobah of Bahar, 
Efau Afghan.carricd hU conquefts towards the eaft into a country called 
Bhatty, which is reckoned a part of thU SoobaJi, and caufed the Kootbah 
(or prayerj to be rcadj and coin to be firuck in the name of fats prefent 
majefty. Nothing remarkable is related of this country, excepting that 

the mangoe trees, which produce very delicious fruit, ajre not To high as the 
ordinary ilaturc of a man, 

Bonlering upon Bhatty is a i^cry exictinvc count^, fubjea to the chief

To the northward of Bengal is the pnjvinec of Coach, the chief of 
icb cotnmandi a thoyfaiid horfcy and one htindred thoufafid Toot 
Kamroop (which is alfo caUed Kan,™ and Kamtab; niakes a p.,. of hii 
dom,n,on The inhabitants of Kamroop are faid to be oatremcly hand, 
fome, and they are reponed to be voiy riMlIul i„ magic. Ma„y 
d.bl. novics ate told of the natural produOions of thi, pi.eo, fuch as 
(lower, that retain their colour and fmell many tnond., after being gather¬ 
ed, and of winch they make chaplet,j tree, that being cut fend forrh 
ttreams of deheious llguor, and mangoes that grow upon a kind of vine. 


The dominions of the Rajah of Aftam join to Kamroop, ho is a ver/ 
powerfal prince, hve, i„ great Hale, and when he dies, his principal attend- 
ants, both male and female, ate voluntarily buried alive with Ids eorpfe. 

Adjoining 
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Adjoining to AQiam is Tibet, bordering updo KhataS, which is properly 
Mahachecn, vulgarly called Macbecn. The capital of Khaiai is Khaii 
Batecgh, four days journey from the fea, to which there h a large artiBcial 
canal, lined with Rone. Alexander of Greece’is reported to have entered 
that country by this canal. And it is faid that there is another paflage, by- 
which )'ou may reach the Tea in four days and four nights. 

To the fouth-eaR of Bengal IS a large country, called Arkung for Aracar.) 
to which the Bunder (or port) of Chittagong properly belongs. Here are 
plemyiof elqihants, but great fcarcity ofhorfej; alfo camels and alTes arc 
very high priced. Neither cows nor buffaloes are found in this country>f 
but there are aulmaU of a middle fpecics beiwccrrthorej whofe milk the 
people drink; they are pied and of various colours. Their religion has 
no ktud^of agreement either with the Mahommedan or Hindoo. Twin 
brothers and fillers may intermar^, and only mother and fon arc prohU 
bited from it. They pay implicit ■obedience''to the wiH of thchf priclli,, 
whom they ftylc Wallee. When the prtnee holds a court, 0 »c foldiers wives 
auend, whilft their bufbands remain in- their houfes. The compleflbo of 
thefe people is dark^ and the men ace beardJefs.

Neat to this tribe is Pegu, which former wikcrs-cailed Cheen, aecoun:* 
ing this to be the capital city. Their military force confifts of elephants 
and in&ntryr. Some of their elephants arc white, Clofc to this country 
are fomc mines of metals and precious ffortes, which are the fubjeti of 
continual contention betwixt the chiefi of Pegu, Aracan, and the Mugs.

Rajahs caufed lo be raifcd in ihe low lands, at the fdoi oF the hillsj their 
breadth was ufually twenty ctibits, and height tea cubits. 


The air of Bengal is vcry teinperate. The periodical rains commence 
in April, and coniitiae for fomewhat more than fix moriihs. During this 
feafon the low lands arc roroclimes entirely overflowed, excepting the 
mounds of earth deferibed above.- For a long time paft the air of Bengal 
bad been unhealthy at the leaving off of the rains, affliaing both man and 
cattle s but under the aurpices, of his prefent majpfly this calamity has 
oeafed (6). 

This Soobab abounds with rivers, the- fineft of which ii the Gung (of 
Ganges), whofe fource has never been traced. The DinddSpriefis fay that* 
it Sows from the hair of Mahadeo: From the northern mountains it 
runs through the Soobah of DchJy, Agra, Allahabad, and Bahar, Into 
Bengal. Near the towm of Caayhuitah, in the Sircar of Barbuckabad, at 
which place tt is called the Pudhawutty, it fends a branch to the caft, 
which empties iifclf into the fca at Chittagong, The mam river in its 
oourfe to the fouthward Forma three nreams, the Sirfutty, the Jowti, and 
the Cungi which three flreams are collefti^ly called, in the Hindovec 
language, Tirpunny, and they are all held in high veneration by the Hia. 
does. The Gung, after having divided into a thoufand channels, joins the

manner. The learned amongft llie Hindoos have compofed volumes in 
praife of thefc waters, all parts of whkli arc faid to be holy, but feme 
particular places arc efteemed more fo tlim others. The great people 
have the water of the Ganges brought: to them from vail difUnces, it being 
eftcemed necelTary in the performance of fome religious ceremonies. The 
water of the Ganges has been celebrated in all ages, not only for its fanBity, 
but alfo on account of its rwceincfs, Ughtnefs, and wfaolefomcnefs, and forj 
(hat it docs not become putrid though kept for years.

There is another very large river, called Berhumputter, which runs 
from Khatai to Coach, and from thence through Bazoohah to the tea. 


Tlie fea of BengJ, which is a bay of the ocean, goes on one fide to 
Bafrah, and on the other to Kulzum of Egypt, and from thence to Perfia, 
where, by the natives, it is called the fea of Oman, and the fea of Pcrha. 

^ofl of the rivers of Bengal have dtesr banks cultivated with rice, of 
whkh there a variety of fpecies. The foil b fo fcriiic in fome places, 
that a Tingle grain of rice wij|l.yield a tneafure of two or three Seer. , Some 
lands will produce three crops in a year. Vegetation is here fo extremely 
(|uick, that as fall as the water rifes the plants of rice grow above it, fo 
that the car is never immerfed. Men of experience affirm that a lingic 
Balk will grow fix cubits in one nigb^ 

j filie fubjefls arc very obedient to government, and pay ihcir annual 
rents in eight months by inBalments, themfelves bringing Mohurs and 
Rupees to the places appointed for the receipt of die revenues, it not being 

cuBomary 
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cuAomary m this Soobah for the hujbandmiiii and government to divide 
the crops. Grain is always cheap, and the produce of the lands is deter¬ 
mined by^NuflukfyJ, His majefty has bad the goodnefs to conhnti tbofe 
cufton^ The food of the inhabitants is for the moft part filb and rice; 
vheat and barley not being eftcemed wholefome here. Great numbers of 
men and women go quite naked, excepting a covering for the loins. In 
this country women are aliowed to iranfaa bufinefs in pubJk. 

Their houfta arc chiefiy made of bamboos, fome of which however wiil 
coil five ihoufand Rupees and upwards, and are of a very long duration. 
They travel chiefiy by water, erpecially in the rainy feafon. They con- 
ftrua boats for war, burthen^ and travelling. Parlicuiarly for befieging 
places, they make them of foch a form that, when Uicy rSn afiiore, they 
arc higher than the fort, which is thereby cafily entered. For their jour¬ 
neys by land they make ufe of Sookbafons. Tliis is a machine Tupperted 
upon the fhoulders of men, by a pole formed of a number of flraight 
pieces of wood joined together by iron rings. The fidcs of the machine 
arc omanicmcd with different metals, and over the top is thrown an 
arched covering, made of woollen cloth, for defence againfl the fun and 
rain. In ihefc machines you fit or lie dow‘n,.and ficep as conveniently as 
in a room of a houfe. Some alfo ride upon elephants. Horfes are very 
fcarcc. In fome parti of (hii Soobah are manufaSured hempen carpets, fo 
beautiful, that they feem to be made of fiik. The inhabiiams of Bengal 
BTC exceedingly fond of fait, which is fcarcc in fome parts of this baobab. 

Diamonds, emeralds, pearls, agates, and cornelians arc brought From 
other countries to the Tea*porta of this Soobab.

jennutabad h a very Ancient city, and was once the capital of Bengal. 
Formeriy it was called Lucknowty, and fomeiimes Gowr, the name it now 
hears was given by the late emperor. Here is a fine fort, to the eaftward 
of which is a large lake, called Chutteahputtea, in which are many iflands. 
If the dams break during the heavy periodical rains, the city is laid under 
water. To the northward of this fort, at the dillancc of a cofc, is a 
larg^building, a work of great antiquity, where there U a refervoit of 

water called Eeaabarry, wliich,tS-Df a very noxious property. It was ufual

Sircar Eokla is upon the banks of the fca. The fort is fiiuaced amongft 
trees. On the firll day of the moon the water begins to rife, and. continues 
incrcaring till the fourteenth, from which time to the end of the month it 
decreafes gradn,-.ny every day. In the agth year of the prefent reign, one 
afternoon at three o'clock, there was a terrible inundation, which deluged 
the whole Sircar. The Rajah was at an eiuertammem, fraiti whence he 
embarked in a boat: his Ton, Parminund Roy, with many people, climbed 
to the top of a Hindoo temple; and the merchants betook tliemfclves m 
she high lands. It blew a hurricane, with thunder and liglmdng for five 
hours, during which time the Tea was greatly agitated. The hou(« and 
boats were fwallowed up, nothing remaining but thp Hindoo temple 

and the heights. Near two hundred tboufand Uving creatures periflicd ii. 
this caiamity« 


SircM Ghoraghiiit produce row ejk, giumcy.. end ptcniy of TaigWon 
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horfcs. Here arc abundance of fruits in high pcrfefiion* atnongft iho 
reft is one called the Lnitcii. of the fize of a walnut, but lo the tallc is 
fo^ewhat like the pamegranate: it contains three feeds. 



Sircar Barbuckabad is famous for a fine cloth, calkdCungajcl, and 
great abundance of oranges. 



Sircar Bazooka. The forclbt of ibis Sircar fupply limbetn fit for 
building boats, and for the beams of houfes: and here is an iron ftilne. 



Sircar Sunargoug. In tbi» Sircar U fabricated a very heaniifiil cloth, 
called Caflah. „ In the town of Catarchfoondt r is a large refervoir of 
water, whicti^vci a peculiar white nefs to the cloths that are vafhed in it- 


Sircar Silbet is verj' mouniainou!- It furnilJies many cunucb ftaves 
for the ferais (or fctaglios). Here grows a dclicioui. fruit, called Sooniara, 
in colour like an orange, but of an oblong form. China root U produced 
here in great plenty, which was but lately dtfcovcrrd by forae Turks. In 
ihcfc njouniains is abundance of ligoum aloes. Ihcy fell the trees at the 
end of the rains, and leave iLcin expofed to the weather for fume time j 
after which they rejea all thofe that are any wife roiten. The Bunraj is a 
bird with a black body, red eyes, a long tail, and wings beautifully va* 
ricgaied, meafuring a cubit when cjctendcd; they are eafily yarned, and 
will imitate ihc voice of any animal. The Shcergunj is another bird, 
which differs from the former but in the colour of its legs and bill, which 
arc red. They both cal flefli, and prey upon fmall birds. 


Chittagong is a large city, fituated amongft trees upon the banks of 

the 
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iht fea, and » a great emporium, beiug the rcfort of chriftian and oticr 
merehanu. 

Shereefabad produces very beautiful wliltc bullock*, of a great lize, 
who will carry a burden of fifteen maends, and, tike camels, they bend 
the knees to be loaded. Ji is alfo noted for targe goats and fighting 
cocks. 


Satgong. There arc two emporiums, a mile diftant From each other- 
one called Satgong, and the other Hoogly, with its dcpcndancies; both 
of which are in the pofTelfion of the Europeans, Satgong is famous for 
pomegranates.

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Ric€ b cultivated here in great abundaneCt The inhabitann live up* 
on rice* fifli, and vegetables. After boiling the rice, they Keep it in cold 
water, and eat it the fecond day. 

The men arc very eScminaic, being exceedingly fond of omamemst 
and anointing their btfdles with Sandal-wood oil. The womcci cover 
only the tower parts of the body, and many mahd themrclvcs drclTes of llie 
leaves of trees. They live in huts made of the leaves of the Tewar tree. 

Here are many idolatrous tempks built of (tone, and of great height. 

Their womi^, contrary to the general cuHom of Hindoos, may marry two 
or three limet^ 

Paper and ink are feldom ufed here: for the moil part they write wtUi 
an iron Itytc upon the leaf of the Taar tree, and they hold the pen with the 
lUl clenched. 

Here are manufa^lurcs of cloth. Some elephants arc found in this 
province. 

The fruits and flowers of Oriifa arc very fine, and in great plenty. 
The Nufreen U a flower delicately formed, and of an exquilite fmcll; 
the outer fide of the leaves is white, and the inner is of a yellow colour. 
The Kewrah grows here quite common, and they have great variety of the 
hcetlc leaf. 

They reckon all their accounts in Cowris, which is a (ball white (hell, 

with 
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with an aperture in the middle^ and they arc found on the fca~lhore. 
Four Cowries they call a Cundah, five Gundahs a Boory, four Boortes 
are a Pun, fixtoen Pun one KUaiwun (rometimes they reckon 20 Pun to 
the KhawunJ and ten Kbawuns are a Rupee. 


CUTTEK.^ 

Ai the capital bearing this name a [tone fort, lituated between two 
rivers, the Mahanuddy and the Gutijoor>', the former of which is held in 
great veneration by the Hindoos, Within the fort arc many magnifi¬ 
cent buildings, and it is tlic reftdcnce of the governor of tlic province,- 

Thc country, for five or fix cofe round the fort, is fo low, that in the 
rainy feafon it U entirely under water. 

Here is a fine palace built by Rajah Muckund Deo, confining of nine 
ilories. The firft (lory is for the elephants, camels, and horfes, The 
fecond, for the artillery and military flares j where are alfo quarters for 
the guards and other attendants. The third is occupied by the porters 
and vratchmen. The fourth is appropriated for ihe^ levcral aiilficers, 
lUc kitchens make the fifth range. The fixth contains the Rajah*spub> 
lie apartments. The fevenih is for the tranfaBion of private burincfs. 
'The eighth is where the women refide. And the ninth is the Rajah’s 
deeping apartments. To the fouth of this palace is a very ancient Hin-, 
doo temple. 


In the town of Purfoteni, on the banks of the fca, Rands the temple 
of J^S^*^** which are the images of Kitben, his brother and their

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fitter, toade of fandal-wood, which are fasd to be four ihoufand yean 
old. 

It U related that Rajah Inderdummtin, of Nwlktirburbut, fciri a learned 
Brahmia to pitch upon a proper fpot for the foundation of a city. After 
a long (catch, he arrived upon the banks of the fca, which he thought| on 
many accounts, preferable to any place he had yet fcca.r Whittt he w'aa 
debating with himfelf whether to fix upon this fpot. or to continue his 
joufney in quett of a better, he faw a crow dive into the water, and after 
having walhed it*s body, it made obcifance to the fca. The Brahmin was 
aftonifhed at this fi^t, and as he underftood the language of birds, he 
a(kcd the crow the reaibn of this tt range procedure. The crow anfwcred, 

I was formerly of the tribe of the Dcwiah*, and from the ctirfe of a re¬ 
ligious man, was transformed into this (hape ; know that this fpoi U highly 
favoured by the Creator of the univerfe j and whoever abides here, and 
applies hw mind to the worfhip of God, he fhall quickly profper. It is 
a Jong tunc that I have been worfbipping in this place, and the feafon 
for the accomplilhment of my dcfircs is near at hand. If you are of the 
number of the righteous, remain here a fiiort period, and behold and com- 
prebenS the wonder* of tliis land." The Brahmin, in conformhy to the 
word* of the crow, remained on that fpot, and after a fhort lime, what 
the crow had foretold was revealed unto him, and of which he apprized 
the Rajah, who built a large city and a place of worfliip upon the fpol 
where the crow had appeared. The Rajah one night, after having dif- 
tribuicd juftice, beard in a dream a voice faying, “ On a cenaiti day 
call thine eyes upon the fea fhorc, when there will arife out of the water a 
piece of wood fifty-two inches long, and one and a half cubits broad:

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tbU is die iruc form of the deity, take it up. and keep it hidden in thine 
houfe feven days, and in whatever fhape it fhall then appear, place it? ^ 
in die Temple, and worfliip it." It happening juft as the Rajah had 
dreamt, he, as infirufled by the revelation, called the image Jugatiaut, and 
having ornamciiicd it with gold and precious ftoties, he placed it in the 
Temple, when it became the objefi of worftiip of all ranks of people, and 
is reported lo have pcrfomicd many miracles. It is pretended that when 
Callapabar conquered this country for Solrman Goorzany, he threw the 
wooden image of Jugaaani into a lire, which having no effca upon It, he 
ordered it to be call into die Tea, from whence it was again recovered. 

And in order to give credit to thefe images, they relate a number of fucli 
incredible ftorics. 

The Brahmins wadi the images of Juganaut fix times every day, and 
drefs them every time in frefli clothes ; as Toon as they are dtelTed, fifty- 
fix Brahmins attend them, and prefent them with various kinds of food. 

The quantity of victuals offered to thefe idols is To very great, as to feed 
twenty thoufand perfons. They alfo at certain times carry the image in 
procclBon upon a carriage of lixtcen wheels, which in the Hindovee lan¬ 
guage is called Ruhth; and they believe that whoever alfifts in drawing 
it along obtains remidion of ail bis fins. 

Near to juganaut is the temple of the Sun, in tlie creftiug of which 
was expended the whole revenue of Oriffa for twelve years. No one 
can behold ibis imtnenfe edifice without being ftruck with amazement. 

Tlie wall which furrounds the whole is one liundred and fifty cubits high, 
and nineteen cubits thick. There are three entrances to it, Atlbc eail- 
gate are two very fine figures of elephants, each with a man upon 

his 


cm 
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bis trunk. To the weft are two forprifing figures of horfcnien, com¬ 
pletely armed j and over the northern gate are carved two tigers, who 
having killed two elephants^ arc fitting upon them. In the front of the 
gate is a pillar of black RonCf of an ofitagonal form, fifty cubits high. 
There are nine flights of flcpsf after afcendjng which, you come into an 
extcnfiveenclofure, where you difeover a large dome, conilruBcd of fionc, 
upon which are carved the fun and the fiars, and round diem is a border, 
where arc reprefented a variety of human figures, cxprefTtng the differ¬ 
ent paflions of the mindj fomc kneejiog, others proftrated with their faces 
upon the earth; together wiili minfirels, and a number of (Iraii^ and 
wonderful animats, fuch as never cxlficd but in imagination. This is faJd 
to be a work of feVCn hundred and thirty years' antiquity. Rajah Nur. 
fmg Deo fifiifhed this building, thereby erecting for himfelf a lafling mo¬ 
nument of fame- There are twenty-eight other temples belonging to this 
pagoda, fix before the northern gate, and iwcnty-iwo without the enclo- 
Cure; and they arc all reported to have performed miracles. 

Many pretend that at this place is the tomb of Kcbcer Mowchbed, and 
to this day they relate many ftories of his fayings and aftions. He was 
revered both by Mahommedans and Hindoos, on account of his wifdom 
and exemplary virtue. When he died, the Brahmins wanted to carry 
bis body to be burned, and the Mahommedans infiftcd on burying ir, but 
when they lifted up the fheci from the bier, the corpfc could not be found.

FOUR thoufaiid and ninety.fix years prior to the date of this book^ 
Rajah Bhugnit having come to Dehly, to the aMance of Rajah JirJood- 
hun, gailaiuly fell tti the war of ihe Maliabahrot. 

Rajah Koe, when the cup of life was filled to the brim, was fuccccded 
in the government by LuckmecDyah, the fon of Luckmen. At that lime 
Nuddea was ihc capital of Bengal, when it abounded with wifdom; but 
now it h thinly inhabited, although it be ftill coitfpicuous for tearnmg. 

The altrologers foretold Rajah Luckmcenyab of the lofs of his kingdom, 
and of the cHabHfhmcnt of anoiher religion; both which potnts, they faid, 
would be accompliOied in the perfoh of Mahommed Bukhtyar Khuljce; 
yet the Rajah was fo infatuated, that be would not tUlen to their predict 
ilomi however many of his people Qcd into diflant counmes for fafeiy* 

At this lime Shah^beddeen had fent into liindoflan Kotebeddeen Ibek, 
wiiofc general, Mahommed Bukbiyar Khuljce, pofTefled himfclf of the 
Soobah of Bahar, and then marched towards Bengal; upon which ihc 
Rajah made his cfcapc in a boat. 'Khuljce having plundered and entirely 
defrayed the city of Nuddea, made Lucknowty the capital of Bengali 
from that period Bengal began to be fubjefl to the kings of Dchly. 

Vot, II, D ^ Doriug 
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During ilie reign of Towgbluck Khau, K.«ddcr Khan was employed by 
him in Bengal, till Fukbireddeen SUlabdar revoked, put him to death, 
alTumed the government, and refufed obedience to the kings of Dchly. 

Mullick Aly Mobarick, who had been one of die generals of Kudder 
Khan, took the title of AllahcddecD* and made war upon Fukhireddeen, 
whom having taken in battle, he flew, and tlien caufed himfelf to be pro¬ 
claimed king. 

Hajee Alyas Alla-cs', who was one of the nobles of Bengal, entered 
into a confederacy with forac other chiefs, and having killed Alfahcddccn, 
he ufurped the kingdom under the title of Shumreddeen, and he is 
fometimes alfo called Bungerch. Sultan Feeroz marched from Dchly to 
punifh him, and for fome time carried on a brilk war; but the rainy fea- 
fon approaching, he accepted of a fubmifDon, and returned to Dchly, 

When Shumfcddecn died, the chiefs of the army placed upon the 
throne his cldell fon, whom they ftylcd Secunder Shah, Upon this occafion 
Feeroz came again into Bengal, and was reconciled in like manner to Se- 
cunder Shah, as he had been to his father. 

Secunder was fucceeded in the government by his fon ChialTeddeen. 
Hafiz of Shiraz Tent him an ode, in which is the following verfe: ** ^11 
the parrots of Hind wilt enjoy the fweets of the Ferfian fugarcandy, which 
is now going to Bengal." 

An Hindoo Zemeendar, named Kanfy, having fraudulently obtained a 
victory over Ghiafleddcen, ufurped the kingdom. 
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When Kanfy died, his Ton became a Mahommcdan, and obtained the 
ihronej with ib« title of JJlaleddcen. 

It was the cuhoin in thofc times, for ibc palace to be guarded by ftrveral 
thoufand pykes, who arc a kind of infantry. An eunuch entered into a 
confederacy with thefe guards^ v^ho one night billed the king, Futteh 
Shall, ythen the eunuch afeended the throne, under the title of Barbuch 
Shah, 

.Feeroz Shah was alfo put to death by ibcfe guards, and his Ton Mah-. 
mood Shah raifed to the throne. 

m 

He was by the tike intrigue murdered, and fucceeded by bis Eihinpian 
(lave, named MozuSer. 

This MozuSer met with the fame fate as his mader, through the ma¬ 
nagement of one of his fervants, named Allaheddecn, wholikewife affumed 
the kingdom, and reigned with great JuRice. He dilbanded tbc pykes, 
but fubRituted in tbeir Read low Sirhengs. 

Nufleeb Shah, his Ton, was alfo of a very upright and charitable dif- 
pofition, and behaved with great kindnefs to his brothers. 

When Sultan Baber had llain Sultan Ibrahim in battle, his brother, and 
the other chiefs of the army, pul thcmfclvcs under the protcAion of 
NulTceb Shah, and found fafety. 

Hemayun raifed to the Soobadary of Bengal, jehangeer Kuiy Khan

by his fon Khyfir Ktran, who took the title of Behader Sbah, and he flew 
Mumraze Kban in battle.

IT 15 fiiuatcd in ibe fecond climate. The length from Curhce to 
Rhotas is 120 cofc, and the breadth from Tirhoot to the northern moun¬ 
tains, includes no cofe. It is bounded on the call by Bengal, has Alla- 
habad and Owdh on the weft, and on the north and fouth are large 


mountains. 


The principal rivers of this Soobab are the Canges and the Sown ; wbai- 
ever wood, or leather, or any thing of that kind, which is foft, and docs 
rot Toon peritli, is thrown into the Sown, becomes petrified. 7'he Sown, 
the Neibuddah, and the Cltdch (or Ghcliim), all three fpring from one 
fource, near Kurrah. The water of die Sown is cool, pleafani to the . 
taftc, and wholefomc ; having run to the fouth as far as MunejT, it then 
unites with the Ganges. 7 he river Gundnek comes from the north, and 
empties Ufdf into the Ganges near Hajecjioor. Hiofe who drink tliis ' 
water are afUBcd with wens iiiihdr necks, winch continue to incrcnfe till 
they become as large as a cocoa-nut. Voung. people are the tiiuft fr- 
vcrely afflifiled with this difordcr.

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Saigrsm U a black flonc, which ihe Hindoos liold facrcdi paying great 
adoration to it. The criterions oril’s excellence are roundnefs^ ftnall- 
oers, and an oiljr appearance. According to the difTcrence of their fonns, 
they have various names and properties aferibed to them. Some of 
thefe (tones arc perforated with one or more boles, and (bme are tjuite 
perfeft. They contain forac gold ore. Some pretend that a worm is bred 
in the (lone, which eats it sway through; and others fay that a worm mates 
a pafTageinto the (lone. The Hindoos have written a large book upon 
die properties and virtues of this flone. It is a tenet of their religion, that 
any idol which is mutilated, thereby lofcs all fanflUy, excepting thefe 
(tones, which aldtough broken, retain tlieir efEcacy, They arc found in 
the 'river Sown, at the di(lance of forty cofe from the (uurcc* 


Kcrumnaffa is a river, which, after running from the fouth to Chowfa, 
then empties tifelf inio the Ganges; it’s svater is greatly difeommended. 
The river Poonpoon runs from the fouth, and enters the Ganges at Pat¬ 
na, There are a number of fmaller rivers in this Soobah, of which 1 
take no notice.

Tlie fummer months here arc very hot; but the winter is very tempe¬ 
rate. The rains continue for hx months.

' Tile country is continually covered with verdure, and the foil is fo 
hard, that, during the flormy winds which blow here, you are not much 
incommoded with dull- Agriculture is here in the higheft perfoaion, 
the rice being fo excellent, and of fuch a variety of fpccics, as arc no 
where to be equalled.

Kefarcc is a fmall grain, rcfembllng pcafe, which is caien by the lower 
ciafles of people, but it is very unwholefomc- 

Sugar-canc'is cullivaicd here in great abundance, and in high per- 
fc^lion* 

Mughce is that fpccics of the becilc-leaf which is moll efl^med; it 
is of a very thin and delicate texture; of a fragrant finell, with a beau* 
liful colour, and the flavour is delicious. , • 

At Muncyr grows a Gouer. called Mujgund, refembling the Dchtoorah 
and which for fragrance excels that of every other place. 

Milk is here very good, and to be procured at a cheap rate. 

It is not cuGomary in Baliar to divide the crops. The huftandman 
brings the rents bimfclf, and when he makes bis firG payment, he comes 
dreGcd in his bcG attire. 

Moft of tbeir houfes arc roofed with tiles. Picniy of good elephants 
are to be procured here. The inhabitants arc famouafor building boats- 
Horfes and camels arc fc^rce. Bahar is famous for parrots and goats», 
and they have cut goats fo fat as not to be able to walk, being carried 
about upon litters. TJjcir fighting cocks arc remarkable for affording 
great fport; there arc alfb plenty of different kinds of hawks. ^Gilded glafs. 
is manufaflured here. 

* 

In Sircar Bahar, near a village called Rajgurh, is a quarry of flone, rc- 
* fcmbling. 
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\ maible, of which they make ornaments. Good paper is manu- 

faElurcd here. Gcya, the place of Hindoo wordiip, is in tins Sircar j 
they call it Birhm Geya, being confccrated to Brahma. Ilerc is car¬ 
ried on a trafhek of precious Hones, which arc brought from other coun- 
tries. 

In Sircar Mungeer is railed a Hone wait, cxtendii^ from the Ganges to 
'the mountains; and this wall is conddered to be ihc boundary between Ben¬ 
gal and fiahar. 

In Sircar Hajypoor, there arc great plenty of the fruits called Kuthul, 
and Budhul; fome of the SrH arc fo large as to be too heavy a load for 
one man to carry'. 

In Sircar Chumpamn, they fow a grain called maih, without ploughing 
the ground, and it requires no further ailcniion. Long pepper grows here 



in the wilds. • 

* 

Tirhoot has from old time been the refidence of Hindoo learning. 
The water and air of this place are much celebrated. The inhabitants 
have a method of prefervlng milk curds for a year. If ihofe who fell 
milk adulterate it. Tome unforefeen accident befals them. Buffaloes arc 
here fo Scree, that they will attack a tiger. Here are many lakes, the 
bouom ofonc of which is unfathomable, and the water never dccreafes. 
There arc delightful groves of orange trees, which extend thirty cofe. 
In the rainy fcafon, the deer and tigers repair to the high fpots, where 
the inhabitants hunt them; the deer they furround with an cnclofurc, and 
take them when they pleafe. 


Rholas 
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Rtioias is a very Arong fortrefs, Atuaicd upofi a lofty moumain, of m oft 
difEcuU accefs; it is fourteen cofe in circumference. The coclofcd land 
is cultivated^ and v>iilnn this fpace arc many’ fpringsj and water may be 
procured in any part, by digging three or four d!s below the furface of 
the earth. There are fevcral lakes within the fort. In the tains there arc 
not Icfs than two hundred dcli^iful cataraa*. This Soobah contains i 
feven Sircars, fubdivided into 199 Pergunnahs. The grofs amount of 
revenue is twenty*two crorc, nineteen lacks, nineteen thoufand four hun¬ 
dred and four dams and a half^ or ficca rupees 55,47,985—1—3. 


One hundred and tbiriy-dghi of thefe Pergunnahs are mcafured, and 
amount to twenty-four lacks^ forty-four thoufand one hundred and twenty 
beegahs, which yield to the Hate 18,268,17741 dams, or licca rupees 
43,160044. 


The unmeafured lands, conflAing of 61 pergunnahs, arc rated at 
49 »a 37 »^ 3 o? dams, 01 6cca rupees 1,83,0940—18^5 5 out of which fum, 
S2 lacks, 78 thoufand, and 149 dams, or ficca rupees 55,803—8-»io are 
Scyurghal, 

The Soobah of Bahar furnlflics 11,415 cavalry, 449,350 infantry, and 
100 boats. 
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Ttit SOOBAEl or ALLAHABAD, 

IT is niuated in the fccond climate. In length fiom Sunjooly Jowupoor 
to the fouthern mountains are tCo cofe, and the breadth, Irom Cho^'fa 
Fcn^’ to Ghatempoor, includes 1*2 tofe. To the call it has Bahar; on the 
north Owdh j Bundhoo lies on the fouth; and Agra on the velL 

The principal rivers in this Soobali arc the Ganges, and the Jown (or 
Jumna), be fide s which there are the Arund, the Ceyn, the Seroo, the 
Birnah, and fcveral other fmallcr ones. 

Variety of fruits, flowers, and efculcnt plants grow here j and it pro¬ 
duces abundance of melutts and grapes. 

AgricuUuit: is here in great pcrfcclion; but they do not cultivate any 
Jewary, nor Ludereh i and Mowih is fearce. 

They fabricate here Jhewnah, Mecrgool, and other cloths; the moft 
beautiful of which are ihofe made at Benaris, Jcmalabad, and Mow. At 
Jownpoor, Nerwal, and fome other places are manufaflurcs of woollen 
carpets. 

\ 

There arc great variety* and plenty of game. 

The ancient name of Allahabad was Piyaug, His majcHy gavl it the 
name of Allahabad, and built a Hone fort, io which arc many tna^t- 

Bcent 
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ficent edifices. The Hindoos call ihi-s fpoi ifis iitig of vmrshippod places^ 
becaufe that near to ii is the Junftion of the Ganges^ the Jumna, and the 
Sirfoouy j although there be not any diflincl; branch of the latter viliblc 
here. 

Near the town of Kuntut arc caught a great number of elephants. 

It 1$ aflonifliing that, when the planet Jupiter enters the oonftellaiion 
Leo, a hill arifes out of the middle of the Ganges, and remains for a 
month ; fo that people go upon tt and perform divine worfliip. 

Baranaffey, commonly called Banaris, ts a large city* fituaied between 
two rivers, the fiirnah and the Afley. In ancient books this city is called 
KafTy, It is in the form of a how, and the river Cange'S refeinblcs the 
bowllring. Formerly here was an idolatrous temple, to which the Hin¬ 
doos ufed to make pilgrimages, encompalijng It in the manner of Mecca, 
and performing many ceremonies like thofe ohferved by the Hajees. It 
lias from old time been the capital feat of Hindoo learning, multitudes 
of people flocking hither from great diflanccs; and they profccute their 
fiudics and devotions with indefatigable application. Some particulars 
liercof (hall be related in the fequel of this hiflory- 

In A. M, 41O, Sultan Mabtnood Guznevy came hither, and gained 
a few converts to the faith. He vtfited it a fecond time in 413. He 
blockaded the fortrefs of Gauliar, but raifed the fiegc upon terms of cbm* 
promife. Then he formed a defign of taking Kalinjcr; but, after much 
entreaty, he accepted from Nund, the governor of the fort, three hun¬ 
dred elephants, and fome complimentary verfes, with which he was fo 
3 much 
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much pleafcd, that he not only continued him in that government^ hut 
^fo put rouiteen other places under his command. 

Jownpoor is a large city j it was foundcji by Sultan Fccroa, king of 
Dcbly, who named it after His coufin Fukhcreddccn jowna. Its longi¬ 
tude is 109 degrees and 6 minutes, and latitude degrees 15 minutes. 

Chunar is a Hone fort» of incomparable ftrength, ftuiaied upon a bill j 
and the river Ganges runs at the foot of it. Near this fort arc a race of 
people who go quite naked, living in the wilds,, and fubfifling by the ufc 
of their bows and arrows. In Lhofe wilds are alfo elephants. 

Kalinjcr is aftone fort, fituated upon a very lofty mountain. No one 
can icU by whom it was founded. Within it are many idolatrous temples. 
Here is an idol, called KalbUirooni 18 cubits in licight j and of which 
they relate many marvellous Itories, In the compafs of this fort arc 
many fprlngs and lakes, and near it arc tliick forctls, wlicrc they catch 
elephants; the Lachcen, the Balhch. aud other birds. Ebony is found 
here; and a variety of wild fruiis. In this neighbourhood is an iron 
mine. At the diflance of ao cofc from the fort, the bulbandmcn fomeiinics 
find fmall diamonds ; and it is faid that Rajah Kccrui Sing, a former gover¬ 
nor of this fort, had fix very valuable fioncs. During his governmem. 
there lived a Brahmin who had a parrot, which returned ralicmal anfwet^ 
to all qucftiotis that w'ere put to him; and fome afiert that this bird re¬ 
membered every thing that he heard. There lived alfo at- that lime a 
finger, named Bukhfhoo, who was unequalled for (kill In the art of mii- 
fic ; and the rajah had alfo two bcauiiful female bond-maids, who were 
likcwife fine fingers. Sultan Bahadcr Cujcratiy, having formed an inil^ 

macy 
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maq^ with the rajah* wanted to have one of the three* and the rajah genc- 
roully fetit him Bukhflioo, Then Sheer Khan fetii and demanded the 
other two melodious llngeri; and* when his meflenger returned with a 
retiifal, he forrounded the fort and cut off its fupplicsj whereby the 
befteged were reduced to great^diflrefs* I'hc rajalt defpairiiig of preferv- 
ing his reputation, which the Hindoos hold Tacred, burnt his women to 
alhes, and then deftroyed himfelf. But God did not fuffer the wicked 
defigns of Sheer Khan to go unpunifhed, for no fooncr had he poffcffed 
himfelf of the fort, but lire fell upon the magazine of powder and deHroy. 
cd him. 



This foobah contains ten fircars, divided into one hundred and feven.

A summery Uhtary of tke Kings (f Allahahad. 


THIS foobah was early fubjeO to the emperors of Dehly; and SuIl 3» 
Mahommed, fon of Feeroz Shah, upon his afeenfion of the throne, 
appointed to this government Mulllck Sereer, a eunuch of the palace, 
and dignified him with the title of Sultan-ul Sherk. This eunuch had 
been given to Sultan Mahommed by his grandfather Khan Jehan. 

At ihe death of SuUan-ul Sherk, his adopted fon, Mobiialt Kcrun*

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fool, viih ihc alTitlaacc of the chiefs of the foobab, alTumed the govem- 
Rient, flnick coin, and had the Khoibah read in hil own name. When 
advice thereof was brought to Dehl^, the emperor marched at the head of 
a large army, and encamped on the banks of the Ganges; where bpth 
armies came to an engagement, in which, neither having gained any fupe- 
riority, they returned to their rcfpcaivc kingdoms. 

When Sultan Mahommed died, he was fucceeded in the empire of Dehly 
by his younger brother Ibtahccm, who was an aftivc and a good prince, 
and he puniihed the rebellion of Kcrunfool and fomc others. During his 
reign flourifhed Cazy Shahebeddeen, one of the mofl renowned names in 
Hindoftan forwirdom and learning. At the time Timoor came to Dehly, - 
Shahebeddeen arrived at Jownpoor with his maflcr Mollana Khojahgee, 
who was the fucceHor of Sheikh NaQecrcddeen Cheragh of Dehly. Shah- 
muddar, who was cllccmcd a faint in Hindoflan, was cotemporary with 
Shahebeddeen. But the faint and the piiilofopher have feidom had 
an afTcftion for each other. To the Cazy and Shahmuddar did not much 
agree. 

Upon the demife of Sultan Ibrahecm, bis eldcft Ton, Bheckun Khan, 
mounted the throne, under the title of Mahommed. But, proving to be 
a bad prince, he was depofed, and his brother HulTeini raifed to the 
empire. The beginning of his reign was the admiration of every one, for 
juilicc and mildnels. But, when he thought himfeif firmly cdablilhed on

the throne, he began to be proud and arrogant, when having been put to 
Oigbi in battle by Sultan Bchlole, this prince left in the government of 
Allahabad his fon Baibuck, and poflclTcd bimfelf of the empire of Dehly*

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When Sulun Behlolc died, he was fuccceded by Sultan Sccunder. 
At this time Sultan HulTcm, having formed alliances, and raifed an 
army, made feveral attempts upon Dchly; but in him ended the Sherkyan 
dynalty. 


The SOOBAH or OWDH. 

IT is fituated in the fccond climate. The length from Sircar Gow.. 
YCckpoor to JCinoje, includes 135 cofc; and the breadth, from the 
northern mountains of Seddehpoor to the foohab of Allahabad, comprifes 
115 cofe. To the cad it has Bahar; on the north lie mountains; Ma.* 
nickpoor bounds it on the fouth; and Kinojc on the veft. 

The water and air are good. The fummer and winter arc both tcm« 
perate. 

The large rivers are the Cehghcr for Gograh), the Gowdy for Goonity), 
and the Sy. In the two firll rivers are a variety of extraordinary aquatic 
animals. 

Agriculture is here in great perfcQion j the rice, in general, is excel¬ 
lent; but thofe called Sukdofs, Mudchker, and Chunwah, are inctnnparable 
for whitenei^ delicacy, odour, and digelLivcnefs. They fow tbeir rice 
three months earlier than in any other part of HindoRan* By the lime 
the rice is in car, ibe rivers 5 y and Gograh begin to overQow their banks i 

and 
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and by the commencement of the periodical raitiSj the country in general 
is inundated. The dalks of rice rife as fad aa the watcr^ unlefs the inun* 
dation be very rapid before the grain is tn car^ in which cafe the crops are 
deftroyecL 

Here are great variety of fruiu and (lowers. Of game there are many 
kinds, and plenty of wild buffaloes. When die plains arc inundated, the 
wild animals re fort to the high lands, and the hunting of them aETords great 
divcriton. Some animala remain all day in the water, juff keeping their 
nofes above the fur face to breathe, and coming on (hore only at night. 

Owdlt, which is one of the larged cities of HindoAan, is fituatcd in 
longitude ti& degrees 6 minutes, and latitude 27 degrees aa minutes. 
Jn ancient times this city is faid to have meafured 14S cofe in length and 
g6 cofe in breadth. It is efieemed one of the mod facred places of 
antiquity. Upon fifting the earth which is round about the city, fmall 
grains of gold are fomedmes obtained from it. In the Tcreetah Jowg, 
this city was the reffdence of Rajah Ramchund, who enjoyed the twofold 
office of king and prophet. Ac the didance of a cofe from the city the 
river Gograb unites with the Sy, which confluence runs at the foot of the 
fort. 

Near this city are two fepuTchral monuments, one feven and the other 
fix cubits in length. The vulgar pretend that they are the tombs of Seth 
and job; and they re^te wonderful ftories of them. Some alfo conjeflure 
that jn the town of Ruuenpoor is the tomb of Kobecr-unitarian, who 
lived in the reign of Sultan Secundor Lowdy, and to whom the door of 
truth having bceu partly opened, be fccludcd himfclf from the world, and 

has 
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lias left beliind hieo a great many verfes in the Hindovy language, upon 
ibe fubjefl of futurity. 

Biratcb is a large city, delightfully fituated, amongH a number of gar¬ 
dens, upon the banks of the river Sy. Sultan MalTaood and Rejeb Slllar 
are both buried here. The common people of Hindollan, who are 
Mahommedans, hold them in great veneration, making pilgrimages to them 
from great dihances, going together in large bodies, and carrying banners 
of cloth of gold. Sultan Maflaood was a relation of Mahmoud Cuanevy. 
Rejeb Siilar, the father of Sultan Feerooz, king of Dehly, gained re¬ 
nown by his auRere life and martyrdom. Near this city is a village called 
J 3 ugown, which, for a great length of time, has had a mint for copper 
coinage. 

From the northern mountains are imported a number of articles of 
commerce, which are brought upon the backs of men, and by horfes and 
goats. The principal articles imported are the following, viz. gold, 
copper, lead, mulk, cowtalls, honey, ebook (which is an acid made of 
lime and lemon juice boiled to a conGRenee), pomcgraaaic feeds, grapes, 
dried ginger, pepper, redwood, linear, civet, zedoary, wax, woollen cloths, 
wooden ware, and various fpccics of hawks, logeihcr with amber, rock- 
falt, afafeetida, and glafs toys. In return, they cany back earthen ware, 

Ncembhar is a famous large fort, and a place-of great religious refort; 
the river Gowdy runs near it. Here are a great number of idolatrous 
temples. In the neighbourhood of this place is a rerervoir of water, 
called Brahma Wurt Koood, which bubbles up To violently, and has 
luch a circular motion, that a man cannot force bis way down into it, it

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tjefting whatever thrown into «. Near ihU place there « alfo a hilif, 
with a very' {rnatl fpring of watcr^ whofc ftreain runs into the Gowdyi' 


The fpring is only four inches dccpi and in breadth. The Brahmins 
relbrt hither to pay their dL:vouons. Thff^nd, which ti the bed of the 


ft ream, fometimes a [fumes the form of Mahadeo, which v'anilhcs again 
fuddenly. If rice, or any other light fubftance, be thrown into this fpring, 
it difappears entirety. Here is atfo a place cal]ed Cbcramutty, where, 
' during the feall of the Hooly, flames iffue out of the ground in a mo& 
allonifhing manner. 

Luckhiiow is a large city, pleafantly htuated upon the banks of die 
Goomty, and the fuburbs arc alfo very delightful. Sheikh Mecna, whom 
the people of this country coiifidcr as a faint, lies buried here. 

Scorej Koond is a place of religious worihip, whither numbers of people 
refort from far. 

Kburry is a town (ituatcd upon the banks of the river Sy, upon which 
people go in boats to Qdke fifli. 

Belgram is a little town, very healthy, and famous for producing men 
with lively imaginations and melodious voices. Here is a well, of which 
w hofoever drinks for forty days continuance, it enlivens his underfianding 
and brightens his cyefight. 

\t tn this foobah arc £ve lircara, divided into one Hundred and thirty-eight 
|l pergunnahs. The meafured lands are one crore, one lack, feventy-one 
\ ihoufand and ei , tHc amount of revenue is 201.758,1 7 e

The SOOBAH of AGRA. 

IT is Htuated in the fccond climate* In length, froni Ghatimpoor,^ 
which confines it on the fide of Allahabad to Pulwul, the boundary 
towards Dehly, it mcafuTes 175 cofc; and its breadth is fiomKinojc to 
Chundery, in Malwah, 

It is bounded on the ead by Ghatempoor-, on the north by the river 
Gangest on the fouth lies Chundery j attd Fulwul conEncs it on the weft. 

In this foobah are many rivers, the chief of which are the Jown (or 
Jumna,) and the Cbumbul, The firfk conies from the northern mountains; 
the other has Its fource at Haflelpoor, in Malwah j and near C^Ipcc it 
unites with the Jown. 

A great many Etuations, in the foutbem mountainous pan*.of this (00- 
bah, are remarkably plcafam attd healthy. 

Agriculture is here in perfcOion. Here is abundance of flowers and 
fwcet-feented oils 1 and very eiccellent beetle-leaf. 

They have melons and grapes, as Ene as are produced in Iran and Ttiran. 

Agru 
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Agra is a large city, the air of which is cflecmcd very healthy- The 
river Jown runs through it for five cofe, and on both fides arc delightful 
houfes and gardens, inhabited by peopl^of all natipiis, and where arc 
difplayed the produflioiis of every climate. His majefty has cre^xd a fori 
of red Hone, the like of which no traveller has ever beheld. li contains 
alone five hundred ftone buildings, of furprifing conftrviflion, in the Bengal, 
Cnjcrat, and other ftylesj and the artificers have decorated them with 
beautiful paintings. At the eaftem gate are carved in ftone two elc- 
phajits, with their riders, of exquifitc workmanrhip. In former times 
Agra was a village, dependant upon Byanch, where Sulian Secunder 
JLovfdy kept his court. Here his majcfly has founded a moil magnificent 
city. On the oppofiie fide of the river is the Charbagh (or four gardens), 
a monument of the magnificence of the inhabitant of paradife f Hemayun). 
The author of this hook was born on that fide of the river, and there are 
the tombs of his anceftots, together with that of his elder brother Sheikh 
riru, Sheikh Allahcddeen Mnjaooh, Meer Huffyeddecn Sofvy, and many 
other eminent perfonages arc alfo interred there. 

Near the city of Agra, upon the banks of the river Jown, in a village 
called Rungteb, is a famous place of Hindoo w'orQiip. 

Fuuchpoor was formerly a village dependant on Byaneb, and then 
called Sickcry- Upon Agra being made the feat of government, it alfo 
became a city. It is fituated at the diftance of twelve cofe from the city 
of Agra. It has a ftone fort, containing magnificent buildings, and oyer 
one of the gates arc two aftoniftiing elephants, carved in ftone. The 
royal palace and the boufes of the nobility are built upon the mountain, 
but the plains are alfo decorated with many houfes and gardens. His 
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majefty has caufcd to be erefted upon the top of the mountain a morque^ 
a coltege, and-a mo nailery for Sooftcs, which are the admiration of 
travellers. Adjoining to the diy is a lake, extending twelve cofe, and 
upon the edge of it his majeRy has buik an amphitheatre with high mina’ 
rets. The amphitheatre is ufed for the game of chowgong; and here arc 
allb exhibited the elephant fights- In this neighbourhood is a quarry of 
red ftone, out of which they cut pillars and flabs of any dimenfion.

In Agra they inanufa6lurc blankets and fine fluffs j and here are afTem-. 
bled artificers of every denomination. 

Byaneh, in former times, was a capital city. It has a large fort, con¬ 
taining many buildings and fubierraneous caverns, where there arc now 
found warlike weapons and kitchen uicnfils- And here is a very high 
tower. The mangoes of this place are excellent, and fomc of them weigh 
above two pounds. This tovrn is famous for very white fugar. Here is 
a well, with the water of which they knead the fugar imo a parte like 
flour, and form it into cakes, which they call Gundoreh, and it ts carried 
to great difianccs as a rarity. It cannot be made widi any other water. 
The Indigo of this place is very fine, felling from ten to fixteen rupees per 
maund, Excellent henna, of a high colour, is alfo to be procured here. 
This town is the burial place of many illufirious men, Toodeh Bheetn 
is a place, at the diflance of three cofe, where there is a cave Ritl of wa¬ 
ter, whofe depth is unfathomable* Mines of copper and torquoUes have 
been difeovered here, but they will not defray the expcncc of being 
worked. 
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Mclitrah 1 $ it cii}' tjpttit the banks the river Jowti, ^‘hcrc a.rc many 
nfoUiroiis tctnpleSi to \t'hich iJjc Iltndaos rcrort. 

C'alpeo ir alfo a city upon tlte banks oF'the Jovm, and st'hcre arc the 
tombs of many f^rcai pcrrona^es. Very good ftipr Is to be procured 
here. At ihe time that the Sherkyan dynaRy firR eRablUlied tfaemrclvcs, 
the princes of Calpec were tnbniajry to Dciiiy. When Kudder Khan» who 
giivcrned here, rcbcUed|. Snitan HuwRtitng eame from Malwahj received 
bis fubmlilion, and then rctnRated htin in his government. Sultan Mab- 
mooU, of die Sherkyan dynady, took it from >fuffer Khani the fon of 
Rudder Rhan. 

KinojCj in anctem titneSj was the capital city bf BindoRan, 

Gauiiar is a famous joit, in which arc many Rately buildings, and there 
is a Rone elephant over the gale. The air and water of this place arc 
both cRcemcd good. It has always been celebrated for fine fingers and 
beautiful womens here is an iron mine. 

Allorc has confiderabic manufafiures of woollen carpets and glafs. 

- * 

At Becrat are fevcral copper-miuc^ To profitable, that, out of a maund 
3 f ore, they cxtraB thirty-five feers of metal. Here has aifo been dlfco- 
t'crcd a filver mine, but it is not worth ^forking. 

Near the mountains of Narnole 1$ a well, which the Hindoos worfhip { 
and when the Htb of Amavus * happens upon a Friday, the water flows 
over at run<-nre.

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There are alfu cupper mine.'! at Stnghoneh Dartypoor, and at Koiepo- 
tety. And at the town of Ranwery are many cold and hot fpringt.

IT is fituated in the fecond climate. The length, ||om Kurrah to 
Banfwarcb, comprifes 245 cofci and the breadth, from Chuiidery to \u. 
derbar, includes ago cofe. It is bounded on the call by fiandhnoo; 
on the north by Nerwer and mountains j on the fouth by !?oklanch; and 
on the wed by Gojerat and Ajmeer. The rivers Kerbuddahj €oopcra, 
Calylind, Neem, and Lowdy, flow through this foobah; and vrer^^annot 
travel two or three cofe, without meeting with ftreams of gobd Vaten 
whofc banks are fhaded by the wild willo^n', and other trees j and deco¬ 
rated with the hyaejnth, and other hcautirul and odoriferous flowere. 

Here arc abundance of lakes and verdant plains, ornlimenteil with innu¬ 
merable magnificent and elegant building^. The cMmate is fo tcinperate, 

chat 
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Lh%t in winiCT ihctc i* no occaCon for warm cioiliin^; nor is il neccfiiiry 
in fummer to cool the water with tiUpcuo. But in the four rainy 
raonibs, the night air h cold ctiough to rcnjli:'’ a quilt nccelTar>'. ^ 

The fiination of diis foohah, compared with ilie otWr paru of Hin- 
doftan, is fomewhat high, and all the land is arable. liothMrvea* arc very 
good. Wheat, poppies^ fugar-cane, matigocs. mufk-melons, and grapes, 
arc here in high perfedion.- 

In llalTclpoor the vine bears fruit twice a year. The bcclJc-lcaf is very 
X hnW manufadured very' good cK>llis, r. y-- 

Thc people of this foobah give their childrctf opium to cat till they are 
three years old. The peafant, and etfcn the tnarUei people of tins foobah, 
arc never without arms*. 

Owjain is a large city* on die banks of the Soopera, which is held tit 
high veneration: by die Hindoos. It is aftonilliing tliai fomclimei this 
river flows with milk. 

In the 40 tb ycjtr of the prefent reign, the author of this book was going 
to the flekhati, by order of his majefly, and whfen he arrived at Qw- 
jain. he was afTared that a week bcrorc, or the QxtccDih of the month 
Fcrvcrdccn, after eight o’clock at niglu, this prodigy happened t and 
people of all ranks, Muffulmen and Hindotw, took up romc of the milk*.

Alfo in its vicinity is a well, called Kal- 
badeh, the water of which Hows incefiantly into a cidcni, which is conti¬ 
nually running over, and yet remains full. On all fidcs of k the ancients 
had cre6tcd delightful feats. 

Currch was formerly independent of this foobah. It abounds with 
forefts, in which are great numbers of wild elephants. The hu&andmen. 
here pay the revenues, in gold^ mohurs and elephants. This province 
is fo fertile, iliat it fuppUcs both the Dckhan and Cujerat with grain.

Chundcry is a very large ancient city, in which is a ftonc fort. It 
conuins fourteen ihonfand Hone houfes, three hundred and eighty’-fbur 
markets, three hundred and lixiy caravanferas, and twelve thoufand 
mofques. 


Toomur is a townfituaied on the banks of the river fiuimab, in which 
are feen mermaids. ’ Here is an idolatrous temple, in which, if you beat 
a drum, it makes no noife. 


In fircar Beejagurh there arc many wild elephanu. 


Mundoo is a large city, whofe forirefs is 12 cofe in circuit and in the 
centre of it is a minaret of eight Hones. This city was formerly the 
capital of the Soofaah, and here are many monuments of aue jent mag-

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nificeticc. Here are the tombi of the Kuljyan Suitani. From the 
dome, which is over the Tepuicbrc of Sultati Mahmud, the foo of How- 
fliung, there drops water in the height of fummer, to the great aftomOtment 
of the ignorant; but men of underiUuding know how to account for it. 
Here is a fpecics of tamarind as biga^ the cocoa-nut, the pulp of which 
‘ is very white. 

The learned amongR the Hindoos relate t^at iti this foobah there was 
difeovered a (lone, which, upon touching any metal, immediately con¬ 
verted it into gold; and they call this (lone Farit. The foilowing is the 
Rory they tell of the manner in which it was difeovered. Before the time 
of Bickermaject, there reigned in this foobab Jyfing Deo, who was a very 
uptight and juft prince. During his reign, this Fari.t-sione accidentally 
ftruck agdnfl the fickle of a grafi-coucr. who was ailonilhed at the change 
which it effeSed in his Bcklc; and, ruppofing it to be injured by the acci¬ 
dent, he carried it to one Mondun, a blackfmittv to have it put to rights. 
The blackfmiih difeovering the property of the Patis-siwte, took it from 
him, and.by making a proper ufe of a, acquired immenfe wealth. At laR, 
be thought fuch an ineflimablc prize ought only to belong to the mo¬ 
narch of his country, and therefore carried and prefented it to him. The 
Rajah, out of the weahh which he obtained by this acquifuion, in the fpace 
of twelve year* hullt a fort; and at the requeft of the bJackfmith, many 
of the (lores of the walls ihereoF were cut into the form of an anvil. Some 
time after the fort was completed, the Rajah gave a public entertainment 
on the banka of the Nerbuddahi and having determified with himfcif to 
bellow aconfidcrablc largcfs upon his family Brahmin, put the Farit-time 
into his hands. The tghoratit Brahmin. diCpleafcd with fuch a gift, threw 
it with indignation into the river. When he was informed of what he 

had 
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had done, he confounded vith fhamc, and overwhelmed wtih grlcf^ 
and jumped into ihc river, to endeavour to recover it, but the water was 
fo deep that he could not reach the bottom^ And they fay that to ihU day, 
that part of the river is unfathomable. 

Debar was the feat of government during the reign of Rajah Bhowj, 
and fcveral of his ruecefTors. The vine bears fruit here twice in a year. 
Firlt in the month of Augudj and the fecond in' December t but the Bril 
vintage is the beB. 

In Sircar Hatundyah arc plenty of wild elephants.

Nuderbar is famous for mufb-meloiis and grapes^ 

This foobah contilns 12 fircars, fuhdivided Into got perguntiaUs, The 
meafured land is 4 . 4 $ 6 , 23 t beegahs and 6 bifwahs. The amount of reve-^ 
nuc, twenty-four ctorc, Cx lack, ninety-five thourand and fifty-two dams; 
or ficca rupees 617,37?—4—*5* which eleven lacks;, fifty thoufand 

four hundred and thirty-three dams, or ficca rupees 28,760—13, arc Sey- 
urghal. It contains 280,816 cavalry, 68,000 infantry, and po elephants. 

j/ sumtaarif Histor^/tf the Kings of Maltoah, 

IT is faid that two thoufand three .hundred and^fift^five years, five 
months, and iwemy-feven days, prior to the date of this* book, wliich is 
the fortieth year of the reign, a man named Mahahmah, wJio was famed for 
the aullcrity of his manners, built in this foobah a Fire-Temple, and 
worlbippcd to it; and other pious perfons uniting themfelves wdth him, 

performed 
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performed their religious rites; and man^jdevoting thentfclves for ngh' 
tcournefs fake^ threw' themfelves into the flames. The tribe of Boodh^ 
difplcaretl w'itb this cuflom, compIaincLt agatnfl it to thdr prince; felting 
forth that many people were dcllroycd in ihb temple, and recommending 
the abolition of Brc-w'orlbip amongft the Brahmins, as the only means of 
abolifhing this abufe. The prince* in confequence, prohibited men front 
ignicoly. Whereupon a number of the inhibited befonght Heaven to 
fend them a mighty perfon* to punilii the .tribe of Boodh, and re-efta- 
blifli the religion of ih? Brahmins, The holy lire had been e^dngniOicd 
for fume time; but, at the command of God* there ilTued from the tcmplo 
a perfon under a human form* with a divine countenance, and carrying 
in his hand a bright fword. This perfon* who w'as called Dhunjy, in a 
Ihort lime became king* and gave new luflne to the religion of the Brah¬ 
mins, He afterwards left the Dckhan, and made Malwah the feat of his 
government. He lived to a great age* and the 'kingduTn was inhented 
by bis children* till that Putraj* the fifth in defeent from' him* dying 
without children, the nobles made Adutpunwar his fuccciror. He was the 
founder of the Punwar dynally. When Hcymert was killed in battle, 
Gundrup was raifed to the throne. The Hindoos believe that Godcaufed 
the foul of Heymcrt to tranfinigrate into the body of Gundrup, who 
was a juR and a muniBccnl prince, and made his kingdom flouiilh. He 
had a Ton [>amed Bickermajeht* who upon bis death fuccceded to the 
throne; and greatly extended his domtoions. The Hindoos to this day 
make ufe of the commencement of his reign for an acra* and they relate 
many wonderful Rortes of him. It is certain that, by the knowledge of ta- 
Itfmaus and necramaiiCy* he performed feats that aftonilhcd the vulgar,

Chundcrpaul obtained the kingdom, and conquered alt Hindoflan. 

Beejehnund 
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'BccjchDundj once when be hmiiirtgf found a dropt infant near 
B Munj plant*, who from that circumHancc w-a^ called Munj; and he 
educated him like his own fon. When Becjchnnnd died, his own Ton 
was an infant; on which account Munj was raifed to the throne, 
and he‘was killed in the wars of the Delthan. After him, in the 541ft 
year of the aera of fitekermajeet, Bhowj fuccccded to the kingdom. He 
made confiderablc additions to his dommions by eonqueft; his reign was 
celebrated for his juftice and Jibcrality, and he gave fuch encouragement 
to men of laming and wifdom/diat no Icfs than five hundred fages 
were to be found in his palace. He made trial of the abilities of them alt. 

I _ • 

and found the moll eminent among them were Bern] and Dhunpaul, whofe 
jcompohtions are.bighl}' ellecmed to this day. It is related, that upon the 
birth of Bhowj, through the Piillake of the aftrologicrs, or by the fault of 
ihofe whofe bufincfs k, was to mark the hour of his nadvuy, his father was 
convinced from hiiy^ofcupe, that he would never come to any good, 
and therefore ordered him to be expofed in a dlftani part of the king¬ 
dom. He was here nouftihed by the friendly hand of Divine Providence, 
for there could not poJH^ly have been any tnters'cntion of human aid. 
The philofophcr Bemj, juft mentioned, bad not then become confpicuous 

He now affiftcd the fortune of BbowJ. He calculated his horofeope 
with great care. He then wrote down a^j^diefion of his future greatnefs 
and longevity; and threw the paper in the way of the rajah, who no 
fooncr beheld k, than paternal alFeaion began to rife in his breaft. He 
again affembled together all the wife men, and made them ferudnize 
Bhowj’s horofeope, when it was difeovered from whence the error in the 
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former calculatron had arifen. He ifacn went himrelf and fooglu out 
Bhowjt who Toon gave hgns of future grcaintfa. When be was eight ycara 
old, Munj fwho on account of hk minority at the death of hU father^ had 
been raifcd to the throne) entertained jealouGcs of him, and employed 
IMirfons to deQroy him fectctly j but thefe agents taking coEnpalTion upon 
£howj, contrived his efcape. At hi* depanure be gave them a paper, 
containing what he would have them to fay to the rajah, when he Jhould 
enquire about him. The fubllance of the writing was ihU, " What kind 
** of man art thou who, from the darknefs of thy foul, Hainell diy hands 
with the blood of the innocent.. No moAarch hath carried with him, at 
hi* death, cither kingdom or treafure; but you fuppofe that your retort 
*' Is to be immortal, and that you will experience nothing but happinefs." 
When this was read to Munj, he repeated of what he had done, and Oiowed 
evident ligns of contrition. W'hcn his confidents found him thus dlfpofcd, 
they difeovered the truth. The rajah, at thefe tidings, returned thanks ta 
the Almighty, and nominated Bhowj his fuccclTor. in the kingdom. 

At the death of Bhowj, his fon Jy fucceeded to the kingdom. When Jy 
died, there was not found any one of the Punwar tribe worthy to wear the 
crown ji on which account Chyiepaul, an eminent zenjeendar, was chofen 
king. He founded the Tenore dynally. After Kenwerpaul, the Chowhan 
dynally poOetTcd the kingdom. In the reign of Maldeo, Sheikh Shah 
came from Ghuaneen, and conquered Maiwah, where he enjeyed a long 
reign. When he died, his Ton Aliaheddeen was an infant, whereupon hi* 
vizeer, Dherumraj Soud potTefTed bimfelf of the kingdom. But when Al- 
laheddeen came to years of maturity, he made war upon Dberuntr^, and 
put hi{n to death. Chytcpaul, a defeendant of Manickdeo Chowhan, 
and who w'as in the (ervice of Kcmaleddccn, became his murderer, and 
3 affutued 
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aHumcd the kingdom. Irv tlie reigo of Sccrfeln, an Afghan entered into a 
coufL'deracy ’M'ith Ibnie otherSj who laid thetnfcfvcs in ambtilhj and killed 
ihc rajah whilh be was hunting. He then feized die kingdom, and took 
the. title of Jelaleddeen. Khrukrein, the foij of Beerfein, having rendered 
many eminent fervteea to hU mailer, the king of Kamroop, the king in 
return gave him his daughter in marriage, and appointed liirn hij heir. 
When be had obtained the kingdom of Kamroop, by the death of bis 
father-in-law, he led an army into Malwab, to revenge the murder of hia 
father, and Alum Shah was killed in battle. In the reign of Suckut Singjh, 
Bahader Shah, king of the Dekhan, brought an army again It him, and 
having killed the rajah, proceeded to Dehly, where he fell into the hands 
of Sultan Shahabeddecn. \yhen Sultan GhiafTeddeen Baleen poflefied 
llnf kingdom of Dehly, he was engaged in war with Sultan Mahommed, 
the fon of Feeroz Shah, At the death of Cbiaflcddeen, there was great 
confuGon in die kingdom df Deljiy; upon which Dilawer Khan Go wry, 
the viceroy of Mahvaji ; Zuffer Khan, viceroy of Gujerat; Khyzir Khan, 
viceroy of Moolian j and Khowjah Screer, viceroy of Jownpoor, all four 
rebelled, and made thcmfelves independent princes. Some of the nobles 
of ChialTcddecn raifad to the throne of Dehly his fon Alrup Khan, and 
gave him the title of How^iung, It is laid that hrs father had been poi- 
loncd by bis order. Sultan MozufFcr* Guje^^tty attacked Howlhung, and 
took him prifoner, and made his own brother Nufleer Khan king of 
Dehly. Bui he proving a tyrant*, was depofed, and Moufa, Howfliung's 
coufin, raifed to the tlironc. Upon tins Sultan MozulFcr releafcd How- 
fhung from his confinement, and fent him to Dehly along with his fon Ah- 
tned khan. HowDiung gained the viaory, which replaced him upon the 
throne. After the death of Mozufler, Howlhung fevcral times carried 
bis arms into Gujerat, and had fevcral battles with Ahmed, but was 

^ 1 ^ alwaya 
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tlwayj unruccefsAil. At length he attempted to efieft hu porpole by arti^ 
fice, and difguilLng hlmfctf as a merchant, went to Gujnagur. But the 
governor of that fortrefs being apprized thereof, came hitnr<;lf to the 
caravan, and made the king p^ifotier. But Howrhimg declaring that .he 
came only to purchafe elephants, the gpvcrnor prefemed him with fome 
very fine ones, and fet him at liberty. Howlhitng carried on wars againll 
Mobarek Shah, Ton of Khyzir Khan, king of Dchly; and alfo againil 
Ibrahecm Sherkee; and Sultan Ahmed of the Dckham At his death the 
nobles, conformably to his lall will, made his fon HulTein Khan his fuc» 
oeObr, under the tide of Mahommed Shah. But Mahommed Khan, his 
lelaiion, bribed the cupbearer to put poifon into his w'ine. The generals 
of his army kept bis death fecret, wifhing to raife to the throne his fon 
Maflaood Khan. And they fent a mefTeng^to invite to court Mahdhi- 
med Khan. He returned for anfwer, that if tlrey had any bufinefs to* 
deUbcraie upon, they mull come to hi^. The^ incQiifi derate I y went to. 
him, and being feixed, were obliged to confent to htsjbciiig made king, uti-> 
der the title of Sultan. Mahmood.^ 

This prince maintained wars againft Sultan M^ommed, fan of Mobai%k 

Shah, king of Dehly; and Sultan Ahmed, king^^f Cujerat; and HulTeia 

Sherkee; and Ranna Gownhol What greatly contributed to the glory of 

his reign,, was an embaffy from Sultan Abufyed Mirza, who fcni him to 

* 

Khowjeh Jemaleddccn Aflarabady, wiilt valuable prefents. He was after, 
wards depofed by fome of his ungrateful courtiers i but was rellorcd to hi> 
kingdom by the afliftance of Sultan Mozufler, king of Gujerat. He was 
taken prifoner in battle by the Ranna, who generoully fent him back to 
Malwah. In another battle he fell into the hands of Sultan Bahader of 
Gujerat, and he died as they were conveying, him to Cbumpanccr, upon 

which 
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which Malwah was annexed fo Oujerat. When ihc late empwor Hemayun 
conquered thefe provinces^ he added them to Agra. After that, one 
MullQpr, who was of ibe family of Sultan Mahmood, pofTeiTed bimfelf of 
hlalwah, and ’afrumed the title oCCader-KhaOb During the ^urpatlon of 
Sheef^klian^ hU governor of Matwah was named Shujahut Khan. He ro. 
fufed obedience to Dehly, under the rdgn of Selcem Khan. During the 
government of Mobarea Khan^ this fbobah again became tributary to 
Dchly. But upon the death of Mobarox Khao^ the eldell Ton of Cader 
Khan, named Bazeed, rebeUed* and reigned under the title of Bahader 
Shah.

But when the aufpicious (tar of royalty Ihed it's rcfpkQdeni infiuencej. 
this Coobah again bccante a part of the empire.

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THIS foobah was onginally called Khandecs. Upon the conqucB of 
the fortrefs of Afleer, and when this foobah made a government for Sultan 
Daniel, the name was changed into Dandees. It is lituated in the fe- 
cond climate. In length from Poorgong, which joins to Hindiah^ to Le- 
lung, bordering upon the territory of Ahmednagur^ it mcafures '75 cofet 
and the breadth, from Jamood, which confines it towards Bcrar and 
Pall, joining to Malwah, is 50 cofe. It Is bounded on the north and 
weft by Malwah; Kaincb confines it on the foutb j on the eaft ties Bcrar; 
and on the north large mountains. It abounds with rivers and rivulecr. 
The principal river is the Talee, which has it*s fource between Berar and 
Gowndwaneh, and it is allb called the Foorny. 'Ote air of this foobah is 
delightful i dnd the winter is very temperate. Jewary is the grain chiefly 
cultivated here, and in feveral places they have three crops of it in a year. 
Their efcttlent plants arc remarkably fine; their rice is excellent; and they 
have great plenty of flowers and fruitS| together with beetle-leaf in abun- 
dance.

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This foobali is famous for the manufaflore of a fine ftuff called Abul- 
leh ; arid at Dchrmigongare fabricated Seerryfaf and Bhiroon. 


AtTcer isa fort where the governor of the province rcfides. It is Ctu» 
aied upon a toliy mounuio; there arc three other forts cncompalling it; 
and it is incomparably ftrong. At the foot of the fort is a very large city! 

Burhanpoor is a large city, fituated on the banks of the river Tapty, 
and at three cofe diftance from ARecr. It lies in latitude twenty-one de-! 
grees forty ini nines. It has many gardens, in fame of which is fount^fan- 
dal-wood. The city is inhabited by people of all nations, and abounds 
with handle raft Onen. In the fummer this city is covered with duft, and 
during the raioj, the ftrccts arc full of mud and flime. 

Adclabad is a good town, and near it is a lake which the Hindoos hold 
in great-veneration. They fay that Rajah JelTerat c;tpiatcd his crime 

here. This Jake is always full of wat^r, and it’s banks arc highly culti¬ 
vated. 


Changdavy is a village, near which the rivers Tapty and Pootmi unite 
their ftreamsj which confluence, held facred by the Hindoos, is by them 
called Jigg^teerta, or the liver of adored places. There is alfo in this 
neighbourhood an image of Mahadeo, of which they relate the follow- 
%g ftory: There was a blind man, who always carried about him an 
image of Mahadeo, to which be ufed to pay daily adoration. It happened 
that he loft it at this place, upon which being greatly diftrefled, he formed 
offand an image refembling it, which lie worihipped as he had done the 
original. By the will of the Almighty the figure of fand became Hone. 
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and is faid to he the one above-mentioned. Near ii is a fpnng, which 
the Hindoos believe to be tlie Ganges. They fay that> by the power of 
Cod, a certain devout man ufed to go conflamly lo the Ganges, and return 
again the fame day. One night the river Ganges lippearcd to him in a 
dream, and faid. « Ceafe from ail this labour, for I will fpring up here 
4 n your cell." Accordingly, in the morning the fpring appeared, and Is 
running at this day. 

Jamood is a very fine pergunnah: near U ts a very lofty fort, upon a 
mountain. 

Damemy is a populotts town, in the vicinity of which is a refervoir, the 
water of which continually boils. The Hindoos worlliip it, 

Chowpurreh is a large town, well inhabited. Near it is a place of wot' 
Ihip called Ramiffer, being the confluence of the rivers Kurney and Tap- 
The Hindoos come here from great didances to pay their adorations. 
The fort of Mclunga is fituated near this place. 

Thalny was for Ibme lime the rclidence of the Feerookyan dynafty. 
Although the fort is htuated upon a plain, it ueTerthelefs is of great ftrength. 

In thU foobahare thiny-two pergunnahs, which are all in high cultiva¬ 
tion. The bufbandmen are dutiful fubjeds, and very laborious. They 
arc of the following tribes, via, Koony, Bhcib, and Gownd, Thofe ! 
laft named tame lions, fo as to make them do any thing they pleafe, and 
many wonderful fiories are told Vf them.

ji summary Iliitory qf the Kingi of Dandees, 


FORMERLY this counirj'vas defolate, except that a few people inha- 
biLcd Affccr, which was iheir^!ace of w'orlhip, aod called Afootahma, It 
is faid that Mullick Rajce^, fro^ whom Bahadcr was the ninth in lineal 
defeent, through the verfatiliiy' of fortune, came From Bundur to this coun. 
try, and [citlcd in the village of Keerandeey, dependant upon Tahleenir. 
But being molcfted by the natives, he went lo Dehly and entered the fer- 
Tice of Sultan Feeroz. As he was an expert huntfman, the king was 
pleafcd vfith him, and told him he fKould have any thing he could wilh. 
for. Upon this he obtained a grant of ^thc village of Keerandcey* By 
his prudent management, he peopled the deferted lands, and brought 
them into cultivation. In A. H, 784 he fat on bis throne at Talilecnir, 
under the title of Adel Shah, and reigned 17 years. He was fucceeded by 
his Ton, Ghereeb Khan, called NuJTecr Sbab. From the commencement 
of his reign, this kingdom was called Khandees: He reigned 40 years, 6 
monib, and aSBays, After him reigned 3 years, 8 months, and 3 days, 
his fon Meeran Shah, who fomc alfo call Adel Shah, Then came to the 
throne his fon Mobarck Shah Chowkundy Sultan, who reigned j; years, 
6 months, and ag days. Next his fon Adel Shah Jya, wbofe name, be¬ 
fore he came lo the throne, was Afen Khan, reigned 46 years, 8 months, 
and % days. He marched to Burhatipoor, and after making himfelf 
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mafler of Atfer, married the daughter of Sultan Ahmed Gujeratty* who 
founded the city of Gujerat. When Adel Shah died, his brother Daoud 
Shah obtained the throne, and reigned 7 years. 1 month, and 17 days. 
Adel Shah, the fon of Afen Khan, took refuge in Gujerat. Sultan 
Mahoromed. Bungcrah Rajee, king of Gujerat, gave him his daughter in 
maniage, went with him to Khandecs. and conquered the kingdom for 
him. after which be returned to his own territory. Adei Shah reigned 
13 years. He left behind him two fons, Mccian Mahommed Shah, and 
Mobarek Shah, SuUan Bahadcr. king of Gujerat, nominated for the 
heir of his kingdom Mecrati Mahommed, and made him guardian of his 
fon Mahommed, and of his own brother Mobarek. Mccran. bring a 
wife and upright prince, put Mahommed in polTeffion of the kingdom of 
Gujerat. and contented himfelf with Khandeet. He reigned 16 years, 
s months, and 3 days. At hU death die nobles raifed to the throne Rajcc._ 
the fon of Mceran Shah j but Mobarek depofed him, and reigned 31 years, 
6 months, and 5 days. He was foccecdcd by bis fon Mecran Mahom¬ 
med, who reigned 5 years, g months, and 15 days. He had for his foe- 
ceffor his youngefl brother Rajah Aly Khan, who affumed the title of Adel 
Shah. He was killed in the wars in the Dckhan, fighting under his majefty’s 
viflorious llandards. His body was inlcrrcd at Burhanpoor, after a reign 
of 41 years, 3 months, and 40 days. At his death the throne devolved to 
his Ton Khyzir Khan, who, upon his inauguration, took the title of Baha- 
der Shah; but, proving a bad prince. His kingdom was taken From him, in 
the 45th year of our emperor’s reign.

THE ancieni names oF this Foobah arc Durdatot, Rtiddaroodyur, and 
Tiukcncr. li is fuuated in the fecond climaie. The length* from Pu- 
lalch loBecragurh, h -oo cofc; and the breadth, from Btuidcr to Hin- 
diab, mearnres iBo cofe. On the eaft it joins to Bccragurh; on the 
north lies Seitara; on the foutb Hindiahj and on the Telinganeh, 

Mekbur i< 1 populoys coyntry. liiyaed between two of ibe foythera 
moymyn. of ibb foobab. one of wbich is called Byndeh. uid on the top 
of it are the following forts, viz. Kaweel. Xemaleh, Meelgyrh, Beroolha, 
Mehawer, and Ramgurb, 

The air oi this foobah is very lempcratc. It is highly cuhivaicd. 
Here arc many rirers, the principal of which is called the Gungkoicmy* 
and fometimes the Godawery. The Hindoos have dedicated this river lo 
Kotum, in the fame manner as the Ganges to Mahadcoj they relate won¬ 
derful ftones regarding it, and hold it in great veneration. The fourcc 
of this river is in the mouataiiw of Sibya. near Turncek. and pafling through 
the territory of AhmednaguV, it enters Bcrar, and from ihencc mns into 
Telinganeh. When the planet Jupiter enters the fign of Lco^ people 
come from great diftanccs to worihip this river. The Talee and the 
Tapty arc alfo facred flreams. The river Poorna takes its rife near Dey- 
walgong j the Sirowda has its fonree ten cofe higher up the country than 
the Talee. The Nupta .alfo fprings up near Dcywalgong, 

The following arc particular idiomatkaJ appellations in this foobah. A 

Chowdry 
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Chowdry * they call Dcyfmuck; a Cannoongou* with them, is Dcyfpandeh; 
a MoJtuddcm for principal hufbandman) they ftylc Pmtielt f and a Put- 
wary * they name Kulkurncc. 

Eletchpoor is a large city, where the governor of the foobah rclides. 
Here grows a very fragant flower, called Boohenchunpah, which refttn* 
bles the violet in colour^ and it has hardly any Italk. 

At the di [lance of fcvcn cofc, from the fort of Kawcel, is a very ftrong 
fort, where there is a fpring with which they water ftecl. 

Funnar is likewife a flrong fort, which is watered on three Cdcs by two 
rivers, 

Khcyrlch is a plain, and in (he centre of it is a hill whi^ Is held fa^ 
cred. At the diflance of four cofe from this is a "well, which petrifies 
any bone that is thrown into iL To the call of this fort is a zemcendar 
named Chatwa, who commands sooo cavalry, 50,000 infantry, and too 
elephants, Daddhcr Row is a zemeendar, whofe territory tics to the 
northwefi of this fortj he commands aoo cavalry and 5000 infantry. 
To the north of it rclidcs Naher Row, a zemeendar, commanding aooo 
cavalry and 5000 infantry. Near to his iciritory is another zemeendar, 
called Hufleca Row, whofe country is at prefent overTUn 'by the tribe of 
Gownd. Here are wild elephants. He is tributary to Malwah, Chatwa 
is tributary to Gurreh, and the other zemeendars above-mentioned arr 
dependant upon Sircar Hindi ah,

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Nernalefa is a large fort} conialning many building^j and Gluated on ihe 
top of a mouniain. 

fieeja Row is a zemeenxbr of this foobahj who cotnmatids 50 cavalry 
and 3000 infimtry. Doongur Khan is likewifc a aemeendar* who com¬ 
mands the ft me number of troops, and they are both of the Cownd tribe. 

Near Ballapoor are two rivers, amongH the fands of which are found 
floncs variegated with beautiful colours, which the people cut into vari¬ 
ous forms. At the dldancc of^ix cofe from Ballapoor, Sultan Morad 
built a palace, which has now become the centre of a city. 

Near Meelgurh is a rprmg'callcd Sbapoor, the water of which petrlHcs 
wood, and o^er foft fubftances. 

Kullem is an ancient city i it is famous for bu^aloes. Near it is a zc' 
meendar named Bubjeo^ of the tribe of Gownd, and he is alfo called 
Chanda. He commands lOOO cavalty and 40,000 infantry. 

In Beeragurh is a diamond mine j and here are manufa&ured flowered 
fluffs. It Vs dependant upon Bubjeo, who has but lately conquered It. 
Near it are found wild elephants in great number. The former inhabitants 
now refide near Baflem, and they arc called Huikeran. They formerly 
commanded 1000 cavalry and 50,000 infantry. They are in general a 
refraftory and perfidious race. 

The Bunjerah zemcendary has 100 cavalry and 10,000 infantTy, The 
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prcfent zcmccadar if a woman. Tiie two bil^mcntioned zcmecndars are 
raj pools. 

The Ton of Mahore is verjr pleafantly fituated upon a mountain, and 
near it is a Hindoo temple, called jugdeena, dedicated to Doorga. Here 
arc buffaloes that give abundance of milk. The zemcendar of this icrri.* 
tory ia of a particular tribe of rajpoots, called Raima. 

Manick Durg is a fort upon a mountain, furrounded with wilds. It Is 
near Chanda, and b an independent territory. 

In Sircar Falitery Is^ a tow'n called Chitore, which is a great mart for 
precious Rones and other valuable articlcsr 

Sircar Telinganeh was fubje£t to Kotcb-ul-Mulk. The natives are 
called Tclingcb. It has lately been annexed to Berar. 

In Indore and Nccrmul there are Reel mines. Thcfe places are atfo 
famous for very near Rone veiTels. Tbcir oxcn’are very fine. The boufe 
cocks, w*bich arc bred here, have black blood and bones. 

Ramgurh is a Rrong fort, Rtuated upon a mountain, furrounded with 
wilds. His majcRy has not yet got poirelTian of it. Here arc elephants. 

Lenar is a part of the Mekhur dtvifion. It Is a great place of re¬ 
ligious re fort, and is called Bifhen Gyah. The Hindoos fay there are 
three places where, if charity be beftowed, it obtains pardon for the 
deccafed. The RrR is the Gyah of Bahar, which is dedicated to Brahma.

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The fccoiid Oyah U tbii which is dcdicaicd to Rcxxlcr, or Birhcii, And the 
third is near Bcejapoor, being a refcnoir of water, widi a very deep fpring 
in iu The refcrvoir meafiircs a cofe in length, and the fame in breadth, 
and it is encompafled by high mountains. On ihcfe mountains is a Fpring 
of (ah water; but the water which is taken op from the centre and near 
the edges is perre 3 ly fre(h. Tbefe mountains produce all the rcqoilitcs 
for making glals and foap. And here are fallpetrc works, which yield 
a confiderablc revenue to the ftaic, from the dudes colieacd upon them. 
Alfo, on the top of tbefe mount^ns is a fpring, upon the mouth of which 
is carved the Bgurc of an ox. When Amavus falls upon Monday, the 
water of this fountain runs into the refcrvoir at Bet^apoor, as deferibed 
above. Here are great numbers of monkeys. 

In the n^hbourhood of*lhis place is a zerifeendar, called Wayillch, 
who is a rajpoot, and commands soo cayalry and lO.OOo infantry. There 
is alfo another zcraecndar of tlic fame tribe, and who commands a like 
number of troops. 

Puttyalch, of which Puttyalnagry ts a dependaticy, is a ftrong fort oti 
the top of a mountain. In Putiyaicb arc four idolatrous temples, in which 
arc fome ahonithing idols. 

In this vicinity is a rajpoot zerocendar, named Midnce Row, who com¬ 
mands £00 cavalry and aooo infantry. Kamajeo is another rajpoot 
zcmcctid3r| with lOo cavalry lUid tooo irifantrye 

Thi* foobab coniaini fircars^ fubdivided uHo 142 perftinnabs, the 
tcvcmica of which aie cotleaed by Naffiik (ot a valuaiioii of the cropa.) 

The 
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The tungah of this country is equal to eight of thofc of Defafy, Originally 
the amount revenue was three crorc and a half of tungahs,. or 56 crore of 
dams. Some of the princes of the Dekhan exceeded this fum by 25 lacks, 
25,350 tungahs} the grofs amount of which was 37t5a5,3SO tungahs. 
During the government of Sultan Morad, there was a further incKafe 
of sS lacks, 37,454 tungahs; raifing the amount up to 4,163,704 Berary 
tungahs, being equivalent to 642,603,272 dams. 

Eight pergunnahs, which properly belong to Sircar Rullem, are now 
poITcfTed by Chanda, and yield no revenue to the ftate. Neither arc any 
collcBions obtained from 22 pergunnahs in Sircar Kehrleh^ they being 
in the poBeflion of Chany a, and other independent zemeendars. 

This foobah originally formed a part of iihe Dekhan, and during the 
reign of Sultan Mahmood, it was commiited to the care of Futtebiiilah 
Amad-uUMutk, and he enjoyed the government four years. At his death, 
his Ton, Allaheddecn Amad-uUMulk, fuccccded to the government, and 
lived in it 40 years. He was fucceeded by his fon, Dirya Khan, who 
governed 15 years. When he died, the government was conferred upon 
his fon, Burhan, a minor. At length it was conquered by Mortaza Nizam* 
ul'Mulk, and annexed to Ahmednagur. 
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Thi SOOBAH of GUJERAT. 

IT n fixated in ihc iecond climate. The length from Burhanpoor 
to Juggci is 30a cofc; and the breadth from Jalorc to the pan of 
Dummuo meafurcs ado cofc; and alfo from Idor to the port of Cambayet 
k IS 70 cofc broad. On the call lies DaiKlccs; on the north Jalore and 
Iderj on the fouth are the ports of Dummun and Cambayet; and on 
the weft jugget, whkh is fituated upcm the fea-fliore* In the ftHithcrn 
parts of this foohah are many mountains. It is vfaicred by the occan^ and 
the following rivers t the Sabermutty, vlie Batcriick, the Mchindcry, the 
Narbiidda^ the Tapty, and the Strfooiy. There are two other fprings, 
called Cunga and Jumna. The air of this foohah is very temperate. 
The ibii b fandy^ on which Account tltc rain dodit not occafton any mud. 

Jcwaiy ami Bajera are the grain principally cultivated here; and they 
are the chief food of the mhabiiants. The Ipring Usrvdl here is iticon- 
ftderablc. Wheat and barley are imported from Malwah and Ajmcer^ 
and they arc fupplied with rice from the Dekhan. The revenues are for 
the moft part colic Bed by Muftuckj mearoicmcnt beittg fetdom u£ed here. 

They citclofc their heids and gardens with hedges of the zekoom trecj. 

which is a ftrong defence from cattlcj and makes the country alnioft 

impenetrable by an army. There arc fuch ahundance of martgoes and 

other fruit trecs^ that the w'hole country feems a perkfi garden. 

* 

From Ptiiten to Berodeh, the diftance of too tofe, both lidcs of the 
road arc lined with mangoc trees^ wbofe huii are remarkably brgc and 
3 mod 
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mofl delicious. There is one fort which is fwect wfailfl it is green. This 
ftiobab alfo produce;, abundance of very fine ftgs. Here are muni-mduns 
in winter and fummer, which continue in feafon for two months each 
lime. Their grapes are indifferent. They have other fruits and Sowers 
in abutidance. The country b fo much covered with fruit trees, that k 
impolttblc to hunt. Here are many wild leopards. 

The boufes are for the mofl part covered with tiles, with w'alb of' brick 
and cliunant. Some build thcmfcives large houfes of flortc, wkh cavities 
in the walls^ to which they have private ways of entrance. 

A great many people in this foobah ride in carriages drawn by oxert; 
It is famous for painters, carvers, and other handicraftsmen. They cut 
out letters in fhclts, and inlay with them ver^curiouny. They alfo make 
beautiful inkilands and fmall boxes. They manufaHurc gold and Giver 
fluffs, velvets, dfc. And they imitate the ftufFs of Turkey, Europe, and 
Perfia. They alfo make very good fwoids, jemdhers, kcwpwehs, and 
bows and arrows. Here is likewife carried on a traffic lii ptedous Aones. 
Silver is brought hither from Room and Irak. 

At firil Putten \ifa3 the feat of government, then Chumpancer, and 
now Ahmetbbad. This laA is a large, w'ell-formcd city, Giuated upon the 
river Saberiutitty. It lies in latitude ag degrees, 'f he lituation is re¬ 
markably healthy, and you may here provide yourfelf with the produfliotis 
of every part of the globe. There are two forts, 011 the outlicic of which 
is the towtt, which formerly cunGAcd of 360 pooras {or quarters), hut 
DOW only 84 are in a nourifhing condition. In thefc arc sooo Aotte 

mofqucs, 
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morques, each having two large minarets, and many wonderful iDfcrip- 
tiuns. "In Poora RafTootabad is the tomb of Shah Alum, of Bokhara, 

PuUcwch IS a tows three cofc from Ahmedabad, Here ts the tomb 
of Koteb Alum, the father of Shah Alum. It is built in a garden, with 
accommodations for people who hav'c bidden adieu to the world. Over 
the fepulchrc is a eovetin^ about a cubit fquarc, part of which is wood, 

another part Hone, and the red iron. 'And of this many wonderful ftoiSes

arc related. 

At the didance of three eofe from Putteweh is a place called Sir^ 
gutrj, where arc the tombs of ^etkh Altmed Khutco and Sultan Ahmed, 
after whom Ahmcdabad^b ^hicd. Mere bIJ'o rell: many of the Ghaurian 
Suhans, Here grows very^ne indigo, which is exported to Room and 
other didant ^aces. 

At the diflance of twelve cofc fiom Alimcdabad, Hands the city of 
hdahmoodabad, founded by Sultan Mahmood. It contains many grand 
cdihccs, and is fLirroandcd with a wall feven cofe fqiiare; at every half 
cofv of which is crctled a pleafure houfe, with an enciofure, in which arc 
deer and other game. 

The xemcendar of Ider, who is named Naraln Dofs, lives with fticfi 
auflcriiy. that his only food is grain, which has palTcd through oxcu, 
and been feparated from their dungj and this kind of aliment, the Brah¬ 
mins confidcr as pure in the liighcft degRC. This Narain Dofs U one 
of the principal chiefs of the Rahtorc tribe ; and be commands jjco cavalry 
and sooo infantr)'. 

The 
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The ports of Cambayet (Cambay) and Ghogch arc dependant upon this 
fircar. Qhogeh it a large port, well built, and inhabited by merchants 
of various kinds. ^Shtps come to, and others are htted om from this place. 
Tile cargoes of the ihips arc put into fmall vciTeb, calledi Tab very, which 
traiifpori thetn to Camhayct, At Kurr>' are very fine oxen, Tome of 
which are fold for three hundred rupees a pair and upwards, according 
to ihclr beauty and fpeed, 

Chaiawarch formerly was an independent territory, containing asoo 

villages, which extended 70 cofe in length and.40 cole in breadth j and 

it had 10,000 cavalry, with the fainc number of jidianm'. Now it has aoo 

cavalry and 30CXJ infantry i is fubjeO. to the governor of Gujerat, and 

inhabited by the tribe of Chalali* Although now formed into four divi- 

*# 

lions, it is only reckoned as a fingle perguni^h 4>f Ahmedabadii Uiias a 
great number of towns. 

Puticn has a flone fort and another of brick. It is nttiated in longitude 
117" 10', and latitude ag* 30'- It produces oxen that will travel 50 cofc 
in lialf a d.ay. Here arc manufatlurcs of cotton cloths, which are tranf- 
ported to great diflances. 

Siddabpoor Is a town on the banks of the Sirfooty, and is a great place 
of religious re fort. 

Beernagurgb, an ancient city, hSs in it three hundred ididatrous'tem¬ 
ples, each of w^bich has a refer voir of water. The inhabitants are princi¬ 
pally Brahrnms, 
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Chumpanccr is a fort upon a fofty mountain, the accefs to 'whi<ii, for 
upvtr^ards of two cofc, U exceedtngty difRcuti, and there are gates at fevenl 
parti of the defile. At one place they have excavated near fixiy elb in 
length, which fpace it covered with planks, that cats be removed when oc- 
cafion requires- Here grow very fine fniits- 

Sooret (or Surat) it an emporium. The river Tapiy runs pafl it, and ai 
the difiance of feven cofe from ihcncc joins the fL-a. Raneer, which is 
fituated on the oppofite fide of the Tapty, is a port dependent upon 
Surat. In ancient iim», it was a large city. The ports of Kundery 
and Bulfar arc alfo belonging to Surat, Here are very fine fruits, 
cfpcciaily pine-apples. Tlie followers of Zerdtilht, when they fled ftom 
Pcrila, fettled at Surat, where they praflife die doQrine inculcated by die 
Zendf and its, commentary the Pazend. They make ufe of fcpolchrct. 
From the liberality of hit majefiy^s dlfpolitlonj every feft exerdfes its par¬ 
ticular mode of worfiiip, without fufferlng tlic leafi moleftatton. Through 
the negligence of foobahdars and their olficcrs, feveral of thefe fircars arc 
in the poffeifion of the Europeans! aniongn: the tmmber are Dummun, 
Surjaun, Tarapoor, Mahum, and BufTy, which are cities and cmporiuins- 

Beroaicb has a fine fortj the river Nerbuddah runs pafi it, and then 
unites itfelf with the fea. It is a great emporium, to which the ports of 
Kawee, Cundhar, Bhalwut, and Bhigooreh alfo belong. 

Near the town of Hanibot is a f^rk, abounding with deer and oibCT 
game. It is fituated on the banks of the Nerbuddah, mcaTurcs eight cofe 
in length, and four cofe in breadth, is perfeCily level, and continually 
covered with verdure. 


Sircar 
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Sircar Surat waj formerly an independent territory j the chief laas of 
the Ghclotc tribe, and commanded 50,000 cavalry and 100,000 in fan. 
try. Its lengthy from the port of Ghogeh to the port of Aramroy^ mea< 
fures tt5 colt} and the breadth, from Sindchar to the port of Diu, is a 
diftance of ye cole. On the caA lies Ahmadebad 1 on the north the terri¬ 
tory of Cutcb; and on the ibuth and the weA is the fca. The ctimaic is 
healthy. Fruits and iluvcrs are here in great plenty; amongA the former 
are grapes and mulk-melons. 

Surat is now formed into nine divihons, each inhabited by a different 
tribe. 

r 

The Firtf Division, which is commonly called Wew Surat^ had not 
been explored for a long time, on account of the thtcknefs of the foreAa 
and intricacy of (he mountaint. A perfon was carried through it by 
accident, who informed others of his dlfcoveries. Here is a Aonc fort, 
called Chunahgurh, which was conquered by Sultan Mabmood, who built 
another Aone fortreis at the foot of it. Adhum is another fort, eight 
cofe diAant from Chunahgurh. It is Atuated upon a mountain, but is now 
abandoned, although it eafily be put into repair. In its vicinity 

b a fort upon the mountain of Kernal, and furrounded with many large 
brings. Maabidcbeen and Bunder Goondyluckyat arc tw^u places in its 
neighbourhood. Ai the diAance of a eofe are two other places called 
Bunder. Behind Chunahgurh is an Hland, called Syalkookh, being a 
fqimre of three cofe, where grow various kinds of wild fruits, and the in¬ 
habitants are moAIy of the Kooky an tribe. 

Near the town ofNowgongfhah Is a river, called Bhader, which emp¬ 
ties ttfeJF into the fca- The fiAi of this river are lb delicaie, that, if they 
Vot..

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ire cupofofi m ihr fan for a ftiort lime, they hil-U. At th» lovn are lo 
be procumi very line cwncls, and horfea Tomewhjit taller than ihofe calietl 
Copre. 

The Dhitiim U Pullen. It ii a large town, on the fca Aiorfr, 

and has a llune fort, in a plain, Ii is aJfo called Pmten Soomnaut, 

The town of Owranch is fituated at the diflance of three cofc from 
the Tea, and has a (lone fort on a plain. Here arc made good fworcL. 
near it being a well which iharpens any blade that h watered with it. 

The foiiTce of the Nerbuddah, which is held very facred by the Brah- 
tnirts, is near Soomnaut. This city alfo is a great place of rdigiopj re- 
rorr, a# well as Beranjy and Gowrecner, About four thoufatid years 
ago, in this neighbourhood, at a place fiiualcd between the rivers Burn and 
Sirrootty, there were aiTcmbled together an immenfc multitude of the Ja^ 
doon tribe, who, after fporiing together, at length fought, and every fool 
of them perifiied in the confliQ. 

At the diflance of half a cofe from Putten Soomnaut, a perfon, named 
Bhallcaieerut, came to Kifbcnteer, on the bank of the river Sirfooty, 
where, at the root of a Pcepul tree, he threw himfclf imo the river t and 
that fpot is now called Pcepulfir. Boih thefe places are accounted holy. 
In the town of Moolmahadco is a temple dedicated to Mahadco, where, 
every year, on a certain day, there appean a bird called, it, the Hindovy’ 
language, Beekh, fomewhat fmallcr than a pigeon, with a blunt bill, and 
whofe body is pied black and whites and, having perched and fported on 
the top of the temple, for a Ihort time, it then falls down and dies. 

The 
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The people of the town, who arc aflcmble^ together upon thi$ day, tahe 
«p the bird atid fumigate it with various per Fumes, and from cjtaminmg 
the marks of the bird, they can from thcncc predia whether, in the eo- 
fuing year, there will be plenty of rain, or a drought s a great degree of 
blacknefs pVomtfes rain, and on the contrary, a white plumage portends a 
drought. In this place they have three crops of jewar in a year. Near 
a place called Oooah are two fprings of water, which they call Gungahand 
Jumnali. The water of thefe refervoirs bubbles up, and flows over. 
The filh of both ihefe fprings are faid to have each three eyes, two in 
their proper place and one in the forehead. 

Between Mangalore and Joorwar rs a fpot which is wafbed by the Tea, 
but, on a certain day in the year, the water is quite frefii. The rcafoti 
they afltg n for U is^ that, in ancient times, a perfon being in want of Ganges 
water, a holy man dlrcBcd him to this fpot, where he foCind frefh vraicr j 
and, to this time, on the fame day every year, the water is frefh* The 
chiefs of thefe two divihons arc rajpoois, of the Chelotc tribe, as arc the 
other inhabitants; each chief commands icoo cavalry and eooo infantry, 
together with a number of Ahccr (or cowherds.) 

The TAfVd At the foot of die mountains of Sironj is a large 

city,'now out of repair, although the fituaiion is very dcHrabte. Maabid- 
checn and the port of Ghngeh are dependant upon it. The ifland of Bii 
ritm is alfo in thisdivifton ; it is a fquarehin, of nine cofe, in the midH of 
the river, and formerly was the feat of government. The zemeendar of 
this divihon is of the Gowhil tribe, and commands aooo cavalry and 4000 
ijifantry. 
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j Tbe Foxirth Dwiaon includes the ports of Mchcwcb and Telaja, The 
inhabitants are of the Walcb tribe. Tbii divifion has 300 cavalry and 
500 infantry. 

The Fifth i>it£riOT» is Juggct, wbicb is alfo called Daurka. Kifheit 
came from Mehtra and dwelt at ibis place, and died here. This is con- 
fidcred as a very holy fpot by the Brahmins, The idand of Singhoode^ 
bar, which meafures four cofe fquarc, is aifo reckoned in this divifron. 
Near Aramnoy is an idand 70 cofe in circuiu Here is a fpot moftly Rone, 
half a cofe in eatent, from whence, when excavated, there Ufues out felt 
water on all fidcs- MuUick Jyaz. of the tribe of Khafcb Kyel, wbo was 
governor on ibc part of Sultan Mahtnood Gujeratty, has excavated about 
a fourth part of it. The port of Aramroy is a very Rrong place, in¬ 
habited by the tribe of BadhLL This divifion has 1000 cavalry and aooQ 
infantry. 

Thu Sixth Division has fuch large rivers, the mountains are fo lofty, and 
the country in general fo woody, as to be impervious for an anny. It is 

inhabited by the tribe of Cbcctore. It has 1000 cavalry and aooo in¬ 
fantry. 

The SewentA Divmon is inhabited by the Bagbcyleb tribe, who com- 
jnand soo cavalry and the like number of infantry. 

Here arc alfo many of the Kathy tribe, who are of the Ahcer caft, and 
whole bufinefs it is to look after horfes. Their miUiary force is 6000 
cavalry and the like number of infantry. 


Some 
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Some people confider this trib« to he of Arabian origin- They are 
very fagacioiis» and cjcircmcly hofpitablc, and they vjiII eat with perfonsof 
every religion. Many of them are exceedingly beautiful. When a 
Jagheerdar comes ataongft them, they firft exa^ an engagement that 
neither man nor woman of them fliall be called to account for iocontinen- 
cy. In the vicinity of this tribe, on the banks of the river Doondy, dwell 
airibeofAhecrs, who are called Poorunjah, and command 3000 cavalry 
and the like number of bfantry. They arc perpetually at war with the 
tribe of Jam. 

The Eighth Diihion. Here is a feaport called jhanjecr. inhabited 
by the tribe of Watchee, This diviGon ha* aoo cavalry and the like 
number of infantry. 

The Ninth Division is inhahiied by the Charun tribe. The Hin¬ 
doos fay that Mahadco created, out of the fweat of his forehead, a hu¬ 
man form, whom he called Charun, and gave him charge of bis own 
ox. This Charun compofed verfe*, fang the prailes of Mabadeo, and re¬ 
vealed to mankind paft and future event*. This tribe, who bear hi* 
name, arc his defeendants. The greatefl part of them employ thcmfelves 
in finging hj-mns of celebration, and in reciting genealogies t and in battle 
they repeat warlike fables, to animate the troops. They arc atfo famou* 
for difeovering fccrei things. Throu^out Hindoftan there is hardly a 
great man who hath not fomc of this tribe in hi* ferviee. Here are 300 
cavalry and 4000 infantry. There is alfo another tribe, called Bhawt, 
who at lead equal the Charun* in animating the troops by martfal fongs, 
and in chronology excel them: but the Charun* are better foldicr*.

relation of which would caufe prolixity. 


Between Chalwarth, Sircar Ahmcdabad, Puiten, and Surat is a low traft 
of country, go cofe in length, and in breadth from 7 to 30 cofc, which 
is called Run. Before the commencement of the periodical rains, the fea 
fwelU and inundates this fpot. and leaves it by degrees after the rainy 
feafon. When it becomes dry, great quantities of fait are tnanufaaured 
there, the duties upon which arc colleacd in the pergunnah of Chalawar* 
Ahmedabad is fiiuated to the eaR of this craa of land. To the weii of 
it is a very large repatate territof)', called Cutch, the length of which is 
*50 cofe, and the breadth too cofe. The territory of Sind lies to the 
weft of Cutch. The greateft pan of Cutch is compofed of woods and 
uncultivated fands, Tljcir horfea arc very fine, and arc ruppofed to be 
of Arabian extraaion. They have alfo remarkably good camel, and 
goats. Their chief U of the tribe formerty called Jadown, and now named 
^ Charunjeh. The men are tall and handfomc, and wear long beards. The 
military force of this country is 10,000 cavalry and 50,000 infantry,' 
The capital city b TaheJ, .which has two ftrong forts, called Jhareb 
and Kuntkote. To the fouth of Tahej, on the Cujerat quarter, i, a con- 
fideiablc zemcendar, named Jam, who is related to the rajah of Tahej. 
Sixty years ago, one Rawcl, after a war of two momhs. drove him out of 
his country: He then fettled in Sircar Surat, between the territories of 
Cbatwah. Badhil, and Nowned# and poffefiing himfelfof other choice 
lands, founded the criy of Nowanagur, and his new-acquired country 
pbtained the name oi Liule Cuick. Sutterfal, the prefent rajah, is hi, 
grandfon. He has 7000 cavalry and 8000 infantry. This country k alfo 

' famous 
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fatnous For camels atid goats. The Nrahtunniedan religion has picvaited 
here a long time, 

Near to Mcrow and Mungreeccli is a territory, called Pall, through vdiich 
runs the river Mchindery. On the Gujcral fide of this territory is an 
independent zemcendar, who refides at Doonguipoor. On the Malwah 
fide of this country is Banfwaleh, whofe chief is independent. TboJe 
two laft mentioned chiefs have each 5000 cavalry and jooo infantry j 
and they were both of the Scelbodyah tribe, and relations to the Ranna, 
but now the poffeffors are of another tribe,

In the vicinity of Sircar Putten is a country, of which Setowby is 
the capital. The chief commands 1000 cavalry and 5000 infantrj'. He 
has a fort, on the top of a moiiniain, called lyugurh, encompaffing twelve 
villages, with great plenty of water and pafiurage. There is alfo another 
territory, fituated to the call of Nudeebar, to the north of Mendow*, to 
ihe fouth of Madowr, and to the weft of Chumpancer, meafuring 60 cofc 
in length and 40 in breadth. The chief is of the Chpwhan tribe, and his 
capital is Almyohan, Here arc many wild elephants. The military force 
is 600 cavalry and 15,000 infantry. 

Between the fircars of Surat and Nuderbar is a mountainous coun¬ 
try, well inhabited, called Buglana, The chief ts of the Rahtorc tribe, 
and commands 3.000 cavalry and aooo infantry. Here arc apricots, apples, 
grapes, pine-apptes, pomegranates, and citrons in i^eai perfcElion. Bug- 
bna has feven fons, of which number Mowleer and Salecr arc exceedingly 
[Irong. 

Between 
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Between fircar Nadowt and Nuderbar i$ a hilly country, meaTurmg 50 
cofc in length* and 40 cofc in breadth. It is inhabited by the Gowhil tribe 
of rajpoots. At preftni the management td* public affairs is in the hands 
of one Tewary, a Brabmtn i and the rajah, who pofleffes nothing but the 
name, refides fometimes at Rajpeeplah, and fomctimes at Ghoolwa. He 
has 3000 cavalry and 7000 infantry. The water of the latter place is 
very bad j but there is produced very good rice and honey. 



Gujerat coniains nine fircars, fubdivided into 198 pergunnahs, of 
which 13 arc ports. The amount of revenue is 43 croie, dg lacks, 
2301 dams* together with 1 lack, 6fl,6a8i dams of port duties. The 
whole being equivalent tohcca rupees 1,096,1^3_3_la. 


The meafured lands, (beGdes Surat, which is paid by cftimaic), amount 
to 1 crore, Gg lacks, 3G,377 bccgahi, and 3 hlfwahs; out of which 4 
lacks, 20,374 dams are SeyurghaJ.

History ^ th^ Kin^s of GujtTatm

IN the books of the Hindoos it is written, that in the year 80a of 
the tcra of Bickennaject, correrponding with A. H. 454, Bunfrwj was the 
firft king who made Gujerat an independent monarchy, which happened 
after the following manner : Rajah Sirry Bhowrdeo^who reigned in Kinojc, 

i put 
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|iiit ta deaih one of his fubjeBs, named Samunt Stngh, for being of a bate 
and turbulent dirpoftiioiii and then plundered bis family. The wifei 
kHo was pregnant, Oed into Gujerat, and there in the wilds was delivered 
of a fon, who is this BunfiaJ. By chance Sycldco, a hermit of Ow'jain, 
happening to pafs that way, took compaflion upon the woman, and gave 
tlw child in charge to one of bis pupils, who carried him to Radhunpoor, 
where he was brought up. When he came (o manhood, he allociaied him> 
feif with a gang of highw ay robbers, whofe nainber incrcaluig, they at length 
feized the royal ircafuFC which was going to Kinoje. Chtimpa, a market- 
man, was oite of bis confederates, and they raifed and difciplincd troops, 
by whofe means Bunfraj was enabled to elLablilh himfclf in the kingdom 
of Gujerat in the fiftieth year of his age. Futten is one of die cities that 
he founded. It is related that, being in doubt where to fix the feat of his 
gitvernmcnt, one Anbul, a cowherd, faid, " 1 have feen a place, fueb as 
you deCre, which 1 will difeover, upon condition that you call it after my 
name.” Upon the rajah promifing to do fu, Anhui dire&cd him to the 
fpot, adding, ** fueb is the fupcrlor excellency of every thing produced 
here, that a dog, who came from anodicr country, attacked a bare of this 
place, who by the exertion of bar Rrcngih overpowered the dog, and fct 
herfclf free." The rajah having founded a city here, called it after die 
cowherd Anbulpoor. The aflrologcts have prediBed that this city fball 
be dcllroyed, when there lhall have clap fed, from the day of it's founda¬ 
tion, 2500 years, 7 months 9 days, and 44 gliur|^i^ It was founded on 
Sunday the fifth of Soudder Shukulputch, tn the month of Byfack, of the 
year of Bickcrmajcct 80a, after funrtfe aa gburries and 45 puls. After a 
long courfc of time, the reafon for it's name having been forgotten, it was 
called Nehrwateh } and, laflly, on account of the excellency of the foil, 
Futten, which In the language of that country fignifies chosen*

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Rajflh Samunt Singh gave bis daughter in marriage to Sirrydunduch 
SooIunJcy. a delcendam oF the rajahs of I>eh]y. She became pregnant by 
hiin> and died in labour but the child was lahcn alive out of her womb^ 
The moob happening then to be in the i6ih Hagc, which the Hindoos call 
Mool, the child was, from that circumdancc, named- Moo]raj. His uiaternal 
grandfather, Samunt Singh,, educated him as bis own Ton. When he was 
arrived at manhood, Sam uni, in a-fit of inebriation, abdicated the king., 
doio in bis favour, but when he recovered his fenfes, denied the faB. 
Moolraj engaged in a conrcderacy fome wicked people, by w'hofe means- 
be flew his benefaBor, aud alTumed the kingdom, 

' * 

During the reign of JamunJ in A.H. 416, or A-B. 1064, SuUan Malii. 
mood Ghuznevy conquered Gujerat, and, in confideration of a certain 
annual tribute, placed upon the throne a defeendant of the ancient rajahs, 
and then returned by ihc way of Sind, carrying, captive with him, by the 
deiire of the new monarch, another prlncoof the fame family. Some time 
after, ihe new king, either through prudence or dread, deflred the Sultan 
to fend back the captive prince, "When he was amved near Putten, the 
king went out himfclf to meet hiin> apprehenfive that otherwife deligning 
people might inhnuate themfclves into his friendOitp, and occafton mifebief. 
Accidentally the very day that they met, the king fell afleep under a tree, 
when a wild bcatl, or bird, plucked out his eyes. Since, according 10 the 
laws of the land, a perfon who was blind could not hold the kingdom, 
his troops feized him, and in his Bead raifed to the throne bim who had 
before been pri Toner. , 


■ Kemaderpaut Soolunky, from the dread of lofsng his life, made choice 
of a private ftaiion, during the reign of jyGngh. Bot at the death of 
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Jyfiiigh be obtained the kingdom, which he extended by eonqueft. He 
was poifoned by Ajcclpaul, who fuccceded him. 

Luckmool dying without iffue, the nobles cloflcd a king out of the 
Bagbcylch tribe. Iti the reign of Rajah Kurren, the army of Sultan Alla- 
heddeen conquered Gejer^, when the rajah lied into the Dckhan. Before 
this period, Moozeddeen Sara, and Kotebeddeen Ibek, had made incurfions 
into Gujerat, but it had never till now been annexed to the empire of 
Dehly. 

Sultan Mahommed, fon of Feeroz, appointed viceroy of Gujerat Nizam 
Miiduckrcj, called alfo Rally Khan; but he proving oppreffive to the 
people, the Sultan difroifled biro from the office, and nominated in his 
Head Zuffer Khan, fon of Wejeeh ul Mulk Tamch, who, from being a 
Brahmin, had embraced the Maboromedan' religion. Upon this Nizam 
rebelled, and was killed. At the death pt Sultan Mahommed, the ciO' 
pirc of Dehly was in fome confufion, when Zuffer Khan made choice 
of rcLircmcni, and Tatar Khan, the fon of Nizam, made himfelf king of 
Gujerat, and marched towards Dehly, but was poifoned on the way- 
Hereupon Zuffer Khan caufed the Koibab to be read, and coin to be firuck 
in his own name, afiumed the title of Sultan Mozuffer, and thus Gujerat 
became again an indepciidenl kingdom. Tatar Ahmed, one of his gyand- 
fons, pul him to death, and got poReffion of the throne. He built the city 
of Ahmcdabad. During a feaft, when every one was nnrufpicious of 
danger, he put to death twelve paternal uncles, thus finning pall forgive- 
nefs. However he governed the kingdom with juflicc and munificence,. 


Daoud was put to death on account of his tyranny, and the kingdom 

confer!^ 
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conferrtd upon Futtch Kfasn^ fon of Mahonamed Shah, who aflumed tite 
tUle of Mahmood: he waa a very good prince, MutHck ShabaOj Ayled 
Amad w\ Mulk^ was of the utmofl fervice lo Mahmoodj but rotne evil- 
minded people, jealous of his exaltation, contrived to ei\range the king's 
mind from him, by artful infinuations, hoping thereby to deprive him of 
his life. The SuUan, from the dread of being dethroned, ordered Amad 
* ul Mulk into conHnement, and was very near putting him to death. But 
MuDick Abdullah, the maher of the elephants, who was admitted to con¬ 
ferences with the king, dlfcovered to him the plot, and convinced him of 
the innocence of Amad ul Mulk^ The king contrived means to fet him at 
liberty, which fo alarmed ihofe wliohad aimed at his dcflruBion, that they 
immediately took up arms. On the part of the king w'erc the KalTch 
Khycl fa tribe pf Pattans) the flaves of the palace, and the mailer of 
the elephants, which animals were of . great fervice in the engagement. 
At length the rebels wcrC;defcalcd, upon all of whom proper punifiimcnu 
were inflifted,

When Sultan Mahmood dredj his fon MozufFer, with the aOillance of the 
nobility^ reigned under the title of Sultan Mozuifer, and proved a good 
prince. Shah Seffy, of Ifpahan, fent him prefenis of the curionties of 
PerGa, and they contraQed together a HriB fricndlhip. Upon the death 
of Sultan Mozuffer, his fon took the title of Seconder, and mounted the 
throne, but Amad uI Mulk, forfaking the paths of virtue, foon put him to 
death, and in his (lead raifed to tlic kingdom his brother Nufleer, The 
nobles, difpleafed at thefe praBiccs of Amad ul Mulk, fought to deftroy 
him fecretly. He then applied for fuccour to our late emperor, and 
promifed that if he would afford him aGi Gance and cflabliG) Nuffeer in the 
, kingdom, he would cede to bim the port of Dceb, with a prefent of a crore 

of 
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of lungabi. But his tnajefty, difapproving his condua, rejcftcd the pro- 
poHil. At this interval the Babiyan tribe invited to the throne Sultan 
Bahader, Ton of Sultan MozufFer, who thereupon came from Dehly, and 
obtained the kingdom, with the confent of the nobility. His brother, 
envying his promotion, fied to the court of Sultan Ibraheim at Dehly, but 
did not meet with any encouragement. The Omrahs of Jownpoor in¬ 
vited him to be their chief; but when be intended to have gone there, 
his friends wTote him letters diiTuafive from that purpofe, and calling him 
to Gujerat. He confented to their propofal,. vent to Cujerat, and ob¬ 
tained the kingdom, which he governed with honour to hlmfelF, and hap- 
pinefs to bis fubjefts. But he imprudetuly entered upon a war with 
our Sate emperor, and was defeated in battle. 'When he died, the Om¬ 
rahs of Gujerat read the Kotbah, and ftruck coin in ihe^ame of Mceran 
Mahommed, king of Khandccs, nephew of Sultan Mozufler, and who had 
appointed him his heir: but he died foon after his arrival in Gujerat. 
Then Mahommed, grandfon of Sultan Mozuffer, who had been prifoncr 
at Pyawel, was ralfed to the throne. But one Burhan, a wicked wretch, 
entering irvto a confederacy, flew him, together with fomc of his nobles, 
and placed on tlie throne Rezee ul Mulk, of the faniily of the firft Ahmed, 
under the title of Sultan Ahmed; but Burhan enjoyed all the power. 
When Sultan Ahmed came of age, Eiahmad Khan Hew him in the houfe 
of one of his generals, and in his ftcad placed on the throne another^ 
minor, whom he declared upon oath to be the fon of SuUan Mabmood; 
and he gave him the title of Sultan Mozuffer, Etamad Khan bad the 
entire command of the kingdom, till our auguft monarch annexed, inojthe 
empire.

IT u lituaied in ihe fccond climsite. The length, from Bekhur and 
(he dependencies of Umbecr to Bcykanco' of 'Jclmecr, is i68 cofe j and 
(he breadth, from the extremity of Sircar Ajmeer to Bartfwarcb, includes 
a 50 cole* On the caA lies Agra; on the ttonh, part of Dchly t it has 
Gujerat on the fouth; and Oeybalpoor of Multan confines it on the 
tA'efl. The foil of tliis foobah is fandy^ and you arc obliged to dig to a 
great depth before you com^ at water, lb that the fuccefs of die harvcA 
depends entirely upon the periodical rains. Their winter is temperate; 
but the fummer is iiuenfely hot. The fpring harveft is very inconfider^^ 
able, Jewary, tehdereh, and mowth, grow here in plenty. The re^ 
venue is in general a fcvcnih or an eighth of the pruducc of the harvcfl; 
little being paid in ready money* 

The common people live in boufes W'ith pitched roofs, built of bam* 
boos and Araw. 

To the fouth are mountains; and this foobah abounds with Arong holds. 
This foobah is compofed of Meywar, Marwar, and lladowty. 

Meywar contains ten thoufand villages; and the whole of fircar

Chitorc is dependant upon it. It is 40 cofe long, and 30 broad, and has 
three very celebrated forts, via. Cbiiore, Cowmhlerc, and Mandel. Tbe 
governor of tbe Ibobah refides at Chilore. In Chowra. a dependancy of 
Gowkondch, is an iron mine* In Jainpore, and fame places dependant 
upon Mandd, arc copper mines. The prefent polTcfrcrs of thefe lands

are naove i^rneeiidari, who anciently were named Rawtl; but for a 
long time paft arc called Raima. Tliry arc of the Ghclotc tribe, and 
confider themfelvcs to be defeendants from Noorlhirvan. One of their 
anceRors, meeting with mUfortunes in bb owm country, came to Berar, 
and at length became chief of Bernaleh- Eight hundred years prior to 
the date of this bf>okj Benialeh was plundered, and many of the inhabi¬ 
tants felt in battle. During the confurion, one Patta, an infant, was car¬ 
ried by his mother from that fccne of ditlrcfs to Meywar, and received 
proicaion from Rajah Mundcleek BheyL When Patia was grown up to 
manhood, he followed the occupation of a fhepherd, and his fkiU in hunt¬ 
ing was fuch that the fame thereof recommended him to the rajah, who 
at length made him one of his court and his conBdent. Upon tlie death 
of the rajah, four of bis brother's Tons difputed the kingdom w'iih each other. 
At laR they unanimonfly agreed to relign ihcir fcvcral pretenfiorw to the 
rajahlhip in favour of Patta; but he then rcfufed*o accept of their of¬ 
fer. Through fomc accident, blood ifliied from a finger of one of the 
brothers, and he immediately applied it to Pat la’s forehead, and drew up¬ 
on it a kcfhkch* j and the other brothers concurred in this elcDioit. This 
cuAom of drawing a kefitkeh with human blood, upon the forehead of 
him whom tliis tribe acknowledge for their rajah, obtains to the prefent 
lime. When Paita found himfclf firmly efiablilhed in the lajahQiip, be 
ungratcfuUy put to death the four brothers, w^ho had been the caufc of his 
exaltation. It is related, that fomc time before Fatia obtained the rajah- 
lliip, one day paCfing through a defert, he was going to draw bis bow 
againft Herbunj, the hermit, miftaking him for fomc wild animal; but upon 
the hermit calling out, he flopped bis hand, and ran to him, to alk forgive- 

* A mark which the Hlndooi make apon (heir foreheada, ariully with day, at the Um*

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nefs for ivliat he "was about to have done. After thii he frequently went to 
vilit Herbunjf who one day predified hU prelcrment. Many wonderful 
ftories are told of thofe adventures. As Fatta fettled in the village of 
Seefoodeeahj ibis tribe is fo called; and becaufe that be was at firll edu,^ 
cated by a Brahmin^ he is alfo fly led the Brahmin. 

When Rawel Rutten Sein died, Arfee^ his fbn-tn-law, was raifed to the 
rajahihip ; and they gave him the title of Ranna. The prefent Ranna 
Omra is the tenth in lineal defeent from Arfee. Their names are as 
follows i JeTneer, Salakfaaj Sokulj, Goonha, Roy mol, Sanka^ OwdyCngh, 
Pertaub, and Omra, 

Ancient hiilorians relate that Sultan Allahcddeen Kliuljcc, king of 
Debly^ hearing that Rawel Rutten Sein, rajah of Meywar, was polTcfrcd 
of a woman of incomparable beauty, fent a perfon to demand her. Rutten 
Sein refufed Ins confent i upon which the Sultan led an army, lo force 
him to compliance. The fort of Chicore was bcliegcd for a tong time, till 
Allaheddecn, being convinced that he could cfFcQ nothing by force, had 
reenurfe to artihee, and offered peace. The rajah readily acqoiefccd, and 
invited him to be his gucJl, The king went to Chitore with a hundred 
chofen followers, accompanied by three hundred foldicrs habited like 
common attendants. The imerview had at firft every appearance of cor* 
diality; but the king and his party, watching their opportunity, ftized 
the rajah j and before bis troops Could affcmble for bis relief, earned him 
off to their camp. The rajah was put into confinement, and the kifi-T 
took, what he thought, cffe 3 ual mcafures for obtaining his beloved. The 
rajah's Family entreated that he would not ill treat their prince, and wrote 
kuers, with affuranccs, that not only the beauty whom be foiigbi, but 

many 
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many otliers, (houtd repair to hU prefence. The SultaHt being quite de¬ 
lighted with his flattering profpcRs, treated the rajah in a favourable 
manner. Seven hundred foidiers having placed ihemfelves in women’s 
doolecs, fet out from Chitore for the camp of .AUaheddeen, and feni nevrs 
on before, that the ranny was coming to bis prcfcncc, attended by a great 
number of handmaids. When they were come to the camp, they fent 
word that the ranny wilhcd to fpeak with the rajah, previous to her gmng 
to the fultan's apartments. The fiiltan being thrown off his guard, per- 
mined the rajah to vifit her. The foidiers inftamly feized the opportu¬ 
nity, threw off their difguire, and bore away iheir prince. The rajpoots, 
who were placed at different ftatlons, fought manfully, and before the 
rajah reached the fort many were flain. The Chowhan tribe had the 
defence of the tafl flage, w'hich they fupported with the utmofl valour, 
till the rajah was fafcly returned to Chitore. Thus the fultan being 
able to cffcQ nothing, returned to Dehly. He, however, foott came 
again with the fame intentions, and returned with the fame fuccefs as be¬ 
fore. But Rawcl was (b much dilheariened by thefe repeated incurfions 
into his country, that he at length refoJved to go himfelf to the fultan, 
and court his ftiendlhip. The interview was contrived by a bafe me^ 
diator, to be at the diftance of feven cofc from Oiitore; where the fultan, 
in a cowardly manner, bad the rajah put to death. 

At the breaking out of thefe troubles, the nobles raifed to the rajah- 
fliip, Rawel Arfee, the fon-indaw of their late prince. The fultan re¬ 
newed (he liege of Chitore, and conquered it. Arfee was killed defend* 
ing the place, and all the women deflroycd thcmfelves with fire. * Jemcer, 
the Ton of Arfee, fled from the Held of haute, and fettled in the moun¬ 
tainous parts of Meywar. When Sultan Mahommed Jotvnee gave the 

government 
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government of Chitorc to Maldeo Cliowhan, the rajah of JelorCi all im 
endeavours to rcpeople the country were in vain, til) he fctit for Jemeer, 
and made him hts fon-in-law} when, through his means, the coumty was 
reftored to a Hate of profperity. After the death of Maldeo, all his 
Tons were murdered by Jemcer, who made bimfclf rajah. This divifion 
has fixtecn thoufand cavalry, and forty thoufand iafantry. But the zc- 
meendars of Meywar polToired ifaemfelves of many other lands. To that 
Sanka had eighteen thoufand cavalry and a confidcrable force in infantry. 

Marwar is in length lOO, and in breadth 6o cofe. Sircars Ajmeer, 
Jewdebpoor, Sirowhy, Nagore, and Beykaneer, are dependent upon U. 
TheJ^atbore tribe have inhabited this divifion for ages pall. When Moo.‘ 
zeddeen Sam had conquered Rajah Pithora, he next turned his arms to¬ 
wards Jychtind, the rajah of Rinoj, who, in attempting to efcape, unfor¬ 
tunately perilhed in a boat in the Ganges t and his family were all driven 
out of the countr)'. Seeks, lus brother's fbn, who was at that time at Shura- 
fabad, fell in battle, together with many of his troops. Ills three Tons 
named Sooteck, AOiotahma, and Bawcj, fet out for Gujerat, but fettled 
at Felly near Soochet. In this city rcfidcd a number of Brahmins, wlio 
i'requcntly ruHered oppreflions from the tribe of Munneyeh, It happen¬ 
ed juft at this time, that this tribe were malting their depredations, but 
they were valiantly oppofed by the three brothers, and at length defeated. 
The Brahmins, in return, loaded the young heroes with rich prefents, 
and treated them with very great refpea. At length their reputation and 
power became fo great, that they were enabled to attack the tribe of Gohtl, 
and poffefa ihemfclvcs of the Lerritory' of Coombhir. This conqueft 
added greatly to ihctr wealdv and renown, Sootcek made an incurfjoti 
upon the tribe of Munneyeh, and feized from them the diAriB of Idcr. 

Bawej 
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Bawcj drove out ilic tribe of Gooly from Boglana, and AOiooiahma eila- 
bliflied himrelf in Manvar; and to this day his defcendants inhabit that 
country* 

The affairs of the dcrccndaois of A/hootahitia vrent on^ profperouny; 
and Maldco, who was after him, the fixieeinh in tincat defeent, was fo 
powerful a prince, that he was near proving an overmatch for Sheer Khan* 
Here arc many forts, of which the following are the moll famous, viz. 
Ajmecr, Jewdehpoor, Bcj kancer, Jclmccr, Atnerkoie, and Jyugurb* 

fladowty, called alfo Sircar Nagorc, is inhabited by the Hadch tribe. 


This foobah contains Icven ftrears, fubdivided into ptirgunnahii* 
The meafured lauds arc 91,435,961 beegabs, and 7 bifwalis. The amouot 
of revenue is 22,841,507 dams; out of which 2,326,336 dams arc Sc- 
ynrghal. It has 86,500 cavalry and 347.OOO rajpoot infantry. 
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IS in the third climate. The length, from Pulwul to l.odyaneh upon 
the banks of the Sutulej, is 165 cofe: and the breadth, from brear Rc- 
wary to the mountains of Kemaooii, meafurcs 140 cofe; and agiiio, from 
Uiifar to Kbyzirabad, it is 130 cofe broad. On the eafl lies Agra; on 
the norih-eall quarter is Khyerabad in the foobah of Oudh 1 to the nortii 
arc mountains; on the fouih the boundaries are Agra and Ajmeer; and 
Lodyaneb confines it on the well. The principal rivers arc the Canges 

and 
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and the Jumna, both of which have their fource* in this foobah. Here 
are atfo many IcfTcr flream&, and amongfl them the Kenkher (vul- Caggerji 
The climate is very temperate. Moll of the lands arc inundated dur* 
ing the periodical rains. Some places produce three harvefts in a j eari 
Here grow moil of the fruits of Pcrfia, Tartary, and Hindoitan t and 
there are a great variety of flowers. In this foobah are many grand build- 
ngs, of Hone and brick; and here are to be procured the produQions of 
every part of the globe. 

Dchly is a very ancient city, which was formerly called Inderput. It 
is fltuaicdin long. 114* 38', and lat. ^8* 15’. Some place this foobah in 
the fecond climate, making'U to begin from the fuuihem mountains; but 
the latitude fhows that they arc miflakeni. Sultan Kotebeddeen, and Sul¬ 
tan Shumfeddeen, both rebded in the foil built by Rajah Pitbowra. 
Sultan ChiaRcddeen Baleen ere fled another Fort, containing many mag- 
ntficcnt buildings ; and be made it a law, that any criminal, who look re* 
f«ige in it, fliould cfcape punifltment. Moezeddeen Katctibad built ano¬ 
ther city, called Gunglookhcry, which is niuaied on the banks of the Jum¬ 
na. Emeer Khofru, in his poem entitled Kerain Alfaadain, celebrates 
this city. Here is the repukhre of the late emperor, which is a very Tub’ 
lime edifice. Sultan Allahcddcen founded a new city and fort, which is 
called Sirry, Towghluckabad was Founded by Sultan Towghluck. His 
fnn, Sultan Mahommed, built another city, with a palace, in which is a 
very high building. In this palace arc a thoufand marble pillars. Sul¬ 
tan Fecroz alfo founded a large city, and named it Feertjzabad, He 
dug a canal from the Jumna to this city, near to which the water pafTes. 
At the dillance of three cofe from Fccrozabad, be built another palace, to 
which he gave the name of Jehatiama (the direflor of the world.) The 
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Ute emperor built the fort of Inderput, and called It Deenpenah, or, the 
asylum of religion. Sheer Khan detlroyed the city of Dehly, founded by 
Allaheddeen, and built another; but now this new Dehly is for the moll 
part in ruins. Here are many fcpulchres, among which are the following 
of religious perfons, viz, Kajah Kotebeddeen Oolhy; Sheikh Nizamed- 
dcenOulyaj Sheikh Nuffureddecn Mahmood, Cheragh Dehly j Mullickyar 
Purren s Sheikh Saleh j Mullick Kobeer Oulya; Molana Mahommed; 
Hajy Abdulwahebj Sheikh Abdullah Koreifhy; Sheikh Shums Owta; 
and Emcer Khofru, Here are alfo interred the following princes, viz. 
Sultan Sbahabeddeen Chowry: Sultan Sbumreddeen; Sultan NufTcered- 
decn Ghazi ; Sultan Ghiafleddccn; Sultan Altaheddcen ; Sultan Kocte- 
beddeen ; Sultan Towghluck ; Sultan Mahommed Adel; SuUan Fccroz ; 
Sultan Bhelole; and Sultan Seconder Lowdy, Alfo many, who are now 
living, have built fcpulchrcs for thcmfelvesT in the mid ft ol pleafani gardens. 
On the mountain of Iftamabad is a very deep fpring, of hot water ; it is 
called Purbhafs, and is a great place of Hindoo wodhip, Pufttxj, one 
of the nobles of Rckhcyfir, made a very deep excavation in this moun¬ 
tain, of three heegahs extern, and which he dedicated to religious pur- 
pofes; it remains to this day in it*i original ft ate, and is a proof of the aii> 
tiquity of this city- 

Budawun is an ancient city, in vfhicb are the tombs of many faiivts. 

A pan of the northern mountains of this foobah Is called Kamaoon, 
where there are mines of gold, lead, ftlver, iron, copper, orpimeni, and 
borax. Here are alfo found abundance of mulk-decr, kctars-cows, filk- 
worms, fakona of various kinds, goot-horfes, and plenty of honey. 


The 
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Tti* rhinoceros is' frequi^ntly boiited in fircar Scmbhel. This ammat 
rcfetnbles a fmatl ek'|>hant without a probofcis. It has a bom in his fore¬ 
head, which he ufes oil'cnlivdy againtl other animals- Of his fkin are 
made {bields, and his horn is applied to the ends of bows, where ihc 
firing is fattened. In ihc city of Sembhel is a Brahmin place of worlbipt 
called flurmundcl, and here the tenth Owiar will make his brfi appear¬ 
ance. 

Hanfy is'an ancient cUy, where repofes Sheikh Jemal) the fucce(Tor of 
Sheikh Fcrecd Shuckcr Gunj. 

Near the town of Sebnah is a fpring of hot. water, upon a mouDtain. 
This certainly is^occalioncd by a mine of brimfionc. 

Miflar was founded by Sultan Feeroa; he dug a canal which brings ihc 
water of the Jumna near the city. A Dcrvcifii predicted his acceflion to 
the throne, and at the infianc^pf this Derveifh he dug the canal. This 
canal palTes near the town of Sirla; and lo'fcs itfelf in the lake Bhedar, in 
a wonderful manner, and of which many firange (lories arc related, tlif- 
far has very few rivers; and in order to make wells, they are obliged to 
dig to a great depth. 

Schrind is a famous eity, where arc the delightful gardens of Hafez 
Rekhnch. 

Tahnefir is held facred fay the Hindoos. The river Sirfutty, to which 
the Hindoos pay great adoration, runs near it. In it‘s vicinity is a lake, 
called Koorkhet, to which people come from fax to pay their adorations. 

and 
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Btid 10 bellow charity. This was the fcenc of the war of the Mababanit, 
which was carried on in the latter end of the Duaper Jowg* 


The city of Huftnspoor was the refideuce of Rajah Behrut, a prince 
renowned for his jaflice. and love of his fubjeas. In rciiirn for his vir¬ 
tues, heaven continued the throne in his family for a long fucccffion of 
years. Rajah Koor was the eighth monarch in lineal defeent from Behrut, 
and the lake Koorkhet is named after him. Then, after fix defeents, 
reigned Cbutierbeerj. Of him were bom two fons, one named Dhcnrafli' 
ter, and the other Pundoo. Dhenrafhtcr had one hundred and one Tons, 
the cldeft of whom was Doijowdhen. The hundred and one brethren arc 
called the Kowrewan, Pundoo had five Tons, viz, Jcwdifhter, Bhcemfett}, 
Aijun, Nektil, and Sehdeo, and ihofe are called the Pundoowan. Pundoo 
fuccecdcd to the kingdom, bccaufc his elder brother, Dhertrafhtcr. was 
blind. However, upon the death of Pundoo, Dhcrtrafbier was made king, 
but Duijowdhcn poffcHed all the power; and dreading that the govern¬ 
ment might pals into the family of the Pundoowan, contrived means to 
deOroy them. Dbertrafbtcr, to put an end to the feuds which were in- 
crcaling daily, built the city of Narnaweh for the rcfidencc of his nephews. 
Durjowdhen, who bad workmen devoted to his will, contrived that, in the 
palace where the Pundoowan were to have dwelt, there fhould be hidden 
pitch and other combuftibie materials, which, at a fit opporiimity, was to 
have been fet on fire to deftroy them. But if God be for us, what availcih 
the machinations of the enemy ? In Ihort, the Pundoowan, after having 
entered the boufe, difeovered the plot, fet fire to the combuftibles ihcm- 
fclves, and departed to a defert fpot. To fecrctly, that nobody knew what 
had befallen them. It happened that the fire confumed a woman and 
her four fons* whofc houfe adjoined to the palace. Durjowdhcii, mif- 
Vol.1L O 
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liking their afhcs foe ihofc of the Puiidoowan, vtis perfeQly faiiified, and 
gave a fcall upon the occafion. The Pundoowin, after having cntoiui- 
lercd various adventures, came forth from the deferts to the city of Cum- 
peSa. Here they footi became renowned for their valour and munificence i 
but they took care to conceal tlteir family and name from every one. 
But when Durjowdhen heard ever)' circumfiancc concerning them, he be. 
-gan to entertain furpicion of haviug been deceived in the accounts of 
their defirufiton. At length, having learnt the truth, he profefTed to be 
rejoiced at the difeovery, and having invited them to court, he there gave 
up to their dominion one half of his kingdom, including Dehly; and re- 
fcTVcd for himfelf the other half, of which HuAnapoor was the capital. 
JewdiOtter, the cldeA of the Fundoowan, proved very fortunate, and with 
the aflifiance of his brethren, made conqueit, till at length even fome of 
the Kowrewan joined them. Durjowdhen, filled with envy thereat, made 
a feaft, and, under the falfc appearance of friendOiip, invited the Pun. 
doowan to partake of it} when, having engaged them to play at the game 
of chowper, he, by the means of falfe dice, won from, them all that they 
poQclTed. For the lall ftake it was propofed, that if the Purtdoowan won, 
all they had loFt Ihould be refiored to them j and provided Durjowdhcu 
proved conqueror, the Pundoowan were to quit all inhabited places, and 
wander in the deferts for the fpace of twelve years, in the drefs of beggars ; 
that, after the expiration of this term of abfence, when they returned ito 
fociety, they (hould fo conceal thcmfelves for another year, that nobody 
{hould be able to difcovcr them ; or, in cafe they Ihould be found out, 
they were to return 4 o the deferts again for twelve years more. The 
Pundoowan, unfiifpiciotis of any fiaud, accepted the propofal, and were 
'again duped by Durjowdhen*s fdfe dice. 
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Tbc Pundoowan faithfully ftilfilled their part of the agreement; but, at 
their return, Durjowdhei} treated them with ftich cruelty^ that although 
they offered to be fatisBed with the poffcfTiort of Bve vlUageSj he refured 
them, and made preparations for war, hxing upon a fpoi near the lake 
Koorkhat for the held of battle. But hnce (he reward of deceit is dif' 
appointment, JirJowdhcn and his adherents were Ham, jewdiffuer obtaining 
the viftor}’, after having fought for the fpacc of eighteen days. 

This war happened in the end of the Duaper Jowg, one hundred and 
five years prior to the commencement of the Kul Jowg, bring 4831 years 
anterior to tbc fortieth year of the prefeni reigtt. 

It is faid, that in this war the army of the Koorewan confifled of eleven 
kooney, each kooney being twenty*one thoufand eight hundred and feventy 
men oaounted on elephants t together with the like number of charioteers; 
beCdcs fixty thoufand three hundred and ten cavalry, and one hundred 
and nine thoufand, three hundred and fifty infantry. Out of this immenfe 
multitude of force* on one fide, and the troops of JewdiOner on the other, 
only twelve perfons furvived the flaughtcr, of which number four were of 
the army of Jirjowdben, who Red from the field of battle, and implored 
proteaion from Jcwdilhter. Thefc four were, 1. Keerpacharij, a Brahmin, 
who had been preceptor to both the Kowrewan and the Pundoowan. 
«. Afhotahman, who had alfo excrclfed the fame office, 3. Kecrui Bir¬ 
man, of the Jadown tribe, 4, Sunjecy, who, notwithfianding bis renown 
for w'itdoni and learning, drove the chanoi of Dhcrtrafhter. The other 
eight furviyors were of the Pundoowan army, viz. the five Pundoowan 

brothers; Satick,of the Jadown tribe, renowned for valour j Hujtulb,w ho 

was 
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was Jiijowdhen's brother by another mother t and Kiihcn, whofe fame is 
too tmivcrral to render ncceflary any account of him here. 

Summarily, Jewdiftitcr, after gaining this viSory, reigned thirty.fix 
years. Then his righteous dirpofition made him defpife the perilhable 
vanities of this world, and feek for retirement, accompanied by his bro¬ 
thers. 

The biftory of this war is related moll circumftantially in the Maba- 
barut, comprifed in one hundred thoufand couplets. By the command of 
his roajelly it has been tranQatea into the Perfian language, and entitled 
Rezemnamch (or the book of war). 

The hiftoiy of the Mababarut is divided into eighteen purbb% or books, 
containing as follows; tft Purbh, the hiftory of the Kowrewan and Puu- 
doowan, A tabic of contents, sd Putbh, Jcwdilhter fends his brother to 
make conqueftj. The^ facrificc called Raj Sewey. The Kowrewan make 
a read for playing at dice, &c. gd Purbh, the departure of the Pundoo- 
wan to the deferU, their adventures. 4th Purbh. the Pundoowan return 
to the city of Berait, without difeovering themfcives- 5th Purbh, the 
Pundoowan difcover themfcives i appoint Kiflien mediator between them 
and the Kowrewan j Jitjowdhen rejeas their propofaU Both armies 
arrive at Koorkhet, Preparations for battle. 6th Purbh, the firB baulc, 
which continued for ten days. Bcekhum is wounded, and many of the 
fons of Dhettralhter flain. 7th Purbh, Jirjowdhen holds a councU of war 
and appoints Derown his general, who is afierwariU flain. A deferiptton 
of the battle, which laded five days. 8th Purbb. a dcfcripiioo of the 

battle 
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battle of two days. Jirjow'dben appoints for his general Kiirren; the heroic 
exploit of Kurren. The flight of JewdiJhtcr. The death of Kurren 
by the hands of Arjan, on the fecond day’s encounter, 9th Purbb, 
Sul appointed general i his aflonifhing [trength; is flatn, Jiijowdhen hides 
himfelf in a refervoir. He dies, with many heroes of his party, loth Purbh, 
the conclullon of the war. Kecrutpirman) Keerpacharej and Afhotaman, 
Join jiijowdhen upon the field of battle, whilfl he has remains of life. 
They propofe a Tally upon the enemy at ni^t, 1 ith Purbb, lamentatlous 
of the women on both fidcs. Gundhary, the mother of Jiijowdlien, curfej 
Kilhen, 12th Purbb, the tranfaSions of Jewdilhter after the viaoiy. 
Wiflies to refign his kingdom, and retire from the world j but is comforted 
and diffuaded from his intention by the advice of Byafs, Kifiien, and 
Beekhum. This book contains fubiime maxims of religion and morality, 
with wife rules for the government of a kingdom, tgth Purbb, Beckhum’s 
advice to Jcwdiflitcr. In my opinion thefe two laft books might better 
have been comprifed in one, as they both contain the advice of Beck- 
hum to Jewdiihtcr. And I think that the 9th purbh ought to have been 
divided into two; one to have confifled of the hlflory of Sul, and the other 
to have contained the defeription of the death of Jirjowdhcn*. 14th Purbh, 
Dhertrafltter, Gundhary his wife, and Koonty the mother of the Pundoowan, 
go into retirement, i6ib Purbh, the deflruEUon of the tribe of Jadoon, 
t7ih Purbh, Rajah Jewdilhter, with bis brother, retire from the world t 
fink into a bed of foow. iSlh Purbb, defeription of the afccnfion of 
Jewdilhter into heaven in his own body, and an account of the dtlTolution 
of the bodies of his brethren, Tlie condufion, called Herhuns, contains 
the hiflory of the Jadoowan tribe. Although in this work there arc found

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many extravagant dercriptions, it is neverihclers dcligbifut and inftniBive 
in a very high degree.

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A su.in.maTy History of the Princet who have reigned in DeKly. 

IN ihe year 439, of the sera of Bickermajcct, Anungpaul, of ihc Te- 
tiore tribe, governed widi juHiicc} and he founded ibc city of Dchly. In 
the B4Blb year of the fame ter a, in the vicinity of that city, a battle wa» 
fought between Pcert-hraj Tctiorc and Beddeo Oiowhan, who, gaining • 
the viftory, transferred the kingdom to the Chowhan tiihe. In the reign 
of Rajah Pithowra* Sultan Moozeddccii Sam made fcveral incurCons 
from Ghuznecn into Hindoflati, but never gained any victory. In the 
Hindoo hiRories it k faid, that Rajah Piihowra gained*from the fultan. 
feven pitched battles; after which. In A.H. 588, the eighth battle vas 
fought near Tahbcfir, when the rajah was taken prifoner, and they give 
1 the following account of the manner in which it happened. He had ori¬ 
ginally in his fervice one hundred heroes, of whofe exploits there are 
moft emravagani, atid Indeed incredible relations; and each of them wai 
ftyled Samunt, or Leader of an Army. Jn this batUe he was not accom¬ 
panied by any one of thofc champions. The following is the fum of the 
ftory. Rajah Jychund Ratborc, who at that time was fupremc monarch 
of all HindoRan, refided at Kinojci all the other rajahs paid him homage, 
and he was of fo toicraiing a dlfpofition, in regard to religioti, that many 
natives of Pcrfia and Tanary were engaged in his fersicc;. He was mat¬ 
ing preparations for performing the facrificc called Rajfoo-: in which 
ceremony it was required that every fcrvice Ihould be performed by ra- 
jabs, even.to the duties of the fcullery. The fupreme monarch alfo, on 
this occafjon, gave in marriage, to the next moft powerful rajah, one of 
his moft beautiful daughters. All the rajahs had repaired to the court of 
Jychund, in order to alDft at the facriftce, excepting Pithowra, who was 

making 
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making pitparalions Tor the journey. But at that inftani, fomebody hap¬ 
pened to remark^ that the empire of right belonged to the Chowhait dy- 
na(ty« and conrequcntly that Jychund was not qualified to prefide at fuch 
a facrtfice. Thefe words kindled the Qatnes of ambition in the breaft of 
Piihowrat and he put off his journey. Jychund was preparing to lead 
an army agatnJl him; hut the courtiers reprerented, that fuch an undertak¬ 
ing would require a long time for execution^ whit ft the hour appointed 
Ibr the facrifice was near at hand. Their remonftrances prevailed with Jy-> 
chund t and in order to make the fcftival as little incomplete as pofilble, 
by the abfence of Pithowra, they made an effigy of him in gold, and gave 
it the office of porter of the gate. Pidiowra, enraged at this afTront, went 
to the facrifice in difguife, accompanied by five hundred men of approved 
valour; and, after having committed great flaughter, feized the golden ef¬ 
figy and returned with fpeed. The daughter of Jychund, who was to have 
been married to another rajah, upon hearing the relations of PilhotfliTa’s 
intrepid valour, became enamoured of him, arSid refufed her confent to 
the marriage. Jychund, enraged at her conduct, expelled her from his 
haram, and confined her in,a feparatc palace. When Ftihowra received 
intelligence of this, he was almoll difiraOed with love and rage, and de¬ 
termined to fet her at liberty. For this purpofe he engaged Chanda, a 
mufician, to go to the court of Jychund, to fing his celebrations; and 
Pithowra, with a few chofen men, accompanied as his attendants. By this 
ftratagem Pithowra contrived to carry on a correfpondctice with the 
princefs, whofe heart being predirpofed in his favour, eafily made her 
cfcape with him. The bcforc-mendoned hundred Samunts, who had come 
with him in different difguires, flood one before another, and defeated the 
troops of Jychund. Gobind Roy Ghcloic made the firfl rcfiflancc, and fell, 
not till he bad (lain feven iboufand of the enemy. There were fiain 
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airoTin ihe TirR day’s batile, of ihefc heroes, NifTmg Deo, Ctand Non- 
(leys, and SardJioo!, of the Selunkcc mba Pdhun Deo, of [he Cutcliwa- 
lieh iribe, and iwo of lits hrothcrs> And the remainder were killed on 
their way back, after having difplayed allotiifhtng feais of bravery. Pit* 
howra and the bride arrived fafe at. Dchly, attended by Chanda, ilic mufi- 
cian. But Pithowra, foon after, became the fport of fortune, for this 
princefs fo cngrofTed his attention, that he neglected all pubitc aflairs, and 
gave hiralelf up entirely to love and indolence. Shahabeddeen, apprized 
thereof, formed an alliance with Rajah JychumJ, and, having rtufed a large 
army, came to attack die dominions of Pithowra. lie poQcffed bimfclf 
of many places, but no one dared to acquaint Pithowra of his misfottuncs. 
At length the nobles aflcmhlcd together and prevailed upon Citanda to dif* 
cover to him the real (late of his aflairs, Chanda entered the palace, and 
after havingpalTed feven gates, arrived at the hmm. He then gave the rajah 
fome Jtitimairon of the condition of the kingdom. The rajah, vain with 
il«t remembrance of his Wmer viaories, collcfled togclKer only a fmall 
number of troops, and widi thefe he marched out to attack the Sultan. 
But the heroes of Hindoftan had all perifhed in the manner before de- 
rcribcd,befides Jychund, who before had been Ids ally, and was now in 
league with his enemy. Iji the battle which enfued, Rajah Pithowra 
fell imo the hands of ilic fuUan, and was carried prtfoner to Ghiizncen. 
The faithful Chanda followed his prince to Guznecn, and contrived to 
gain the favour of the fuhan. Having obtained an interview with the ra¬ 
jah, and adminidcred comfort to his mind, be told him that he wotild 
take an opportunity of praifiug his Ikill with the bow. which would raife 
the Sultan’s curiofity to fee him perform his feats, when he might make a 
proper ufc of his arrow. In conrequence of Chanda’s reprefentation, the 
fuJtan wrthed to fee the rajah exercifehts bow, when he feized the oppor. 
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tanjiy, and thot the king dead upon tlie fpot. This is accarding lo the 
Hindoo hiftorians, but the Perfiaii authors give quite a different account 
of the whole tranra6Hon, and aflert that the rajah was kiUed iti baiilc. 


This world is a juggler, who is ever exhibiting wonders* We may tc- 
coUca many events fimilar to (he hiftory of this prince. But who is 
happy enough to by the example of others ? 

In Pitbowra ended the Chowhau dynafly of the princes of Dehly j 
and Sultan Moozeddeen poffeffed hirafelf of the beft part of Hindollan. 
He appointed for hi* viceroy Mulllck fCoteheddceit, whom he left atGch- 
ram, and, on his return to Ghuzneen, plunaercd the northern mountains. 
The fame year diat the fuUan returned to Gbuzneen, Mullick Kotcbcddecn 
performed wonderful exploits of valour, and pofTefled hinjfdf of Delily 
and many of its dependencies. 


At the death of Moozeddeen, Ghiaflcddeen Mahmood, fon of Gbiaf- 
feddecn Mahommed, font from Fecroz Kouli to iCotebeddeen the um¬ 
brella and other infignia of royalty. Kotebeddecn fixed his refidence in 
Uhoor, and was famed for his jufticc, valour, and munificence. He was 
killed whilft playing at the game of Cbowgong. The nobles cleacd for 
bis fucccITor his fon, Aram Shah, but a faBious party fet up agamlt him 
Mullick Altumlli, who was Brft purchafed for a flave by Kotebeddecn, 
and afterwards adopted his fon. Aram Shall fled, and Aliumfh, thus efia- 
blifhed, alFumcd the title of Shumfeddeen. It is faid that hU father wa* 
chief of a Titrkilh tribe, and Altumfh, having excited the envy of his 
brcibren and coufins, they fold him like Jofeph. Through the vicimtudc 
of fortune, he changed his mailer fcvcral times, and at lall a merdiam 

brought 
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brought him to Ghuzneen, where Sulian Moozeddeeu Satn warned to have 
purcbafcd bim> But the merebani dcmandmg a moft exorbitant price, the 
fultan was fo much difpleafed, that be forbad any one to buy him. Wbcn 
Koiebeddecn returned to Ghuancen, from the conqueft of Gujerat, hav¬ 
ing obtained permiflioo from the fultan, be purchafed Altumlh at a high 
price, and then adopted him his fon. Kbowjah Kotebeddeen Oufliy was 
bis cotemporary. Wbcn Altumlb died, he was fucceeded in the king* 
dom by his fonj but the whole of his thoughts were turned to the gratiRca- 
tion of feofuaJity and fioth, derpifing the alTeaion of his rubjeQi j and be 
comiiutted the aifairs of the kingdom to the management of bis mother, 
Shah Turks n. The nobles, enraged at his fhameful conduA, rebel ted, 
and raifcd to the throne, Rczecab, the daughter of Shumfeddeen, and 
whom he, in_^ his.lifetime, had appointed bis heir, afligtiing as his reafon 
for fo doing, that ” his fous, being drunkards, were unEi to reign.*' 

In the reign of Moozeddeen Bahrara Sbah, the troops of Chungaze Khan 
laid wafle the territory of l^hoor, and difaffctlcd perfons, making ufe of 

that opportunity, feized Moozeddecu, conSned him in prifon, and there 
put him to death. 

During the reign of Sultan AlJaheddecn Maifaoud Shah, an army of 
Moghols entered Bengal, either by the way of Kbatai or Tibbct; but they 
were defeated by the troops of that monarch. At another time Bawuj was 
leading an army from Turkeflan, when the fultan marched out to meet 
him j but, on the banks of the river Bcya, receiving intelligence of the re¬ 
treat of the Moghols, be returned to Dchly. This prince at taft. fuffering 

himfeir to be corrupted by evU counfellois, was thrown into prifon, and 
there ended his exigence. 


NaQireddeen 
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NalTireddeeti Mahomnwd was a good prince, and gained the hearta 
of hii fwbjecU his wife adminiflration. The Tebeeat Nafliry is de¬ 
dicated to this prince. Tn lii* rdgn the Mqg^ois advanced as far as Pun¬ 
jab; bat, when they heard of the niarch of the ftilun, retreated, Naf- 
ftreddeen was a good prince, and reigned happily. He raifed to the via amt 
GhialTeddeen Baleen, who bad been ins flave, and was afterwards his bra* 
ihcr-in-law, and upon this elevation he gave him the title of Ulugh Khan. 
This Gbiaffcddeen was remarkable for his wifdom, and gave fplendor to 
his high oBice. Sultan Naflireddccn dying without male iflue, this worthy 
vizier ivas raifed to the throne, when he embraced every occafton to 
diCountenance the wicked, and give encouragement to thofe who merited 
favour. GhiafTeddecn appointed to the viceroyaliy of Punjab his cldeft 
fon, Mahommed, who was commonly called Khan Shehecd. Through his 
vigilance and valour, Punjab was reftored to a Bate of tranquiSliiy. 
Meet Kliofru and Mcer Haffan were in bis foit. After having paid a vilit 
to his father, as he was returning to Punjab, with only a few attendants, 
he was furprifed by an army of Moghols, between Deybalpoor and La- 

boor, and flaln. Mecr Khofru was taken prifoncr, but contrived to gain 
* 

bis liberty. 

At the death of Chiaffeddeen, Bughza Kban was his viceroy, in Bengal, 
and, upon this event, took the title of NalEtcddcen. But a party at Dchly 
raifed to the throne his fon, Kaicobad, to the prejudice of Kai Khof- 
ru, whom GhialTeddeen had nominated bis heir, and who had fuccecdcd 
his father, Mahommed, in the government of Multan. Naffircddetn 
marched toward Dehly, and his fon, Kaicobad, came out with an army to 
oppofe him. The two armies met on the banks of the river Seroo, near 
the town of Oud. By the contrivance of evil Coimrcllors, the father 
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returned to Bengal Vuhout clTeBing any thing, leaving Kaicobad in peace¬ 
ful podeiTion of the empire, ft i$ aflonilhing that Mecr Khofru, in his poem, 
entitled Keran esaadainf Hiouid celebrate ihu interview between the father 
and his rebeliious Ton. Kaicobad died of hard drinlcing, and a fafLion 
wanted to have fet up his fon, under the title of Shumfeddeen; but he 
did not fuccced, and his father’s corpfe was thrown into the river Jumna. 
The kingdom was then conferred upon the Khuljian dynaily, Jilaleddeen, 
who had been paymaftcrof the imperial forces, being raifed to the throne. 
MulUck Aliahcddccn, his nephew, who had been educated under his care, 
went from Kurrah into the Dckhan, where he aroalTed great wealth, which 
enabled him to rebel againft bis monarch. The fuJtan marched againft 
him, and was Hain by the hands of the traitor, who thereupon afTumed 
the title of fultan, and by the will of heaven obta^d the empire, ICot- 
withAanding the enormity of his crimes to gain the throne, he neverthe.. 
lefs inftilutfed excellent laws for the government of the empire. He had - 
feveral battles with the Moghols, in all of which he proved viHorious. 
£meer Khofm dedicated to him his Kajnaeh (or jfve Poems.J But after 
having reigned well for fome time, he at length deferted tlic paths of wif- 
dom and virtue, and became enamoured of an eunuch of his palace, 
whom he made his prime minlflcr. This wretch obliged him to put to 
death Khyzir Khan, and to Impriron his Tons, Shady Khan and Mobarck 
Khan. At the death of Allaheddeenj this eunuch raifed to the throne the 
youngeft fon of the late emperor, to whom he gave the title of Shahabed- 
deen. The other brothers were deprived of their eycfight, excepting Mo- 
bare k Khan, who, through the divine affiftance, efcaped that misfonutte. 
After a few days the eunuch was murdered, and Mobarek Khan taken out 
of prifon, and appointed prime minidcr. He foon deilironcd bis brother, 

. and having put him in prifon, aflumed the title of Koiebcddccn. 

He 
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He cantpiered Giijtrai and itie Dekhan. But he imprudently placed 
his conridciice in.Hafan, a man of mean osiraaion, but remarkable for 
the beauty of his perfon. To this minion ,l^e gave the title of KhalTah 
Khan, and regardlefs of the remonftranccs of ihofe who were moft al- 
uched 10 his interefi. he delivered himfelf up fo entirely to the dirpofal 
of this man* that at length he cairied his benefuftor to be murdered, 
mounted the throne under the title of NalhTcddeen, and extirpated the royal 
family. Upon ihisGhazt-ul MtiUick, who had been one of the principal 
nobles in the court of Allaheddeen, revolted, and, having put to death the 
ufurper, was elevated to the throne by the nobility, under the title of 
Ghiaffcddeen Towghluck Shah. He fettled the affairs of Bengal, and 
then repaired to Dchly. Mahommed Khan, his fon, in the courfe of 
three days, e^cBed a palace for his reception, within a few cofe of Dchly, 
and, after much entreaty, prevailed upon him to enter it. The roof of the 
palace fell in. and buried the king in the ruins, although Xyabirny has 
pronounced Mahommed Khan to be innocent of the death of his father, 
yet the circumflance of the hafle In which this palace was creaed, and the 
preffjng invitation he gave the king to refidc in it. contrary to Ins own 
inclination, are powerful arguments of the Ton’s turpitude. Sultan Mu- 
hommed, in his lafl teftament, appointed for his fucceffor Focroz, the fon of 
his paternal uncle, Rajcb, and he was a good prince. At histlcath the aSatrs 
of Hindoftan fell into fomc coivfufion. He was fucceeded by his grandfon, 
Towghluck Shah, but a monher of ingratitude foon deprived him ol his 
life, Afaubeker fucceeded hb brother Towghluck Shab. In the reign of 
Sultan Mahmood, the chief management of affairs was enirudcd to Mulloo 
Khan, who was thereupon dignibed with the title of Ekbal Khan; but his 
adminiftralion produced nothing but dlfcontcni and flrife. A faaion of 

the nobles fet up a great grandfon of Feeroz Shah, whom they ftybd 
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NafTenit Shah. The flames of contention were raging at Dchtyj, when 
Timur entered Hindoftan in A.H. Soi. Mahommed then fled to Gujerat, 
and fediiion hid her head. When Timur was leaving llindoftani Khy^zir 
Khan» who had done him homage^ was left in the government of Multan, 
For two months after this» Ekhly w'as in a Rate of the utinoR anarch)' and 
confuGoti. NafTenit Shah, who Iiad fled into the Duab, now came to 
Dehly^ and polTctred himfclf of the throne. But Ekbal, a fhort time after, 
made himfelf maflcr of that city, upon which Nafferut Shah fled to Mewau 
Then Sultan Mahmood returned From Gujerat, and the hypocritical Ekbal 
Khan feigned entering into his fervice. Sultan Mahmood being in the 
utmofL diflrcfs, departed in the night to SuUan Ibrahccm Sherky, but 
ntceiing with no encouragement, he returned to Dchly, Ekbal Khan 
commenced hoflilittcs, but gained no advantage. Afterwards Ekbal Khan 
# was taken piifoncr in battle by Khyzir Khan, wlien Sultan Malmiood 

poffeRed himfclf again of Dchly, where he foon after died a natural death, 
and in him ended the Kbuljian dynafly. 

For fomc days the govenimem was held by Dow let Khan, an Afghan j 
but Khyzir Khan haftcued from Multan, and, having made himfelf raaftcr 
of the city of Dchly, appointed, as viceroy, Mollick Mirdan Dowlet, one 
of the omrahs of Sultan Fecroz, and whom Sollnian, the father of Khyzir, 
bad adopted for his fon. Khyzir Khan, out of gratitude to his benefaSor 
Timur, did not affumc the title of fultan, but continued to have the 
Rhotbah read in the name of that monarch, contenting himfclf with 
being ftyled Ayaut Aala, or ihe most IJigh in Dignittf, 

At the death of Timur, the Khotbah was road in the name of hh fon 
and fucccflbr, Shahrokh, concluding with a praj cr for the profperiiy of 

Kbyzir 
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Kbyzir Klian. At tbe death oF Khyzir* he was Fucceeded by his fon, Mo- 
barek Shah, conTonnabiy to his iaft will and tcftament. This prince, avail- 
ine himfdf of ihc dificiuions between Sultan ibraheem Sberky and How- 
iheng, attempted to get polTeGior of Calpee and its dependencies t 
but was trcachcTouHy killed near Dchly, by fonve traitors who had lain in 
ambufti for him. Mabommed Shah, who, according to fome.was the fou 
of Fcrced, the fon of Khyzir Khan, whillt others make him to have 
been his fon, was then raifed to die throne, Sultan Ailaheddeen, bis fuc- 
ceffor, poffelTed not one good quality, hut was continually engaged in un¬ 
worthy purfuits; upon which Bhelole began to entertain thoughts of 
greatnefs. This Bhelole was the nephew of Sultan Shah Loody, an 
Afghan of the tribe called Shamoo Khyi. In the reign of Sultan Mah- 
mood, Behram, the father of Bhelole* came with his other fons to Dcbly, 
and there carried on an inconridcrable merebandize. Sultan Shah was 
an cmecr in the court of Kbyzir Khan, who gave him the ihlc of inam 
Khan, and affigned over to him the revenues of Sirhind for bis main¬ 
tenance. Bhelole, to whom he was great unde, lii'cd at that time in 
Sirhind without any employment i Hlam Khan wa^ plcaretf with him, and 
educated him as his fon. Bhelole was born in Multan, and the following 
circumaanccs auended bis birth. When his mother had nearly gone her 
full time with him, unfortunately a beam of the houfe fell upon her and 
killed her, when Bhelole was cot out of her womb, 

Bhelole allowed Allaheddecn to pafshis life in retirement, but maintained 
all the power in his own hands. He reigned happily, and confuUcd the 
cafe and profperity of his rabjeds. He died a natural death in the 8otli 
year of bis age. It is faid, that before he became rich, he happened to meet 

with a DcrveiOi. who afked, who is he who will give me fuch a Turn of 

money 
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money for the kingdom of Dehly?** Bhelolc’s companions bnrll inlci 
laughter^ but be clicerfuHy gave tlie DcrvciQi all the money he had, and 
continued to pay him obedience, and thereby obtained the objc 3 of his 
dcfirc. Ue carried on fcvcral v?ars with the Sherkyan kin^, iill at length 
he conquered Jownpoor, and put an end to that dyfiady. He left his 
foo, Barbuck, In Jownpoor, and then returned to Dehly, As he was com¬ 
ing back from the ftege of Guatlar, he was feized with a lii orrickncfs, and 
died near the town of Sekcyich. The nobles raifed to the throne his fon, 
Nizam Khan, under the title of Sultan Scctindcr, who made the city of 
Agra bis capital, and proved a good prince. In the A. H. 911, there 
happened a dreadful catthquakc at that city, a great number of houfes 
being fwallowed up by the earth. He was a very bandfoiiic man, and was 
Tifiiowned for bis jitfticc and liberality. When he died, bis fon, Sultan 
Ibrabeem, afeended the throne of Dehly. The twitory of Jownpoor 
was afligned over to his brother, Jilal Khan, but dirpuies enfuing betwecia 
them, Jilal Khan at la(l took refuge with the king of Gualiar, but could 
obtain no alliftance from him. He then went to Malwab, to Sultan Mali- 
mood, but finding-no hopes from that quarter, fet out for Gowndwaneb, 
where he fdl ifjto the hands of fomc of the lrof^ps of Sultan Ihrahcenj, 
who carried him to the court of that prince, when he was put to death. In 
the reign of Sultan Ibrahccm levcral of ihc nobles rebelled, amongR w hom 
were Derya Khan, viceroy of Bahar, and his fon. Babadrc Khan, who caufed 
the Khoibah to he read, and coin to be ftruck in their own namci, 
Dowlet Khan loody fled to Kabul, and fought proteBion from the Empe¬ 
ror Baber, whom be conduced to the cotiqued of IBiidoftan.

The SOOBAil Of LAHOOR. 

IT is fituaicd in the liiird cllmaie. The length, from ihe river Setcluj to 
ihc Sind, is iQo cofc j the breadth, from Bhembhcr to Chovkundy, one of 
ihc dependencies of Stiigurrab, meafures 86 cofe. On the eaft lies 
Sirhindf oti the north Calhmecr; on the fouth Beykineer and Ajmecr; 
and Multan bounds it on the weft. This foohab has Hx fine rivers, ilTuins 
from the northern mountains. The Seteluj, formerly called Shcioodcr. 
vhofe fource is in the mountains of Ghahlorc s Rooper, Maichwarcb, 
and Lodyaneh, are fituatcd upon its bankj after having paffed by ihcfc 
places, it runs on to Bowb Ferry, where it unUcs with the river Bcyah, 
anciently called Beypania. The fource of tlie Beyab, called Abyalikoond. 
is in the mountains of Keloo, in the pcrguitnah of Sultanpoor. Near ii 
runs the river Ravy, called alfo lyrawulty, its fource U in Bchdra, and 
the city of Lahoor is fituated on its banks. Another river is the Chenab, 
called alfo Chunderbahka. From tlic top of the momiuins of Kutwar 
• ilTue two fprings, one called Cbunder, and the other Babka. In (he neigh¬ 
bourhood of Kbutwar they unite their flreams, and are then called Chun¬ 
derbahka, from dicnec they flow on to Bheiokpoor, Sooderab, and Hezareh, 
The Behut, anciently called Bedufta, bas its fource in pergunnah Wcer, 
in Cafhmccr, and having run paft the city of Sirrynagur, the capital of 
rial foobah, it enters Ilindoftan. The town of Bcbhccrch is on its 
banks. The Sind, according to fome, rifes between Caflimecr nad Cafh- 
ghur. whilft others place its fourec on KKatai. This river runs through the 
HU^ders of Sewad, Attock Benaris, Chowparah, and the icmtory of the 
iSlootchees. His majefty has given the following names to the duabehs 
for countries that are lituated between two rivers.) All that lies between 
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the Scteittj and the Beyah be has called Beytjallndher. The diflrid 
between the Bey ah and the Ravy is named Bary. The lands confined by 
the Ravy and the Chenab, arc called Retclina. Thofe bounded by the 
Chenab and Behut are named Jenhat. And Sindfagur comprifes all that 
lies between the fichm and the Smd. 

From the Setelitj to the ficyah 50 cofe.

■ Behut to the Sind 68 ditto. 

This foobafi is very populous, is highly cultivated, and exceedingly 
healthy. The cultivated lands arc chicQy fupplied with water from wells. ° 
The winter is much feverer here than in any other part of liindoftan, al. I 
though confidcrably milder than in Perfia and Tartary. Through his 
majclly’s cncouragemeiu, hcic arc to he procured the choiccD; produSaous 
of Turan, Iran, and Hindoiian. 

-- Muik-mclons are procurable here all the year. They are produced in 
Lahoor during the months of May and June, and foTnetimes as late as 
July, When they are almofl out of fcafon here, they arc brought from 
Calhmecr; and ladly, they are imported from Cafaul, Badakhtban, and 
Turan. Ice is brought from the turthern mountains, and fold all the year. 
Their horfes rcremblc Irakecs, and are very Bne. In fotne parts, liy 
lifting and walhing the fands of the rivers, they obtain gold, filver, top¬ 
per, rowey, tin, brafs, and lead. It U alfo famous for haudicrafifmcn.

Lahoor 15 a very large and populous city* fiiuated in the Duabeh Bary, 
In ancient allronoraical tables is called Lehawer. Longitude 109® ss'* 
latitude 51® 50*4 The fort and palace are of brick and ltme» and when 
this city was for fome lime the feat of governmcRt, many other capital 
buildings were erefted* and gardens laid otii in taftc and elegance j It 
became the grand rcfort of people of all nations, and their manufaftures 
were carried to the higheft pitch of perfeSion* 

Nagerkote is a city fituated upon a raountaiit, with a fort called Kan- 
gerah. In the vicinity of this city, upon a lofty mountain, is a place called 
Mahama cy, which they conlidcr as one of the works of the Divinity, and 
come in pilgrimage to it (loni great diftances, thereby obtaining the accom- 
plithmcni of their wiflies. It is mod wonderful that, in order to effea this, 
they cut out their tongues, which grow again in the courfe of two or three 
days, and fomeiiines in a few hours. Phyficians believe that the tOTlg^e, 
when cut, will grow again ; but nothing but a miracle can effeft it fo 
fpeedily as is here mentioned. According to the Hindoo mythology, 
Mahama-cy was the wife, hut the learned of ibis religion underftand by 
ihU word the power 0/Maketdeo, and fay that fltc, upon beholding vice, 
killed hcrfclf, and that diffcrciu parts of her body fell on four places- 
That the head, with fome of the limbs, alighted on the northern mountains 
of Cafhmccr, near Kamraj. and which place ts named Sardha. That 
fomc other members fell near Beejapoor in the Dekhan, at a place thence 
called Tuljabowhwanny. That others dropt in the caft, near Kamru, and 
which place is called Kamtcha. And that the reft remained at Jalindher, 
on the fpol above defcrlbcd. Near this place appear, on the fidcs of the 
mountain, lights rcfcmbling links and lamps, which people go to vifit, and 
throw different things into the flames, thinking the ceremony to be bene^ 
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ficiat to the eyefigbt. Otrer thofc places are ereSed temples^ ^hscH are 
contiriually ihronged ivilh people. Certainly ihefe lights^ which the vulgar 
confider as miraculous, are only the natural cfFcds of a briniRone mine. 

In the middle oT Sindfagur, near Sliumrabad, is the cell of Bulnatit, 
which they caU Tiilch Bulnaut. The devotees have a great veneration 
fur this place, crpccially the jowgees, who make pilgrimages to it* Rock- 
fdlt is found in this neighbourhood. There is a mountain, twenty cofe in 
length, out of which they dig this fait* Of the quantity cjccavaied three 
fourths belong to the diggers, and one fourth is allowed to thofc who 
carry It out of the mine. The merchants pay for it from haif a dam 
to two dams per tnaund, and they tranfport it to great diftances. llie 
acmeendar takes from the merchant a duty of ten dams upon every 
man's load, and he alfo pays to the Rate a rupee for every eighteen 
tnaunds of fait that he tranfports. Qf this fait they' rometiroes make dithes, 
plates and covers, and Rands for lamps. 

This foobah contains live duabchs, fubdivided into 234 pergunnahs. 
The mcafured .lands are 16,155,643 beegahs and 3 blfwabs. Amount of 
revenue 5591458,433 dams, out of which 91865,594 dams arc Scyurghal. 
It has 54,480 cavalry and 426,086 infantry. 




The SOOBAH or MULTAN. 


IT ties in ihe firft, feconil, and third climates. Before that Talah «a» 
comprifed in this foobali, it meafured in length, from Feenoapoor, to Sc- 
itfillan 403 cofc; and was in breadth^ from Khuipoor to Jelmeer, jo8 
cofe. But with the additional length of Tatah it meafurcs to Kutch and 
Mekran 660 cofc- On the call lies fircar Sirhindi the pergunnah of 
Shoor joins it on the north j on the fouth it is bounded by the foobah of 
Ajmecrj and on the weft arc fituated Kutch and Mekran, both of which 
arc independent territories. 

The fix rivers, which have been deferibed in Lahoor, pafs alJb through 
this foobah. The river Behut, near the pergunnah of Shoor, unites with 
die Chenab; and then after running together for 27 cofc, they join ihc^ 
Ravy,near ZufFerabad, and thus pafting on coJtcftively, for the diftance of 
60 cofc, they difemboguc tbcmfclves into the river Sind near Uteb. For 
the diftance of twelve cofe, near Fecrozpoor, the rivers Beyah and Sete- 
loj unite; and then again, as they pafs along, divide into four ftreams, viz. 
the Hur, the Haray, Dund, and the Noomy; and near the city of Mul¬ 
tan thefe four branches joio again. All the rivers that difembogne them- 
felves into the Sind take it's name 5 but in Tatah the Sind is called Meh- 
ran. 

The mooniaios of this foobah lie on the north Cde, It refembics La- 
boor in many refpeas, eacepting that but little rain falls here, and the heat is 
cxceffive. Multan is one of the moft ancient dues of Hindoftan, long.

Bebkur it a good fort. In ancient books it is called Munfoorah. All 
the Gx rivers, beforemcniioned, pafs by it in a colic flive ft ream, and 
afterwards dividing into two, one goes to die fouth, and the other to the 
north of the fort; Here is very Itule rain. The fruits arc delicious. 

Between Scewce and Behkur is a large deren, over which, during three 
of the furamcr months, there blows the pernicious hot wind, called in 
Arabia The river Sind fome years inclines to the north, and 

fometimes to the fouth, and the villages change accordingly, on which ac- 
CDUtiL the Uoufcs arc built or vood aiid floTiCs. 

This foobab contains three fir cars, fubdivided into eight pergunnahs.

this foobah was aUcrnately governed by the kings of Dchly.ihc chiefs 
of Sind, and the princes of Ghuzneen, 

From the conqueft of Sultan Mooaeddecn Sam, it paid tribute to 
Dchly, rill in A. H. B47, under Allahcddccn, the kingdom falling into 

confufion, 
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conraftodt the governors of provinces enriched themfclvcs^ and refufed 
obedience to their fovereign j and a faflion in Muhan ralfed to the ihronc 
of this foobah Sheikh Youfef Coreifliy, who had been a fervant in the 
morque of Sheikh Bahaeddcen Zukna, They afterwards depofed him, 
but he contrived to efcape their fury, and cante to Dehly, where he pre- 
fented himfirif before SuUan Bhelole. The kingdom of Multan was then 
conferred upon a foreigner, with the title of Sultan Mahmood Shah, It is 
faid that this man had given his daughter in marriage to Sheikh Youfef, and, 
upon account of the rctationlhip, frequented bis court, till at length he 
one night contrived means to deprive him of the throne, Durittg the 
reign of Sultan Kotebeddeen, Suit art Mahmood Rhuljy marched from 
Malwab to have conquered Multan, but he returned without cffefiing any 
thing. According to Tome accounts, Sultan Kotebeddeen was the hrft fo¬ 
reigner who reigned in that foobah. 

Sultan Bholole, during hjs reign in Dehly, fent his fon, Barbuck Shah, 
with troops, to the afTillance of Voufef Sheikh, but they returned utifucccfs- 
ful. When Sultan HoHain became old and infirm, finding himfelf on that 
account treated with contempt, he abdicated the throne iu'favour of his 
Ion Feeroz Khan, afterwards llylcd Fecroz Shah, and then went him- 
fclf into retirement. The Vizier Amad ul Mulk put poifon into the food 
of Feeroz Shah, and killed him. Upon this occaiion, SuUait Hoffain 
reafeended the throne, but put the whole management of public affairs 
into the hands of Mahmood Khan, fon of Sultan Feeroz. \V*hcn Sultan 
HolFain died, fomc fay after a reign of 3.4, whihf others make it to have 
been only 30 years, be was fucceeded by Sultan Mahmood. During bis 
reign, the Moghols made fcveral incurfiom into tlindollan, but always 
returned unfucccfiful. Some artful, wicked people, by prt^agating a 

number 
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number of filfc reports, creaied a mifundorflantiing be ween Sultan MaH- 
mood and hU old viaier, Baizeed Jam, till at length be ^ obliged to take 
10 fli^t j and when he arrived in the territory of Shoor, he read the 
Khotbab in the name of Sultan Seconder Loody. When Sultan Mah. 
mood died, his infant fon, Sultan Hoffain, was raifed to the throne. When 
Mirza Shah Holfain came from Tatah, and conquered Multan, he be- 
(lowed the govcrnmeni upon Lufltker Khan, who was afterwards dif* 
pofTcffcd by Mirza Kamran for himfclF. Then Multan was fucceflivcly 
conquered by Sheer Khan,Sclecin Khan, and Secundcr Kham 

The emperor Hemayun, when he made the conqueft of Hindoftao, add* 
cd alfo this kingdom to his empire; and now, through the royal juIUce, the 
inhabitants enjoy peace and happinefs.

SIRCAR TATAH. 

FORMERLY this was an Independent territory, but now it forms a part 
of the empire. The lengthy from Bchkur to Kutcb and Mekrany is agy 
cofe; and the breadth, from the town of fiudeyan to Bunder Lahry, 
meafures too cofe; and again^ the breadth from Chundu of fiehkur to 
Beykaiicer, is 6o cofe. On the eaR lies Gujerat s on the north Bebkur 
and Seewee; on the fouth the fca } and on the weft Kutch and Mckran. 
This country is lituatcd in the fccond dimatc. The city of Tatah lies 
in Ion. lOa* 30% and lat. 24" 10'. 

In ancient times the capital was Brabminabad, which was then a very 
populous city. The fort had 14CO ballions, a tenab dtllant from each 
other i and to this day there are conQderablc vcltiges of this fortification. 

Alore is now called Tatah and Dcbiel. Here the noribern mountains 
form fevcral branches, one of which runs to Kandahar; another branch, 
commencing on the fca^coafi, goes to the town of Koubbar, where it 
is called Ramgur, and from thence proceeds to Sewiftan, where it is called 
Lukby. Here are a confiderable tribe of Bclootchees, called Kulmany j 
they arc twenty tboufand families, and can raife ten thoufand choice cavalry. 

' Camels 
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Camels arc bred herc< Another chain of mountains runs from Schwatr 
to Secwce, where u is called Khutter, Here dwell a tribe, named No- 
murdy, who can raife three hundred cavalry and feven tboufand infantry. 
At the fort of this territory arc another tribe of Belooichees, named 
Tehzery, who have a tboufand choice troops. They breed horfet. There 
is another range, one extremity of which is in Kutch, and the other joins 
to the territory of the Kulmanics, where ii U called Karch. It is inha^- 
bited by four thoufand fielootchees. 

In this country the winter is fd temperate, that there is no occafion for 
furs; and m fummor, excepting in Scwiflan, the heat is very moderate. 
Here are various fine fruits, and the mangoes arc remarkably good. A 
fmall kind of melon grows wild. Here are alfo great variety of flowers 
their camels arc much cllcemcd. The inhabitants travel cbidly by wa¬ 
ter, and they build boats of various conftrtiBions, and they have not Icfs 
than forty thoufand in number. They hunt the wild afs, hares, bogs, 
and the koichpatchch ( and they are fbnd of fifliing. 

The hulbandman divides his crops with government, and he is allowccf 
to keep two-thirds. Here arc iron-mine? and falt-pits. Rice is fine, and 
in abundance. At the diflance of fix cofe from Tatah^ is a mine of 
yellow ftonc, which is cut in the quarry to any di men lion, and is ufed in 
building. The food of the inhabitants is chiefly BOi and rice. They dry 
fiOi in the fun, and make an advantageous trade of it. They alfo extra^ 
oil from fifh, which they ufe in building boats. They have a fifli, called 
pulwa, which comes from the fca into the Indus, and is excitedingly dcU> 
eious. They have a method of picferving milk curds for three or lour 
months. 


Near 
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Nest Sccwee is a lakc» two days journey in length, calted Munjoor, 
upon the furface of which the hlherinen have funned artiBciat illandsi 
where they rcBde and cany on their occupation. 

One of the wonders of this country is the Jiggerkhati (or fiver-eater^. 
One of this clafs can fleal away the liver of another by looks and incan> 
lations. Other accounts fay, that by looking at a perfon^ he deprives 
him of his fenfes, and then Heals from him fomething refenibling the feed 
of a pomegranate^ and wliich be hides in the calf of his leg. 

The Jiggerkhar throws on the fire ilie grain before deferibedf which 
thereupon fpreads to the fiae- of a difh, and he diflributes it ainongfl his 
fellows, to be eaten ; which ceremony concludes the life of the fafei" 
nated perfon. A jiggerkhar is able to communicate his art to anotberf 
and which he does by learning him the incantations, and by making him 
eat a bit of the Uver-cake. If any one cut open the calf of the magi¬ 
cian's leg, extraft the grain, and give it to the afiliflcd perfon to eat, he 
immediately recovers. Thofe Jiggerkhars are moHty women. It is faid, 
moreover, that they can bring intelligence from a great difiance, in a flioit 
fpacc of time; and if they are thrown into a river, with a ftone lied to 
them, they ncvcrthclcfs wilt not fink. In order to deprive any one of 
this wicked power, they brand his temples, and every joint in his body, 
cram his eyes with fait, fufpend him for forty days in a fubterraneous 
cavern, and repeat over him certain incantations. In this Hate he is called 
Deichereh* Although, after having undergone this difcipltae, he is not 
able to deflroy the liver of any one, yet he retains the power of being able 
to difeover another Jiggerkhar, and is ufed for detc 3 ing thofe difiurbers 
of mankind. They can alfo cure many difeafes, by adminifiering a pf>» 

3 tion, 
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tiotif or by repeating an incantation. Many other marvcllou) floriet arc 
told of thefe people. 

Tatah is now the fourth firtar of the foobah of Muhan. From the nor¬ 
thern borders of Tatah to Utch is a range of mountains^ of hard blacky 
flooej inhabited by various tribes of Belootcheesi and on the fouih, rroiii| » 
Utch to Gujerat, arc fandy mountains* the refidence of the AhOiambchty 
and other tribes. The country, frwu Behkur to NulTubpoor and Amer- \ 
kote* is peopled by the Sow rah* the jarcetcheh, and other tribes* 

This (oobab contains five Ercars* fubdivided into fifty-three perg^in- 
nahs. Amount of revenue 6,615,293. dams. 


jf Summary IJistory of tha Princes ^TatolL 

IN ancient times there lived a rajah, named Sehris, whole capital waa- 
Atore, and his dominions extended to the eaft as far as Calhmecr; on 
the weft they were bounded by Mchran; the fea, confined them to the 
foiithj and the mountains were the northern extremity* An army from 
Perfia invaded this kingdom 1 the rajah was killed in battle, and the Per- 
fians, after plundering every thing that came in their way,, returned home. 
The rajah was fucceeded by his fon Royfaby, vdio reigned with juftlce* 
and with the afiiflance of his vizier* Ram, reflored bis dominions to a ftate 
of profpeiity. A Brahmin*, named Juj,. who had travelled* entered into- the 
fcrvice of this vizier* and by cxcrciGng flattery and deceit* in alhoii 
time obtained an oScc of conreqitence, and upon the death of bis patron, 
be fucceeded him in the vizarui. He then entered into a criminal con:- 
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ncflion wiih the rajah’s wifcj but notwitbftatiding the various and repeated 
reprefcniations of the nobles upon this fubjeftj to the rajah, he Vfoutd not 
give credit to them. When the rajah -was lying upon his death bed, the 
abandoned wretch, in confederacy with the ranny, fent for the leaders of 
ihc army fcparaiely, as it to confult them in private, and then had them 
deflroved one after another by the hands of their enemies. At the death 
of the rajah, the Brahmin married his widow*, and obtained tbe throne. 
Amidd all his vices, he governed wel), and added Kutch and Mekran to 
his dominions by conqued. 

During the khalifat of Omar, he fent Megbecrah Abul .Aas with an 
army from Bahrain to Debcil, but he met with a pow'erful oppoblion, and 
was at length killed in battle. The khalif, Ofinan, employed an inieUigcm 
perfon to explore the date of Hindodan, whitd himfelf was preparing 
an army. But the meflenger reponed * that a large army would perifh For 
want of providons; whild a fmall number of troops could not hope to 
make any conqued.’ One of the generals of the khalif Aly conquered 
fome parts bordering upon DebcU; but, upon receiving mtelligcnee of the 
khalif's death, the army withdrew to Mekran. Moawiyah twice fent 
Ameer with an army, but many of his troops were flain without making 
any conqueft. Juj died after a reign of Ibrty years, and was fueceeded 
by his younged Ton Dahir. During the khalifat of Waiccd, the fon 
of Abdalmalek, Hijaj, governor of Irak, fent to $tnd Mahommed ColTim, 
his coufin and fon'in law*, and he fought fcveral battles with Dabir, who 
was [lain in one of them on the lOth of Ramzan, A. H. 9^, when Taiah 
became fubjcfl to the Moflems. bfahommed Codim fent to the khaiif, 
amongd other captives, two of the daughters of Dabir, together with pre. 
Cents of condderable value. The two young princedes, in order to re- 
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vcng^ the dcatli of ihcir father» reprefented fatfcly to tlie khaUf, that 
Maliommcd Cofltm bad been coiine^ed with them. The khalif hereupoa 
refufed to have any thing to fay to thentf and falling into a rage, gave 
orders fur Mahommed Colhni to be fewed up in a raw Itide, and fent in 
that condition to court. When the khaliPs mandate arrived at Tatah, 
Maliommcd Co Aim was making preparations for carrying on an c^tpedition 
againfl Roy Hcrchund, rajah of Kinoj; but he paid inllant obedience to 
the khalif's command. When he arrived at court, the khalif Ihowed 
him to the daughters of Dabir, who expreffed great joy upon the occa- 
iLon, and fald they were fatt. hed at beholding their father's murderer in 
fueh a condition. It is ^onifliing how the khalif could iffue fucb a cruel 
order, without pofitive proofs of delinquency. A wife prince never fuffers 
himfelf to be led away by reports; but exercifes his circumfpcBioti, and 
makes diligent invefligation, feeing that truth is fcarce and falfchood 
' common; and it bchovcih him to be more particularly doubtful of what¬ 
ever is faid to the prejudice of (hofe whom he has diAinguiihed by 
peculiar marks of his favour, as the world in general bear them enmity even 
without caufe, and the wicked frequently put on the appearance of virtue, 
to compafs the deflruBion of the innocent. 

After the conqucfl by Mahommed CofTinn, this country was for fome 

time governed by the family of Temecm Anfary. Kext it was ruled 

by the family of Soomrah, Then came the dynahy of Scemeh, who 

cllcemed thcinfelves of the (lock of Gcmfhced, and each took the name 
« 

of Jam. jam Banhntiyeh was thrice attacked by Sultan Feeroz Shah, 
and defended ^mfelf with vigour, till the third inFafion, when he was taken 
prifoner and carried to Dchly. The Sultan at firfl appointed one of his 
nobles to the government of Sind, hut afterv^ards difeovering the virtue 
3 and 
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and 'wifdom of Jam, he took compaflion upon biro^ and made him bis 
viceroy m Tatah* At the death of Jam Towghlack, one Mobarek, hi» 
chamberiain, by means of a faflion, managed to get himfelf raifed to the 
throne. Seconder, the fan of Jam, was fuccecdcd by Jam, the Ton of 
Fuuch Khan. In the reign of Jam Nunda, an army, headed by Shah Beg 
Arghoon, came from Kandahar, and conquered Sccrce. The conqueror 
appointed his brother, Sultan Mafaommed, governor, and then returned 10 
Kandahar. Jam feni an army againft Mahommed, and he was flain in 
battle. Shah Beg invaded Tatah a fecond time, and having pofrened him¬ 
felf of Sebvan and other places, appointed governors, and then went back 
to his own country. 

In the reign of Jam Fecroi, one Salaheddcen, his near relation, rebelled, 
and proving unfiiccersful, took refuge with SuUan Mahmood of Gujerat, 
The Sultan gave him a fplendid reception, and Tent him back with an army, 
Derya Kban, the vizter of Jam Feeroi, betrayed bis maflcr, and by his 
management Salaheddcen got polfcHlon of all Sind, without fighting a finglc 
battle. But fomc time aftcrw'ards, this fame Deiya Khan returned to the 
iniercfl of Feeroz, recalled him from his retreat, and at length rcftorcd 
to him his kingdom. But Salaheddcen applied a fecond lime to the king 
of Cujerat, and again obtaining fuccours From that monarch, once more 
pofTcffcd himfelf of the kingdom of Tatah. jam Feeroz tied to Kanda¬ 
har. Shah Beg joined him with troops, and coming to an engagement 
near Sehwan, Salaheddcen and his two Tons were {lain. Thus Feeroz be¬ 
came firmly fixed in his kingdom. In A, H. 929, Shah Beg conquered 
all Sind, and Jam Feeroz fled to Gujerat, where he gave his daughter in 
marriage to Sultan Bahadcr, and became one of his nobles. Shah Beg 
then reigned in Sind without a competitor. He was the Ton of Mcer Zul- 
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noon Beg, commander in chief of the army of Sulian Hu (Tain Mirza, and 
he held Kandahar by a feudal tenure. Shah Beg was killed fighting the 
baitlci of ibc funs of Hulfain Mirza againR Shiebuck Khati Uzbuck. 
Upon his death, the govcmmeni of Kandahar was conferred upon his fon 
Rcfhced, who was not only famed For valour, but alfo renowned for hia 
(kill in the fcicnces. At hh death, his fon Shah Huffen fucceeded him, and 
conquered Multan from Sultan Mahommed. After him, iVtirza Ufa, fort 
of Abdul Aly Turkhan, fuccccded him. Pyindah Mahommed being 
incapable of governing, on account of infanity, the reins of govcrnincni 
were held by hh fon Mirza Jany Beg, till the troops of our laic emperor 
conquered Tatah, when Mirza jany Beg became a faithful fubjea of the 
empire.

IT IS Btuaied partly in the third and partly in the fourth climate. It * 
is compofed of Caihineerj Pehkely> Bhembher^ Sewad, BijorCj, Kandahar, 
and Zabuliftan. Formerly it had Ghuzneh, but now it has Cabal for the 
capital. The length, from Kemberdirc to Kifhengung, ia lao coftj and 
the breadth froin to to 25 cofe. On the eaft ties Peeriftan and the river 
Chenabt on the fouth^eall fiunkal and the mountains of Jummoo; on 
the north-eatl great Tibbet^ on the weft Pehkely and Kifhengung; on 
the fouthweft the tcTrilory of Gukhcr^ and on the north-'Weft little Tibbet. 
It is en compared on all Tides with lofty mountains. There are twenty-fix 
roads into it from HindoJlan, but thofe of Bhembher and Pehkely are the 
belt, being palTablc by horfes. The fiherabher road is much the neareft: 
it has Teverat branches, of which the following are very good roads, viz. 
Hu fly and Wutter, through both of which an army may pals. Pccrpunchal, 
the road by which his majefty has made three journeys to CaQimcer. If 
an ox or a horfe be killed upon thefe mountains, there immediately enfues 
a temped with fiiow and ratn. 

The whole of this foobah reprefents a garden in perpetual fpring,and the 
rortiheations with which nature has furnidicd it, arc of an adonilhing 
height, fo that the grand and romantic appearance cannot fail of delight¬ 
ing thofe who are fond of variety, as well as they who take pleafuie in 
retirement. The water is remarkably good, and the cataraOs are en- 
chantlngly magnificent. It rains and fnows here at the fame fcafons as in 
Tartary and Periia, and during the periodical rains in Ilindodan, here alfo 
fall light fliowcTi. The foil is partly marOiy, and the red well watered by 
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rivers and lakes. Violets, rofes, narciUures, and Innumerable other (lowers 
grow wild here. The fpring and autumn difplay fccnes delightfully 
aftoniQitng. The houfes, which are bailt of wood, are of four (Lories, and 
fome higher, and they arc entirely open, without any court yard. The 
roofs of the houfes are planted with tulips, which produce a wonderful 
effeS in the fpring. !n the lower apartments are kept the cattle and 
lumber; the family live in the fecond flory j and the third and founh 
(lories arc ufed for warehoufe*. Earthquakes are very frequent here, on 
which account they do not build their houfes with brick or (tone, but of 
wood, with which the country abounds. Here are, however, many ancient 
idolatrous temples built of brick and ftone, fome of which arc in perfeft 
pTefervaiion, and others in niins. Here are various woollen manufac¬ 
tures, particularly of (hawls, which are carried to all parts of the globe. 
Although Cathmeer is populous, and money fcarce, yet a thief or a beggar 
is fcarccly known among ft them. Excepting cherries and mulberries, they 
have plenty of excellent fruits, crpccially melons, apples, peaches, and 
apricots; grapes, although in abundance, are but of few kinds, and thofe 
indifferent, tn general they let the vines twifl round the trunks of mul¬ 
berry trees. The mulberry trees are cultivated chiefly on account of 
the leaves for the filkworms, little of the fruit being eatjn. The filkworms 
eggs arc brought from Kclut and little Tibbct, but thofe of the firfl place 
are the bell. The inhabitants chiefly live upon rice, (ifh, frefli and dried, 
and vegetables; and they drink wine. They boil the rice over night, 
and fci it by for ufe for the next day. They dry vegetables to ferve in 
the winter. They have rice in plenty, but not remarkably fine. Their 
wheat, which is black and fmall, is fcarce ; and mowng, barley, and nak- 
hud, arc produced, but in fniaU quantity. They have a fpecies of (beep, 
which they call Hundoo, rcfembling thofe of Perfia, the flelh of which is 
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exceedingly delicious and wholerome. The inhabuanis wear chiefly wooU 
Icn cloths, an upper garment of which will UH feverat years. Their 
horfes are fmall, but hardy, and furefooied, and they are very cheap. 
They breed neither clephanti nor icamcis. Their cows are black and 
ugly, but yield plenty of milk, of which is made good butter. Every 
town in this foobah has as many ha ndi craft fine n as arc to be found in the 
large cities of other countries. They have no fairs, all their goods being 
Ibid at regular fhops. In their cities and towns there are neither luakes, 
fcorptons, nor other venomous reptiles. Here is a mountain called Maba. 
deo, and every place from whence it can be feen is free from fnakes • 
but the country in general abounds with flies, gnats, bugs, and licc- 
Sparrows are very fcarce, on account of the general ufe of rdlet-bowj. 
The inhabitants go upon the lakes, in fmall boats, to enjoy the divcrfion 
of hawking. They have partridges, the elk is alfo found here, and they 
train leopards to hunt them. Moll of the trade of this country is carried 
on by water, but men alfo tranfport great burdens upon their jhouldcrs. 
Watermen and carpenters are proFefiions in great repute here. Here 
dwell a great number of brabmim. 

The Cafhmccrians have a language of their own, but their books are 
written in the Shanferit tongue, although the charafler be fometimes Cafh^ 
mecrian. They write chiefly upon Tooz, which is the bark of a tree; it 
eafsly divides into leaves, and remains perfecl for many years. All ancient 
manuferipts arc written upon this bark, and they make ufe of a kind of 
ink which cannot be wafhed out. Formerly tliey knew only the Hindo 
fcicncesi but now they ftudy thofc of other nations. They arc prediflora 
and aflrologers, like the Hindoos. The Mahommedaus are partly Sunnies, 
and others are of the fefls of Aly and Noorbukhlliy; and they are frc-. 
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qucnUy enga|5ed in waw againft each other. Here arc many delightfuf 
fingers, but they want variety. The tnoft refpcftabk people of this coun¬ 
try are the Reyfltees, who* a!ihoug|h they do not fuffer thcmrelves to be 
fettered by traditions, are doubilefs true worfhippers t>f God, They re¬ 
vile not any other feS, and alk nothing of any one j they plant the roads 
with fruit trees, to furnifh the traveller with refreflimeiu j they abllatn 
from flcfh j and have no intercourlc with the other fex. There are near 
two ihoufand of this {c&. in CaOimeer, 

Of fFeigkts and Coins.— —^Tn Cafhmeer the lolah contains Gxieen 
mafhahs, of fix ruitics each. The gold mohur confifts of tixteen dams, 
of fix ruttics each. Thcfe mohura arc Four rutiiei more in weight than 
thofe of Dchly, Babsassnu h a fmall coin of nine malhahs. Pun¬ 
ches is a copper coin, in value one quarter of a dam; it is alfo called 
Kussereh. The Barahgan^ is half of the foregoing. The Shuckty is 
the fourth of the Barafigany. Four Kusseerehs make one Hut; forty 
JCussecrehs make one Sassnoo j and one and a half Sassnoo make one 
Siccaft. One hundred Sassnoos make one Lachf equivalent ip rooo royal 
dams. 

The Hindoos regard all Cathmecr as holy land. Forty-five places 
arc dedicated to Mahadco; fixty-four toBifhen; three to Brahma; and 
twenty-two to Durga, In feven hundred places there arc carved figures 
of fnakes, which they w'orOtip. 

Sirrynagur, the capital of Cafhmeer, is fourfar fangs in length. The ri¬ 
vers Behut, Mar, and the Lutchmehkul run through iu The one laft- 
mentioned is dry during pan of the year, and the Mar is fometimes fo 
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Aallow that boats cannot pa£i dirough it. This city has for ages been 
in a Qourifhtng fiate, and abounding with workmen of every denomina¬ 
tion. They maBufaSure beauiiFul ibawls and other fine woollen 
amongft which are ihofe called Doomah and Puitoo*; but, of thefe laft* 
the heft arc thofc brought from Tib bet. Mccr Syed Aty Hamadany re- 
hded for Tome time in this city, and founded a mooafLcry, which remains 
a monument of his piety. 

On the call fide of this city is a high hill, called Kouh Soliman* 
Adjoining to the city are two large Lakes, which are always full. The 
water of thofe lakes will keep good in jars for a long time. 

Near die town of Bcrcng is a long flraight, in a mountain, tn which 
there is a refervoir of water feven cUs fqiiare, which the Hindoos conft- 
dci^s a place of great fanBity. This refervoir is dry eleven months in 
the ycafi but, in the month of Ardihehcnit, the water guHies out from 
two fprings. Firli, the water appears in a hole, which they call Sundah' 
berary, (ituated in one corner of the refervoir; and, when this is full, the 
water fprings up in another corner, called Sut hrey-fiiy, till at length the 
referv'oir Hows over; after which it immediately begins to dccrcafe. and 
continues dmog fo till it is perfcftly dry; and this flux and reflux happens 
every morning, noon, and evening. When the refervoir is full of water, 
people throw into it flowers , for the diflerent fprings, and, to the aflo- 
nifliment of the beholders, the flowers are afterwards found tn the parti¬ 
cular fpring to which they were configned. But certainly this is an arti- 
fical contrivance of the ancients, to entrap the ignorant. Near it is a

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fpnng, which is dry for (ix moQths continuance; button a certain dayi the 
bulbandmen of that quarter gp thither, and make facriRccs of Iheep and 
gnats, tipon which the water gufhes out, and fupplies the lands of five vil¬ 
lages. If the inundation proves exceffive, they repeat the facrifices till 
the water fubfidcs. 

Here is another fpring, called Kookernag, whofe water fatisRcs both 
hunger and thirft, and it is alfo a remedy for indigeflion. At a fmall dif* 
lance From this is another fpring, in the centre of which is an tdol tem* 

pie of Rone; a beautiful Fabric. Here, in the fummer, devotees furround 

* - ■ 

i^hcmFelvcs with Rrc, till they arc reduced to allies, and think they are 
thereby plcaRng the deity. 

Here is a fpring in which is found toucliflone; and to the fouth of it 
is a very high mountain, where there is an iron mine. 

Punjberareh Is a towm dependent upon Uneej, and which is conRdcred 
to be a very holy place : formerly it was a large city. It has feven idol 
temples, near which is a dclighiful plain^ called Nundymurg, 

In Funpoor, dependent upon Veliy, there arc ten or twelve thoufand 
beegahs of land covered with faffron, which, during the end of Fsrvcr- 
deen and the month of ArdibeheOu, afford a profpeO that would enchant 
ibofe who are the moft difRcuIt to pteaFe, They cultivate it after the fol¬ 
lowing manner. After ploughing the ground, they dig it with fpadcs and 
form the earth into plats, in which they plant the faffron roots, which re- 
femble onions. In the courfc of a month they fprout. The Ralk is at Rrft 
white, and when grown to about a finger's breadth, it begins to Rower, and 
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continaes doing fo till ihcrc are eight in number. In the latter end of the 
month of Mehr, the plant is in perfeclion, anti then is about a fpaii high. 
The flower has Gx petals, of a yellow colour, containing Gx threads, three 
of which arc yellow and three of a deep orange, and ihcfe threads are the 
faffron. When the plant has done Rowering, it bears leaves. It will 
flower for fix fiicceffive years. The firft year it yields but little faffron, 
but it arrives at peifeflion in the fcctmd year, and continues fo till the 
expiration of the fixth year. At that period they divide the roous, and 
tranfpUm them, for if fuffered to remain any longer in the fame ground, 
they degenerate. 

In the town of Rcy vun arc a fpring and bafon, which are accounted holy s 
the people believe that the faffron feed originally came out of this fpring, 
and, when they commence planting, they come to worfhip at it, pouring 
in cows milk which, if it links, is ertcemed a good omen, but if it floats 
upon the furface of the water, they are filled with apprehenGons for the 
fuccefs of the faffron. 

Ill the village of iCchrow arc tlirec hundred and fixty facred fountains; 
and here is alfo an iron mine, ' 

Mirwardoon adjoins to great Tibbet. Here are bred the fpecies of fhecp, 
called Hundoo, which are tifcd for carrying burdens. Near this place 
is a mountain, called Chuitcrkute, where are fuch numbers of fnakes, that 
nobtidy can afeend it. Here is alfo another mountain of difiicult afeent, 
where is a hafon of water w^ich few people can arrive at, and fometimes 
It entirely difappears. At the foot of the tnountain there Ffcrtucnily ap- 
oear images of .Mahadco, in cryflal, to the afLonifhmcntof the beholders. 

In 
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In (he vicinity of Ut-cheweeh one of the dependencies of Ruhtar, is a 
fountain of excellent wateTj which fpouts up an ell hsg^. This water is 
efteemed a great rcfloraiive. 

In the village of Goonher is a ver>' deep fpring, fyTrpunded with idol a- 
irous temples, built of (lone t when the water decreafes, there appears an 
image of Mahadco, in fandal wood. 

Near Owler is a very hig)t mountain, which has a fpring of fall water. 
Here are elks, 

Mutten is ruuated upon a raifed fpot, where, in ancient times, there was 
a large idolatrous temple. Here is a fmall rcfcrvoir, the water of which 
never decreafes. Some believe the well of Babal to he at this place, but 
what is (hown for it, is only an excavation without water. At the foot of 
the eminence is a fpring, which is formed into a bafon, that is full of large 
fiOi, but out of refpeflt For the place, no one meddles with them. On one 
Gdc of the rcfcrvoir is a cave, of unfathomable depth. 

In Kahwerparah is a fpring, the water of which Dows over obliquely, 
with a tremendous uoife. 

At the village of Ulh, in the^middle of a mountain, is the retreat of 
Baba Zeineddeen Recfhy. It is faid that, lilt this reclufe came hither, 
there was not any vrater to he found in this mountain ; hut, that a Dream t 
iDued out immediately, upott bis taking up bis refidence here. After 
dwelling here twelve years, he entered die cave, clofed die mouth thereof 

with a large Done, and has never Ducc been feen by any one. j 

The j 
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The town of Dutcfaenparch is fituatsd at the foot of a mountain, on the 
fide of great Tibbet, and the ftream above mentioned paiTcs by it. Eeiv^ecn 
great Tibbct and this pergunnah is .a cave, in which is fometimes to be 
feen an image, in ice, called Amernaut, and which is lield in great vcnc'- 
ration. The image makes its appearance after the following manner: two 
days before the new moon, there appears, in the cave, a bubble of ice, 
which incTCafcs in fize every day till the fifteenth day, at wliich time it is 
an ell or more in height; then, as the moon dccreafes, the image alfo gra¬ 
dually diminifhes, till at lall no vcAige of it remain#. This congealment 
the Hindoos regard as the image of Mahadeo, and believe that, by worQiip' 
ping it, their dcfircs will be accompUfhed. Near this cave is a rivulet, called 
Amrowty, the clay of whofe bed is perPeflly white $ this they eflecm holy, 
and rub it over their bodies* Tiie fuow on the mountain# of this country 
never dccrcafes, fo that what with cold, the narrownefs of the roads, and tha 
CKircmc heights, they cannot be pafled but with the utmoU difficulty. 

In the village of Dakhamoon is a fpring : whenever the water thereof 
becomes turbid, and rdlh lioats upon the forfacc, fomc calamity befals the 
country. Near it is a quarry of Solomon's Hone, of which are made 
plates and diffics. 

The pergunnah of Pbak abounds with flowers and odoriferous plants. 
Adjoining to it is a large lake, called Dull, one fide of which is clofe to 
^ the town. On the furfacc of iliis lake arc artificial iflands, made for the 
t purpofe of cultivation, and fomcirmes robbers will cut off pieces of thefe 
floating lands, and convey them away to another part of the lake. Sultan 
Zcinulabeddeen conllruclcd a dam, of flonc and clay, a cofc in length, 
which extended from the city of Sirrynagur to the pergunnah of Phak. 

Near 
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Near this lake is a fpring. which is a remedy Tor many diforders, In 
the village of T-hcd i$ a moA delightful fpot, where is to be fecn the 
jundioit of feven flreams i and here are many ancient buildings of {lone. 
Herds alfo a fpringi which in winter is very hot and in fumracr very cold. ' 

In the village o£Ba/,wal is a cataract, called Shalamar, which falls from 
the mountain of Shahkote, in a furprifing manner. Here filh are caught^ 
in great abundance, in wicker bafkets. 

In Ailhabbalary is a facred fpritig^ called Sooryfir, on the Tides of 
which arc idolatrous temples of ftone. The fountain of Shukernag is dry 
all the year, excepting that^ when the ninth day of the month falls on a 
Friday, the water Tprlngs up tn the morning, and continues {lowing dll the 
evening', and multitudes of people flock together to partake of the blef* 
fing. 

In the village of Zinabul Is a fpring and bafon, into which people throw 
walnuts, to know what will be the iffue of any affair; the walnuts floating is 
a good omen, and on the contrary, if they Gnk, it is a fign of bad luck. 

At Banhal is a temple, called Durgah. When any one wants to know 
what fuccefs his enetpy will have againfl him, he RLls two velTcIs with rice, 
ono of which is for himfclf, and the other for his enemy. Thcfc are left 
all night in the tcmplCf the doors of which are {hut. The next day 
he brings them out with gdsai ceremony, and opens them. The vcffel . 
in which arc found Rowers and faffron denotes fuccefs to its owner; and 
that which is full of ftraw and rubbifh portends ill luck to the perfon to 
whom it belongs. But the following ceremony is more furprifing. If any 
3 parties 
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. parties have a difpiitc upon a point ofrlgh^ wfuch is difHcuk to determine, 
they fend tivo perfons to the temple, each carryit^ two fowls and tvn 
goats. They then give poifon to the fowls and goats, after which they 
rub them with their hands, when the animals, of him whofe claim is jult, 
recover [ and thofc of the other expire. 

m 

At WcerGr is the fource of the river Behut, with a bafon, mcafuring a 
jereeb, from whence the water ruihes out with an aftonifhtng ndfe, and it is 
unrathomable. This fpHng is tailed Weernag; it has a (lone border, 
and on the eaU fide are temples. 

In Kumber is a fountain, called Bew^unfindh, which Hows during two 
months in the fpring, increaGng its Hream daily. 

In DeoGrberbala is a bafon, called Pchloonag. the water from which 
ruthes out in a column, meafuring twenty fquarc ells. If any one wilhes 
to know whether or not it will be a plentiful feafon, or to dtfeover any 
clrcumdance refpefling his own fortune, he fills an earthen vclfcl with rice, 
writes his name upon one fide of it, and after clofing the mouth, throws the 
vefiel into the bafon. The veflcl focm rifes of itfelF to the furfacc of the 
water, and if, upon opening it, the rice is hot, and has a fragrant flavour, 
it is an omen of good luck; but if it appears mixed with draw and rubhilh, 
it is a bad omen. Here is alfo a delightful rivulet, called Wiffy, ifluing 
from a mountain, from the height of two hundred ells, making an afto- 
nifhingnoife initsdefeent. Frequently devout Hindoos precipitate them- 
fclvcs down this catarafi, and think that, by thus ending their lives, they 
enfurc to thcmfelves reward in the next world. 




In 
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fn Kotchai* Is a fountain, which continues dry for eleven years^ and, 
when the planet Jupiter enters the lign Leo, the water fprings out on 
every Friday, but» dry all the reft of the tveek during that year. 

Near the village of Mcttelhameh is found the bird called Okar, whofe 
feathers are plucked, to be worn in the turbans of the nobility. A eer^ 
tain allowance is made by government for the maintenance of tliofe birds 
in ibcfe forefts. 

Near Shookroah is a fountain, which plays inccflantly, and is a place of 
great religious re fort. It never fnows upon this mountain. 

In Nagama is a ftream, called Neelahnag, the bafon of which incarurcs 
forty bcegahs, and the water is delightfully clear. This is alfo held facrcdi 
and many fanatics confume ihemfelvcs with fire on its border. They 
tikewife try their fortunes by it in the following manner. A walnut, 
divided into four parts, is thrown into the fpring ; if an odd number floats, 
it is accounted a good omen, and an even number is deemed unlucky. 
They alfo throw' milk into the Ipring, which finking indicates good luck, 
but if it floats the omen is bad. In ancient times there was found, in this 
fpring, a book, entitled Nccimul, containing a particular dcrcription of 
CaOimecr, with the biftory of this place of worlhip. It is afterted that, at 
the bottom of this fpring, there is a large inhabited city, and that Burreo 
Shah, a Brahmin, w*ent and remained there two or three days, and, on hi$ 
return, gave a wonderful defeription of it. 

In the town of Farwa is a fpring in which lepers bathe tbcmfelves

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every Sunday moritmg, and are thereby cteanfed, Adjnlnmg tn’thit u « 
plain, icmarkabte for raitenlng the cattle that gra^tc upon k. 

In the pergunnah of Lyteh, in the village of Ilulthul, is a tree, of which 
if the rrnajleJt twig be foaken, it agitaites the whole tree from the very 
root. 

Lar adjoins to the mountains of great Tibbei j, to the north of it b the- 
lofiicll mountain in Caihmeer, and which b of very difficult aTcent. At 
the foot of it arc two fprings, two cUi diftant from each other, the water of 
one of which is cold, and of die other hot. They arc both bdd faered^ 
and the Hindoos fotnetimes devote their lives here- On the middle of the 
mountain is a very targe lake, ioto which the Hindoos throw the alhca of 
iheir dead, coniidcring it the furcfl way of approaching the deity. If the 
fielh of any animal fall into the lake, there immediately arifes a Rorm of 
fnow and rain. In this vicinity b a rivulet, called the Sind, which has its 
fource in great Tibbet; the water b fo dear that the bib arc viable, and 
they (trike them with boo fpears, 

Shahebeddeenpoor b Rtuated on the fiehut, whofe banks are planted 
■with plane trees. At this town the rivers Bchut and Sind unite their 
ftreams. In Tedahmoolah is a fpot of ground, about one hundred beegaha 
in extent, which, during die time of the rains, is inundated: when the 
water fubfides, and the mud is aJraoR dry, the inhabitants take flicks,, 
about an ell in length, which they ■work about in (he mud, and find large 
fiffi and great quantities of little fry. 


In 
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In Smpoor is a bafon of water that is unrathomabie, and to which the 
Hindoos pay adoration. There is another place of worlhip, called Bhpo* 
teefir, dedicated to Mahadco; thofe, who come to this place to worfhip, 
hear ftrange noifes* without being able to difeover from whence they acife* 

At Ghoj’ahbamoo, adjoining to little Tibhet, is a large lake, called 
OuUer, nieafurtng iventy-eiglu cofc in cireomfcrcnccj. and into which 
the river fiehut empties itfclf. 

In iJic middle of this lake SuUan Zdnulabeddeen built a magnificent 
palace, which is called Zicnlunk. They fink, in the lake, boats filled 
with ftoncs and branches of trees, and, after letting them remain under 
water for three or four months, draw them up with ropes, and by this 
means take great quantities of fifti. Wild fowl are alfo caught on this lake. 

Near the village of Ahfcii arc hunted great numbers of elks, that come 
to the lake. 

Adjoining to Matchamoo is an ifland, covered with trees, and whenever 
the trees are Ill a ken by the wind, the ill and is alfo agitated. 

At Purrifpoor are fields of faffron. Here ftood a lofty idolatrous 
temple, which was deftioyed by Seconder, the father of Zcinulaheddcen, 
In the ruins was found a plate of copper, with an infenption in the Hindovy 
language, purporting that, after the expiration of i too years, the temple 
Ihould be dcllroycd by a perfon named Secunder. 

Turrchgong, in the pergunnah of Kamraj, was the refidence of the 

princes 
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princes of the Chuck tribe. Here is a fpringf called; Cheuernag, the water 
cF which is very whoterotneg, and in the centre of the fprtng is a ve^ 
ancient fione building. In this fprtng are very large hlh, but whoever 
catches them fufFers Cbtnc misfortune. 

Adjoining to Gurgong is a pafs, called Sowyum, at the extremity of 
which is a fpot of ground meafuring ten Jereebs. Wiien the planet JupU 
ter enters the fign Leo, for a month's continuance, the (oil of this place is 
fo intenfely hot, that it deftroys the trees; and if a kettle be fet upon 
the ground, it will boil. Belonging to it is a welUinhabitcd town t tlie pafs 
to which, coming from Kamraj, joins on one fide to Calhghur. On the welt 
lies Puckely, where gold is found after the following manner. In. the 
llream of (he river they fpread goat (kins with tong hair, fadening them 
down with Hones, (b that the water cannot move them. After two or three 
days, they lake up the (kins, and expofe them to the fun. When they 
are pcrfeflly dry, they (hake them, and obtain grains of gold, fome of 
which will weigh three tolahs. Another pafs, called Coolknt, joins to 
Pnckcly, and leads to Cafbghur, Here gold h obtained by wallxtng the 
earth. 

At the diflance of twelve cofe from Hahyhamoo, is a river called Pud- 
mutty, which comes'from the territory of Dawurd. Cold is found in the 
fands of this river. On its hanks is an idolatrous temple of Hone, dedi¬ 
cated to Durga. On the eight ti-h of Shuckulputch* the temple lhakes 
in an aHonilhing manner. 

The revenues of this foobah arc collcfted by eliimate, and the crt3ps 

• Vide VoL L 
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divided with government, it not being cuftomar^ in any part of this coun¬ 
try to demand, by mearuremeni, or lo receive money, excepting for a fmall 
part of the Syerjehat*. 

Every coin, and even manufaftures, are cHimated in kherwars of rice. 
AUhough, rormcriy, government was faid to take only a third of the pro¬ 
duce of the foil, yet in fafl the bufbandman was not left in the enjoyment 
of near one half> bat bis majefty has now commanded, that tire crops Oiall 
be equally divided between the Uulbaodman and the Hate, 

Cazy Aly fixed the revenues at 3*063,050 kberwarS; and 11 tureks j the 
Jiherwar being eftimated at 3 maunds and 8 feers of Akberlhah. 

They have a weight of two dams, cal led pul, and they alfo make ufe of the 
half and the fouith of this weight. Seven and 3' half of thefe puls make a 
feer; four feers are a muti; four muns arc a turck i royal feers. Having 
taken the medium prides for feveral years, the kberwar turned out 29 
dams* and this rate was fixed for the receipt of the revenues in grain-; and 
the money kherwar was left at igl-dams. By this mode of calculation the 
amount revenue came to 746,700,411 dams, out of which 901,663 kher- 
wars, 8 tiircks, were paid in moneys and were equivalent to 1 ",0^2,183 
dams. The revenue fixed by Afof K-ban is 3,079,543 kherwars, out of 
which 1,015,3301^ kherwars are in money. His majefly>gratucd a general 
remiffion of all and tumghat, which deduflions amounted to 67,824^ 
kherwars, or 898,400 dams ; and for the farther cafe of the hufbandman* 
the kherwar was iiicreafed in value five dams. Although Albf Kban'a

tibid. 
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feulemcnt exceed* ihat of Caxy Aly 16,39* khcrerars 5 tureE*, yet^ by 
calculating at the prefcnt rate, the amount to be colleded is a8ua)1y lets 
86,034^ dams, bccaufe the Caay overtated the money kherwar. 

According to the rental depofued in the royal archives by Cazy Aly, 
Caflvmcer contains forty^onc pergunnahs, whilH Afiif Khan's ftateroent 
makes out"only thtrty-cight. This difference proceeds from Caay Aty 
having made two divifions of pergunnah Kamraj, under the names of Kema 
and Dcrow j and alfo by forming into two parcels the pergonnah commonly 
called Sycr Mowaaa. The Cazy gave the name of Pergunnah Havelly to 
forty villages on the fide of Meraj, and eight villager in the Kamraj quar¬ 
ter he UTt without any denomination. 

The ancients divided CaJhmeer into two parts only, calling the callcrn 
divilion Mcraj, and the wellem divifion Kamraj, 

There arc now but few troops in Caffimeer, the native Handing army 
b-ing only 4894 cavalry and 93,400 infantry.

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ji summary Ilixtory of ir/te Kings of Caskmecr, 

THE fir (I time iBat hts majcfljf led his viQorious fiandards into this 
region of perpciuat fpring, the natives prcfcnted him with a book, called 
Raj Turungec, wniten in the Shanferit language, and containing the hif* 
lorj’ of the prince* of CaJbmecr, for upwards of four ihoufand jrtars back. 
His majcftyi who is ever the patron of learning, commanded feme proB- 
cicnti in the Shanferit tongue to tranQalc this hidory into the Perliart 
language. In this hiHory it is faid, iltat in the early age* of the world all 
Caflimccr, excepting the mountains, wa* covered with water, and was then 
called SuUyGr. Sittty is the wife of Mahadeo, and Sir fignifies a tefen'oir. 
The rpacc of one of the days of Brahma confiHs of fourteen munounters, 
each of which comprifes feventy kulps j and feventy quadruple jowgs arc 
equal to one kulp. Down to this prefent time, which is the fortieth year 
of his tnajedy s reign, there have dapfed from the period at which Cafh-. 
tneer became inhabited, twenty^feven kulps of the feventh munounteri 
three jowgs of the twen^-cightb kulp, and of the fourth jowg, fourthoufand 
feven hundred and one folar yeai^. ' 

iVhcn the water had fubfided, Kufhup^ renowned for the auderity of 
his manners, ftrll brought the Brahmins to inhabit this country. After¬ 
wards, when the number of the people had greatly incrcafed, it became 
neceffary for them to have a ruler; and having called a general aUcmbly 
for determining upon this point, they then eteSed for their king one famous 
for his virtues ; and from that period monarchy became eilablifhed amongd 
them, and continued in force till the commencement of the reign of 
Owgnund, which is placed 4441 years prior to this day. This Owg- 

nund 
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nund vras killed by ibe bands of Bulbehdcr, Kilhen's cider broiher, in a 
battle that was fought at Mchtra between Kiflien and Jcrartndebi rajah 
of Babar* In confequence thereof, as fome of the relations of Kiftien were 
going to a marriage Tea ft at Kandahar, Damoodcr, the Ton of Owgnund, 
in order to revenge the death of hU father, attacked them with an army on 
the banks of the Sind, and loft his life in die acLion. His wife had 
been foretold by the aftrologcrs, that the child, with whom (he was then 
pregnant, would be a fon. Upon him Klfhen beftowed the kingdom of 
Calhmccr. After him reigned in fuccelTton thirty-five tyrannic princes, 
whofe names arc entirely forgotten. 

Loo was a juft prince. He founded in Kamraj the city of I.00I00, 
veftiges of which arc to be feen at this day. It is faid that the buildings in 
this city w'cre eighty crorc in number, 

Aihowg, the nephew of Rajah Jenneh, abolilhed, during his reign, 
the Brahminy rites, and fubftituted in their ftcad thofe of Jycn. This 
prince ruled with equity. He was fuccceded by his fon Rajah Jclowk, 
who carried his conquefts to the rea-ftiorc. On hb return to Cafhroeer, 
he brought with him from Kinoje (at that time the capital of Hindoftan), 
many learned and wife men, out of which number he feleacd feveo to 
prcfidc over the following departments ; i. The admin i ft rat ion of juftice. 
a. The revenues. 3. The treafury. 4. The army. 5, Commerce. 6. 
Controul of the houfchold. 7. Aftrology and akhymy. It is f^id, that 
ibis aftrologcr had at bis command a lar^ fnakc, upon whofe back he 
travelled great diftances by water. He fometimes appeared as an old man, 
and at other limes he feemed to be a youth. Many other wonderful fto- 
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ries are told of him. During the reign of Jelawk the doBrlne of Bowdb 
was tolerated. 

Damooder (the fccond) b faid by fome to have been the defeendant of 
Afhowg; and others make him of another family. He was a pious pHncc; 
but having offended a devoteoj he was, at his curfe, transformed into a 
fiiake. . 

In the reign of Rajah Nerkh, the Brahmins got the better of the fol~ 
lowers of Bowdh^ and burnt down their temples. 

MeUrkul was a fliamelefs tyrant j but heaven permitted him to make 
conGderable conquefls. As he was defeending an eminence, which is 
known by the name of Huftywuiter, an elephant having fijpt and fallen 
down, uttered doleful cries. He was delighted with beholding the diilrcfs of 
the poor animal, and commanded a hundred others to be precipitated 
and dcJlroycd in like manner. From this circumftancc the height ob¬ 
tained it's prefent name: Hustg Jlgnifying an elcphanit and Wutter mean, 
ing ivjujy- During his reign, a large {lone appeared in one of the 
rivers of Callimccr, and entirely blocked it up; and whatever was cut 
away from it in the day-time grew again in the courfe of the night. The 
workmen gave over in defpair. Tlicn a voice was beard proclaiming, 
that if a virtuous woman would lay her hand upon the Gone, it would dif- 
appear. Orders were ilTucd accordingly, and they brought woman after 
woman, w'ho touched it without producing any effcfl. The rajah put to 
death the wotnen for their inconiinency, their children for being bailards, 
and the huibands for permitting the wickednefs, till at length three millions 
of per Tons were mafTacred. At length the miracle was performed by the 

hand 
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hand of a woman who wu a potter. At laft Rajah Mchrkul waa feiaed 
with a fit of ficknefa, when he threw himfclf into a 6rc» and was bemt 
to death. 

Rajah Kubaret governed with wlfdom and juAice, and made conGdet' 
able conqucAs* Throughout hia dominions no one was fuffered to lake 
away the. life of any animal, ail ranks of people being commanded to 
ablfain from eating Dclh. The temple which is now {landing upon So- 
lomon's mountain, was founded by this monarch's vizier. 

Rajah Jewdifhter commenced bis reign with juAicc; but ihortiy after 
gave himfetf up to fcnfual gratiGcations, and following evil advice, be¬ 
came fuch an tnfufferablc tyrant, that the kings of Hindoflan and Tib bet 
formed an alliance againft him, and the chiefs of Cafhtueer, encouraged 
thereby, threw him into prifon. 

In the reign of Rajah Bunjtr, whilft the fun was in Leo, ttrere was a 
fall of {now which totally dcAroyed the barveA, and occalioned a terrible 
bimiiie. 

Rajah Chunder was Weft with a viaicr, endowed with w-ifdom and 
fidelity i but the wicked envying bis virtues* propagated unfavourabte re¬ 
ports regarding him. On thefe occafions the great are generally ftaggered 
in (heir opinion^ and make no ufe of their reafon, forgetting every thing 
which they have read in hiftory, on the direful effefts of envy. Thus Ra¬ 
jah BuiQin gave ear to the (lories fabricated againd his vizier, and difmiired 
him from his office. The faithful vizier bore his difgracc with the uimoft 
fiibmiffion^ but hU enemies, not fatisBed with what they had compalfed 
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againft himj rcprefcnxcd to the rajahs that he was plotting to raife himfetf 
to the throne; and the deluded prince ordered hint to be crucified. A 
fliort time after the execution, the vizier’s peer*paircd by the corpfc, and 
read it decreed in his forehead as fotlows: That he (hould be dirmiCTed 

from his ofHce, be font to prifonj, and then crucihed; but that after all, he 
fhonid be rcflorcd to life, and obtain the kingdom.” Aftonifhed at what 
he beheld, he took dovrn the body from the crofs, and carried it to a 
fccrct place. Here he was incelTantly offering up prayers to heaven for 
the re floral ion of his lifc^ till one night the aerial fpiriis aflembled toge^ 
ther, and rcflorcd the body to life, by repeating incantations. He fhortly 
after mounted the thro tie, but defpiring worldly pomp, foon abdicated it. 


Megdahen was renowned for his virtues; and conquered Hindoftan as 
far as the fea-fhore* 

m 

Rajah Heren died sviihnvit ifTue; when the nobles of Cafhmccr Tub- 
mitted ihcmfclvcs to the government of Eickermajcct, rajah of Hindoflan. 

Rajah Materkunt was originally a CaHimeeHan Brahmin, in a private 
ftation. Rajah Bickermajeet, charmed with his wifdoto and virtue, gave 
him a Turn of money to enable him to travel to his own country, with a 
letter addreffed to the nobles there; and he was commanded to go without 
any companion. The Brahmin, with a heavy heart, repaired to Cafhmecr, 
and delivered the rajah's letter. In it was written, ” I am indebted to the 
bearer of this for many fcrvices, and he has experienced a variety bf 
cares and difappoiniments. On receipt of this letter, commit to his charge 
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ihc government of Caflimeerj and, as you dread our royal difpkafure, 
yield him obedience-” The nobles of Cafhmeer galled a council to 
deliberate upon the occafion, when it was rcfolved to obey the tnandaic- 

Rajah Perwcrfcin was a private perfon in Hindollan,ttl 1 a religious perfon 
foretold that be would be a monarch. Upon which he w'ent to Nugger^ 
kote> and pofTefTed hlmfclf of that place. 

. Maierkunt abdicated the throne of Calbmcer in favour of Perwcrfcin, 
and came to Benaris, where be led a private life. 

Rajah Perwcrfcin was a good prince. He built Sirrj'nagur, the capital 
of Cafhmccr, which is faid to have then contained three millions fix 
hundred tboufand houfes. He ponefled unbounded liberality ; as an in- 
ftance of which, be fcni to Materkuni eleven years revenue of Calhmccr, 
to be dillnbutcd by him amongft the needy. 

Rajah Runadut ruled with judiccj and made confidcrable conquells. 
Near Cufhtwar, on the river Chenabj he went into a cave, accompanied 
by many of his relations and courtiers, and they were never heard of 
more. Many wonderful ftorics are related of this adventure. 

Rajah Baladut reigned over Hindoftan, and extended hb dominions to 
the fea lhorc. 

In the reign of Rajah Chundranund, a Brahminy woman came to fue 
for juflice, agaioA the unknown murderer of her hufband. The rajah 
demanded, whether Ihe had reafon to fufpefl any one of the deed. She 

replied, 
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replied, that her hufband vras a man of & very fair charaBer, and that die 
bad never known any one bear Kim iU'wi)), excepting one man, with 
whom he was contintnlly dirpuiing upon points of phtlofophy. This 
perfun being brought before the rajah, denied the charge; and the wife 
was not fatished with the caufc being determined by the ordeal trial, 
from the dread that he might efcape by the means of witchcraft. The 
rajah w'as fo much perplexed how to decide upon the cafe, that he could 
neither cat nor deep. At length he faw in a dream, a fage, who taught 
him an incantation, which he fhould utter over a heap of rice Sour, and 
then fcatter the meal upon the ground, and direfl the furpeSed perfon to 
walk over it; that if there appeared upon the meal the impredion of the 
feet of two perfons, then the accufed was certainly the murderer. When 
the rajah awoke, he did as the vtlton had commanded him; and the 
Brahmin was proved guilty. But dnee it is not lawful to take away .the 
life of a Brahmin, even for murder, an image was made in iron, rercmhling 
a man without a head, with which he was branded on the forehead. 

Rajah LuUadut was a glorious prince, and gave great attention to the 
profpenty of hts kingdom ; and, with the divine alTilUnce, he conquered 
Iran, Tiiran, Kars, Hindoftan, Khatat, and almod all the reft of the habit¬ 
able world. He died in the northern mountains. It is faid, that, at the 
curfe of a holy man, he was transformed imo ftone. There are .other 
marvellous dories of him, too tedious for relation* 

Rajah Ajcyanund extended his dominions by conqued, and was fo 
exceedingly bountiful, that he bellowed in charity, at Benaris, ninety.nine 
dtoufand nine hundred and ninety-nine horfes, together with necedaries of 
every kind for the needy. One day the rajah aOted an old man, vdiether 

his 
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his pwn armies^ or ihofe of Rajah LuUadui, were moft numerous ? The 
old man replied, “ In your army there arc only 80,000 fukpals*. and in 
that of your grandfather were 125,000of thefe carriages; from whence the 
complete ftrengih of each may be calculated." Rajah Ajeyanund having 
canied his viBorious arms lo a great diftance from his capital, Juj, his 
wifc'S brother, ercQcd the ftandard of rebellion ; and the Omrahs of Calh- 
meer, from the dread of what might otherwife bcfal their wives and 
children, efpoufed his caufe. The rajah, when informed of this, repaired 
immediately to Bengal, and, with the afTiHance of the troops of that 
country, repo fie [fed himfclf of his throne, Juj being flain in battle. * 

Rajah Lulianund delighted in the company of mean people and idle 
jefters, whereby he gave great offence to the wife and experienced nobili¬ 
ty. His vizier continually gave him good advice j but finding at length 
that it availed nothing, went into retirement. 

Rajah Sunkerderma conquered Gujeral, Sind, and afterwards the Dek¬ 
han ; but refiored the latter to it's former monarch, tn the commence¬ 
ment of bis reign he governed equitably; but in the end proved a tyrant. 

In the reign of jefigeerdoo, a Brahmin, who had loR a purfc, containing 
a hundred gold mohurs, was To overcome with grief at the misfortune, 
that he was going to kill himfclf. The thief hearing this, went to him, 
and faid, If 1 find the purfc, how much of the money will you be fatisBed 
with?’' He anfwcred, ** Whatever you plcafe." The thief brought him 
ten gold mohurs. The Brahmin enraged hereat, ran to demand juRice

from 
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from the rajah, rclaiing to him what had Irapponed, The rajah fummonecl 
the thief, and ordered him to return ninety mohurs, faying, that he was only 
entitled to ten mohurs, the reward for finding the purfe. 

Seenehdeo liad in his fcrvicc one Shahmeer, a Mahommedan, who carried 
his genealogy up to Arjunpandu. During the reign of this prince, Zuljoo, 
the paymaftcr of the troops of the ting of Kandahar, rebelled; and, after 
plundering the whole of that kingdom, betook himfcIF to the narrow 
pafles in the mountains, from whence he made frequent inroads upon the 
peafants, extorted money from them; and, in order to ingratiate himfclf 
with the rajah, fent him confiderable prefents. At length the rajah marched 
to join Zuljoo, who came out of his retreat, and returned to Kandaliar, 
Many of the rajah's troops were buried in the rnov\f in the mountains. 
Alfo, during the reign of Seenehdeo* Runjun, fon of the king of Tibhct, 
tnyaded Cafltmeer, and committed great depredatJons, Upon the death 
of Seenehdeo, he cilablilhed himfclf on the throne, and ruled w ith wifdon) 
and jullice. He appointed Sbahmeer* abovementioned, his vizier ^ and 
was by him converted to the Mahommedan faith. 

Rajah Adundco dying, Sfaahmccr married his widow; and in A, H. 
742, caufed the Khotbah to be read, and the coin to be firuck in his own 
name, affuming the title of Sultan Shumfcddecn. He exafted from the 
hulbandman only a fourth of the produce of the foil. Before he came to 
Caihmeer* it w’as revealed to him in a dream, that he Diould obtain the 
kingdom. 

Sultan Allahcddcen, during bis reign, made it a law, that a widow, con- 
vtBcd of want of chafiiiy, (hould not enjoy her dcecafed hulband’a efiatc. 

Sultan 
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Sultan ShahabcddecRj a vdfe and upright prince^ conquered Tlbbet^ 
Nuggcrkoic, and other countries. 

In the reign oF Suitan KotcbeddccOf Meet Syed Aly Hamadariy came to 
Cafhmecr, and waa treated with great refpeS. by the Sultan. 

Sultan Secunder was a Hgid Mahommedan, putting to death thofe who 
refufed to become converts to the faith, and he deftroyed all the conftder^^ 
able idolatrous tcmplca. Timur, when he conquered Hindodart. fent him 
ten elephants. The Sultan wilhed to have had an interview with Timur, 
and Tet out from Calhmecr for that purpofe ; but hearing on the way, that 
it had been reported to Timur, that he was bringing with him thirty thou., 
fand horfes for a prefcni, he made an excufe and went back again. 

Aly Shah abdicated the kingdom in favour of Zcinulaheddeen, aitd fet 
out upon a pilgrimage to Mecca j hut luiing his rcfoluLiun, and foUowittg 
ill advice, returned to CaOuncer without viliting Mecca, and with the 
affiftance of the king of Jummoo, again poflened bimfeir of the kingdom. 
Zcinulaheddeen returned to Punjab, where he formed an alliance with 
Jeflerut GowJiker, Hereupon Aly Shah colleded together a large army, 
marched to Punjab, where a great batik was foughi, in which Aly Shah 
was put to and Zcinulabeddcen regained the kingdom of CaOiDnecr. 
Jelfcrut then took leave of Zeinuiabeddeen, and marched to Dchly, where, 
being defeated in battle by Sultan Bbelole, he returned to CalhmeeT s but 
with the fultan's army, he conquered all Punjab, The fulian fuhdueJ 
Tibbet and Sind. He was a very wife prince, and never perfccuted any on 
account of religion; He was honoured and refpeflcd by all rank* of 
his fubjeats, who unanimoufly bellowed upon him the title of Wuliee (or 

Saint.) 
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Saint.) He is alfo fatd to have poITcned the power of tranfmlgrating his 
foul Into any body he plea fed i and tic prcdifled, that during the reign of 
one of the princes of the Chuck tribe, the kingdom Ihould be transferred 
from the hands of the natives to the inonarchs of Mindoflan} and this 
prediBion, after a tong period, was accomptifhed. Such was hts benefi¬ 
cence and love of his fubjeBs, that he aboliflicd the poll-tax, which was 
ufed to be levied from the Hindoos, forbade oxen being flain, and entirely 
abolilhed all taxes, together with^ihe enftom of offerings and prefents of 
every kind. He enlarged the Jereebj In favour of the hufbandmen; and 
fupported his expences by the produce of certain copper mines, fie 
always prefided in perfon in the courts of juAice, and refolved difficult 
points. Robbers be put in chains, and employed them upon public works. 
His humanity made him prohibit hunting; and he himlelf never ate any 
Aeffi. He tranAatcd many books from the Arabic, FerAati, CaffimccriaQ, 
and Shanferit languages. Under his reign, muAcians came to Cafiimeer, 
from Iran and Turan, amongft whom were from Khorafan Oudec, the 
fcholar of the well-known Khajeh Abduleader of Khorafan, and MulJa 
Jcmmeci, who was ini mi table both in mu Ac and painting. Sultan Abu- 
feyed Mirza fent to Zeinulabeddecn, from Khorafan, prefents of Arabian 
horfes, and Bokhty camels. Sultan Bhelole Loody, monarch of Dchly, and 
Sultan Mahmood, king of Gujerat, alfo formed alliances with him. 

« 

When Sultan Huflen came to the kingdom, he led an army into Punjab, 
fought feveral battles a gain A Tatar Kbnn, and plundered and laid w*aAe the 
country, 

^Vben Futtch Shah fat upon the throne. Meet Shums, one of the difciplcs 
of Shah Coffitn Anwar, came from Irak to Calhmeer, and taught the 
1 tenets 
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tenets of Koor-Bucklifliyj the firtl introduflioti there of the do£Wne of 
the Shist 

At the time that Mahommed Shah regained the kingdom a third time by 
the help of Sccunder, the emperor Baber ondertook the cmtquefl of Hin. 
dodan. 

In ilie reign of Sultan Ibrahcint Abdal, it was Tcprcfcnicd to Baber, that 
Cafiimcer would be an cafy conquett. Haber fcnl thither Aly Beg, Ma- 
hommed Khan, and Mahmood Khan. They were at firA viBorlous ; but 
the infuTreflions of the natives would not allow iliein (o ellablifh them- 
fclvcs there; they ihcrefore accepted of a comributton in money, and left 
the country. Naack Shah hereupon obtained the kingdom. 

When Mahommed Shah was redored to his kingdom the fourth time, 
the emperor Hemayun was upon the throne. Mirza Kamran comma tided 
at that time in Lahoor; and thofe who were well acquainted with Calh> 
mecr, adored him it w^ould prove an cafy conqiicd. He, guided by their 
advice. Tent thither Mehrum Kowkeb, who, with the adidaiiee of Tome of 
the natives, fubdued Caflimecr. This Kowkeh cxcrciling great tyranny, 
the people rofe agaiiid him, and the Moghul chiefs were obliged to fuc 
for quarter, and return to their own country. 

In A. H. 930, Sultan Syed Khan, king of Caflighur, fern his Ton, Sc- 
cunder Khan, and one Mirza H) dcr, with an army of ten thoufand men, 
who entered Caflimecr by the way of Tibbet and Lar. They eommiUed 
great depredations, but returned in a Qiort time upon terms of compro- 
nife.

In A. H. 948, Mirza Hyder was fcnt again into Caflimccr, bjf ihe 
emperor Hcmayun, and, by ihe help of fomc natives, conquered die whole 
of that country; and alio a part-of Great Tibbet. Khajee Chock came 
into Htndoflan, Snd obtained afliftance Trom Sheer Khan. He after¬ 
wards fought Mirza Hyder, hut was defeated j and Mirza raGly prevailed 
upon the Cafhmccrians to read the Khotbah, and flrike the coin in the 
name of the emperor Hemayun, inficad of that of Nazek. Shah.

MEASURES in length 35, and in breadth *5 cofe. On the eaR lies 
Cafhmcer; on the north Kioore; on the fouth the leiritor)'oF the Gebker 
tribe; and on the wcR is Attock Benaris, Tirooor left a fmall number 
of troops to keep potTeBjon of this quarter, and fome of their defeendants 
arc there to ibis day. 

Snow is continually falling in the mountains of this diflri8, and fomc- 
lime* in the plains. The winter is very- fevere, bur the fummer heat 
moderate. Like HindoRan, Puckcly has pciiodtcal rains. 

Here are three rivers, viz. Kifhengttng, Bchut, and Sind. The lan¬ 
guage of the inhabitants has no aiEnity with tlioFe of Cafhmcer, ZabuliAan, ' 
or Hindoftan. Nakhud and barley are the, mofl plentiful grain here. 
Apricots, peaches, and walnuts, grovr wild; no pains being.taken here with 
fruit trees. Their game, borfes, mules, oxen, and buSalocs, are but In- 
dtlfereRt. 

Formerly the rajah of this country was tributary to Caflimeer. 
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SIRCAR SEWAa 

IT comprifcs three territories, riz. Betnblier, Sewad, and Bijore, The 
length of Bcmbber is i6, and the breadth la cofe. On the ealt lies 
Puckel^l on the north, Kenore and Caihghur: on the foath, Aitock 
Benaris ; and Sewad is the weHern exlremrtyr. There arc two roads to it 
from Hindoftan, one by the heights of Surkhaby, and the other by the 
Molondery hills. Neither of thefe roads sure good, but the &rll is the 
molf difficult to pafs. 

Sewad mcafures In length 40, and in breadth from 5 to 15 cofe. On 
the call ties Bembherj on the north, Kenore and CafhgbuT; on the fbttth, 
Biekram; and on the weft, Bijore. In the mountains of this country arc 
fcvcral pafTcs, Near the pafs of Dumghar, adjoining to Cafiighur, is the 
city of Munglore, the refidence of die governor of the province. There 

arc two routes to it from Hindollan j one by the height of Mulkund, and 

# 

the other by the pafs of Sheer Khan. The fummer and winter arc very 
temperate. The mountains arc always covered with fnow, but in the 
plains it melts In three or four days after the fall. Here are fpring and 
autumn*, and periodical rains, as in Hindu [tan. Both their fpring and 
autumn harvefts are very plentiful. Here are all the flowers of Tartary 
and Hindoftao; violets, narclflufcs, and a variety of fruits, grow wild. 
The apricots and pears are remarkably fine. The hawks arc good. 
Here is an iron-minc. 

Bijore is in length 35, and in breadth from from 5 to to cofc. On the

eaft 
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eaft lies Sewadj on ihe north* Kenore and Caflighur j on the fouih, Bick- 
ram; and on the well, Guznoorgul. It has an old fortrefs, of fome 
ftrength, where the governor rcGdes; and there arc feveral paffes on the 
£de of Cabut. Emeer Syed Aly Hamadany is faid to have died here, 
but that, in eompliancc with his lall teHament, his body was conveyed to 
Khotlan. 

The air of this diflriGl refembles that of Sewad, cxccpiing that the heat 
and cold arc fell rather more feverely here. It has only three roads, one 
leading to Hindoftan, called Danilhkote* and tvro that go to Cabul* one 
of which is named Sumtncj, and the other GuznoorguU DaniOikotc (9 
the bed road. Adjoining to Bijore* and conGned by the mountains and 
the rivers of Cabut and Sind, is a defart, Tneafuring in length 30, and in 
breadth from 20 to 23 cofe. 

The whole of this G rear con fills of hills and wilds ^ and is inhabited by 
the tribe of Youfcf.Zy. In the time of Mirza Ulugh Beg, the tribe of 
Sultan* who atTcrt ihemfelvca to be the defeendants of the daughter of 
Sultan Sccunder Zulkermain* came from Cabul, and pofTelTed themfclves 
of this country. They fay that Sccunder left treafure in Cabul under the 
care of fame of his relations ^ and fome of their defeendants* who carry 
their genealogical uhle in their bands* now dwell in the mountdnous parts. 

During this immortal reign* many of the turbulent inhabitants of this 
country have been deHroyed* others taken prifoners* and others have bc- 
uken themfclves to the wilds.

SIRCAR KAN’DAHAR 

IS Jituatcd in the third dim ate, Ttic length, from Kelat Bit nj arch to 
Ghurgitlan, is 300 cofe; and it meafurt-s in brcadih, from Sind to Fur- 
reh, 260 cofe. On the eail lies Sind j on the north Ghour and Cburgif- 
tan; on the fouth Sewee ; and on the weft Ftiirdi of Cabal. On the 
northweft it is bounded by Ghuzneen. 

It fnows but feJdom near the city of Cabul, but in the mountains it 
ralla alinofl mcelTantly. * 

Of Coins, 18 dinars arc a tuman, each tuRian being equivalent to 3 oo 
dams. The tuman of Khorafan is 30, and the tuman of Irak 40 rupees. 

Moll kinds of grain are computed in kberwars- The kberwar « 
equal to 40 Kandahary, or 10 HindoJlany maunds, 

Kandahar is the capital of this tjrcar, and is Etuated in longitude 170* 
40', aod latitude 33*. It has two forts. The heat is very fevere, and 
the cold temperate, except in the months of December and January, when 
water freezes. Snow docs not fall here above once in three or four years. 

Here 
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Here are flowers and fruits in abundance. The wheat of Kandahar is 
very white, and is fait to great diilanccs as a rarity. 

At the didance of five cofe from Kandahar is a mountain, called Aadcr- 
kouh, in which is a remarkable cave, known by the name of Char Gem- 

fhied {Ghemshied'f Cave.} You enter it vriih lighted lamps, but from 

* 

there being no circulation of air, the lights are CKtinguilhed before you 
can reach the bottom of the cave. 

At the diftance of eight cofe from Kclat is a large mountain, in the 
centre of which is alfo a wonderful cave, called Ghar Shah, (the King's 
Cave.} In the middle of it are two natural pillars, one of which unites 
with the roof of the cave, being 30 ells high ; and from its top ifiucs a 
ft ream of water, which Hows into a bafon that is near it. The other pillar is 
only 11 ells in height, and from its bafe ifTues a rapid fireain. The fources 
of thefc iw'o llreams arc bctvrccn Balkh and Cabul, and arc called Hirmund 
and Birkutmitnd. Mollana Moiycncddccn, tn his hiflory of Khorafan, 
fjys, that a ihoiifand ftreams iffue from thefe fprings. At the dillancc of 
16 cofc from Kelat, at the foot of a large mountain, is a fpot, called 
Bumbul, where were formerly many aqueduBs; now it is culmatcd with 
melons. In this mountain arc many fprings* At the foot of the mountain 
b a fumaco for fmciting iron, an ancient work. 

In a long tra6l of country, between Dawurd and Scifianj friow never 
falls* The river Hirmund runs through it^ the vrltolc is |n high cultiva^ 
tion, and W'cll defended by forts. 

In the vicinity of Kandahar arc the ruins of a large city, the na-

Wheat and barley, in the dialeai of Kandahar, it called Scfeidtery fwkits 
vegetable;} and the lands cultivated therewith are mcafured by the jereeb, 
of 6o fquare gua of Cabul, equal to 54 gii2 of Kandahar. In the calcu¬ 
lation! for ibe royal exchequer, out of every ten hherw-ait of the produce 
of the r<u1, there is taken one fifth for the revenue and charges.

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ing to pay a cwain fum. For meafun^ent, fome experienced per font 
eftimate chc produce of the vineyard, and the Bate exafis four baberica 
frotn every kherwar. In the reigp of Hemayun the rate was two baberies 
and four tungahs. A babery is one mitkal; two and a half baberies arc 
equivalent to one rupee. BcGdcs thefe three kinds (barley, wheat, and 
grapes,) which arc called Sefeidtery, there are taken upon the followtng 
articles, which arc ftylcd Sttbiiling for greens), feven and a hdf baberies 
for every jereeb, viz. rice, melons, cucumbers, onions, turnips, carrots, 
poppies, and lettuce. Formerly they were rated at five baberies. Upon 
other vegetables they formerly cxa£ted two baberies per jereeb, but now 
three arc taken. 

In the traQ, between Dawurd and Sciflan, deferibed above, if the crops 
arc made tmo three heaps, the fame as in Kandahar, then for Seffidtery; 
out of every mcafurcd jerech the ftate takes twenty maunds. The kber- 
war of this difiriR confifis of too maunds, which are equivalent to ten 
fnaunds of Htndoflan. Ufion grapes the duty is the fame as at Kanda¬ 
har ; and the articles of Subetery pay two baberies per jereeb. 

The fame equitable praclice alfo obtains in Datvurd upon Sefeidtery,

doAan ; on the weft, inclining to the north, are mountaina, between 
which la (ituated Ghour^ on the north ia Indcrab of BadakhOian, and 
Hindookouh; on the fotith Ftmicl and Nughz. It ia iropoflibk to give 
in writing an adequate idea of the excellence of the air and water of this 
country. Although the winter la rather fevere, yet it never does any in¬ 
jury. The parts in which fnow falls, and thofe which arc entirely free 
from it, are fo near to each other, that you may pafa from heat i& cold 
in the Gourfe of a day, which is not to be experienced in any other in> 
habited country of the whole globe. The fnow begins to fall in the 
mountains in September, but not in the plains till November. Baber, in 
his Commentaries, remarks, that fnow never fails, oti the iide of Hindof.- 
tan, nearer than the hills of Badam Chefhmeh. This certainly might 
have been the cafe in bis time; but now it comes even to the edge of the 
Nicmiah hills, and indeed to the Khybcr heights. 



This country abounds with delicious fruits r the melons, however, arc an 
exception, being but indiOerent ; and the harvehs^are not vety llourilh^ 
ing. The furrounding mountains and wilds defend Cabul from fudden 
invahons. Hindookouh lies in the centre, between Cahul, Badakhfhan, 
and Balkh. There are feven roads front Turan to Cabul. Thofe from the 
£de of Bunjeer arc Hawak, Tool, and Bajaruck. Tool b the beft road, 
but rather long, as its name implies*; The Ibaigfatcll is that by the 
Bazanick height. In the middle of the road is a targe mountain, around 
which are- feven bills, called Huft Butch (the feven children). The 
fourth road, in coming from Indcrab, divides into two branches, which 
unite at the foot of the hill. The fifth road ts by the hill of Kipchack j 
and this b alfo fomewhat cafy to pafs. The hxth b by the bill of Shcertoo-

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butj In tlio rummer, ^vhen the ^'nters are out, as Toon as you defcend the 
mountain, you mull go by the route of Bamian and Talakan. The feventh 
is by the way of Abdcreh. In winter travellers make ufc of this road, U 
being the only one paffable in the depth of that fealbn» 

There is alfo a road by the way of Khorafan and Kandahar, which is 
-without any winding, and free from hills. From Flindollan to Cabul, 
there are fix roads: i. Kurpeh} on which road, after pa fling two hills, 
you come to Jilalpoor. Baber has not taken any notice of this road ; we 
mull therefore conclude, that in bis time it was not ufed. a. Khybtr, 
which was formerly a little cUlBciiU, but bis majefly has had it let^Ucd 
in fuch a manner that carriages now pafs with eafe. The people of Turan 
and Hindonan come and go by this road, 3. Bungifli. In order to go 
this way, you pafs the river Sind, at Dunkhote Ferry. 4. Nugha. 
5, Fcrmel, to which you pafs over the Sind at Chowporah Ferry, 

No lefs than eleven languages are in ufe in the foobah of Cabul, each 
nation ff^aking its own % viz. Turkifh, Mughooly, Peril an, Hindy, Af- 
ghany, Pufhtowey, Purratchce, Gubrec, Bu'rkec, Lumghanee, and Arabic. 

The natives are chiefly of the tribes of Hczarch and Afghan, and they 
ponbfs all ihc padurage. The tribe of Hezareh arc the remains of the 
Chaghtai army, w'hich Mangu Khan fent into thefc parts to the aibftancc of 
Holaku Khan, under the command of his Ton Nikodar Oghlan} and they 
inhabit tltc country from Ghuzneen to Kandahar and Mydan, to the bor> 
decs of Balkh. They arc upwards of 100,000 famLlies, a third of whom 
arc cavalry. They all breed horfes, Ihcep, and goats. Their pride 
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Slid fclf-conceit frequendy occafion parlies amongft them, which end ia 
ftriTc and bloodfhed. 

The Afghans fay that ihey arc dcfccndcd from the children of Ifrael. 
They aUert that, their grand progenitor. Afghan, had three Tons: t. Sur> 
reen, from whom the tribe of SuTtecnee arc defeended. Ghurgbufl, the 
founder of the Ghurgbufty tribe. 3. Tubben, the progenitor of the Tubnec 
, tribe. From thofe three fiocks have fprung various tribes, didinguillted by 
the names of their roimdcrs. Amotigd this number arc Turreen. Fanec> 
teb. Myaoeb, Gbecn. Khurgbeen, Shiranee. Owamur. Kady. Jummond. 
Khetihky. RuUany, Khelccl^ Mahmoundaic, Daoudaie. Youferrie, Gilya. 
nee. Birkalany ^ all defeended originally from Sutreeti. Again the Soora* 
why, Jylum, ^^'urek^ic, Ahrcodec, Juktance, Kbtitkee, K era nee, fiawur. 
Munnoob, Kakema. Ghurbanec, Muflwance, Bunny, and Tarut^ who all 
carry their pedigree up to Gburghuft. Together with the GhUaie. Loody, 
Neyazee, Noohanie, Soory, Sorwany, and Kuckboor, of- the dock of 
Tubben, 

• They fay that Muih Aly Ghowry, whom the Afghans call Muttee. had 
criminal conneflimt with one of the daughters of Tubben j and that, when 
the days of her pregnancy were nearly accomplifhed, he married her, and 
thereby prefer\’ed her charaHer. Of this marriage were bom three fonst 
i. Ghilzee, s. Loody. 3, Seewany. ' * 

Some Afghans confider themfelvcs to be of Egyptian extrafilon, alTerLing 
that, when the children of Ifrael returned from Jciulaletn to Egypt, this 
tribe emitted to Hindodan. The htdory of this event is of too great 
length for infer lion here.

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There are other unfcttlcd iribcS) viz. thofe of Kajah Khyzrcej KakOiaJ, 
Mydanyj Uzbeks Eolunjcc, Beranjee, Tc^elboorjec, Nuckdurree, Bekroo. 
del. Scedeebalj^j, Tofukundaz, Arab, Gulabao, Tookbaiy, dire, Thcfe arc 
numerous^ but do not equal the multitude of Afghani. At prefent many 
of ihelb tribes acknowledge a dependence upon the jageerdars. 


The city of CABUL. 

IT is fituated in longitude 104* 40'* and latitude 34* 30'. It is a very 
ancient and beautiful city. Puttieng is faid to bavc been the founder. 
There arc double walls of mud, of confidcrable ftrength. On the fouth- 
caB quarter is a ftnal! hill, named Shah Cabul *, < One of their ancient 
kings mult have built upon it, from which circumQance it obtained its 
name. 

Aruck is the city now Handing upon the above'^metitioned final 1 hill. 
At the foot of it are rich plains, decorated with delightful gardens. The 
moft famous of ihefc is that called Sherara, in which are two plealant 
rivulets. One of them, the rivulet of Kheleeben, comes from Lei under, 
and, after paihng through this garden, goes on to the city of Cabul. The 
other takes its* rife in the village of Yacoub, and palTes the city of Cabul 
before the Dchty gate. This laH is called the rivulet of Pul MuHen, and 
its water is belter than that of the other. In the neighbourhood of this 

!l 

place is a delightful fpol, called Gulgooneh. From the hiU Shah Cabul 
ifliic three rivulets, wbkb run towards the city. At the head of one of

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them i( the ftirinc of Khajab Hummoo. Another h faid to have been 
vifitcd by the prophet Khyzlrt and the third fprings up oppofiie to the 
tomb of Kiiajah Abdulfuniud, who U alfo called Rbajah Rofheny. 

From early antiquity CtbuV and Kandahar have been accounted the gaiet 
of Hindoftanj one affording entrance From Turan, and the other from 
Iran j and if both places are properly guarded, the ertenfive empire of 
Hindollan U fafe from the irruptions of foreigners. 

In Cabul, as well as in Samarcand and Bokhara, a pergunnah, which is 
CDinpofcd of villages and hamlets, is called Tooinan. 

To Oman Bek ram, commonly called Pei (bore, enjoys a delightful fpring 
feafon. Here is a tcntplc, called Gorckehiery, a place of religious refori, 
particularly for Jowgics. 

Tooman Neyknehar. Formerly the governor of the province re&ded at 
Adeenebpoor) now Jilalabad is his place of reiidencc. Snow falls here; 
but the winter is not fevere. In this province grows the fecdlefs pomegra¬ 
nate, This Tooman has nine rivulets, which fecure fuccefs to the harvcfls. 
In Jilalabad is the garden called Suffa, a monument of the Emperor Baber. 
Near Adeenehpoor is a garden, called Wuffa, another monument of the 
fame monarch. On the fouih fide of Jilalabad is a mountain, of a won¬ 
derful appearance, U being perpetually covered with faowj and, on this 
account, it is called the fFhite M<mniaint Whenever fhow falls in Cabul, 
it does the fame upon a hill in this quarter. 

Tooman Munderar abounds with monkeys. Here the rivers Alythung 

and 
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4Rd Alutika unite their ftreams, and difembogue ihemfclvcs into the river 
Baran. The river of Cbughanrerai, after pafling through the norih eafl 
quarter^ enters KuttoiOt 

Tooman AlyOiung is furrounded with large mounuunSj covered with 
fnoWi in which is the fource of the river bearing the fame name. The 
inhabitants are called Kaftirs (itifidelsj. Here is a tomb in which, accord¬ 
ing to fome people, lies interred Lameh, tbe father of \oah. The natives 
of this country change the letter Kaf^>S^ into Chain ^ calling this place, 
inHead of Lumckan, Lumeghan. 

Tooman Bekhrad is alfo full of inBdcIs. Inilcad of lamps they burn 
green Br^ which gives a very good light. Here is an animal, called the 
Fltfiag-FoXt which Qics up about an ell from the ground. Here arc aUb 
mice that have a Bnc muiky feent, 

Cherkb, one of the dependencies of Tooman Lahooker, gives names 
to MoUani Yacoub Cherkhy. Sijawund is alfo one of the well-known 
villages of this Tooman. 

The mountains of Tooman Budrow arc Invcfted with InBdelsj and wild 
Hezareh and Afghan tribes. 

Tooman Ulfaiy has fnow on one Bde, whilll the other fide is a warm 
climate. Here arc plenty of game in the fpring. 

Tooman Bungifh has yooo cavalry and 87,800 infantry^ viz. Of the 
Mehmund tribe, 500 cavalry and the like number of infantry. The 
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Khelcel tribe 500 cavalry and 65,000 infantry. The Daondsieyj 90OO 
cavalry and 97*000 infantry, Kakjany, 500 cavalry and 400O infantry. 
Sany, lOO cavalry and 1400 infantry. Iman K.hyet, 50 cavalry and 850 
infantry. Utjee, 100 cavalry and agoo infantry. iChyzIr Khycl, 20 cavalry 
and 550 infantry. Shcerger, 20 cavalry and 1400 infantry. Khurgoony, 
JO cavalry and soo infantry. Kbuiky, 200 cavalry and 4000 infantry. 
Abduliahmany, lOO cavalry and 2500 infantry. Afreedy* 500 cavalry 
and 2500 infantry. Dirwuck., 500 cavalry and 5500 infantry, 

Tooman Gurdeyz has a flrong fort, a^nd moft of the houfes are four 
ftories high. 

Tooman Ghuzneen is in the fecond cKmaie. It is alfo called Zabul^ 
and was the capita! of Sultan Mahmoodj Sultan Shahabeddeen,, and fevC'- 
ral other monarchs. Formerly this country was called Zabuliftan, and 
Kaivdaltar reckoned a part of it. Here are the tombs of Hakhceat 
Sunnaly* and many other holy men. The winter here is the fame as in 
Satnarcand and Tebriz, A river runs from nortb to fouth, and Fertilizes 
all the cultivated lands; but the hufbandman undergoes great labour^ 
from being obliged to bring frefh mould. From Cabul, every year, the 
natural Ibil of the country being too poor for cultivation. In the time of 
Baber here was a tomb which ihook whenever blejlngs were implored for 
the prophet; but, upon invefligating the caufe, it was difeovered to be a 
trick. If any ftlth Is thrown into a certain fpring near this place, there 
immediately cnfucs a dreadful tempefi, with rain and foow, 

Tooman Datnertkouh is incomparable for abundance of Sowers, and for 
the beauty of its fpring and autumn. 


Tooman 
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Tooman Gharbiind. It hai an inconceivable vartet}' of rrag;rani (hruba 
and tlovfcrs. There are thirty fpecies of lulipaj one of which has the 
fragrance of the rofc, and is called the rose-tcented Here are 

mines of fiSver and lapis laauli. Near the mountains is a Tandy defan, 
called Khajah regret^ati. In the fnmmer fcaion there U heard, in this de¬ 
fart, the noife of drums and kettledrum i. 

In Tooman Zohac Bamyan, the caftic of Zohae, a monument of great 
antiquity, is in good condition, whilft the fort refs of Bamyan lies in Euins, 

In the raidft of thefe mountains are twelve thoufand recelTes cut out of 
the rock, and ornamented with carving and plaider-woHc. Thcle places 
arc called SuinmiJ; and, in ancient times, were the winter retreat of the 
natives. Here are three aflonifliing idolst one reprefenting a man eighty 
ells high; another, of a woman, fifty; and the third, which Is the figure of 
a child, meafuring fifteen clU in heighu In one of thefe Summijes is a 
tomb, where Is a coffin, containing a corpf^, concerning which the oldeft 
man can give no account; but k is held in greattveneration* The an-i 
cients certainly were poiTcfTed of fome medical preparations, w-ith which, if 
they anointed dead bodies, and afterwards buried them in a dry foil, they 
fuffered no injury from time ; and there can be no doubt but this corpfe 
mufi have been preferved after that manner, although the ignorant ftippofe 
it fomethmg miraculous.

The whole of Cabol, which has been deferibed, contains twenty Toomans. 
The Tmperor Baber, in his Commentaries, reckons the revenue and 
tumgha * at eight lacks of Shahrokhees, which are equivalent to three 
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lacks and twenty ihoufand rupees of Akbcrfijaby, or one crore twenty-eight 
lacks of dams. Now, through the bleffingof bts majeny's immortal glory, 
although a variety of taxes have been remitted, the revenue b increafed to 
fix crorc, feventy-three lacks, fix thoufand nine hundred and eighty-three 
dams* This tnereafe baa arifen from the improved fiaie of the country } 
beftdea that Pcrlhawer, Afltlughar, and fome other places have been 
fince added; and it is, moreover, to be confidered, that the officer* of 
government were not at that time under fuch good managcmciu as they 
arc at prefent. 

In A. H. 77, AbdulmuUick, fon of Merwan, removed Ommiah, the Ton 
of Abdullah, from the government of Rhorafan, and conferred it upon 
Youfe-f, the fon of Hejaj. At the fame lime he appointed, to the govern¬ 
ment of Seifian, Abdullah, the fon of Abubeker, The latter levied an 
army, and marched againfi Runtehl, Rajah of Cabul. Runtehl, finding 
hlmfeU unable to cope with him, retreated to the heights; and Abdullah, 
ill advifed, purfued him. The country people felzed the opportunity of 
revenging themfclvcs, blocked up all the paffes with ftones, and, thereby 
cutting off his retreat, reduced his army to fuch dill refs,, for want of pri> 
vifions, that he was obliged to purchafe a peace at the price of fevea lacks 
of dirhems, equivalent to three lacks of rupees of the prefent time. Wbtn 
Shuteeb* the fon of Many, heard what had befallen Abdullah’s army, he 
was greatly troubled, and, notwitb(landing bis extreme old age, hafiened to 
renew the war, and died fighting gallantly. As Toon as the tidings of thole 
difallers were brought to Ileja], he reprimanded Abdullah, and deprived 
him of the command. In the year 3 o Hejaj appointed Abdulrahman, 
the fon of Mahommed Albufs^ governor of the province of Seifian and 
its dependencies, and gave him the condufl of the war againfi the Runtehl. 

Abdul rahman,. 
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Abdulrahman, when he arrived on the borders of Cabul, prudently took 
care to poll chofen troops in all the pa lies* He performed great feats of 
valour, and obtained coofidcrable plunder; but, from the nature of the 
country, be could not maintain his cqnqueft. When he returned to Se- 
iftan, Hcjaj Cent him a letter, couched in the following terms: Your fer- 
%'iccs of this year amount to nothing; immediately on the receipt of this 
letter return to Cabul, and poirefs yourfelf of that country. Should you 
prove ill the leafl difobedient, by extending your delay till next year, I 
fliall difinirs you fiom your government, and in fuch cafe the whole army 
are hereby required to obey iDiac, the fon of Mahommed, as their gene¬ 
ral.” Upon the receipt of the letter, Abdulrabman entered into a con¬ 
federacy with his offtcers, concluded a treaty with the Rajah of Cabul, and 
marched to attack Hcjaj, In the treaty with the Rajah of Cabul, it w^s 
agreed, that if the Mahommedans proved viSorious, they would not, in any 
fit ape, mol eh the rajah's dominions; but that, if they fuffered a defeat, 
he fhould a Ford them protetlion, Hcjaj, enraged, marched out to meet 
them, and a battle was fought near TuHcr, in which Abdulrahman proving 
viftorious, Hejaj returned Jo Bafrah, In a fecond engagement he de¬ 
feated AbdulralimaOf who retreated to Boll} which was in the hands of 
one of his agents. But the bafe w-reich, in order to ingratiate himfelf with 
Hejaj, feized Abdulrabman, and intended to have fent him to his enemy, 
when, at that indant, the Rajah of Cabul flew to his relief, and carried him 
to Cabul. This prince enabled him to profeeute the war againd Hcjaj, 
but he never gained any advantage in any battle that he fought. At lad 
Runichl, gained over by the reducing promtfes of Hejaj, fcni prifoner 
to him .\J)dulrahra3n, who, in a fit of derpair, on the road, threw himfelf 
headlong from a precipice, and thus ended Ids life. In the year 107, un¬ 
der the Khalifat of Hclhan, the ibn of AbdulmulMck, his governor of 
VoL. II. B b Khorafaii* 
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Khorafan, Ameen, ihe fon of Abdallah Cafliccry, conquered Gbour» Ghur- 
ghiftan. and Neemroz of CabuL From that lirne, under the khalifs of 
the houfes of Ommiah and Abbas* thefe provinces continued to be de¬ 
pendent upon Khorafan* till the government of the Sammanians* when 
Aleptigheen, a Bavc belonging to that family* rebelled* and ponclTcd him- 
fclf of Ghuzneen and Cabul, where he ruled with abfolutc fway. When 
he died, Scbucktegfaeen, the father of Sultan Mahmood* obtained the king¬ 
dom* and it continuedjin the polTcOlion of the Ghuzneen princes. 

This kingdom at firft belonged to the Ghaurian princes; next it was 
poflelfed by their Haves* one of whom was llduz. After the Haves* it was 
held by the Khovarezmians. Then the army of the great Khan Chun- 
gaze conquered it. From him it defeended to Timur and his pofterity. 


Or Ttte CROUH* OR COSE. 

THE meafurement of roads, for the afceriaining of diflances* being an 
ob]c£l of public utility, Kis majefty has given great attention to it, and has 
caufed the dlHances to be meafured in crouhs* each confiHing of too tc~ 
nabs of 50 Aiaty guz*; or 400 bamboos of 12^ g|uz each. By either of 
thefe methods, a crouh contains 5000 guz. 

Whenever his majcHy marches at the head of his armies, or per Forms‘a 
journey, the road is carefully meafured with the above-mentioned bam¬ 
boos, by perfons appointed for that purpofe* whofe accounts arc check, 
ed by a Darogha and MuHiriF,

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H INDOSTAN U wafhcd by the ocean on the eaft, the weft, andtheX 
Toutb; to the eaftward,lica Malacca, toother with Sumatra, tbs' \ 
Moluccas, and many other iQands, On the north are high mountains, par« 
of which forms the boundary of Hindoftan on that quarter, and the reft 
belong to Turan and Iran. Beyond thefe mountains, as far as Chinefe- 
Taitary, are fcvcral fertile territories, particularly Calhmcer, the two 
Tibbets and Kuflitwar. The north tide of Hindoftan is plentifully fup- 
pUed with rivers, fo that it may he faid to have water on all quarters. 


The whole extent of this vaft empire is unequalled for the exceliency 
of Its waters, falubrity of air, mildncfs of climate, and the temperate con- 
flituiions of the natives. Every part is cultivated and full of inhabitants, 
fo that you cannot travel the diftance of a cofe without feeing towns, and 
villages, and meeting with good water. Even in the depth of winter, 
the earth and trees are covered with verdure; and in the rainy feafon, 
which in many parts of Hindoftan commences in JunC} and continues^ dll 
VoL.

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September, ibe air U fo ddightfully pleafant. that it gives youthful vigour

to old age. 

Summarily, the Hindoos are religious, affable, courteous to ftrangers, 
cheerful, enamoured of knowledge, fond of intlieLing auderities upon 
therofclvcs.lovcrsof judice. given to retirement, able in bufinefs, grateful, 
admirers of truth, and of unbounded fidelity in ail their dealings. Their 
charafter Qiincs hrighicft in adverfity. Their foldiersknow not what it is 
to fly from the field of bailie i but when the ruccefs of the combat becomes 
doubtful, they difmount from their horfes, and throw away their lives in 
payment of the debt of valour. Frequently they haroflring their horTes. 
to deprive themfclves of the means of flight; and thus rendered defperatc, 
foon bring the battle to a liicqefsful iffue. They have great refpeft for 
ihcir tutors; and make no account of tlrelr lives, wlwn they can devote 
them to the fervice of God. 

They one and all believe in the unity of the Godhead; and although 
they hold images in high veneration, yet they arc by no means idolaters, 
as the ignorant Tuppofe. 1 have myfelf frequently difeourfed upon the 
fubjeft with many learned and upright men of this religion, and compre¬ 
hend their dofliine, which is, that the images arc only reprefentations of 
ecleftial beings, to whom they turn themfclves whilfl at prayer, to prevent 
their thoughts from wandering; and they think it an indirpenfable duty 
to addrefs the Deity after that manner. 

In all their prayers, they implore blclfings from the fun. 

They confldcr the Supreme Being to be above alt labour, believing 
9 Brahma 
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Brahma to be the creator of the world; Biflien its providence and 
preferver; and Roodre (who is alfo called Mahadco) its deftroyer. 

One fc& believes that God« who hath no equals appeared on earth under 
the three above-mentioned forms, without having been thereby polluted in 
the ftnallcft degree; in the fame manner as the Chriftians fpeak of the 
Melliah.

Others hold, that all three were only human beings, who, on account of 
their fanflity and righteouTnefs, were raifed to theft high dignities* 

Without'compliment, there are to be found in this religion, men who 
have not their equal in any other for their godlincfs, and their abdincnco 
from fenfual gratificattoas. # 

.They reckon the univerfe to have had no beginning; but Tome of tlftm 
believe that it will have an end, as will be fpoken of hereafter. 

It is aRonilhing, that if any man of another cad wants to become a Bralt- 
min, he is not allowed; neither may a Brahmin change his call,

When they go to war, or arc attacked by an enemy, tbey put all their 
women together in one place, which they furround with wood,.draw, 
and oil; and fome (Lorty-hearted men are left with them, M'ho, when thofe 
engaged in battle have no hopes of prefcrvitig their lives, fet fire to the 
pile, and reduce the women to albesj

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if any perfon in diftrefs flies to them for proteftion* although he be a 
ftrangcr, they take him by the hand* and will defend bits at the CKpeoce 
of their property, reputation, and life. 

Formerly it was the cuftom to decide the fate of battle by finglc combat j 
but now this method U not followed.

The greateft part of this empire is arable landi and in fome places the 
foil has fuch ftrength that they id ways culuvatc the fame fpot, without there 
being any difference in the cropa. In many piacca they have three crops 
of rice in a year* and in fomc CTCn more. The vine bears fruit in the firfl 
year- 


In Hindollan are many mines of diamonds, rubles, gold, CIver, copper* 
lead, and iron. It abounds in odoriferous plants, and has great variety 
of^hiit trees. They manufaBure various kinds of cloths and fluffs, 
their elephants are the bed in the world; in many pans they breed 

horles equal to Arabs; and their oxen arc exceedingly fine.

But they.wcre notorious for the want of cold waterj the intolerable heat 
of their climate* the fcarcity of grapes and melons; and that they had 
not any manufaBures of carpets j neither did they breed camels. His 
roajeffy remedied all thefe evils and defcBs. He taught them how to cool 
water by the help of faltpetrc, and had fnow and ice brought from the 
northern mountains. He ordered mats to be woven of a cold odoriferous 
root called KkutSt of which arc formed convenient apartments, and when 
wetted with water on the outfidc, thofe within enjoy a pleafant cool air in 
Uic height of fummer. Gardeners were brought from Iran and Turan, who 

cultivated 
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cuSiivaied the vine, and various kind* of mcEons. The roanufadurcs offdk 
and woollen carpets were introduced, tc^eihcr with that of brocades^ and 
now the breed oficamels if fuch, that they excel the Arabian Bokbtu. *

Having now fpoken in a fummary way of Hindoftan and the Hindoos. I 
fhaU proceed to treat of fome particulars in a fuller manner; but ftUl this 
mull be conGdered as only a Little of much, one out of a thoufand. 

OF THE CREATION. 

OF the various changes which the univerfe has undergone, there are 
no kfs than eighteen diflicrent opinions t but it will be fufficient to fpcak 
of three of them. 

The FiasT Opisiom. 

God, who hath no equal, took upon himfelf die form of man, who 
b Brahma. He by his will created four fons, Singh, Sunden, Suntoakoraar, 
and Sunnatun. And Brahma commanded thofe four fons to employ 
thcmfclvcs in afts of creation. But they being Arongly attached to the 
prcfcnce of Brahma, did not execute this command. At which Brahma 
was w’toth, and caufed another form to ilTuc from his forehead, whom he 
called Mahadco. But neither was he found Bt for the taOcs of creation. 
Then Brahma of his will created ten other fons; befides whom there 
ilTued from his own body two forms, one male and the other female. The 
name of the man is Munnoo, and of the woman Sutrooka, and thefe are 
the progenitors of the human race.

God manifcfled hintfelf under the form of a woman, who Is called Ma* 
haletchmeen. From ihe effcnce of Mabaletcbmecn proceeded three attri¬ 
butes, the fiWl called Sut, the fecond Ruj, and the third Turn. And when 
M^taletchmccn willed that the wmld fhould be created, Ihe united herfelf 
with Turn, and produced another form, called Mahakalee, and who is alfo 
named Mabamya. And by joining herfeir with Sut, another form appeared, 
called Sirlbotee. After this Brahma ilTucd from Mahalctchmecn, under 
the form of a man, and Srcc under the form of a woman, who is alfo called 
Sawuteree. Then from Mahakalcc iflued Mafaadco, under the form of a 
man, and Teerec under the form of a woman. This latter is alfo called 
Mababcdya, and like wife Kamdhecn. From Sirfootcc iOued Bifhen, 
under the form of a man, and Gowree under the form of a woman. Then 
Mabaletchmeen willed that the lulls of the flcfh fhould operate, Teeree 
united with Brahma t Gowree with Mahadeo; and Srcc with Bilhen, The 
eonjundion of Brahma and Teeree produced an egg, which Mahadeo dw 
¥ided into two parts. Of one half arc formed the Dewtah, Dryit* anth 
others who are eeleftial beings t and of the other half are formed mati- 
klnd, and ail other living creatures, together with plants and inanimate 
bodies^.

And this is the one moil generally received. 

In the book called Soorej Sudhant, which was complied Tome hundred 
ihoufaud years fiuce, it is thus related: 


Towards 
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Towards the end of the Sut jowg, lived Myde^-itj whO| from the con¬ 
templation of the various parts of Lhc univerfe, became filled with won¬ 
der and amaaententj and, in order to learn all the realities of the creation, 
incefTanily fupplicatcd t]ie fun for that purpofe, for the fpacc of a thoa- 
fand years. After rufFering great anxiety, the illuminator of heaven and 
earth appeared to him under a beautiful form, and aflted him wbat'was 
bis defire. Mydeyii anfwcring, faid, ** Draw back the veil that conceals 
the wonders of the liars and of the heavens; difeover to me the things that 
arc hidden s inRruft me in the divine mylleriesi and beilow upon the ig¬ 
norant the light of knowledge,*' The celellial form replied, Employ 
yourielf m a certain place in worfhipptng me, when quickly a form Ihall 
appear, who will inllruft you regarding thefc things.** 

Mydcyit, in the manner commanded, was praying in the appdnied place 
near the clofc of the Sut Jowg, when the promt fed figure appeared to 
him* Mydcyit made enquiries from him regarding the upper and the 
lower regions, and other truths; and received faiwfaaory information up¬ 
on all thefc points. A coUeSion was made of the qticllions and an- 
fwers, which form the book called Soorej Sudhanu To this day alt the 
ailronomers of Hindofian rely entirely upon this hook. 

In this book it is faid that the creation commenced from the fun, tins 
luminary being conlidcred as a repretentation of Cod.“Thcy fay that 
Cod formed a hollow rphcrc of ^Id, compofed of two parts^ to which he 
imparted a ray of his own light, and it became the fun. The fun pro¬ 
duced the twelve celeAia) figns, and the figns produced the four fiedes. 
Then were created the moon, the akafs, air, fire, water, and earth, in the 
order here mentioned. Then from the akafs was produced the planet 

Jupiter j- 
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Jupiter; air produced Saturn; fire, Mars; water, Venus j the earth, Mer¬ 
cury ; and from the ten human doors proceeded the other parts oF the cre~ 
ation. By the ten doors are meant the two eyes, the two ears, the 
nofe, the mouth, the navel, the fore-^nd, the hind vent, and the aperture 
in the crown oF the head, which in holy men, opens at the time of their 
death. His majefiy has added to the above the two apertures oF the breafts, 
ihcreafing the number to twelve. After a length of time the human race 
became of four kinds, in the mannei that fhalk hereafter be related* 


ASTRONOMY. 

Or THE Upper and thz Lower Regions. 

THE Hindoo philofopfaers maintain that the elements are of a cir-, 
cular form, and they add a fifth, to which they give the name 
The j^kassf they lay^ cncompalTes the univerfe, and pervades all nature. 
They do not reckon any number of heavens, but tike Ptolemy in bis Al- 
mageflum, fay that they are formed of circles. 

They divide the Zodiac into twelve cq^ual parts, and call each divifioa

The Pcriiaii, the Egyptian, and the Grecian phllofophcrs fay, that <he 
heavens are beings, that they arc formed of a tranrparent fubllance,. 
which is neither" fiibjeft to increafe nor decreafe, whofc connituent par¬ 
ities can. neither feparate nor coalcrce, nor are liable to decay or altera¬ 
tion ; that they arc neither pliant nor hard, that they cannot be reercatedt 
and that they are not compounded, but fimpic. They pofTcfs not heat,, 
cold, tnoiflurc, nor drj-nefs, neither have they gravity nor levity. They 
have not only life, but are alfo endowed with reafon, and are not fub- 
jeft to anger, or any kind of dcBre. The number of the heavens, accord¬ 
ing to fomc of thefe phllofophcrs, is eight, others fay nine, wlitift othcTa> 
increafe them to eleven. 


The Hindoo philofophers fay, that the 6?tcd ftars and the planets are Be¬ 
ings, that they are formed of water, congealed like hail, and borrow 
their light from the fun. Some indeed affert that diey derive their light 
from the moon, and believe each (o be under the mfluence of a celcftial 
fpirit. Others think that the ftars are the fouls of men depaned this life, 
and raifed to this high dignity in reward for their virtues and auileriiles..

Op the Use of the CHuattYAL. 

The Ghunryal is an inllrumcnt made of Hull Joalh, rerembting a fry¬ 
ing pan, only fomewhat tbitker, and is fufpended by a llring, but no one 
may have it rung without the royal permiRion. When bis majefty tra¬ 
vels, or any of the nobility who have obtained permifljon, the ghurryal 
makes part of the equipage. 

The Hindoos divide the day and night into four parts, each of which 
they eaU.pelir. In many coumries tlie pchr never exceeds nine ghur- 
Tics, nor is lefs than fix; and this ghurry is the fixtietU part of.a day 

and niglit. The ghurry is divided into 6o pul, and the pul USubdivided 
into 6o bccpul. 

The method of meafuring a ghurry. They make a vcffel of brafs, or 
3 ^ «ny 
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any otter mctat^ too tanks in weight. It is In iKc fhapc of a cup, nairDw 
downwards, and petfumicd at the bottom, lb as ju/l to admit a golden pin, 
that weighs one mafhah, and is in length the breadtli of Bve fingers. The 
vefTel is twelve fingers in diameter. It is put into a baton of pure water, 
in a place where it cannot be aFTeflcd by the wind, or fliaken by any acci.> 
dent. When the veHel is full of water, one ghuriy U clapfed; and in 
order to give inlbrinsiion thereof to thofe who are far or near, one Utoke 
is given upon the ghurryal; for two ghurries two lirokcs, and fo on. 
When a pehr is pall, they firfi ring the number of ghurries in that pehr, 
flowly,and then reiterate them quicker. The emperor Haber, in his com¬ 
mentaries, fays as follows: formerly at the end of every pehr, they 
rang only the number of ghurries, fo that the pehr was not known. I com¬ 
manded that in future, after flriking the ghuriry, they lliould alfo ring the 
number of the pebr." 

The Hmdoos fay, that a man of temperate habit, in full health, rerpires 
j6q times in the fpacc of a ghurry, or 21,600 in the courfe of a day and 
night- 


Tjie Order or the Ecemests. 

FJrli Is earth, over which is placed water, but not fo as to cover all parts 
of it; over this is fire, and over that air, bitt its concave is not fpherical. 

The Hindoos divide the air into eight kinds: 1. Boboobai}', which is 
the air to the diftance of forty^eigh^ ^t)fe from the ftirface of the earth,, 
and it produces clouds, rain, and lightning; >2. Abch, which is the air 
extending from that Safi-mentioned to the body of the moon, g, Pheh, 
dial which reaches from the lalUroentioncd to Venus, 4, Sooneyeh, that 

‘ which) 
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which extends froni'Venus to the Sun. 5. Sobch^ that which reaches 
from the Sun to Mars. 6. Turrchheht from Mars to Jupiter. 7. Pur- 
Tehbeh, from Jupiter to Saturn. 8. Purbhanih is the air which lies be¬ 
tween Saturn and the fixed flarSi and it is the revolution of the Purhbanib 
from ea& to w'cil that occafions day and nij^ht. The other feven winds 
have a diurnal motion from well to eafl. But the moll inteitigciu fay 
that thefe feven, alfoj revolve from call to weft; tltey however agree as to 
Uic height of each. 

The Altafs is Ctuated above all tbcfci and has no limits. 


The mean motions, which the Hindoos call Mudhum, they make to 
differ from the Greeks, in the leconds and thirds. According to the Soorej 
Sedhant, which makes the day and night to commence from midnight, the 
following are the calculations of the mean motions.

The Hindoos in general niaintamj^ that die motioii of ibc piancti U volun- 
laiy i and they confidcr ibem ail lo have equal velocity. Their motion, in 
the coutre of a niglu and day, h 11,858 jowicns and 3 cofe, their progrefi 
being from weft to call, Tlicir periods differ according to the extent of 
their orbiu, Tbctr paths lie one above each other. 

Some of the Hindoos confidcr the progreflive motion of the fixed ftara 
to be the fame as that of the planets, but, contrary to the Creekr, they 
fay that the ftars in the aodiac advance in one year 54 feconds, or one 
degree in the courfc of 66 years and 3 months. Thofe which are not 
included in the xodiac, when they have moved from the lOlh of Aries to 
the ayih, or according to others, to the a4th degree, have a retrograde 
motion till they return to the aSth degree of Pifees* after which they 
come again to Aries; and this ts invariable. The conftellation of the 
great bear, in the Hindoovy language Suppuingk^ has a preceflion in one 
year from weft to caft, of 17 feconds and 47 thirds, or one degree in the 
courfe of 206 years and 6 months*.

The ancient Greek philofophen were ignorant of the progreffion of the 
fixed liars, excepting Atiftotle and flipparchus, who knew fometbing of 
the prccellion of Tome of the liars near the zodiaci hut were not able to 
calculate the time. Ptolemy made the fixed flars to advance a degree 
in the fpacc of one hundred folar years. Ebn Aalum, and foinc others, 
reckoned 6o folar years. NalJereddeen ToulTy agrees with the lall j but 
Mohyeddeen Meghrchy, at the fame obfervatory, found that Aldcbaran, 
the Scorpion’s heart, and foine other liars, advanced a degree in years. 
In the tables of Ulugh Beg, it is made to be yo Ycdzigird year, which year 
is 365 days exafUy.

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According to Tome of the Greeks, the diameter of one of the brgcfl flm 
is fix times that of one of the final I eft degree. But herein they were 
greatly miftaken, it being well known to thofe who arc acquainted with 
the dimenlions of the ftars, and their diftanccs from each other, that a liar 
of the 8 d degree of the ill magnitude is ft x times larger than one of the gd 
degree of the ad tnagnitude. And Euclid, in the laft propofttion of the 
twelfth book ^f hts Elements, fays, If the diameter of one circle be 
equal to the half of that of another, the lelfer circie will be :^of|-of^ 
or Or if the diameter of one be only a third of ilic other, then will tt 
be i of j of i or tV, and fo on," 

Therefore, if it be as thofe have conjcQurcd, the body of a ftar of the 
firft degree will be more than fix times bigger than a ftar of the Sxth de¬ 
gree, fo that this calculation is very wide of the truth,

The large ft flaw which have been obferved, are, according to the Greeks, 
two hundred and twenty-two times as big as the earth | and the finalldl, 
twenty-three times as big as the earth. The fixed liars arc fo numerous, 
that (hey have not all been numbered ; but 1021 have been obfcrvcd,

The Hindoo philofophcrs fay, that the tcrrcflrial globe contains fcTCn 
deeps or ittands, encompaffed by feven Teas. The ’whole land and water 
mcafuring 7t957i75® jowjtns. 

The idand of Jgmmoodccp Is encompaffed by the ocean. It ii the 
habitation of the human hce, and the grcatcll pan of the brute creation. 
Half of the ocean they oonftder as belonging to Jurnmoodeq). The 
breadth of the ocean is (30 jowjens, and of the land 1265 jowjens, in¬ 
cluding 65 joi*jens of water. The rupcrficial contents of this iltand. in* 
eluding the water, is 3.978,875 jowjens, of which 417*3®° jowjens are 
water, and the red land. They fay alfo, that in the centre of this deep 
is a golden mountain, of a cylindrical form. That part of the mountmn 
which appears above the fur Face of Jommoodeep, and which mcafures 
84,000 jowjens, they call Sommeir j and they beUeve that the different 
degrees of paradife arc on the Tides and furarait of this mountain. This 
is the account given by ihofc who beUeve in fables i but the learned 
among them believe, with the Greeks, that the higheft mountain docs not 

exceed pharfangs. The Hindoos believe, that it defeends as 6r be¬ 
neath 
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ncath aa k rires above tbe furface of the earth. The lower part tfae^ call 
Budvaneb and tell (trange llorics concerning iL 

Shakdeepi one fide of which is hounded by half of the ocean. It mea- 
fures, including its fca^ 41^7,424 jovgens. Beyond ihh deep is a Tea of 
milltj the contents of which are 810,097 

Sh al mulde cp meafu res 3 zo, 1 so jowjens. The fca which lies next beyottd 
it is of milk-curds, and meafures 633,553 

Kulhedeep meafures 286,749 jovjcns. The fea that lies beyond it is of 
ghee, and meafures 459,792 jowjens. 

Karovmchehdeep meafures 181,684 jowjens. The Tea beyond it is of 
the juice of fugar-cane, and meafures 250^504 jowjens. 

Goomieduckdeep meafures 86,580 jowjens. Beyond it lies the fea of 
wine, meafuring 81,648 jowjens, 

Phowkerdeep meafures 14,204 jowjens. Beyond it is the river of frcQi 
%'atcr, meafuring a8,i 60 jowjens. 

Each fca meafures in breadth 103 jowjens, and each of the iflands, beyond 
Jummoodeep, is in breadth 70 jovjens. In tbefe laft fix deeps they place 
the different degrees of heU. 

TJtcy fay that the earth is not inhabited beyond the sad degree of lati¬ 
tude, being 728 jowjens. 
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A particular Deicription. ofJummoodsep, 

A number of fabks being related, of the other fix deeps, which cannot 
poffibly be reconciled to reafon, I Ihalf confine myfelf to a few particulars 

concerning Jummoodeep. , 

« 

On the four quarters of the earth, at the extremidei of the equinoflial 
lines* where it is bounded by the ocean* they place four cities encoiDpafiTcd 
with walls* built of bricks of gold, viz. Jutnkote*,Lunka* Stddahpore, and 
Roomuck. 

Jumkote is that from whence they begin to reckon the earth's ]ongitude> 
in the fame manner as the Creeks begin from Gungdudji but I am ignorant 
for whai rcafon they do fo*. 

Thcfc four places are fiiuated at the didance of 90 degrees from each 
other f thofe that arc oppofitc to each other being difiant 180 degrees. 

The mountain of Sommeir is centrical to the four* being 90 degrees 

front each. 

* 

The north fides of thefc four cities lie under the equator* which in the 
Hindovee language is called Nkkwutbirt^ This is an arch which palTcs 
over the zenith of the inhahiiants of thofe four cities* and the fun* twice 
in the year, culminates in this point j and the day and night throughout 

♦Tiereafeii « very evident i for lbs ume atLoalm was reckfloed from fanrife, and by 
taking J niokote for the beginning of longitude, the Unu! of the day at Lanka always ihewed 
the longitude of the place that had the fun then upon the meiidlaii.

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the year arc nearly equal. The fun's greatcft altitude is go degrees. He 
gpes from Lunka to Roomuck, from thence to Siddahpore, then to Jutn- 
kote, and returns to Lunka. When the fun is on the meridian at Jum- 
kote, he begins to rife at Lunka, fets at Siddahporc, and ii is mtdni^t at 
Roomuckj and fo on. There being 15 ghurries diaance between each of 
tbofe cities. 

In the northern dircRion, from Lunka to Sommeir, arc three mountains, 
Heemachel*, Heemakote, and Nekh, and each of thefe mountains extends 
to the ocean on the call, and on the wcfl. 

In the direftjon from Siddahpore to Sommeir arc three other moun¬ 
tains, Sirungwunt, Sokul, and Neel. 

Between jumkoie and Sommeir is a moutitain called Malwunt, which 
unites with Nekh and Neel. 

There is alfo a mountain between Roomuck and Sommeir, called 
Cundahmadun, and which likewifc unites with Nekh and Neel. 

Many wonderful ftories are told of thefe mountains, too long to be con¬ 
tained in this volume. But fometfaiiig ihatl be faid of what lies between 
Lunka and Hectnachel; which trad is called Behrutkhund, 

Bchrut was a great monarch, and gave name to this country. From

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Ltiiika to Hccmachcl, being 52 degreei, is inbabiicdj but to the 4Bth 
degree^ more fo than ihc lafl four, on account of the extreme caldnefi of 
the climate beyond this degree. 

According to the belief of ibcfe people, one ccleftial degree is equal to 

fourteen jowjens, by \vhicb rule of calculation ihefc 5a degrees make 728

jowjensi the latitudinal extent of the habitable world. 

The IraS between Hcemacbcl and Heemakote, comprifing 12 degrees of 
latitude, they call Kinnerkhond, 

The traft between Heemakote and Nekh} comprifing 12 degrees, they 
call Hurrykhund. 

The tra£l betw'cen Siddabporc and Scrungwunt, comprifing 5a degrees 
of latitude, they call Koorkhund. 

The traB between Serungwunt and Sookul, comprifing 12 degrees of 
latitude, they call Hurrunmeekbund. And the whole of this country is of 
gold. 

The trad between Sookul and Neel, compriGng 12 degrees of latitude, 
they call Ruromcckhund, 

The trad between Jumkote and Malwunt, ctHitprifing 76 degrees of 
longitude, they call Budrafookhund. 

The trad between G undab madun and Roomuck, comprifing yfi degrees 
of longitude, they call Kietmal* 


The 
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Tbe trafl bounded by Malwunt, Cundahmadun, Nckh, and Neel, each 
fide meafuring 14 degrees from Soromeir, they call Illawurtkhund. 

The fquare mcafuTement of each of thefe nine khunds are equal, 
although fome are narrower than others. 

Four other mountains furround Sommeir, viz. Mindu on the eaft, Snh» 
gundah on the fouth, Beepul the well, Sooparfs on the north. The 
height of each is 18,000 jowjeni. 

Having fpoken of the nine divifions of jummoodeep, fomething more 
fiiall be faid of the Erit, or Bherutkhund.

Between Lunka to Hecmachcl, they place feven ranges of mountains, 
extending from cad to well, but fmaller than ibofe already deferibed. 
The names of thefe mountains are Mchinder, Sookole, Moolce, Redhcck, 
Perjatter, SbeOicJ, and Binder. 

The irafl between Lunka and Mehinder, they call IndrckfauncL What 
lies between Mehindcr and Sookole, is Koofeirkhund, Sookole and Moo- 
kc, include Tanieherpummkhund, The country between Moolee and 
Redheck, is GubhKlmuntkhund, Between Redhcck and Pcijatter, it 
Nagkhund. Eciween Ferjatter and She [he], lies Soomkhund. The coun¬ 
try between SheQiej and Binder they divide into two equal parts,, the 
caRcrn called Komarkhund, and the weHcrn Barenkhund. 

Ornea Divisions. 

The Hindoos alfo divide the world into three regions. The uppennoft 
region they call Soorglogue, and believe it to be a place where men receive 

the 
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ibe reward of their good aQions in this world. The middle region is Bhii- 
logye* being the part inhabited by mankind. The inferior regio^n they call 
Pauli, and make it to be the place of puolflimcm, for bad aftions in this 
life. 

The learned among them fay, that the unlrerfe is made up of fuper- 
ficies, which they divide into fourteen regions. 

The Seven Superior Regions, i. Bhoolognc. n. Bhownrioguc. 3. 
Songlogue, 4. Mahrloguc. 5, Junnoologtie. 6. Tuppoologue. 7- Sut- 
loguc. 

The Seven Inferior. 1. Alul. a, BituL, 3. Soolut. 4. Tullatul. 
5. Mchatul. 6. RefatoU 7. PaitalL 

Wonderful fables are told of the Inhabitants of each region, too long for 
ihfertioTi here. 

They alfo divide the world into feven Teas and feven iltands. Of Jum- 
moodeep they all give nine fubdivifions, but differ very much in their 
arrangement and extent, infoTOUch that fome increafe the height of the 
mountain Sommeir to 84,000 jowjens, and the breadth to 16,000 jowjens. 
It is the general belief that this mountain defeends as far below the furfacc 
of the earth as it rifes above it. 

They in general believe Behmikhund to be the only part of Jtimmoo- 
deep that is inhabited by the human race. Hut fame fay, that beyond 
the ocean, there is 4. land of gold inhabited by mortals, who invariably live

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10 the age of one ihoufand years, and never fuffer {icknefs nor for* 
row, neither arc they fubjea to fear, avarice, or ignorance. They never 
fpeak ill of, nor envy any one, and they are all men of integrity and 
truth, aifcaionaiely aUached to, and driving to prevent the wifhes of one 
another. They know not old age, hot continue in the vigour of youth 
all their lives. They are all erf one religion. Many other wonderful 
dories are told of this iOand, to which ihofe who judge from common ap¬ 
pearances refufc to liften, but they who worOiip Cod, and know his al¬ 
mighty poweri arc not aflonilhed at the relation. 

They alfo divide Koomarkhund into two parts. The firft, where 
the antelope is not to be found, they call Muleeichdeys, and confidcr it 
as a place not fit to be inhabited. The part where the antelope lives, is 
called Jugdeys. This they again fubdivide into four parts, t. Arjawurt, 
hounded on the eaft and weft by the ocean, and on the north and fouth 
by a long chain of mountains of Hindofian, a. Mudehdeys, bounded on 
the call by Allahabad, on the well by the river Benafla, fat the diftance of 
a5 cofe from Tahncfir,) and on the north and fouth by the above-men¬ 
tioned mountains. 3. Berehmehrekdeys contain* the following places; 1. 
Tahnefir and iu dependencies, Beerat, Cumpalah, Mehirah, and Kenoje, 
4, Brihtnawurt lies between the rivers Sirfooty and RoodrakufTy. 

GcttERAt, DESCRIPTION or the EARTH. 

Some of the Hindoos believe the earth to be fpherical, and that its cen¬ 
tre U the centre of the univerfe; and they fay that all inequalities of its 
furface, occafioned by accidental violence of winds or waters, are fo incom 
Cdcrablc as not to make any material alteration in its form. They rec¬ 
kon the circumference of the earth 5059 jowjens, 2 cofe, and 1154 dunds. 

The 
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The ancient Greeks computed the circumference of ihe earth to be 
8000 pharfaogs, and the diameter 2545 t pharfangs. The modern Greeks 
make the circumference 6700 pharfangs and a frafUon. In both calcu¬ 
lations the pharfang is reckoned to be three miles. 

The JTmdoo Proportion between the Diaiaeter and the Circumference 

of a Circle, 

The diameter being multiplied by 39271 the produ6l is to be divided by 
lagOt when the quotient will be the circumference of the circle. To 
fnd the diameter of an\f given cirefe, they multiply the circumference

The Hindoos are not ignorant of the rule, which has been handed down 
among the Greeks from Archimedes i which is, that the circumference b 
to the diameter as feven to iweniy-two, or about thrice the diameter 
and one-feventh. They multiply any ^ven diameter by tweniy-two, and 
dividing the produH by feven, the quotient is the circumlerencc. And 
in order to learn the diameter, they multiply the circumference by feveD, 
and dividing the produCl by twenty-two, the quotient is the diameterp 
But in fafi, the fradion is fomewhat lefs than being nearer to |4. 

It is evident that the Greeks were ignorant of the Hindoo rule, for if they 

bad 
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had poflcffed ic, they would not have failed to have mentioned it. It i* 
itfonderful that dtefe fliould be the only people acquainted aitb the exatl 
pfoporuon between the diameter and the circumference. 

What is faid above, is confined to the meafurement of lines. The earth, 
is tncafuitd after the following manner. 

On an even fpot of ground, they take die elevation of the north pole, 
and then go either north or fouth, till they have raifed or dcpreHed the 
pole one degree by the Aftrolabe, or forac fuch inflrumeni; and the dif- 
tance meafured between the two ftaiions is the length of a degree. By this 
method they calculate the circumference of the earth. The ancient Creeks, 
by this operation, reckoned the degree to be twenty two pharfangs and two 
ttITwas, or 66 t ntiles. 


At the command of the khalif Mamoon, the plains of Senjar were chofen 
for the purpofe of nacafuring a degree. KhaJed Ben Abdulmullicfc. Ma- 
?oor)’» learned men, went towards the north, and Aly Ben 

Ufa Aftrolaby, with fome others, went fouth ward. Thofe who went to the 
north found the degree longer than thofe who went to the fouth j for when 
they meafured their rerpefttve diftanccs, thofe who had gone to the north 
found it iBlr pharfangs, or s6f miles, and the fouthern obfervers had J of 
a mile k& than that fum*. Mamoon, by way of experiment, required to 
be informed, by both parties, the diftance between Mecca and Baghdad, 
and they agreed in computing it to be twelve degrees forty-four minutes. 
The degree of 561 miles, multiplied by la degrees 44 minutes, makes 


* From the fplieiolditf of earth the degreci ooglit to iijcfeafe towards ibe oorlhj hat 
llus diB'ereaco is niocb loiter ibiniE meUi to ba awonimE to Uwoiy.

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abotfl 720 CoPeV Afterwards Mamoon caufed an a^ual meafuremcm to 
be made upon fhe ftraighieU and ziearefl road between ihofe two cities, 
when the difference between the computed and the meafured diftance 
was found to be but very in confide table. ^ 

It Is furprlfiog that the accurate NafTereddeen Touffee, in hl$ Tuzkera!), 
fhould aferibeto the ancient philofopIiersiChis mcarurement of a degree of 
the meridian, whicli was made in the reign of Mamoon. And on the 
contrary, Kotebeddeen Shirazy, In his Tofah, and other works, gives 
credit to the aftronoiticrs of Mamoon’s time, for what was difeovered by 
the ancients. They are ccrialtdy both rcprehenllble for their madvertcncy. 

The Hindoo aRronomers make the degree 14 jowjens, 436 dunds, s 
cubits and 4 inches j and explain it in the fame manner as the Creeks. 
They ufe alfo the following method for meafuring a degree. On a level 
fpot of ground, the)’ obferve the exa£l time of funrife with a fektajunter, 
an inUrtimcnt rcfembllng an hour glafs, but vijiich runs fixty ghurrtes. 
Then with this in their bands, they walk towards tfie call, and after going 
84 jowjens, and fbmcthlng more, one ghurry is elapfcd, and the day is fo 
much advanced. This diRanee being multiplied by 60f gives the clrcum* 
fercncc of the cartht.

They believe 
the fun’a motion to be the caufe of day and night, and Tuppofe that be 
tifei in their neighbourhood. 

The Creeks commence their reckoning of the longitude from the Kha¬ 
ll dai*, which are fix iHands in the Wcfierti Ocean, which in ancient times 
were inhabited, but now they are inundaiedt. On account of the tnild- 
nefs of the climate, the beauty of their flowers, the excellence of their 
fruits, and the delightful verdure of the foil, navigators named thefe iJlands 
Kkatidat or Paradises, and Saadnt, or Fortunate. Others make the iSna- 
dat to be twenty four iGands liluated between the Khalidai ifiands, and 
the weftern continent. 

Some of the Greeks commenced their longitude from the fhore of the 
wefiern fea, which they called Oceanus (ocean); and which is ten degrees 
call of the Khalidat iflands, Thefe ten degrees, according to the ancient 
mode of mearurcmeni, arc equal to as 2 phaTfangs and a tifiawsj or iS8^ 
pharfangs, according to the modern calculation. 

They both pcrfedly agree regarding the longitudinal dillances of places.

The Method to discover the Longitude of a Flate. 

At the firft place, or the place whofe longitude is knowu, obferve of

a lunar ecUpfe, either its commencement, middle, or duration, marking the 
hour at which it happens j and lei the Tame be done at the place whofe 
longitude is required. If the hour was the fame at both places, their lon¬ 
gitude will be the fame. If the obfervation happens later at the place 
whofe longitude is fought, it is more to the eadward. And if ills earlier, 
the place fought is more vrcderly. 

Four minutes of time are equal to one degree* or fifteen degrees to an 
hour. Or fix degrees to a ghurry. 

As the Hindoo philofophers commence their reckoning of the longitude 
from the eafl, fo their calculation is juft the reverfe of what has been given 
above from the Greeks. 

Or TM t Latituus or tks Earth, 

The Hindoos call it Atchtih and reckon it from Lunka to tlie 54th 
degree of latitude. Thb Ipace they divide into populous territories. To 14 
degrees farther* they fay it is but thinly inhabited* on account of the feve¬ 
rity of the cold i and that all beyond 6d degrees is not habitable. 

The Greeks reckon their latitude from the equator i and as that line 
palTes through Lunka, there is not any difference in faa, both coming to 
the fame cud. 


Thi Latituce or Places. 

This is an arch extending from the equator to tlic leniih of the place. 
In Jhort it is the diftance of the place from the equator, and is meafured 
by the elevation of the pole.

INHABITED EARTH. 



T he Greclts fay, that in ihc fame manner as the equinoaial line 
divides the earth into northcBji and fouthern hemifpheres, fo does 
the circle of the natural horizon, by interfeaing the equator, form two 
other bemifphcres, making altogether four quarters; namely, the upper 
and the lower northern, and the upper and the lower fouthern quarters. 

The Greeks fay, that formerly the whole of the foutAm quarter was 
land, but that now a great part of it is inundated, among which are the For* 
tunatc inands. part of Greece, and other places. The Hindoos teach that 
the earth is not inhabited beyond the latitude of 66 deg. ng min. 43 fee. 
00 animal being fuppofetf able to live at a greater di[lance rrom_the cqua^ 
tor, on account of the cjitremc feverky of the cold. Others among 
them fay. that a fmall part of the upper fomhem quarter, which joins to 
the nonhem quarter, is land, but not inhabited. Others maintain, that 
the earth is inhabited as far as ten degrees fouth. 


But thofe who are better mformed fay, that die fouth is inhabited as well 
as the north. And but a fhort time ago. a very extenfive ifland, with 
well-inhabited towns, to the fouth of the equator, was conquered by the 

Fringies. who have called it the Nrw Would. Some fiiips were driven

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there by contrary winds, and one of the crew having mounted bis horfc» 
the natives were lb alioniQicd at the Arangenefs of his appearance, that, 
thinking the man and bcaA to be only one animal, they lied before liim in 
terror and conllcrnation, and the country became an cafy conqucfl.

Of the HINDOOS. 

Although it is ImpolDblc to give, in this abridgment, a drcumllantiat 
account of the fevcral tribes of Hindoos, their various charaBers, cufloms, 
and ceremonies, yet fomething ihatl be faid fummarily on each fubJeB. 

If a diligent inveftigator were to examine the temper and difpofitlpn of 
the people of each tribe, he would find every individual differing in fome 
refpea or other. Somcramong them are virtuous in the highed degree, and 
® others 
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others carry vice to the greatell excefs. But impartiality mull allow th^t 
ihofc among them who dedicate their lives to the worQiip of the Deity, 
exceed men of every other religion in piety and devotion. They arc 
vigorous enemies and faithful friends, and when driven to defpairt make no 
account of their lives. They are renowned for wifdom, difinterefted 
fricnddiip, obedience to their fuperiors, and many other virtues. But 
at the fame time there are among them men, whofe hearts are obdurate 
and void of Ciarac, turbulent fpiriis j who, for the mcreft trifle, will com¬ 
mit the greatefl outrages. ^ 

In fliort, Tome have the difpolition of angels, and others are demons,

The Hindoo philofophers divide the human race into Charburren, or 
four tribes, i, Brihmin, more commonly called Brahmin, a, Chuttrec, 
vulgarly Kehterec. g, Wiefs, vulgarly Biefs. 4^ Shoodcr, vulgarly 
Soodcr. At the creation of the w'orid, thefc four tribes w*erc produced 
from Brahma. The Brahmins from his mouth ; the Kehteree from fiis 
arms; the Biefs from his thighs; the Soodcr from his feet. The other 
people of the world they call Milleetch, and fuppofe them to have been firft 
produced from the Cow of Camdhen,

For ihe Rig Bede, are eight ways 
of reading ; for the Jijer Bede, eighty-fix; for the Sam Bede, one thou« 
fand; and for the Atehrbdn Bede, five. And each of thefe readers are

From whom proceeded Kufhup. From whom proceeded the fun. From 
whom proceeded Biyoorwutchmunnoo. Front whom proceeded Ikcha- 
ko. Then from the nofe of ikebako iflued a feed, from whence cora- 
menced generation. Of this tribe, three perfons were univerfal monarebs. 
1, Rajah Sookcr; a, Rajah Kchtwang f 3, Rajah Rig. 

The fecond tribe of Kelitcrce are called Soombunfeo, or defeendants of 
the moon, in the following order:

But at prereni tl>erc arc fcarcdy any true Kchterees to be fountlf except,

Thofe aniong them, who are rdUterSf are called Rajpoots, There 
are near a thoufand differem tribes of raj pools; but 1 lhall only mentiuu 
the moft famous, who are entertained in hts tnajcRy's fervite. 

The Rahiore, of whom there are fcveral tribes* arc Cxiy thoufand ca¬ 
valry and two hundred thoufand infatuiy'. 

The Chowhen, of whom alfo there are Icvcral branches, vir. Soongcra, 
Kehwera, Hada, and Nir)'a. Fifty thoufand cavalry and two hundred 
thoufand infantry. 

The Punwar. Formerly this tribe was very numerous, and rome oif 
them were princes of Hindoltan. At prefent they are twelve thoufand 
cavalry and lixty thoufand infantry. 

The Jadown, Fifty thoufand cavalry and two hundred thoufand in¬ 
fantry, The Bhatee and Jareeyeh, arc branches of this tribe, as arc 
alfo the Jenooheb, who are amongn: the Mewat Khanchzad*. 

The Gchlote. ' Twenty thoufand cavalry and three hundred thoufand 
infantry. The Seefowdyeh and the Chundrawut are branebes of this tribe.

Tiiey arc alfo divided into branches. 

It is ncidicr pofiiblc to deferibe the extent of die ictming of the 
Hindoos, nor all the branches of their tribes. 

There is a branch of the Biefs tribe, called in the Hindovee language 
liiiiinick, or more commonly Bunnycb, or grain mcrchanis; and of thefe 
are no lefs than eighty-four tribes, among whom arc mendicants, men of 
learning, ariifts, magicians, handicrafts, and fuch expert jugglers, that their 
tricks pafs for miracles with the vulgar, and impofe even upon ihofe who 
are wlfer.

Or TH£ Lancvaces of Hinoostah* 

ALTHOUGH there arc innumerable dialcQs fpoken in the different 
provinces of HindoRan, yet for the moR part they have fuch an affinity, 
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as to be generally comprehended. The only dialcBs that are merely 
local are ihofe of the following places : Dchly, Bengal^ Multan, Marwar» 
Gujerat, Nanek, Sind^ Kandahar, Balootch, TcUnganeh, and Caftiniccr, 
the Mahratteh dialcfl, and that of the Afghans of Shal, which is a pl^ro 
between Sind and Cabul. To which may be added the jargon of the 
Buntnannis^ or wild men of the woods, 

Tna Btans aho Blasts or Hi^iDOSTAir,. 

AFTER this fumraary delcriplion of man, the noblcfl animal of the 
creation, it may not he improper to fay fomeihlng of the bird? and heads 
of Hindodan. 

The Bunmannis is an animal of the monkey kind. His face has a near 
vcfcmblance to the human j he has no tail, and walks ereQ. The fkbt 
of his body is black, and flightly covered with hair. One of thefc 
animals was brought to-his m^ehy froni Bengal His actions were very 
adonilhing. 

Of the following animals here are great abundance. Elephants, parv- 
diers, tigers, lions, bears, w'olves, dogs of various fpecies, monkeys, fya^ 
gofhet, hyenas, jackals, foxes, otters, cats, white and yellow, and another 
kind diat will fly for a Ihort diftance. 

The fardolC} although fmaller than the dog, preys upon the larger 
wild beafb. 


Horfes. 
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Horfcj. In confcqucnce of the encourage men i given by bb majef- 
ty. Rich are now bred here as equal ihofc of Arabia and Perfia. 

The rhinoceros is a furprifing animal- lie is almoR twice as big as a 
buffalo, and looks like a horfe in armour- His feet and hoofs refcmblc 
thofc of the elepham, and bis cdl is like the buffalo’s. His forehead is 
armed with a bom, and hU hide is fo hard that an arrow will not pene- 
traie it. Of the hide arc made brcaft-platt's,. tar gets, &c. If he roeets 
wub a horfe he attacks bitn and kills.bimh with his horn. 

The antelope has two very high horns, and is the moff beautiful of 
the deer kind. 

The mulk deer is bigger than the fox. Kb hair is very harfii y he is 
furnimed with twp tulks, and has two protuberances in the place of boms. 
This aiiitnul is very cotnuioiu 

The Katafo cow differs but little from the common cow, c.xcepiing in 
the tail, which is the Katafs, The people of the coui^ry, where they are 
found, arc very expert in joining iHc hairs of fovcral tails, fo as to make 
them appear of one lengthv 

The civet cat is alfo found in this coiiuliy. 

BiaDs, 

The Ihanikh imitates the human voice in fuch an atloniOiing manner 
that, if you do not foe the bird, you cannot help being deceived. 

The mynch is bigger than the lliarukh. The plumage is a dark brown . 

with 
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with i. Vm\c yellow uiKkr ihc i»iL The bill and tcmplci are alfo of 
ibis lad colour. It fpcaki as well as ihc Iharokh, 

ParroU are red, whitCj green, and a variety of oilier coloura. 

The koyd refeiiibles the myncH, but is blacker and has red eyes, and a 
ong tail. It is fabled to be enamoured wiib the rofc, in the fame 
manner as the nightingale. 

The pepeehch is fmaller and flendcrer than the toyil, and the tail is 
ftiortcr- This bird Gngs mod enchantlngly aboiii the commencement of 
the rains, and cfpccially during the night, when its Jays caufe the old 
W'ounds of lovers to bleed afre/h. This bird is now alfo called Pee^oa, 
which, in the Shanferit language, fignifies beloved. 

The baril has a green plumage, with white claws and red ey«, and is 
fmaller than the pigeon. He never alights upon the ground, and when 
he wants to drink, he defeends with a froall twig ii, his claws, and floats 
liimfetf upon the isaicr. 

Tlie eahuobiya is about the Jlze of the fparrow, but yellow. He is very 
docile, exceedingly fagaclous, and may be taught to fetch and carry gram, 
of gold, widi fafety. If earned a great diftaijcc from his maftcr, be will fly 
to him immediately upon hearing his voice. 

And, from the encouragement given by his majefty, the animals of Tu- 
ran, Iran, and Caflimeer, as well game as oiher^ have been iranfplanu 
ed here in aflontnung abundance.

The LEARNtHC or the Hihdoos. 

THE Hindoos have upwards of three hundred arts and fcknccs. The 
author of this work having afibciated himfclf intimately with the learned 
men among them* has beard and comprehended the various doftrincs of 
each fc£i and profelTton, It is impolllble, in a fingte volume^ to give a 
particular relation of fuch a variety of fubjeas; but» for the fatisfaBion 
of thofe who are uninformed* 1 (hall Jkctch out the rudiments of each 
an and rdence* without offering any argument for or againfi them. This 
may prove a ufeful index to fome future ingenious invertjgator, who wiflies 
to compare their doaritics with thofe of Plato and AriBoile, the Soofees 
and the commentators on the iacred text; and^ who after having removed 
the prejudices which obrtnia religious enquiries, will feck out for proofs, 
rejeaing the doubts of ignorance, but, at the fame time, cxercifing his 
reafon with caution. 

Among the Hindoos there are nine feBs, eight of whom leach of the 
creation ; a»d of a future ftatc; of the divine elfence and attributes; of

All tbefc fefb have many books, containing their rcfpcaive creeds, 
and rules of conduft. They arc generally written with an iron ftylc, either 
on the leaf of the Taar.or the bark of the Toox, in the fame manner as 
was praaifed by the Greeks before the time of Ariftotle. The Hin¬ 
doos write from left to right. Although they now fometimes write upon 
paper, yet they never ufe any bindingi'for their books, but keep them in 
feparate leaves.

I know not if ibis diftraaion is the 
natural fault of my dirpofiiion, or whether it be that truth is ftruggling to 
reveal iifelf to me. If I was not thus cmbarralTcd. I would arrange the 
Hindoo philofophy in the fame manner as that of the Greeks. But 1 
muft conform to my circumllanccs, and the compafs of my booh.

Th£ SCtENCE OF NEEAtY. 

COTEM, the phllofophcr, was the firft who taught this fcience. It 
comprires theology, meiaphyfics, maihematics, and logic. According to 
this doflrine there is only one God, who is Incorporeal, neither hegctilng 
nor begotten, and free from all other defeBs belonging to human nature; 
he is the creator of the univerte, hitnfelf being eternal, without beginning 
and without end, the preferver, the true uncompounded fpirir. They 
fay that he created a body, and then entered himfelf into that body, which 
body is Brahma; and in the fame manner as a human body aBs from its 
union with the foul, fb does the body of Brahma aB from its relation to the 
deity. And they maintain that this mixture of perfons docs not in tlic 
leaff defile the holincfs of the deity. This opinion nearly correfponds with 
the faith of the Chriffians; and agrees with the tenets of the divines*, ex¬ 
cepting that iheNeyayeks deny the univerfe to have been from eternity.

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Thejr believe that God Tent to the people of the canh, by the hands 
of Bf ahmsj a book, which they call Bede^ containing upwards of one hundred 
thoufand alhlogues. An afblogue comprifes four cherruns* each of which 
contains from eight to twenty.fix atcherst and an atcher is compofed of 
one or two letters ; if it conGlls of two» the laft leuer is mute. But in 
the Bede the cherrun never cotififts of more than twenty atchers. They 
alfo fay that one of the cclcllfal fpirits^ named Byafs, divided this book into 
four fefiions, viz, 1, Rig; a» Jejirj 3, Sam; 4, Atebrbun. One fea 
maintains that Brahma had four mouths^ and that he delivered a feflion 
from each mouth, * 

Thefe four books arc eftcemed to be of divine origin, and they beliet'c 
that every Brahma who appears, delivers the fame letter and word, without 
diminution or addition. 

They lay that Cod is the afafolute efficient caufe; and that the aftions 
of men are produced by two caufes; namely, by the powxr of God, 
and by the power of Brahma, They believe that every a&ion is good or 
bad, as it is deferihed in the Bede, They believe that there is a hell and 
a paradife. Hell they call Aenic^, and place it in the inferior regions. 
Paradife they call Soarug, and fay it is in the upper regions. They do 
not believe either the pumfhmentsof hell, or the rewards of paradife to be 
cvcrlaftlng ; but fay that, according to the degree of wickedoefs committed,

and bad a6lions: after which, ffanding in no further need of either hell or 
paradife, they will become free from joy and forrow, in the manner that 
will be hereafter related. 

They believe fome parts of the univerfe to have exifled from all eternity, 
and that others are created, the particulars whereof will be given hereafter. 

They reckon eight divine attributes, winch they call accidents, i, Gee- 
lyoK, omnifciencci a, Itcha, omnipotence; 3, Purretflnn, providence; 
4, Sitfihekyai unity j 5, Picrnfnn, immenfity, fince God is believed to be 
every where; 6, Purtukhioo^ analyfis; 7, SiinJoQg^ union, bccaufc all 
things unite in the deity j 8, Behtmig, dlvifion. Of thefc eight aUrihutes, 
it is believed that (he firll fix have been from all eternity, and the other 
iw'o produced afterwards. 

In this fciencc they make ufc of fixteen predicaments, which comprife 
every thing in the univerfe.

foliitc pain. Doahh implies wThatevcr h contrary to our inclination, which, 
if it takes any etTea, caufes uncafinefs. When a perfon arrives at fuch a 
degree of perfcaion as entirely dellroys ail the twenty-one things abovc- 
meruioned, that ft ate U called Mttciut^ when live foul hecomes pcrfeaiy in-, 
fenfiblc, quits its connexion with the body, and never again vilits either 
paradife or hell j becaufc that all the caufes of forrow arife from the union 
of the foul with the body. This union of the fout with the body (hey 
call Jennumt birth, and it is produced by DeArett, or Adherem, After 
the union of body and foul takes place, the perfon receives in this life the 
reward of his virtues and the punifhmeni of his vices, bciftowed or infliB- 
cd in return for Kitrrumt which in this place fignifics the performance of 
any aflion, whether it be good or bad, joyful or forrowful. Kurram is 
produced by which has the fame fignification as Puritan andpur- 

tveertf voluntary aflion, in confcquencc of dcfire. Haik is pro¬ 

duced by Mecihageeifan, faife conception. Through the means of BhQW~ 
rccolleaion, and Sunskar, lefUaion, the ignorant obtain knowledge. 
Knowledge proceeds from the operations of the foul and body, and the 
proper ufe of good means i knowledge produces worthy redcBions : then 
fcnfual knowledge vanifties, true knowledge difeovers itfclF, and there is an 
end of tranftnigrauoti. 

Some fay that when, tbrptigh the means of rcafon, man is arrived at 
the higheft degree of perfedion, there is an end of mifcomprchenlion, ig¬ 
norance, defirc, and anger. Puriveert, voluntary a6Uon, ceafes, and in 
conrequcncc, there is an end of ymniim, or birth j and from a ceflation 
ofPennun, there is an end of pain and forrow j and cverlafting iliheiut 
enfues.

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Anoihcr feS fa/i that when the ftate of cverlaAing knowledge is ob¬

But the ftrift followers of the Neeaiy do&rioe fay, that when the elc- 
ntentary body obtains the true light, knowledge alfo ceafes. And they 
fay that this degree of perreftion ts obtained through the means of three 
things, SAiVipunj Jfuimuii, and AfidAojjeitt i* ^AiVttfun, hearing and per— 
fcfWy comptehcndtng the Bedes, and the traditions of the righteous, wliich 
cannot be cfTcfled without the guidance of one who hath travelled that 
road. 2. Munttun^ giving the mind to the performance of whatever is 
eftablifhed hy the divine book, and by the doarines of the righteous, fo 
as to have implicit faith in their proofs and arguments. Another teft 
maintain that man, after having obtained the perfeaion above deferibed, 
is continually contemplating the ftatc of the foul, independent of every 
thing elfe. 3- Nidhassen is that ftate whicli is produced by the contem¬ 
plation and inveftigation of dit-ine things to fuch an intenfe degree, that it 
becomes quite habitual* occupying every thought and governing every 
a&ion. 

Another fcB fay, that the contemplation of the foul will be of fuch con- 
linuancc, that the thread will never be broken. 

The followers of »hc Neeaiy believe in Gaiyhtyohg which k this.: 
When the light of knowledge fhines upon a righteous perfon, he becomes 
acquainted with things pall and prefent concerning himfelf; knows how

many tranfraigralions he mud undergo; and if he widies them to pafa 
quicktyt the Almighty endows him with fuch power, that he is enabled lo 
peiform the various changes in a Ihort fpace of time* and without paiTing 
into Mirdoguet bit enters into immortal blits indanily upon quitting the 
elementary body. They alfo fay that all mankind will ultimately arrive 
at the hate of iMticiiil, Although they do not allow of any beginning of 
the world, yet they believe that there will be an end of procreatiotu

Of all thefc fifteen predicaments, there are various divifiotu and ex¬ 
planations. 

They believe that whofoever is pcifeEl in the knowledge^and praflice of 
ihcfc fixtecn predicaments, will immediately arrive at the flate of Miickut* 
They fay that the attainment of this excellence depends on three things, 
1, 0 tidies^ the knowledge of the names of thefe lixteen predicaments, and 
remembering them. a. infcAiw, knowing the true meaning thereof, 
3. Pure^frAn, the praSicc thcreot 

The followers of this doflrinc, although they deny that the univerfc hadi 
sny beginning, yet believe in its difToliiiion, which they call Pttriie^ This 
they fay is of two kinds; Brft* A)fwd^«r//V, when a Brahma will arrive at 
the llate of Mackui. At this time there will be left only ZJeArenr, Adherent 
likateanat 5 wiMAorand Kumim. And in every ivondcrful htindred years, 
of which romething has been faid already*, Brahma wilt arrive at their 
flate. The fccond at the death of Brahma, when all created beings will be 
dcflroycd. The firfl caufe of this diffolution, will be the divine will, at 
the expiration of an appointed time. At that period, by the will of the 
Mod High, Dchrem and Adhxrem will be deftroyed; and the indlvlfiblc 
particle will get into motion, whereby Bhang (reparation) will become 
complete, and Sanjoog (utiion) vrlll be dcflroycd.—Eartb, fire, air, and

water. 
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vater, wilt be dcftioyed one after the other, in the order now mentioned. 
Thus there will be an end of all created things; and the foul will be in the 
Ilatc ofd/rtcJlut. This diffoluiioti they call Mokapurlit^ 

One Tea reckons four dilTolutions, Two as now deferibed. At the 
third there will be an end of virtue, and this they fay will be at the end 
of every four jowgs. The fourth is the dilfoluiion of each particular thing; 
as firft when the fpirit A/«a feparates from the foul, which is its Furhe, 
Then the djffoluiion of the union between the body and the foul, and 

which is its Pitrlh, 

They call the creation of the world, after hs diffoluiion, and 

fay that by the will of God, aficr the expiration of a long period, Dehreat 
and JdhcTi^ will come into aQion, and the indiviftble particle will obtain 
motion- Firft there will be an union of two atoms, which they call 
DeenooK which will be joioed by a third atom, which will produce a gpod 
mixture called TeretshnotiK and the union of the fourth atom they call 
aitUternwtk, And thus the union will increafe gradually, and. produce 
a number of forms; cxillcnce changing out of non-cxiftence in the follow¬ 
ing order, contrary to what they were at full: Air, Fire, Water. Earih, 
Brahma, Bilhen. Mahadco. But there will not be any vifible appearance 
of ihcfc glorious perfons in their own forms, although they will alTumc 
various others, and bcRow blclllnga upon mankind- From air will be pro¬ 
duced aerial bodies, who will inhabit w-ych is the higlicft region- 

From this element will alfo be pnrduccd the touch, wind, and the foul, 
figuratively called Purratt, and which they reckon to be of Eve kinds, as 
will be deferibed hereafter. From fire will be produced fiery bodies, wbofe 
feat will be Adhhpir, which is the region that the fun travels through; 

and 
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and from ibis clement will alfo proceed fight, and different degrees of lueat. 
From water will be produced aqueous lx>dies, whofs feat b in the /farrm- 
hgue. It will alfo produce the (aile, Teas, and rivers, fnew, icc, and hath 
The region of fFurreitlogiic they place near the mountain of Sttmmier, 
From eardi will be produced earthly bodies, and the fenfe of Onelling, 
together with metals, minerals, plants, and animals. Brahma will firfl 
create bodies by his own power, without the medium of generation; and 
in this place they give a wonderful detail. 

They fay that there is one eternal will of Cod, which creates, and another 
which dcllroys. The creative will they call Chicieerkha^ and the dcflruftive 
will, Sunjeerhha, 

Of TuatR Books. 

They reckon five gradations; 1, footer, which is a kind of treatife or 
epitome j 2. Bhake^t which is fomewhat fuller ; 3. Bartickt more compre- , 
henfive than the former; 4, '/ecka^ which is a contmeniary on the lafl; 

Others make twelve, 
mfiead of five degrees. The five arorcfald j 6. Biert, which is a eoncife 
explanation of the Sootert 7. Ne^rooit^ a detail of the iS«M,or traditions. 
They have alfo two modes of writing, one when the letter is not accented, 
which they call Dho&it; and the other when the letter is accented, and which 
is called Burren and Etcher .* a number of j'Uchers Form a Pud (word) 
a number o^’Put{s form a Batia (featence), and fcvcral BaAias make a 
Soottri a nurnber of footerj make a Purkurreni a number of Purkurren^ 
make an jihintk, and a number of jihineAs make an ^dehya or Shatter.

The science op BEYSHEEKHEK. 

Although Konad taught Beyfhcekhek before Gotem introduced Kecaiy, 
yet as the latter is mote comprchcnfivc, and more generally followed, I 
have treated of it fir ft. 

Kunad, the philofopher, was the inventor of Eeyfiicckhck. It agrees 
with Neeaiy in Tome points, and difters in others. 

The followers of Bcylhcckbek, in the place of fixtecti predicaments, 
make ufc of Dirbt Gt/on, Aurnrm, Suntan^ Byseekhf Sumwaiy^ and AbhoiOm

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Turmanoa (perfefk knowledge) they divide only into Perteh) and 
Atma- 

Of the accident of heat produeed by the fun or fire, they reckon 
colour, lafie, fracll, and touch. To thefe four accidents they give ilie 
general term Pakvdj* The Nceayicka maintain that corporeal ftibftancc 
does not change its ftate by maturity or immaturity ,* but thefe fay that 
ihe corporeal particles are feparated, and reunited by the divine power. 
The Nceayicks fay that Summaiy {Cmilitude) U dilltnguiflicd by the eye; 
whilll Konad afferts it to be only conjcAure, and parity of rcafoning. 


Tjie science of MEYMANSA. 

This was Invented by Jymin, before either Nccaiy or Beyfheckhet. 
He prcfidcd over three other fages, Komarol Bhutt, Purbbaker Cooroo, 
and Morar MilTer. It is faid by fome, that this k(i arc atbeifis; and 
others pretend that they admit a God, but deny a creator, believing all 
ihin^ to be produced by Dehrem and Adherem, But from ftrift enquiry, 
and clofe intimacy with the learned followers of this feS, k evidently ap¬ 
pears, that they agree vnih the two foregoing rcfpcfling liic Deity j but 
being fenfible of human ignorance, they are fileni on the fubjeft, and con¬ 
fine tbelr do£lrine to fenfible aBions. But the ignorance and rtiaiiec of 
the world attribute this filence to a denial of tltc exillcnce of a Supreme 
Being. 

The purmans (quantities), which the Nceayicks ufe among the accidents 
for explaining the divine nature, thefe do not apply to that purpofe. They 

do 
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do not, indeed, believe Brahma, Bifhen, and Mahadeo to be emana« 
lions of the Deity; but fay they are human beings, who, through their 
ri^icoufnefs, attain to this degree of perfcQioti. They believe mod of 
the efFcCU attributed to the Dewtahs, to be nothing more than magick, and 
think it to be produced by repealing certain words- 

They believe the univerfe and the elements to be without be^nning, 
and without end. They believe that bodies are only a compound of 
atoms, and not produced from one fubdanee. They bdteve Afua, like 
Atviat to be every where j and fay that men are free agents. They teach 
of the different degrees of hell and paradife, the iranrmigration of the 
foul, and Muckut^ but deny Kundpurlie^ They believe Muckut to be 
produced by the unton of knowledge and aElton. They fay that in this 
ftaie the foul will perpetually enjoy fublime knowledge, and perfefl eafe. 

They make air to be the medium of found, whereas the Nccaj'icks at¬ 
tribute this property to the akafs. 

Stimxeaii/ (relation) they make to be the fecond of the three perfons 
(Bilhcn), eternal from cicrnity, and accidental from accident; and believe 
it to be different in every Inllaace.

Komaiul Bhuti reckons eleven predicaments; the firfl nine the fame 
as the Neeayicks, to which he adds Ujidikar^ dark]icrs.~Thc Nceayicka 
fay that darknefs is nothing but (he abfcnce of light; but tfaefe account 
U a difUfiB, fubflance, which fpreads its own Oiadc over every thing; and 
they conGder the following to be the accidents of darkncls; colour, quan¬ 
tity, diviGbility, union, feparation, diflance, pro?[itnity. The i itb Suttlk^ 
(traditions), ihefc conGder to be ever lading and univerfal. The forms 
of fpeech they confider as fubftances, and excepting Roop (colour) give them 
all the other iwcuty-one accidents.

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Purb&ker Gooroo fayt, diat SabdU is not a fubfiance, bot an accident 
from all eternity, 

Bhutt alTerts that knov;ledge is aiiained by conje£tuTC; wWlfl: Gooroo 
faya, that by means of knowledge, conjeaure is formed, like a lamp, which 
being lighted, makes itfeif, as well as other obje^, vUiblc, Mirar Mif- 
fer agree? with the Neeayicks, that knowledge is obuined through the 
means of Mitn ; but he denies the exiftence of the two firft accidents of 
Purmemoo* 

The Neeayicks fay, that gold is produced from fire: and the Meymen- 
fucks that, it is from earth. Kal, time, according to the Neeayicks, h 
cotnprehended by conjeQure t but thefe fay that it is difeovered by the 
renfes. Of the accidents, thefe make colour to have been from all eter¬ 
nity i and they confider the five colours as only one accident. 

General property, they fay, is inherent in the fubllance. caufe 

of motion, and SuhsA nr. repulllve quality, they do not admit, but attribute 
their a6Uoo$ to KiirrufUt motion, 

Bhutt and Mlffer ufe fix divifions of Purmanoi? (pcrfeEl knowledge), four 
of which have been mentioned in Nccaiy; they reckon feven fenfes. 
The feventh is Tiimrfrnrfi-ee, the perception of darknefs. They deny po- 
fiiivc and negative inference, Gooroo neither admits of falfe conception, 
In Sunshee^ (doubt), and Be^/ferjee, (miftake), they confider two pcffe£I 
modes of knowledge. The perception of air, which the Neeayicks attri¬ 
bute to conjeBure, thefe afcribe to the touch. The 5 lh, Irt-kapute, is 
advancing the caufe, and requiring the efFcfl. The 6ib, Unpfflubdeht

They fay that ignorance is the want of ktiow" 
ledge. But Ms (Ter agrees with the Neeayicki^ that this w^ant of knowledge 
proceeds from defe^ in the fenfes. 

They fay that good and evil depend upon afUons, which they reckon 
of two kinds, Bkutt^ an a6lion which produces good; and ^ckeddehf 
that which produces evik The firfl is again of four kinds; j. a duty, 
whofe continual performance is indirpenUble, and the omUBon bad. s. 
NeemitifVi indifpenCble duty to be pcrronned at a particular rcafon; fuch 
as the ceremonies nccelTary to be performed at ecUpfes of the fun and 
moon. g. Kautety an aSion which produces the dcGred effed. 4- Per- 
ayuhehty capiation of a crime. The 6rA Ga of the nine fefts agree in 
the ncccflity of expiating a crime.

Of thelc 
nine immortal perfons they relate wonderful Ilories/ 

The followers of this doBrinc agree wUh Bhott in the pudaruis* pur- 
mans, i&c. But although they believe in hcll> paradife, and other' vicilh' 
tudes, yet they fay they arc only ideal. 

They fay, that, excepting* the Deity, nothing exiHs; the univerfe being 
only an appearance, without any reality, juH as a man in a dieam fees 
imaginary objcBs, and in that flate experiences ideal plcafure and pain. 
So that life is nothing but a dream, there being ordy one rerplctidcnt light', 
which alTiiines different appearances. 

In this fcience there are fix things: 1, Brimmah} s. llTur: 3. jeewa; 4. 
Ceeyan! 5, Sumbedehj 6. Birbedc, 


The firA, Brimmakj is God, the folc bcAower of juAicc. Omnircience, 
Oitiniprcrcacc, and RcA, which they csXlJinandg are the fountain of his 

eflence. 
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eiTencc* They believe Brimmah ta be without be^ginning aud without 
end; and the other hve are from eternity. 

To CecTfan (knowledge) they afcH.be two powers; PitchulsucktUf the 
external} and Autvemnsscli^t, the interna! power of knowledge. 

Sumbedeh is the excTclle of the external fenfe of knowledge. 

Btrlside, the celTaUon of Sumbedeh, Gnei/an, when it employs Pit- 
€kHUuckittt is called Maiu ; and jdbedee^Of when it acls by the means of 
^iuunfrttiuuibiit. I'he divine cOcnce, upon its union with il/uia/becomes 
manifell, and is tber^ called I^r; and it is not dcBlcd by this union. 
When the Deity unites with Abedee^a^ it is called /ew and Jeieatma. Then 
it retires behind the veil of fccrccy, without fulTering any impurit)'. 
Some among this fefl fayj that Ahtdeeya is uncompoundedj not making 
suty account of Jtw ; and deny that any one has yet arrived at the lUte 
of Alucbui, Others again^ and who are numerous, admit both Jeu/ and 
Jiluc/iuU It is certain that many virtuous men have arrived at this fiaic^ 
which is throwing off Agceyaii by llie fublimc knowledge. Agte* 

^iUi has three accidents; i. £ur, from whence proceed virtue, knowledge, 
rafe, and fuch like; a. RuJ, from whence proceed dellre, Ibrraw, joy, 
and fuch like ; 3. Tufli, from whence proceed anger, ignorance, indolence, 
and fuch like. When /mr unites with £iy, it is called .BruAwfi, who 
is the creator. When it unites with Sutf it is called JJisAea, the pre- 
ferver. When it unites with Titwi, it is called AfabadnOf the dcRroycr.

They fay that the fenfe of bearing is produced from the ^hass the 
touch fiom air; the light from fire; the tafte from water ; the finell from 
earth. And thefe five fenfesarc occafioncd by the power of Sul, Thefe 
five Cenfes they call Gee^ari fndriv. The AA^ts^s produces Bat, fpcech; 
air produces Btrn, the power of the arms; fireParf, the power of the feet j 
water Paie^, the power of voiding the excrement; earth Opusiefi, the 
power of urining. And whoever has the full cxcrcife of thefe funSion^, 
they call A'wrrw«i Judree, 

By the excefs of Sut is produced a fubtlc clTence, called Untahhirrum, 
which from its four dates has four names t 1, when Sui is prevalent, 
and there is a defire of defcriminaiing and entjulry, U is called ChU 1 a, 
when Ruj is prevalent, from whence doubt arjfes, it Is called Mmi; 3. 
when Sut is fo prevalent that certainty enfues, it is called Bhoodh ; 4. 
when Twnt (pride) is prevalent, and alTumcs to itfcif the things that are

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only lent^ it b called Akenkar. jipunckeekeen^ by ibe pireraletice of 
Rujf produces five winds: t. Purrfin, the wind id tbe mouth and nofe;

4. Sepanj the wind in the other parts of the body. Ziin^fcreer and Sow- 
chumsereeTj arc general terms for the ten Inderees, UtUahiitmim, and the 
five airs; making altogether fixteen things. This SotPckniH. (body), they 
fay^belongs to every animal i but that on account of its fubttlty it is not 
dircemible by the renfes, and is lofi in the fiate of Mackut. After that an 
animal is produced, whofe body is entirely Lingteeretree^ which they call 
Jlerenegerbck. Whatever tranfinigratiou happens aflcr this has a fpiritual 
form. 

The produflion of lihthowhirr^er is after the following manner. Each 
of the five aforcniid kinds of Soiechum they dh'ide into two parts ^ and five 
of thefe ten they fubdivide again into five others each. Half the Sowc^m 
jikasSf witli four other parts of atr, (ire, water, and earth, unite together, 
which produces j 4 iass Is/ti/iowl- Half the Sotecfutin, air, with a part of 
jdiass, fire, water, and earth, united produce Radishihswl. Half of the 
Sot^vhuM fire, united with a part of akafs, water, sur, and earth, produce 
the/i/tMoit'/ fire 5 the fame with water and earth. Some fay that the /s/i- 
thotd Akass, and Lhthotvl air arc produced without any mixture of fire, 
water, and earth; but agree refpeSing the refl, excepting that the Ish- 
thoid fire, water, and earth, they divide each into two parts; one of which 
they leave in its original (late, and the other hairofeach they divide into 
three parts, which are compounded in the manner before defer!bed j which 
mixture produces the hhlkowl fire, water, and earth. And from the five 
If/ithou'l elements, by the cxcefs of either of the three accidents, /fit/, 
and Tbm, the fourteen reruns and their inhabitants arc produced. 
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They fay that a peribn will ba created, who will be acquainted with the

They make the unlvcrfc to be gompofed of tliree regions. 1. Jlfun- 
the face of the earth, inhabited by the human race. They fay, 
that the furface of the earth is one R^} iit length, and the fame in 
breadth; of which four millions five hundred thoufatjd jowjuns arc inha¬ 
bited. 2, Petallogue, under the earth, and which is feven Raj in length, 
and the like in breadth, wanting nine hundred jowjuns- 3, Surgfogwe, 
the upper region, which Is fomewhat lefs than feven Raj in breadth and 
length. This region is Paradife, where men, after having affumed paratii- 
fical forms, enjoy happinefs. This flatc they call IFyaianick, A Rai 
is fuch a diftance, that if an iron ball, weighing 3^ Akberce feers, were 
to be let fall, it would be in its defeent fix months fix days and twelve 
Ghurrhs.

The fecohd clafs of animals is lilunnoohht who are of two fpecics. 
Sunnya^ thofe who have the faculty of Afon, or arc rational, a, jisiujt- 
nyo, irrational, being animalcule produced in the Celh, blood, and lativa 
of men, and whofe time ofexiAcnccdoes not exceed two hours. Sunnya 
is again of two fpecies. i, Thofe who inhabit ibis earth, and receive fu' 
ture rewards and punifhinents in paradifo and hell, in return for their 
good and evil afUons. s, Thofe who will be rewarded merely on account 
of their charliablencfs, in the manner hcrcartcr deferibed. 

In this earth, there are hftcen grand divihons. From its creation to its

In the pre- 
fent cycle, the liril Chuc^ermert was Rajah Bhirt, Ton of Adnaut, fome of 
whofe family,in reward for their virtuous conduft, are now-enjoying para- 
dife< The nine others, named BassdeOt arc only half Chuck^r-toerts^ and 
will go into hcl!; and of this number they account Kishen. The nine 
called Snldeo, will pofTefs only a fourth of a Chucieni’eri. The whole 
will be fubdued by a perfon named Tecrtehnkir^ who will be fpoken of 
particularly prcfcntly* 

BcGdes the earth inhabited by mankind, there is another very exteufive 
country, the people of which clothe themfeSves with the leaves of trees, 
and feed upon wild fruits and the earth, which is there very fweet. They 
arc handfomc and w'cll behaved. Their flature is from one to three cofe. 
Every male and female beget a Ton and a daughter, and then die. 'When 

this 
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ibis fon and daughter arrive at years of maturity} they become man and 
wife. Their lives (bmetimes extend to three Polhmpijm, Wbofoever has 
not led a perfefl virtuous life in this world, but has bellowed charity, 
will receive the reward thereof in the territory now deferibed. 

The third fpecies of animals, A’arlee, like the Dewtaku, can alTume diE- 
ferent lliapes, and referable them In feveral other refpefb; but theij;

£vcry kind of Hlh. 3^ Tortoifes. 4, Kerrahj which are animals refem- 
'bling rope of different lengths. They fallen, about the legs of elephants 
and other animals, and prevent their getting out of the water. 5, Aliga- 
tors. The fecond divihon, or terrcRrial, are of three fpecies; viz. qua¬ 
drupeds; whatever creep upon their bellies,.as fnakes; and thole that go 
fomedmes on two kgs, as the Mongoose. /The third divtjion, or aerials, 
arc of four fpecies; i, DomcAic, and that have feathers, as pigeons, z, 
Tbofc whofe wings arc of Atio, as bats- The 4th and 5th, who are va- 
nous. Ay tn the regions of Dewtafis^, and forpriAng Aorics are told of 
them. 

They explain a Polhwpum m the foUowing manner. Take hairs of a 
Chugtil infant (which is 4096 times thicker than the hair of an infant of 
Debly,) fplit them into indivifiblc particles, and 611 with thefe a well that 
roeafures four eofe in width, breadth, and depth. At the expiration of

According to this fed, Muchtt cannot be obtained without an union of 
knowledge and good works, which they exemplify by the following apa- 
logue. Fire fell upon a houfe in which dwelt a blind tnan and a cripple,* 
neither of whom could efcape without the help of the other ; therefore the 
blind man took the cripple upon his back, to avail himfclf of his eyes, 
and in return gave the cripple the lire of his legs. Thus, by mutual 
alHllance, they both gpt out in rafety'." But ihcfe may be obtained by 
attending to the inftrunions of the holy, becaufc through their favour 
knowledge is gained, which is the fource of B^rag, whereby man becomes 
attached to a life of auflerity. B^rag is of twelve kinds. One in this 
ftate muft ohferve the following rules; Only to eat at appointed titties. 
Formerly they would live nine tnonths, or a year, without eating any thing 
'folid, but now they cannot exceed fix months. To eat fparingly. Never 
lo alk food at more than five places; and, when that is obtained, to reft 
faiisficd till next day. To ahftain from eating milk, curds, ghee, Tcfam^ 
oil, and fwcctnieats. In4>rdcr to reduce the body, to cover bimfclF with

fatid in the heat of the fun. During the winter to go naked, Drawing 
up the antis and legs, and fitting on the pollcriors. Thefe things mu ft be 
praEUred for a long time to produce the delired elTefl; but there arc many 
who have not pow*er to fubmit to fuch auilerities. 

But, by an obfcrvance of the following rules, a man may foou obtain the 
objc6l of his wifhes. To pay implicit obedience to his Peer. To a£l as 
a fervant unto ihofe who inllidi auherities upon themfelves.

SitSoter aHifla the laQ, by 
puntfhing the rcfraflory, and aiding the helplefs. He is alfo called /?»U 
I nadthk and PunnUts. AcfinriJ is a perfon who, for the fake of God,

explains wiih checrfulnefs any difficulty that may occur lo the novkiates, 
Owpadehaiif mdructs the ftudents in the CgniBcation of any difficult words 
(bat occur in the divine books, and in other requiQtcs; bis office nearly re^ 
fcinbling the jlcharij. All thefe now mentioned preferve nothing but a 
tew clothes, which will be particularised hereafter. Gitndhir is one who, 
by great application, arrives at a high degree of knowledge. He keeps 
more clothes and books than are ncccffiiry for himfelf, that he may be 
able to fupply fludents who Rand in need of them. He is the repreleniativc 
of the Jun t but the Jun is far more excellent than he,, being poirclfed of 
univerfal knowledge; and be is alfo called Teertehnker^ The following 
is his defeription: His face is beautiful; his mind fupcrlatively virtuous; 
and his breath a delightful perfume. Mis difcourfc is replete with wilU 
dom. His flcfh and blood are white. No one ever fees him eat nor cx*. 
oncrate. He has no bodily infirmity. His hair and nails never grow long. 
Wherever he rcfidcs no noxious animals approach. Neither is there war, 
(froughi, peRilence, or famine. And every one of the twenty'four that are 
to appear will have thefe qualities. 

A Jetty never goes within the hearing of a female voice, j He neither 
cats Re(h, fruits, nor rweetraeats; nor dreffes any food; drinks nothing 
but warm water; and never cats nor drinks in the night/ He never 
bghis a lamp or any fire in his houfe. 11 any thing falls from his hand, 
he never takes it up again. He only waQies fuch parts of his body as 
happen to be foul. He never fuRers himfelf to Joke, or commit any mean 
or idle aBion. He never ufes more tlian the following clothes in fummer, 
a Ihcet, a blanket, and a fquare piece of doth of cubits, which he makes 
into four folds, and when he fpcaks, applies to bis mouth, that no infcB 
may enter it. In the winter he has an additional Ihcet. FIc has alfo a 

^ehrimdigfi^ 
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Dehrmdighf which is a broom made of wooUen threads^^r woollen cloth, 
fixed in a wooden handle. With this he foftly fweeps the ground before 
he fits down, for fear of any infeft. 


Thofe of this fef^, who engage in the aFairs of the w'Orld, are called 
S^rawuck^ They obferve the following rules. Never to injure the inno¬ 
cent. Not to tell untruths on the following occahons, as they couGder 
them as great hns, i, In bearing witnefs. 2, In breach of trulL 3, tn 
praife, 4, Or difpraife of a virgin. 5, Concerning an ox. Not to foil 
iheir hands with difhonedy of any kind. Not to covet another man's 
wife. To keep only as much wealth as is ncccFary for the purpofes of life, 
and to bellow the refl in charity. When on a journey, to travel daily only 
ftated didanccs. - To calculate the neccOary wants of each day, and live 
accordingly. Not to go where a w'otnan has been burnt with her hulband, 
nor to a place where a malcfaBor has' fuFered death. To fet apart two 
Churries of every day for devotion. To flccp only during the appointed 
lime. To abdain from food and drink, d^ and night, on the 8th, 14th, 
ijth and s8th days of the moon, and the next morning to feed the poor 
before breaking the fad. Every nigbi before he goes to deep, to examine 
himfeir upon the above eleven points. The following is their defcriptlon 
of a virtuous man. He is one that cotidantly attends to the reading of the 
divine books; fellows charity 1 makes it a rule to praife the virtuous j 
never fpeaki ill of any one; and is particularly refpeafttl in his converfation 
concerning princes. He marries one who is his cqualjf He is ever afraid 
of doing evil. Wherever he dwells he conforms to the laws of the land. 
He choofes a habitation that is neither very public, nor totally fceluded 
from fociety. His houfe hath not more than two or three doors and win- 
dows. He fettles in a good neighbourhood, and aFociates with the vir¬ 


tuous. 
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liiou$. He is dutiful to his father and mother. He flics from that city or 
is invaded by foreign troops. He regulates his oepences by his income; 
and drefTes fuitable to his rank in life. He (ludtes the divine books, and 
follows their precepts Implicitly. He never cats but at Aated meals. He 
is not covetous of riches. He is affable and charitable to a gucA, a Jetty^ 
and thofc who arc fick^ He is not vain of his perfon* nor of his words. 
He is dellrous of being indruflcd in every profelljon. He travels not 
at improper times, nor in a country w^facre he cannot exercife his religion. 
He never engages in a war, without knowing whether he is going againA his 
friends or bis enemies. He partakes in the misfortunes of hts relations. 
He has a grateful fenfe of favours conferred on him. His deportment is 
pleaAng to every one. He is diffident in his manner, courteous to all, 
and upright in every tranfaflion of bis life. He exerts himfetf in the 
affairs of others; and keeps fenfual gratibcations under the command of 
jcafon. 

, There are, however, fome general prohibitions, which are obferved both 
,by the Jeity and the SerawucA, To abAain from Aefh, fpirituous liquors, 
honey, butter, opium, fnow, ice, and hail; every thing that grow's beneath 
the earth; all fruits whofe names arc unknown; and whatever fruits con« 
tain fmali feeds; and from eating at night.

The dodrine of Jine ts alfo of two kinds, Seweetambir and Digneer* 

I The author of the Ayecn Akbery, having been imimately acquainted with 
tthe learned of the Seweeiambir^ has been able to relate their tenets in an 
ample manner. The fecond, or Digneer^ go quite naked. They main.- 
tain, that women cannot arrive at the Aate of Afuebut. They fay, that 
wbofoever obtains the blcffing of Aluckut in this world, ceafes to require 

food 
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food from that time. They, however, agree with the Setoest^bir in 
many points ? bat as the author had no inttmacy with any of this dafs^ fo 
he has not been able to write any Farther account of them. 

From the mod ancient times, down to the prcfent, the learning and 
wirdom of HindoHan has been confined to the Brahmins and the followers 
of Jinci but, ignoraot of each others merits, they have a mutual averfion. 
JKishen, whom the Brahmins worlhip as God, thefe conCdcr as an infernal 
Have. The Brabmiju carry their averfion fo far as to fay, that it is better 
to encounter a mad elephant, or a furious lion, than to meet a man of 
this perfuafion. 

The dcfire of eflablifhing truth has induced his majefly to illumine the 
world with univcrfal peace and unanimity; whereby the darknefs of error 
being now in fomc d^rec difpclled, men of diflerent perfuafion quit the 
narrow paths of prejudice, and aflociate together. 

The doctrine or BOODH. 

, BOODH, who fird taught this rcHgion, has various names, and atnongd 
them 5 Aoimtm and S/uthmuny, His followers believe, that by means of 
his good adions be gained perfed knowledge: and at length arrived at the 
flate of Muckuu His father was Rajah Siddown, prince of Bahar, and 
his mother, named Maia, was delivered of him through her navel. At fais 
birth there fhonc forth a wonderful light; the earth trembled; and the 
water of the Canges rofe and fell in a moft allonifliing manner. The 
vciy hour he was bom he walked fcven fleps, and difeourfed with an 
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eloqucticc that ra.viniecl tbe' hearts of hif. hearers. The aHrologers forciold, 
that after twenty years and feven days, he would become a monarch ; but 
that, defplQng the world, he would prefer rctircmctu, arid introduce a new 
religion. In the manner, and precifcly at the time predifLed by the 
altrologers, it came to pafs that he turned his mind from the affairs of the 
world, and made choice of a life of retircmctiL Iric vihted Benaris, Raj- 
gird, and feveral other fire temples. He then travelled to Calhmccr, where 
he made many profelytes; and be alfo gained for bis followers people of 
Hind, the feaports, Tibbet and Khaial. From his birth to this time, which 
is the 4od] year of bis majcfly^s reign,^ is a period of years. They 
fay that he had the gift of prophecy ; and could change the courfe of na¬ 
ture. He died at the age of one hundred and twenty years. The learned 
among the Perfians and Arabians call the pricHs of this religion BuhAeCt 
and in Tibbet they are flyled Lama, For a Jong time paft there have 
not been any traces of tliem, excepting in Peigu, Dehnaliry, and Tibbet. 

The third time that the author followed the Imperial (lirrup to the de¬ 
lightful ferritory of CaOimeer, he met with fome old men of this reltgion : 
but he never faw any of their learned; nor did he difeover any thing 
like what is defertbed by Najez Abroo and Benagiitt^,

The Brahmins cal) Boodk the ninth Owtar; but affert that the reli^on 
which is aferibed to him, is falfe, and fabricated by fame other perfon. 

The following is alt that is known of this religion. They believe that 
Cod has never been defiled by incarnation; and, like the profelTors of 
Sankt MeyKtmsa^ and Jfur, do not canlider him to be the creator of the 
univerfe. They fay that it has neither beginning nor end; but that it 
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vanilhcs, and then appeara again in Us original form; and thus time after 
time. 

The pricRs of this religion fliavc their heads, and wear drefles of 
leather and red cloth t they ufe frequent ablutions i will not refufe any kind 
of food that is offered them ; and whatever dies of itfeif they confider to 
be killed by God. and therefore eat iL They have no commerce with 
women. They will not kill any animal; neither root up nor cut any 
plant, becaufe they think it has life. They hold fix things to be highly 
mciitoriouij t, Subduing anger; a, Improveroeiu of the underftanding * 
3. Befiowing money in charity; 4, The ftudy of theology; 5, Bdldnefs in 
aflerung their own rights; 6. Continual contemplation oTthe Deity. They 
reckon three things to be the means of good; 1, Knowledge, a. Dlfinte- 
reftednefs, 3, Being pleafed at the fuccefs of others. They fay that 
good and evil proceed from eleven things, viz. the five fenfes. and their 
faculties, and Mun, 

They ufe four predicaments in aigumcnt, which are collcaiveTy called 
Arjmtter,

Dooik, and which is of five kinds; 1. Geeyan, worldly knowledge; 
a, fFleedineh, receiving reward or pumfhment; 3, Sunle^not the names and 
properties of things; 4, the conjunaion of i>eArem and ^tMerCTj,*

Abftaining froin evJl^ 
which is kitling, molcfting, ftcaling, uncleannerst lying, fpeaking ill to the 
good, feeking what is unpr oft table, bad inclinations; and affociating with 
thofe of a dilTerent rcligioti. The following are alfo indifpenfible duties. 
KefpetL for his Peer and teacher; venerating the idols i neither to be elated 
by praife, nor deprefled by reproach; to lit in a parttcolar manner j to 
frequent the temples, which they call Chietee; to place no more than a 
proper value on the things of t)ic world ; and to ft rive to obtain Jotegt in 
the manner deferibed in PatetijH i to have implicit belief in the words 
of his Peer t to waftc the mind and body by fufiering auftcrilics; not to 
fuffer the heart to dwell upon any fubjefi but the contemplation of the 
Deity; to improve in knowledge; and perfonn thofe excrcifes by which 
Muckut is obtained. 

They fay, that knowledge has iw-o caufes; i. Whatever is obtained by 
means of the fenfes; e, Whatever is gained by proofs. 

This re£l arc of four tribes j i, ^ehha&ehk^ who admit the exiftence of 
knowledge and things ; a, Sootraniti, who conlider aft things to be only 
ihc imagination of the fenfes; ^tJookaja, who believe that nothing ex ills 
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but knowledge; ibmgs being only ibe various fortus thereof; 4, Mcdfif’e~ 
muck^ who call knowledge and things or a cypher; and they never 
argue upon their exiHence or non-exiltencc. 

The followers of the doartnc of Boodh have many boohs on every 
fcience^ but they value mofl natural pbilofophy^ ethic ks^ and tbeolog)% 

N A S T I C K, 

Charbag, an ignorant Brahmin^ was the inventor of tills do8rinc. The 
Brahmins call this fefi Nasikk, ^ 

.They fay that nothing ex ills but the elements; and that all knowledge 
is obtained through the fenfes. They do not believe in a Cod, They 
fay that paradife is^ man being in that Bate which Is moil pleaGng to him, 
and totally independent of every one; and that hell is, being fubjeQ to the 
coRiinand of anothesi 

They fay that all men deftre only four things; t, riches; a, women; 
3, a good name; 4, good aSions. They admit only of fuch fcicnces as 
are ferviceable in this life, and prefer before ail others the equitable ad- 
mi nitration of good laws. 

This doflrine refcmbles that of the Greek fophifts}^ They have written 
. many books in reproach of others; hut which fcrvc as monuments of their 
own ignorance.

And any woman, or Miteatckj who 
Oics the image of Narayin^ in the temple of Bidreenara^h^ and performs 
certain incantations, in the next birth, the woman will become a man, 
and the ilfi 7 eetcA a Brahmin, This temple is in the northern moumains, 
a great way beyond Ifirdru-ur, 

THE SECOND KIND. The dilTercnt difeafes of ^ human body, 
which arc punifhments for crimes committed in a former Hate j and the 
various cercraonier for procuring health. 

Phyficiaus fay, that ficknefs originates in the animal conRitution; but 
ihofe that are {killed in the art we arc now treating of, maintain it to be 
a punilhmeni for crimes committed in a former Rate. The Hindoo philo- 
fophers divide bodily difeafes into three kinds i 1, Thofe that can he 
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cured by medicines; Tfaofe to be removed by certain eeremonief; 
3, And ihofe that require tbe appiicatioti of both methods. In order to 
difeover each* they deferibe three kinds of crimes, viz. what were done 
whilR awake- intentionally or unintentionally; and what wxre compiued 
during deep. They have volumes upon this art which they confult, and con¬ 
fide r phyli clans as itfclefs. 

The Headache is a puiillhment for having in a former Rate fpoken irre¬ 
verently to father or mother. Cure t Let him make of two tolahs of gold 
the imagM of Kushtip and jid'U^ and confide ring them to be the reprefem-. 
aiions of the Bthcr and mother of the Detatahs^ give them to the needy. 

Madnetf; is a pnnlllimcnt for difobcdlcnce to father, mother, or Peer. 
Cure: Let htin perform Chanderayint which is to eat on the firft day only 
one mouthful; two mouthfuls during the fecond day, and thus continue in- 
crcafmg a mouthful es’ery day, fora month; an^ then dccrcafinggradnally 
a mouthful on each day, till he leaves off as he began. Or let him make 
Kushult and Adit each of two tolahi of gold, and give them to the poor,

The Epilepsy Vi a punifhment for having adminiftered poifon to any 
,one, at the comt^and oFhis maflcr, Citre.* Bellowing in charily two fuch 
images as lad dcfcribcd, together with a cow, thirty-two feers of refame 
feed, and repealing Tome incantations in the name <3^ Makadco. 

Pain in the Eyes is a puntllimcnt for having coveted another man's wife. 
Care: Performing the fail of Chandcrayin,

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before lus new birth, will fofFcr many years torments in hclL Cure .* Per¬ 
forming the ceremony of Parajapuiti/^ which is of five kinds, i, Bellow¬ 
ing in charitya cow. 2, Or one tolah of gold. 3, Or feeding twelve 
Srahi^t. 4, Or throwing into the fire ten ihoufatid limca 3 mixture of 
refamd feed, ghee, honey, and fugar.' 5. Or going barefooted 10 a temple, 
for the diftance of a Jourjun^ Or let him make a boat ‘Stficr the following 
defeription: the boat of four toJahs of gold, the mall of filver, and fix oars 
€>r copper I and beftow it in charity. But if it Ihould be a punifoment for 
having only aacdin comradiaion to the commands of hii feihcr or mother, 
let him make the images of Kutf/Uft and Adit, as before dcfcribM:.*. 

Dumbness is a punilhmciit for having killed hi* filler. Care * Let him 
form a cow of the foltovving defeription : the body four tolahs of gold ; the 
hoofs two tolahs of filver; the bump two or three malha* of copper. This, 
with a yelfd of brafs for the milk, he muft give in charity, and for one 
week cat nothing but a mijtturcof milk, curds, ght^ and cow's urine and 
dung.

four feers of fugar-tandy her teeth ; two pearls her eyes; two pieces of 
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tignum aloes her hornsi two plantains her ears; wheat Dour her dugsj * 
three Tcers of fugar-cane for each leg; a white woollen , cloth thrown over 
the whole her hide; Ikcins of filk the tail. The hoo6 of this cow mu ft 
be of Giver, and her neck be covered wUh two pieces of red cloth j in 
the front muft he fet a copper vclTel; and eight feers of four different 
kinds of grain formed into a heap* Near her muft be placed a velTel full 
of honey to reprefent her calf, and copper vetfels full of fefani^ feed.

A Cough is a puniftimcnt for killing a Brahmin^ Cure; Making a lotus 
offour tolahs of gol(j|» and, after repeating certain mcantatiotis, performing 
with it the ceremony of^nitiR, and giving it to a righteous UrtiAmin. 

FIuj!' is a pumlliment for having killed his wile, without her having 
committed any fault. Cvre : Performing the ceremony of ATtiAnq/mv'wbicb 
is fpreading a deer Ikin, ^d laying upon it a heap ofJefame feed, and one 
hundred lolahs of gold, or more ; repealing cenain incaniatioit®, and per¬ 
forming the lloivitt. It is confidered as a very wicked aSion to accept 
of this charity. 
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• The AHhma is a punifiiment Tor having accepted of the Khhnajun, 
Cure: Make a buBaloe of iron, with horns of lead, and the forehead of 
ftone. Load it with keneer fiowers, cover it with a black bJanket, and 
pveit in charity, together with three and a half tnaund$ of raafh. 

Indig^tim is a punifhmem for having robbed a hoafe. Cure: Let him 
beftow in charity the following articles; a boufe and furniturej fevcti 
kinds of grab) j of each thirty-two feers j a haiid-jnilLj a pcllle and mortar; 
drinking veflelai a ftovoi a broom, a cow; and moneyraccording to his 
c ire urn fiances.'* * ^ 

THE THIRD KIND, for what crimes committed in a formor life; a 
woman has no children during her prefent exiflcnce j and other particulars. 

A woman whofthufband dies before her, in lier^Jormcr ftate was .©fa 
great family, which (he left to live with a firangeri and when he died, 
burnt bcrfclf with him. Cure: She muft pafs all fier life in auftcritics, 
or put an end to her exigence by bi*ying hcrf^If in fnow.

Firft, when 
it comes moHJy out of the Jeft nollril. .This they attribute to the inllucnce 
of the moon, and call j 4 fiJ«-.and Chattdernarce*- The fccond, when it iffucs 
mofl from the right ooftril, which they attribute to ihi^: influence of tlic 
fun, and therefore call So^rejnaree and PiTtgeh. The third Is, when both 
noflrils breathe equally, which they call SQokhmt^nm and SoomthDonaree^ 

The following is the order in which the breath ought to pafs through the 
nofe : from Pertva to the third CAirnrfrmaree, and the fame number 

of days Soorejnaree, alternately throughout the month. Others make it 
weekly thus, Sunday; Tuefday, I'karfday, and Saturday, Soorejuareci and 
Monday, Wednefday, and Friday, Chandernaree. Otlicrs maintain, that 
it is regulated by the fun's courfc through the zodiack, Aries beginning 
with SQQr^nareet Taurus with CAandemnree,. and thus alternately through 
^a 11 the figns. All the learned of the Hindoos bcHcve, that if a mau breathes 
differently from one of thefc three ways, fome misfortune will bcfal him. 
That if the irregulariiy.lalis two days, a quarrel will enfuc. If it continues 
ten days, fome misfortune will befal his wife. If fifteen days, he vrill have 
a fevere fit of ficknefs. If for a month, his brother will die. Others 
fpcak thus of the irregularities of breathing. If for a day and night Soo- 
rynaree is in excefs, the perfon will die at the expiration of a year. If it 
lafli two days and nights, he w'ill live two years, and fo a yeair for every 
day. If the excefs continues for a month, he will die at the end of the

In the De^han there are many 
who fing them in different wayj, amongff which are the following: t, Soo- 
rejpertassi Penjtaiisser % Sirbetoobekder i 4, Clianderperki^ i 5, 
Raghttddem} 6,Sboomra; and 7. Sur/unnee. 

The other kind of fongs arc called Depsee for local), each place having 
its peculiar ones, as Dhaorpud in Agra, Gnaliar, Ban^ and that neigh¬ 
bourhood. In the reign of Rajah Manfingh at Gualiar, three of his muG- 
cians, named Naik Bukhlhoo, Mujhoo, and Bhaunoo, formed a colteftion 
of fongs fuited to the tafte of every clafs of people. When ManGngh died, 
Bukhlhoo and Miijhoo went into the Tervice of Sultan Babader Gujeratty, 
and being highly effeemed by that prince, introduced into his court this 
kind of fongs. 

The Dhoorpud confiffs of Ran^as of three or four rhymical lines, of 
any length* They are chiefly in praife of men who have been famous for 
their valour or their virtue. The Dei/tee fong^ in the Telingee and Carna¬ 
tic diale&s, arc called Dherow ; the fubjefil Is generally love, Thofe fung 
In Bengal, arc called Sungeeta. Thofe of Jownpoor, Cfiootkuttu, Thofe of 
Dehly, Kowl and 'Teraneh^ Thefe lafl were compofed by Ameer Khofru 
of Dchty, with the affiffance of Samut and Tctar; they are a delightful

The DAarAee are thofc who fing the Penjaby fongs^ which they accom¬ 
pany with the Dekdekf and itiligeroA, Many of thefe fing in the field of 
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Baltic ihc pralfes of heroes, to excite the troops to valiant aQions, The 
KeivaU are of this number, but Jing chiefly the Dchly airs and Perliaii fong^ 
in the fame ftyle. The Poorke^a^ the men accompany their voices with the 
and the women with ihc Tal\ formerly they fung the Kirkeh^ 
but now the i>A£H7r^itd, and fuch like. There arc many bcauiifut women 
of this clafs* The DufLun arc chiefly Piojaby women, who play on the 
Dttff' and DeKl, and fing Dhaorptid^ and the Seldah^ or nuptial and birth¬ 
day Tongs. Formerly they appeared only before women; but now they 
wilt exhibit in public^ The Sstdehtal^, the men of ibis clafs have large 
Dttffx, and one of the women plays at once upon thirteen pair of T’a/, 
placing tltera upon her wrifts, backs of the hands, elbows, (boulders, back 
of the neck, and on the bread, Thcfe are modly natives of Gujerat and 
Malva. The AutworA dance with graecful motions, and fing and play 
upon the Pttkawejf Rthahy and Tal, 

The JCVcrrunnyn are JJraAmiiis, whofe indniments are fuch as were in 
ufe amongd the ancients, viz. die Pukawej^ Rebate and TaL They are 
boys dreffed like women, who fing the praifes of Kifljen. The Bkuste^eh, 
whofc fongs arc the fame as die lad; but tiicy change their drefTcs, and 
arc great mimics. They exhibit at night. The Bkunuieyeh greatly refemble 
i’.ie lad, but exhibit both in day and night. They dance in a furpriling 
manner, in the compafs of a brat difh, called, in the Hindovee language, 
Tffl/t'e. They aifo fing. The Rhend play on the Dhei and Tal, and fing. 
They reprefent different animals. They draw up water through the nof- 
trits. They run an iron fplt down their throat into the fiomach. They 
fwallow a mixture of diiTcrent kinds of grain, and then bring them up 
again feparatcly, with other flights of hand. The Kuvjerte, the men play 
on the PukmueJ^ Reh^h^ and Te/* and the women fing and dance. His 
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majcfly calls them XitJtchenee, The Nut play on the Z?eA/and Th/, dance 
upon the rope, and throw themrelves into ftrangc poflures. The Be&roopee 
exhibit in the day, and change their appearance in fuch a manner, that 
old men feem to be youths, and youths old men, beyond detection. The 
jugglers arc To dexterous, that they will Teem to cut a man in pieces, and 
join him together again. 

The Akaureu, cr Privtite Singing and £)aFiciji^, 

This is an entertainment given at night by great pcopSe to their own 
family. The perfonners arc generally w'otnen of the houfe, who arc in- 
ftrufied by proper people, 

A fet confifls of four dancers, four lingers, and four others who play the 
Tal, with two Pukau’fjf two Oiupunhs, one one Junteri and two 

who (land by with torches. They arc for the moft part injlruClcd by the 
Nutwakf who fometimes teach (laves of their own, and then fel) them. 

His majclty is exccffivcljr fond of mufic, and has a pcrrcEi knowledge 
of its principles. This art, which the generality of people nfe as the 
means of obtaining deep, ferves to amufe him and keep him awake.

Ii is incumbent on a monarch to diveft himfcir of avarice and anger, 
by following the counrclsofwifdom, and not to debafe himfelf by the com> 
miflion of any of the eight crimes above mentioned. If he unfortunately 
fuffers injury from others, it behoves him to be moderate in his refent* 
ments. It is his indifpeniible duty to fear God; to be juft and mcrcirul 
hinifctr,and to excite the like difpofiiion in others j to pay particular rc- 
fpeft to men of exalted rank, and behave with kindnefs and condefcenllon 
towards his fubjeSs of every'defcripiion. He fhould be ambitious to 
extend his dominions; and prote£l his fubjefU from the oppreflions of his 
officers, from robbers, and other evil doers; proportioning the puniffiment 
to the offence. In every thing that concerns himfelf he fhould be patientj 
and forgiving of injuries. For his intelligencers, he mull make choice of 
men of wifdom and integrity. No enemy is fo inlignificanc as to be bc- 
ncadi his notice ; and therefore he ought to he ever on his guard. Neither 


o 
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irniB lie be vain of his own wcalih or power- A wife prince will banifh 
from his court all corrupt and dcfigning men. The king refirmblcs a 
gardener^ who plucks up the ihorni and briers, and throws ihcm on one 
fide, whereby be beautifies his garden, and at the fame time raifes a fence, 
which prefcncs his ground from the imrnfion of llrangcrs. Thus a mO' 
narcli employs on his frontiers men of bold and daring difpolitions; mak¬ 
ing them a ferviccablc barrier againll invaders ; and purging his dbart of 
turbulence and ft rife. The gardener lops olF the redundant branches, 
and plucks away fucb leaves as would only ferve to deprive the tree of its 
(Ircngih. In like manner the king detaches from the nobles their too nu¬ 
merous friends, and dangerous dependents. The gardener alfo refrcflics 
the weak trees with water; and the king fuflains his po?r foldicrs by 
fcaronable liberality. 

^ If the king bath not fufficichl ability of ‘mind, or ftrength of confti- 
tution, to execute all public affairs himfclF, he mull fearch for a man of 
exemplary piety and-approved integrity, and who to the fe valuable ejua^ 
lilies adds experience, and afUvity in buTinefs. Him he mufl confult on 
all occafions with implicit confidence, and imruffwkh the executive power. 
In affairs of moment, it is not advifable to confult with many, becaufe 
that to be qualified to give advice on fuch occafions requires fidelity, libe¬ 
rality of fentiment, valour, and circiunfpeflion > qualities that are feldom 
found united in one perfon- Some ancient mqnarchs, indeed, made it a 
rule to confult men of a contra^' defeription, and to aft diametrically op- 
poftte to their advice. But the)' were frc^u^ntly deceived by this method; 
becaufe it is difficult to erafe from the mind the bad impreffiom which are 
received from timid or crafty counfcls, ignorance, or malice. They found 
it the fafeft way to join with the prime miniftcr a few wife and expeii-

cnccd irienj and to require cacii in deliver ttis opinion in writings to be 
feparaiciy canvalied and debated upon. A prince, moreover, rcqulrca a 
Seamed adrologer, and a fkiiful phyOclan. A wife king {elects his friends 


with jiidgnicnt; and conciliates the aSedion of Ids troops. He fills bis 


treafury by prudent management. He divides his dominions imp proper 
portions) and eommiu them to the govemment of virtuous men, amongit 
whom he takes care topreferve perfed unanimity. He examines the date 


of the foitrcircs In his dominions3 and is ever attentive to the fecurity 


and profperity of his empire. With thofc princes who are his equals in 
power, he takes care to maintain peace and friendihipj and from tbofe who 
arc weaker than himfdf he exafls tribute. IF any monarch is more power¬ 
ful than himl^r, he conUnually flrJvcs to fowdtlTenfion amongfl his troops ; 



» and if he is hot able to eSed this, prudently purchafes his friendlhip^ If 
polfiblc, he preferves peace with every one j, but when war is unavoidable, 
fiipports his dignity by vigorous and boid'operations. The prince whofe 
territory adjoins to his, although he may he friendly in appearance, yet ought 
not to bc^ truRcd t he (bould always be prepared to oppofe any fudden 
attack from that quarter. With him whofe country lies next beyond 
the one lafl mentioned, he ihould enter into alliance; but no conuexioB 
Oiould be rormed with thofe who arc more remote. If he findk it ne- 
cefiary to attack his enemy, he {hould invade his country during the lime 
ofharvefi. ,

The judge mull creft his tribunal facing the call. He mull conGder 
it a religious obligation to difqharge the duties of his office with impar- 
lialily and juft ice. If he cannot execute all the bufmefs himfelf, he may 
dcleg^atc his authority to men of experience, courage, and aftivity. 

The plaintiff they call Badee, and the defendant Pirtbndee. When a 
complaint is preferred to the judge, if the defendant is a debilitated old 
man, or is under the age of twelve years, or is an idiot, or is infanc, or 
is Tick, or is employed on the bufincfs of the Hate, or is a woman without 
relations, or a woman of family, fuch an one cannot be fummoneii before 
a court of jufticc; the judge ffiall conimiffion an intelligent perfon to in¬ 
terrogate upon the cafe.

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rain, that a. charge ii fufficicniTy cftabliflicd by the evidence of one perfon 
of known vcracily. 

An infant under Eve years of age cannot be a witnefs in any cafe, neither 
can a man who is rupcraiir.uated. The evidence of a Soodcr can only be 
of fervice (o a Soo(Jct, imAif a handicraftfinan but for one of his pro- 
^ feffion. Neither can any of the followtog bear evidence; one who is blind, 
lame or (leaf; nor an idiot, nor a madman, nor a gambler, nor a notori¬ 
ous fimicr; nor one who at the time h fuffering^hunger or thirfl. Or is 
under the influence of pafiion ; or a thief, or any criminal, whom they are 
carrying to fuffer death ; nor a woman, excepting in female concern^ nor 
a friend Tor a friend; nor an enemy a^gaitiE an enemy. The judge will dc* 
rive collateral proof by the phyfio^my, and prevaricarion of ihe parties. 

* 

The above ftipulations are 10 be obferved in all cafes, excepting mur¬ 
der, theft, affault, or abuGve language. 

If nciihcr party can produce any proof in writing, nor bring any wlt- 
netfcj, the judge fhall determine according to the bcfl of bis judgment. 
But if the merit of thecaufe is fo doubtful, that he cannot take upon him- 
fclF to pafs a decifioi}, he fliall propofe the ordeal. According to fomc 
the ordeal can only be performed by.the plaintiff. Theirta re eight kinds 
of ordeal. The kind.. They weigh the perfon in a pair of fcales: 
then they perform certain rcli^ous ceremonies and weigh him again, 
when if he is found to be lighter than he was the firll time, hi* claim is ad. 
milted; but if his fcale preponderates, or the balance Hands even, he is 
declared a liar. Some books admit of a trilling difference. This kind of 
ordeal is pecubar to the Brahmins. The second hind. They deferibe feven 

or 
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ov nine circles from one centre, with the diftance of rixtecn fingers 
breadth between each periplier/. Then the perfoii who is to pciform the 
ordeal bathes lumfelF, and perrorms certain rcHgioos cercmoiiles; after 
which he rubs over his hands rice bran, and fpreading open both palms, 
lays upon them feven green Peepul leaves, which are bound round feven 
times with raw filk. Next they place thereon a red hot iron weighing 
gt fcers. With this in his hands be walks between the circles, and upon 
arriving at the lad, ihrosvs down the iron, when if it has not burnt his 
hands, he is declared u, have gained his caufe. If he lliould chance to let 
the iron fall before he has paOed over all the circles, he muft begin again. 
The third kind. The perfon Hands up to the navel in water with his face 
towards the eafi. He next dives under the water, when one of the by- 
ftanders fhoots frmn a bow, meafuring io6 fingers breadth, an arrow made 
of reed, without any iron fpikc. and another perfon runs and fetches it 
back. If ibe appellant keeps all this while under water, his caufe is de¬ 
clared juft. This ordeal is peculiar to the Byefs call. The.fourth kind. 
Deadly poifoil is adminiftcicd thus*, in Uiissunt feven grains ; or in A.'ur- 
reijhhim five grains; or in Burreyha four grainsj or in Sird fix grains; or 
in Ihjment and Shhkor eight grains. This is to be mixed up with thirty 
times the <iuaiitily of ghee 4 and after repeating certain incantations, ad- 
mimficred to the per fin who is to be tried. He rauft turn his face to 
the fouib, and iho'perfon who adminifters it muft look towards the caft, or 
the north. If it has not any effca during the lime that the rpc6UitOTS can 
clap their hands five hundred times, his caufe is pronounced juft, and 
antidotes are given him. This ordeal is peculiar to the Sooder call. The 
Jiflk kind. They walk an idol with water, and after praying before it, the 
perfon who is to be tried drinks three handfuls of the water. If no 
misfortune befals him within fourteen days from that lime, his caufe is 
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pronounced jufl, TArf iixth kind. They pui Into an earthen veJTcl a par¬ 
ticular kind of rice, called Sathee, and let it Hand all ni[;ht. In the Tnorn- 
ing, after repeating certain incantations, the perfoa who is to he tried cats 
the rice, looking towards the eaft. He then fpits upon a leaf of the 
Peepul tree, or If the faliva is miacd with blood, or the 

corners of hi.i mouth Twell, or be trembles;, he is declared to be a liar- 
Tfie seventh kind. Tbey put forty dams of ghee, or refamf oil, into an 
earthen or ftone vcflcl, meafuring fixteen fingers in length and breadth, • 
and four fingers deep. This they keep upon the 6re, till it bolls violently, 
when they throw In a malha of gold. If the perfon who is to be tried, 
takes out the gold between his forefinger and thumb, without fcalding him- 
fclf, he is declared to be a man of veracity. The eigiith kind. They write 
the words Dehrevt and Adherem upon plates of Qtver and lead, or upon 
pieces of white and black linen, or Bhaiajputter^ and put diem into a Dag- 
gon, which has never held water. The perfon whofe caufe is to be decid¬ 
ed, puts in his hand, and if he draws out the word*X>eAre«n, it proves his 
afTertion to be true. This kind of ordeal is common to all the four tribes. 

If a caufc cannot he decided in. otie day, the judge admits the defen¬ 
dant to bad. Till one foil is decided another'can not be preferred agaltill 
the fame perfon. 

When a claim is proved, the perfon who gains the fult is put in poflef- 
fion; aJid the judge exaSs a fine of equal value from the defendant. And 
if the plaintiB'toics his caufe, he in the like manner pays double the fum 
fued for. 


I lhall now proceed to .give a lummary of the Hindoo lavrs. 
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DEBT* 

If there is a fitnple debt, ivithout any depoGtf aiid there i^ a difpute 

about the intercfl^ a Brahmin fhall pay two per cent, per mctircm; a 

Kehtcrcc three i a Byefa four j and a Soodcr five. .

If there ia a collateral fecurity, then only a fourth of the above is reco¬ 
verable, even althougb a higher rate had been agreed upon between the 
parties. 

^ Upon adventures by land, ten per cent, is allowable, and twenty-hve per 
cent, for rilks by fca. 

If there had been an agreement for a particular time, and the time 
fhould be conOderabty clapfed, the judge fhall not allow for intered a 
fum exceeding the principal. In agreemeiits for grain, as far as five times 
the principle is allowed. 


DEPOSIT.

If a perfon has employed a depoGt ilt^ally, and when it is demanded, 
demurs paying back the money, he fhall be fined half the principal fum 
in addition, for uttered. ^ 

• 

If he defends the fuit, and the plaintiff cannot produce any writing or 
witnefs, the judge may privately dired fome other perfon to depofit Ibmc- 
thing widt the plaintiff, and after fome time demand it back again, when, 
if he refufes, he thall he compelled to fatisfy the firll claim, or clfc fubmit 
to be tried by ordeal.

If a thief fteali from a traftee any depofit *, or it is barnt* or is loft by 
water, or is taken away by an enemy in plunderj he DiaU not make tefti- 
tution.

If he has dizninifhed it, be thall pay the deficiency to the plaintiff, and 
the like fum to the judge. 

CL\IMS or PROPERTY. 

If the owner proves that his property has been ilfegally conveyed over 
to another, it ihall be reftored to him, and the money taken back from 
the feller. 

If he difeovers that tt is hidden, or fold under value, or he finds litn the 
poffcHiori of a perfon who cannot give an aceotint how he came by it, the 
judge [hall re [lore the property to the owner, and exa6l a fine according 
to the rank of the offender. . 

If any perfon difeovers him who has ftolen any thing, the informer ftiall 

m 

not be fmed, but the thief. ^ • 

PARTNERSHIP. 

If partners have a dirpute, and it appears that they had entered into a 
formal agreement of panfitrfhip, the judge ihall determine according to the 
terms of their engagement. But if there was not any particular agree¬ 
ment, the profit and loft Ihall be divided in proportion to the Diarc'of 
each in the flock.

If a partner loofcs or injures the property of the partnerfliip, or it 

bas 
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Ita; been employed or carried away without the confent of the other part^ 
nerj, he Ihall make relUtution. 

If one of the partners commits any diRioncfly in the managcincnt of the 
parincrfliipi lie lhall Brit make good the deficicacyf and then be cjc 3 cd 
from the partnerfliip j and if any (hare of profit t; due to him at the time^ 
it fliall he cxaflcd by the judge. 

If a partner is fet to gu^ the joint Hock, and through his negieft 
any thing is loit or injured^ he fhail make refiuution. 

GIFTS. 

If any thing is given away under the inOucnce of ang erj ficknefs t ih r - 
row, or fear, or as a bribe, or in jefi, it Is ailowabie to take it back; and 
alfo whatever has been given by an infant, an idiot, or a madman. But 
in no other cafes can a gift be refumed. 

If any thing has been given with a view of obtaining future reward ; or 
has been exchanged for any thing elfe; it cannot, under any pretence, be 
taken hack. 


WAGES, HIRE, anj> RENT. 

If wages, or hire, or rent, is received to advance, the agreement mud 
he fulfilled. If it is broken, the olfendcT iha]|i be fined in donbic the 
fum. But if he had only entered into an engagement without receiving 
the money, then for the failure he (liaU only be fined in the fum agreed 
for.

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If a ferrant lofci hh triaftcEs property, he mult make reHUutton. But if 
it was taken from him forcibly, he is not anfwcrabte, 

PUBLIC REVENUE. 

If any one fails in the payment of his revenue to govemtncni, his 
property fhaU be feized, and he (hall be banilbed. 

BUYING AMD SELLING, 

The buyer may return His pnrebafe ot^the day he bought it, without 
any coniideraiion; on the fccond day he may fend it back, upon Ibrfcic- 
ing a twentieth part of the price; but after the fecond day, he cannot 
return h. The follownig arc exceptions : A maid fervatit may be Tent back 
within a tnonihj a (lave within fifteen days; grain within ten days ; a jewel 
within feven days ; cattle in general within five days t ^ mikfa cow within 
three days; iron within one day; unlcfs there are any particular flipula- 
lions to the contrary. 

The Teller may take back his goods within the fame period; but then 
he iDufl fuftam the fame lois as would have fallen upon the buyer had be 
returned them. 


HERDSMEN. 

If, through the negle^ of a herdfman, a beaft is loH, or dies, or is burr. 
He is obliged to repair the injury. 

If a bead enters a field adjoining to a town, and eais the produce, the 
herdfinan is not anfwcrablc for the damage, but the man who was fet to 
watch the crop. But if it was not through his neglefl, then the mafter 
Ll * of

of the bead fhall pay it, Fiitcs exacted ly Judge for the above iretpass. 
For a buffaloe, camels or afs, feven mafhas of ftlvcr. For an ox, three and 
one hair madias : Tor a fheep or goat, one and three quarters of a maflia. 
ir a bcadjles down and cats, the fine is doubled. But for beads with¬ 
out owners no one is rcfpondble. Eleven days artcr the death of aBrabroin, 
it is ufual for his family to let loofe eight, or four, or one bull, with a 
number of cows, which are previoufly branded in a particular manner. 
The fame is done thirteen days after the death of a Keliicree; fixteen 
daj's after the death of a Byefs; and thirty-one days after the death of a 
Sooder, The cattle are allowed to rove where they pi cafe. Neither can 
any fine be exaQed for a cow, who has jud calved, and lies down in a 
field. 


BOUNDARIES. 

Difputes concerning boundaries cannot be enquired into during the 
rains. Hulbandmen generally mark thdr boundaries by burying thereon 
a dies, dones, broken tiles, hair, bones, and fuch other articles as do not 
foon perifit in the ground. Sometimes a tree is a boundary. The judge 
miifl determine upon thefe proofs, joined to the evidence of at lead four 
hulbandmen, herdrmen, or hunters. The following is the method. Each 
of the witnedes mud be drelTed in red, with a firing of red flowers round 
his neck, and placing a clod of earth upon his head, he fhall fay, “ If 1 
fpeak falfely, my good works fliall be of no avail unto me/' If there are 
not any witnefTcs, nor any marks for didtnguifhmg the boundary, the 
judge fhall decide at his diferation. 
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ABUSIVE LANGUAGE. 

This they^ tccIcot of three kinds, viz. i. Abufing another to his face. 
Sj Indireft abufe. 3, Reproacbitig a man’s mother or lifter. 

For the two firft, if the offender be inferior to him whom he has abufed, 
he thall be Bned i a|-dam3; and if they are equal, half that fum. If a fu> 
perior offends in fuch mantrer againft his inferior, he lhaU be fined in a 
fourth of that fum. 

For the third kind, if the offence is committed agatttll a fuperior, the fine 
is 35 dams. If they arc equal, or a Brahmin abufes a Kchicree, or a Kch- 
tcree a Brahmin, the offender (hall pay 50 dams. If a Byefs offends in 
this manner againft a Brahmin, he ftiali pay 70 dams ; but if a Brahmin 
offends thus againft a Byefs, be (ball pay only 1 dams. Attd thus between 
Byefs and Sooder, 

If any one fpeaks difrcrpefirully of a Dewtah, of the Eing, or of a Brah¬ 
min who has ftudtcd the four Bedes, he ftiall be fined 5^0 dams. If he 
abufes a whole family, he (hall be fined S70 dams, or if all the inhabitants 
of a city, 135 dams. 


ASSAULT. 

This they reckon of four kinds. 1, Throwing at any one clay, earth, or 
filth, if Putting in bodily fear, by threatening a blow with a Rick, or any 
other weapon. 3, Striking a blow with the hands, feet, or with any weapon. 
4, Wounding with any weapon. 
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The ^rst htnd. For fimpl>' throwing any thing* he ftiall be fined five 
dams j and if he foils him, (cn dams j provided the parties arc equals. But 
if the offender is the inferior, he ftiall he fined double, and if he is the 
fuperior, only half the fum. 

The tecottd hind. For threatening, five dams, if the parties arc equals \ 
but if the offender is the inferior, doublei or if he is rupeiior, only half 

that fum. 

The third kind. If the blow occafions a fwelling or bruife, and the 
parlies are equals, 270 dams. I f the offender is the inferior, the offending 
member fball be cut off; or the judge may inQi& a fuitable fine. The 
^nes arCf A Kehicrce againll a Brahmin 540 dams; a Byefs againft a Brah¬ 
min lo&o; a Soodcr againft a Brahmin 2160- A Byefs againft a Kchlcrec; 
or a Soodcr againft a Byefs 54<3 : or a Sooder againft a Kebieree lO&O. 
But if a Brahmin offends againft a Kehicrcc, he pays only 270.01 if againft 
a Bvefs 135, or a Sooder and fo downwards in the other cafts, to¬ 
wards one another. 

Tfie fnurth kind. Between equals, if the Ikin is fcratchcd, fifty dattut 
if the Ilcih is torn, ten tolahs of gold > if a bone is broken, the offender 
lhall be baniOied. If an inferior offends thus againft a fiiperior, the fine 
iliall be double i but if the offender is the fuperior, It lltall be only half of 
what is paid between equals. If any medicine is required, he fliall pay 
the expcncc ihcareof, and alfo maintain the wounded perfon till cured. 

^ If any one by a blow hurts a fhcep or a goat, he fhall be fined eight 
dams J if it is lamed, be ftiall pay its full price to the owner, and 125 dams 
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to the judge i and if U is kilkd, double the price, and a fine of *50 dams. 
If a borfc, or camel, or ox, be fo injured, be fiiall pay double the price 
10 the owner, and to the judge the fame fine as for a lUcep. 

If any valuable vcgciablca are injured by any perfon, the owner fiialt 
receive the full price, and the judge cjcaft a fine of ten dams; or if it be 
of little value, only eight daroi* 

THEFT. 

If any one fleali one hundred lolahs of gold or Giver, or any thing of 
that value; or a quality of grain not lets than 6Gj maunds; or carries 
away a child, or any one of a family; or another man's wife, he Diall be 
punilhcd with death. 

For Healing lefs than the fum above-mentioned, they Ihall cut off one of 
his hands. IF it be fifty tnafhas or Icfs, they fiiall fine him eleven lime* 
tl«: fum. The fame concerning grain* 

In the cafes above-mentioned, whatever has been flolcn fliall be rc- 
Hored to the owner; and if the criminal is not able to pay the fine, he Ihall 
be condemned to bondage. For leflcr thefts, the punilhment thall be in-* 
QiSed at the dlfcretion of the judge* 

MURDER. 

If an inferior kills His fiiperior, he lliall fuSer death* If a Brahmin kills 
a Brahmin, his efiatc Ihall be confifeated, and the hair of bU head cut off; 
he Ihall be branded in the forehead and baniihed. If 3 Brahmin kills a 
Kehtcree, he Ihall be fined 1000 cows and a bull. If a Brahmin kills a 
3 
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Bycfs, he {hall be fined 100 cows and a bull. If a Brahmin kills a Sooilcr, 
he Qiall be fined icn cows and a bull. The fame fines are infliaed on 
a Kehtcree for killing a Kehterec, and on a Byefs for killing a Byefs, &c. 
jr a Sooder kills a Sooder, he is fined 500 cows and a bull. 

If the murderer is not difeovered, ihe inhabitants of the city, town, or 
quarter, where the murder was committed, fhall endeavour to find him; 
and in default, they arc fubjea to whatever fine the judge may think pro¬ 
per to inOia.

ADULTERY. 

‘Wbofoever deflowers a virgin of his own- caft, without her making any 
rcritlancc. fhall be compelled to marry her. If he ravifhes her, he lhall be 
pul to death; but no punifhment infliftcd on the woman. If the offendec 
is a Brahmin, he fhall only fuSer banifhmcnt. 

If fhe was not a virgin, but one who was not ufed to go abroad, and 
confemed, and they arc both of the fame caff, he fhall be fined 870 dams. 
If he forced ber, the fine fhall be 540 dams. If fhe is a woman who is 
ufed 10 go abroad, and confcnted, the fine fhall be 850 dams, and if forced*, 
500 dams. If the man is fuperior in caft to the woman, the fine, in all 
thefc cafes, fhall be 250 dams; but if the man is inferior, he fhall, in all 
eafes, be put to death; and they fhall cut oS* the woman's ears and nofe.. 

MAM AK© WIFE. 

li^ immediately after marriage, a man difeovers any natural defeft on his 
wife, he may part w'ith her without being fubjefl to any profecution; but 
the father of the woman fhall be fined.- 


If 
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If a man a^ees la give a perfan one danghier In marnage^ but aTicf- 
wards gives bim another^ he 111 all be obliged to give hliu both. 

If a hurbaod goes on a pilgrimage^ and is abfent beyond tbc lime he had 
.'"agreed upon* the wife fliall fUy at his boufe during the fpace of eight years, 
ywhatever her clrcumUanccs in life may be. If he travels to acquire 
knowledge, or in queft of fortune, fhc (hall flay in his houfe hx yearSf 
waiting his return. If he is gone to marry another woman, three years. 
After the expiration of the prcrcribcd pctlod, for each cafe, (he is at liberty 
to leave his houfe in purfuit of her bufmefs. The liutband then has it not 
in his power to put her away t but if fhe leaves his houfe before her time, 
he is at liberty to part with her. 

If the hufbatid is fick, and the wife docs not attend him, he cannot part - 
with her for this ncglcQ; however, he may refurc to fpeak to her for three 
months, and he may take back whatever prefents he bad given her. But 
after this, be muH be reconciled to her. 

The Brahmins cannot divorce thdr wives. But if a hufband commits a 
capital crime, or has any contagious diftemper, it is lawful for the wife to 
feparate berfclf from him* 

If a Brahmin has four wives, one of each call, each (hall perform the 
ceremonies of her own particular call} but the Brahmin, on all religious 
occalions, and for anointing his body with oil, See. can employ only her 
of his own call. 
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INHERITANCE. 

If a man dies and leaves behind him a Ton, or fems, and a widoV} they 
fiiall itiherit his ellate equally. 

If therebeneiiber Tons, nor widow, the daughter who is unmarried is the 
heir. 

If there he neither Ton, widow, nor unmarried daughter, then the mother 
of the dcccafed ia the heir. 


If he neither leave behind him a mother, then hU father fhall be the 
heir. 

If he neither leave behind him a father, then hb brother fhall be the 
heir. 

If he neither leave behind him a brother, then his brother’s Ton fhall 
be the heir.. 

In default of a brother’s Ton, the eflatc fball be divided among! the 
next of kin. 

If he leave not any relations, then the eftate fliall go to bis tutor, or it 
be is not alive, to bis fchooUfellows.

If there be neither any of thefe, then the king is die heir* 
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GAMING. 

Wliofoever plays if ith falfe dice, (hall be bantfhcd. 

If any one refufes to pay bi$ gamcj it (hall be forced from him. 

The judge is entitled to a tenth of whatever is gained at play. 

What 1 have here delivered is a mere fummary of the Hindoo laws. 
There are a multitude of other cafes, with various and comradiSory com¬ 
mentaries on each. 

CHAR ASHERUM, oa THE FOUR HINDOO DECREES. 

I now proceed to deferibe the cuAoms and manners of the Hindoos, and 
their religious ceremonies. 

The following are the rules obfert'cd by the Brahmins. When a 
Brahmin is out of his minorTty, he divides the remainder of hii Hfe into 
four portions, for the performance of the four Alhcrnm, or degrees. 

Tse First Decrei, or Berhtmeharee. The Brahmins regard the Ze- 
nar as one of the hrft principles of their religion: indeed none of the 
three Brit tribes conCder thetnfclvcs initiated till they have put it on. 
A Brahmin may put on the Zenar at any tinte between eight and Hxtecn 
years of age; a Kchieree, from eleven till twcnty-iwos aByefs, from twelve 
to twenty-four j but a Soodcr cannot wear it. If any of the three tribes 
negleds to put on the Zmar within the preferibed time for each, he is not 
conCdcrcd as a Hindoo. A Brahmin receives the Zenar from his father 
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^or tutor; aKohtcTce and a Bycfs, from the hands of a Brahmin, Only 
a Brahmin can twift this cord j and that ■which a Brahmin puts on the firft 
time, muft be twilled by his father or tutor. It is made after the fol¬ 
lowing manner; three threads, each mcafuring nmety-fix hands, are twifted 
together; then they are folded into three, and twilled again, making it to 
ConGll of nine threads. This is folded again into three, but without any 
more twifting, and each end fallcncd with a knot. This is the Zmar, 
■which, being pul upon the left fhouldcr, palTes to the right fide, and 
hangs down as far as the fingers can reach. A Brahmin wears four 2*?- 
norj together, and the other two cafia only three. Some fay that for this 
purpofe cotton thread is ufed by the Brahmins ; worfted by the Kchtcrec; 
and hempen thread by the Byefs, The firft time that they put on the Ze- 
«(ir, they hang along with it a fiip of deer Ikin, three fingers breadth; but 
it is fhorter than the Zenar. A Brahmin ufes antelope fkin; a Kehteree 
any other deer Ikin; and a Byefs goat fkin. They, moreover, at this 
lime, wear round the waifta cord, made of a particular kind of grafs, called 
MoonJ. 

He next learns the Gay/eree, which arc certain words in praife of the fun. 
This they confider like the Kclma of the Mahommedans. 

A Brahmin alfo receives a ftafF of palafs wood; but for a Kehtcrce, or 
Byefs, it is made of any other wood. 

After iheperfoimance of thefe ceremonies, the noviciate is brought from 
his father’s houfe, and placed under his tutor, to be inflruQed in (he Bedes; 
beginning firft with reading bis own particular Bede. They fay, that when 
the philofophcr Byais divided the Bede into four parts, he inftrufled foffr 
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of his difclptcs in the retpeOive doQrincj of each; the defeendints of 
which difciples have followed the tenets of the particular Bede inculcated 
by the 6rft teacher. The)' never begin to read the Bedes at any of the 
following times, Punva, Ponren jS/ojs, ^mavusti neither in 

the nights of j^sAfomeen, nor Ckutturdussy ; nor during an edipfe. But 
any other of the hx abovc^meruioned ceremonies may be performed at thofe 
tiroes. 

When a BerAetJic/ioree goes to the nccelTary, he hangs the 2cJi<ir upon 
his right car. On this occaiion, tn the day lime he turns bis face to the 
north, and at night to the fouth. He afterwards wafhes Ins privities five 
times with water, having each lime prcvioufly ufed earth. This is per¬ 
formed with the left hand, which he then cicanfes Eve times in the fame 
manner. Next he wafhes both hands five times; and concludes with 
wafhing his feet thrice. When he urines, he cicanfes the parts once with 
earth and water, and then three times with w*atcr ; uhng bis left hand as 
before; after which he wafhes both hands and feet. This is the number of 
purifications required from the time of putting on the Zenaft tiU fixteen 
years of age, after wliich period they arc doubled. After performing three 
ablutions, he fits down upon his haunches looking towards the call or 
north. Then he takes in his right hand a little water, which itc drinks. 
Then hcdcaus his teeth with a MstvaA, uling a frefh one every day. 

The drefs of a Berhemcharec conQds of, i, The iungote/ee, which 
is a piece of doth for covering the privities, a, The Lurtgeej ano¬ 
ther cloth which covers the Lungowtee, 3, A fhcet without any future. 
4, A linen cap. He bathes every morning before fun-rife, without 
any covering but the Lungowtee^ and the cord of MoottJ, He begins 

with 
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wth taking up in his right hand a Ikilc water, and fays, » Pardon my 
/ olTences.*’ After which he throws away the water. Then he rubs him* 

feir all over with earth, and if he is in a river, dives three times, or elfe 
he throws water thrice over his body, and mbs himfclf with his hands. 
Next he repeals the name of God, and then thrice takes up in hU right hand 
a liiilc water, wiiieh he ftps, and repeats certain prayers, during all which 
time he fprinkles water upon his head. Then with his forefinger and 
thumb he Hops his noftrils, and bowing down his face to the furfacc of the 
water, repeats another prayer, and then dives, or throws water over him¬ 
fclf thrice. He then Iprinkles feven times his forehead, bread, and 
{boulders. Then joining bis open hands, he fills them eight times with 
water, and throws it towards the fun, repeating a panicular prayer j after 
this he lips a little water, and repeats the Para^enam, mentioned under 
the article Pcieryr/. Tins they call the ablution, whether it be performed 
in a river, pond, wcil, or houfe. He then puts on his clothes, and if he 
is a follower of Ram, makes a mark with afhes along his forehead. If he 
is a follower of AT/jAew, he makes twelve kuflikehs, namely upon his fore¬ 
head, brcall, navel, the right and left Tides thereof, the {houldcrs, tips of 
the ears, the loins, the crown of the head, and the throat. The clay of 
(he Ganges is in the higheft efteem for this ceremony; but they fomciimes 
ufe faffron, and other dyes. A Sooder marks only a circle upon his fore¬ 
head. After this he takes up his flaff, and puts over Ills (Honlders a lea¬ 
ther belt, which fallens at the navel with a cufhlon. Then be performs 
the Sindeykaf which is faying a certain prayer, and drinking and fprink- 
ling water in a particular manner. Next he performs the UotP/iif or burnt 
facrlfice. 

When he has performed all thefe ceremonies, he goes and wails up. 

on 
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on his tutor^ and reads ihc Bedes, Immediately that the fun begins to 
decline, the Berkemcharee repeats all the ceremonies above deferibed, with 
fomc trifling variation. Then he goes and begs food from three, five, or 
fevcfi houfes t but he will not receive any from a Sooder, \Vhcn he has 
drelTed a rufEcient Quantity, he carries it to hi* tutor, and afks permillloQ 
to eal. Before he begins to eat, he fays a prayer, and performs fomc par¬ 
ticular ceremonies: and after he has done, repeats another prayer. He 
never fpeaks during meals. At the dufk of the evening he repeats the 
Sindeyka and IdoicMt After this he reads two or three bours, and then 
fleeps upon the ground on a bed of ffraw, a tiger’s fkin, deer fkin, or fuch 
like. He abflains from ltdh, honey, beetle, and perfumes. A Bsrkem~ 
chares wears his head fhaven, leaving a lock of hair at the back of the 
crown. The hair of iHc other parts of the body is fuffered to grow. He 
ufes neither Sirmak nor oil; and never goes where there is finging, danc¬ 
ing, or gaming. He never kills any animal; and has no commerce with 
women. He never cats of any difh, till his tutor has ufled it* He is cn. 
joined toabOain from lying, anger, avarice, and envy; and is forbidden to 
fpcak ill of anyone, even aiibough he may deferve it. In fhort, he is com¬ 
manded to lead a life of virtae and holinefs. When he prays, he looks to* 
wards the ea(l, or the north. He never looks at the fun at the time of 
rifing or fetting. Some continue in the degree of Berhemcharee forty-eight 
years, allowing twelve years for the Rudy of each Bede. Some pafs 
through this degree in five years, and others only continue in it till they 
have leami the Bede*. Others, again, fpend all their lives in this Rate; 
and in purfuU of Muckut inOid upon themfelves great auftediies. 

Tua SacoND Decree, Geriiktji, When the ^erAemcAareebas finlfhed 
bis Rudies, if he finds an iadination to devote his life to the fervice of 

Cod, 
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God, and derpifes all worldly enjoyments, nothing can be more meritori¬ 
ous; but if be docs not feel Aich an Inclination, he waits upon bis tutor, 
and a Iks permillloii to return to his father's houfe. 

He then throws afidc all his drefs, excepting the Zenar t but con¬ 
tinues the ablutions, and other ceremonies, like a B^hemcharee. If he 
is a Brahmin, be puts on a turban, and a fhect eight cubits long and two 
broad, which ferves to cover his loins and thighs. Another £hcet, four 
cubits long and two broad, he throws over his Ihoulders; this may have a 
future, but the other not. A G^rishtfk of any of the other calls, wears 
different kinds of drclfes. He now marries, in the manner that will be 
deferibed hereafter. 

The Gerisht^h performs certain ‘ prayer;, and the Hoa?m, or burnt- 
facrihcc, after the following manner. He takes in bis hand a branch of 
a peepul, or palafs tree, a cubit in lengUi, and burns it in the Hatcm Grc, 
He then pafles into the fire another branch of (he fame kind, and after 
having fcorchcd it, takes it out and preferres it againff the next Nowmt 
which he performs with this Hick; and then fcorchesanother in like man¬ 
ner, which he prefert'cs again(1: the time of performing the jiginhowtef. 
This U a particular Homm^ made with peepul wood, and two other 
flicks, which, by means of a ffrong cord, are rubbed together till they 
take fire, when they are put into three earthen vcffcls. He then makes 
the figure of a (ortoife with one and a fourth of a feer of Hce-ffour, and 
fprinktes it with oil. Part of this he throws into the three (ires, as an 
offering to the Dewtahs ; and the remamder he gives to the Brahmins, eat¬ 
ing fome himfelf, A third part of the fire, he preferves during his whole 
life, and every day performs the Houm with fomc of it, throwing into the 
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fire as an offering to the Dewiabs, rice, ghee, miSk, barley, or any other 
eatable- And he repeats the Asinhomter on every Parita, from the fourth 
day after his marriage, till be feparates from his father, which is the period 
of this ceremony- 

Any of the cads, excepting a Sooder, may be a At four 

ghurrics before day-break, he rife* in his bed, and prttys. He divides 
his time into eight parts, afTigning to each a particular duty. Firft, when 
the fun is above the horizon, he firft looks on it, then on fire, next on 
water, and hVt on gold. If he is a prince, he firft looks on the fun, then 
on a Brahmin, then on a cow, and lad on ghee. But if none of thefe eight 
things are prefent, he mud look upon the palms of his hands, and perform 
the Sindek^a. The second portion of time, he employs in ftudying the 
Bedes, and other fclenccs. The third, he paffes in the fervice of his 
prirccj and in the tranfaBion of his own bufmefs. The fiurih, in the 
performance of his family concerns. The ^fih, which is at noon, he 
fpends in ablutions, the Sindehyoy and in fprinkling water with his hands^ 
as an offering to the Dewtahs, the Rehehsift and his ancedors, which cere¬ 
mony they call TuTpxtn, and it is accompanied with certain prayers. 
The sixth, he prays to Bilhen* Mahadco, the fun, Durga, and Gunnies. 
This ceremony, which they call Deopoojah, will be more fully treated c»f 
hereafter. The seventh, he throws into the fire fome of his food, as a 
burnt-offering to the Dewtah*. After which he per forma the jititpor^ah, 
which is this : he looks out for a perfon who is hungry, and when he has 
found him, treats him with great aitcniton* and feed* him. Then he cats 
himfclf, and thefe ceremonies colleftively are called Bysoodeo Rooja. A 
Brahmin obtains his food by gleaning the field after the reapers. Or if 
he docs not approve of this method, he may receive It from any of his 
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family. Or if he doci not cboofe iLis, he may receive the voluntary do¬ 
nations of Hrangets, who are Brahmins^ Kehteree, or Byefs. But if he nei¬ 
ther likes this, he may beg. Or if he docs not appros'c of lliis, he may 
cultivate land. They think that trade is the worft means by which be 
can fupport himfclf. It Is not proper for a Brahmin to keep a greater 
flock than twelve days provifion j but others may have as large a llore as 
they pleafe. The eighth, be Ulicns to the ancient hi [lories of holy men; 
and performs the Sindehya. If he is hungry, he cats again at this time. 
He fpciids the remainder of the evening, till the firft watch of the night, in 
ftudying philofophy, after which he goes lo rell. This they confider to 
be die proper diltrlbulion of time. They obferve many particular cere¬ 
monies during cclipfes,’ and other holidays; the Kcbtcrec and Byefs per¬ 
forming fewer than the Brahmin. 


The THinn AsHtauM, Bufipemht.h, U the name alfo given to the pro- 
fclTor, as wcU as to the degree itfelf. A Soodcr cannot take this degree. 

When a Brahmin, Kchtcrce, or Byefs, arrives at old age, or becomes a 
graiidfalberf he may give up the managcmciu of bis family to his Ton, or 
fomc odicr relation, and bid adieu to the world. He quits the city, and 
retiring to the defert, there builds bimfelf a cell, where he weans bis heart 
from all worldly concerns, and makes preparaiion for his laft journey. 
If liis wife, through alTedion, wifhes to accompany him in his retirement, it 
is allowable j but they mull fubdue all carnal inclinations. Here he pre- 
fcrvcs die perpetual fire for facrificc, and covers himfelf with the leaves or 
bark of trees; a coarfe Lmigoielee being the only piece of linen (hat 
he may wear. He never cuts his hair nor nails. At morning, noon, and 
evening, be performs bis ablutions, with the Sinds^a j and cveiy motn- 
Vo L. H. . X ing 
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iiig and evening the llon tu, in tJic fame manner as ii direacd For the 
Gcrhht,k i but his ablutions arc now trebled. 11c bangs down his head, 
and obrerves the other rules preferibed in Patenjif, He reads the Bedes, 
never flecps in the day-iimc, and always lies upon the bare ground. 
In the fiimmer monihs he fits in the •fun, furrounded with four fires, 

' During the four rainy months, he dw ells upon a ftage raifed above the water 
bv four poles, but entirely expofed to the weather. In the four winter 
momhs, he fits all night in cold water. He inccffaiuly performs the fall 
of and cats only at night. It is allowable for him to amafs 

a ftore of provifions fufficktit for one year ; but he receives nothing froin 
any oncj and only fupplics bimfclf WHth wild grain artd fruits. He never 
cooks lilsviauals; but it is .allowable for him to Toften them in water. 
When he cannot collcA provifions himfelf, he applies to other Banpr- 
risAM'j, or if they cannot fupply him, he then through neceffity goes to 
the next town for food, but remains there no longer than is neceflary for 
that purpofe. 

If he is wcarj' of life, he travels towards the call or north, till he expires 
with the fatigue of the journey, or clfe he throws hirofdf into a fire j or 
precipitates himfelf from an eminence ; or drowns himfelf. They think 
this is the furc road to paradife; but unlefs he had obtained the iUte of 
Sonnyassy he will not from this aflion alone be rewarded with Muchu* 

The Fourth Asherom, Somiyaitt. Noitiing can exceed the auftcrities 
of this ftate, which, when properly performed, enfures the reward of 
His majefiy calls one of thefc difcipllnarians Sotimjaist/, 

When a man baa pafFed through the three degrees above deferibed, he 

goes 
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gpes and afits permidion from hh tutor to enter into this ftate, which being 
obtained, be quits his wife, fhaves hia head and beard, and gives up all 
■worldly concerns- His tutor prefents him a Lungowtee^ and a fmall piece 
of cloth ; and accepts fonic trifle in return. 

The dircipSinarian then gives up reading, and applies himfelf foJely to 
conicmpbliou. He lives alone in the wilds. Every morning, noon, and 
evening, he performs his ablutions, and purificaiions, and follows the rules 
prefcrlbed in Fatenjii* He has a panlcular way of performing the Sin- 
deh^a, and continually repeats the word j/wan, which is the commence¬ 
ment of the Bedes* Towards the evening, he goes to the neareft town, 
and begs his food from three, five, or feven houfes, inhabited by Brah¬ 
mins, repeating the name of God s hut he never receives from one houfc 
more than a handful. If they give it him in bis hand, he eats it immedi¬ 
ately j but if they throw it on the ground, he takes it up with his mouth, 
or coUefling it In a cloth, wafltes it in the river before he makes his meal. 
Then he retires to a place, where there arc not any flgns of cooking or 
eating, or lighting of fires- 

He refufes all communication with a Sooder or JUiTeetcA, and if any 
perfon docs not fuppSy him immediately -with food, he will not wait. Be¬ 
fore he cats, he fquinis upon the end of bis nofc, and, contemplating, 
walks on widv his head and feet bare, never ftanding flUl in one place. 
He never flays more than three days in a city, nor two in a village. In. 
the rains he dwell# in one place ^ and thus he pafTcs his life. 

Some perform all thefe au fieri tics in the firft and fccond degrees. Some 
allow twenty-five years for each of the four ftates. 


The 
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The fccond degree, or Geriskiji, may be prorelTcd by any oF the four 
tribes. From the fir/l and third, the Sooder U excluded. The fourth is 
peculiar to the Brahmins. 

The worship of ths DEITY. 

The Hindoo philofophers fay, that ahofoever fecks to plcafe God, muft 
fet alide part of his property fur the purpofe of divine woi-niip. Accord¬ 
ing to the followers of Nca-iy, Bcyfhcckhek, Meymanfa, Beydant, Sank, 
* and Patcnjil, there arc four kinds of divine worlliip, namely, Pooja, Joggen, 
Dan, and'Shcradh, which will be explained in their proper order. 

The First Kind of WORSHIP, or POOJ.iV 

Issur Pooja. Since they admit that the Almighty occahonally alTumes 
an elementary form^ without dchling his holinefs, they make various idols, 
in gold and other metals, which ferve to a£|[^ihcir imaginaUons wbilll 
they offer up their prayers to the invifiblc Deity. This they call Pooja, 
and divide into fixteen ceremonies. After he has perfonued his ufual 
ablutions, with the Sindvhya and Hou m, he fits down looking towards the 
call or the north, with his legs draw n up in front. Then taking in his hand 
a little water and rice, fprlnkles the idol, thinking that he thereby begins the 
worDrip of God, Next is ibe Kalsk Ponja, when he worlhtps the idol's 
flaggon. Then follows the 5An«M Pooja, or the worfliip of the Conch 
Shell. l,aff is the Ghenta Pooja, which is plahering the bell with fan'dal 
wood. When he has petformed ibefc Paojas, he throws down a little rice, 
and wiDics that Cod may be roanjfcfled. Thus far includes the firft of 
the fixteen ceremonies. 2 . He places a table of tncial, or any thing clfe, 
as a feat for the Deity, g, He throws water into a veffcl to waQi his fooi- 
llcps. In Hindoffan U is the cuffom, that when a fuperior enters the faoufc 

of 
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of ait inferior, he waflics his fcet. 4, He Iprinklcs water thrice, to reprefent 
the idol rinfing his mouth. It ts allb the cuflom, for an inferior to bring 
to a foperior water, to rinfe his mouth before meals. 5, Sandaf, flowers, 
beetle, and rice, are offered to the idol. 6, The idol and his feat arc car¬ 
ried to another fpot. Then be takes in his righl liand a while conch fheil 
full of water, which he ifaroivs over the idol, and with his left hand rings 
the bell, 7, He dries the idol with a cloth, replaces it upon its feat, and 
drefles it. 8, He puts the Zenar upon the idol, g. He makes the Kuslteh 
upon the idol in twelve places, to. Me throws over ihc idol Bowers, or 
green leaves, it. He fumigates it with pcTfumes. 12, He lights a lamp 
with ghee. 13, He places before die idol trays of food, according to his 
ahitiiy, which are dtllributcd amongH the by-ftanders as the idol's leav¬ 
ings. 14, They call Numskatt which is worfliipping God with heart and 
tongue, and ftrciching himfelf at full length w'ith bis face towards the 
ground. This pmflration is called Dtmdowt. Then he lays himfelf in 
filch manner, that his eight members touch the ground j; namely, the two 
knees, two hands, forehead, iiofe, and cheeks, and this they call SAa^Atang, 
Thefe kinds of proBration arc alio performed to great men. 15, He com- 
palfcs the idol fcvcral times, 16, He Bands like a flave, with his hands 
uplifted, and afks permiflion to depart. There are particular prayers, and 
many different w'ays of performing thefe linteen ceremonies. Some ufe 
more than thefe fifteen ceremonies ; and others believe that only from ihc 
gth to the 13th arc indifpenlible duties. Excepting a Sonnyaffy and a 
Soodcr, all other Hindoos perform this Poflja thrice every day. 

Cud may be adored in the heart; or in the fun; or in Bre; or in water; 
or in earth ; or under the form of an idol.

They alfo make images of thofe who have attained immortal felicity, and 
confider the worfiiipping' of them as the means of obtaining Calvation. 

The Second Kind or WORSHIP, 

Juggoit which they alfo call Jag, atwi it is of three kinds, i, Pat 
Juggen, making the in the name oF the Dew tabs, and bellowing 

charity before he cats. This is of different kinds, e, Jufi Juggeti, re¬ 
peating prayers, and reading books of wifdom. And thtfc two arc in 
conJlant tife. 3, Bidh Juggen, is alfo of feveral kinds, in fome of whicli 
great Turns of money are expended, and a number of animals faerificcd- 
One kind of Bidh Juggen is the jdskoameedh •Aig’genj which is performed 
only by great monarchs. When every thing is prepared for the facrllicc, 
they place in the front a white borfe, who has a black right ear, and after 
repeating certain prayers, the prince fets out upon conquefl, and carries 
vi 0 ory wherever he goes. AU the monarchs of the earth become tribu¬ 
tary to him, and enter into his troops. They fay, that whofoever has 
performed this ceremony an hundred times, will become a monarch of the 
upper regions. They pretend that there have been feveral fuch, and re¬ 
late mar\*elk>us Horics of them. If he docs not perform that number, he 
only obtains a comfortable habitation there. Sasjewee Juggen^ At this 
grand fecrifice, all the monarchs of the earth muft be prefent, and tliey 
alone can officiate. Whofoever has prefvded at fuch a facrifice twice, 
becomes a monarch of (he upper regions, and they fay, that many have 
obtained this felicity. This facrificc Is of various kinds; but the two. 
here given mull fnffi ee for this volume. 


The Third Kl^*D or WORSHIP, 

/)aw, giving money and goods to the needy* There arc various ways of 
bellowing aims, but the following arc tnoft in efiimation. i, TatadaTt, 
weighing hicnfeir againil gold, filver, and other valuables, a, MemgirbK 
Dan, An image of Brahma is made with four faces, in each of which are 
two eyes, two ears, two nofes, and two mouths; it has four hands, and 
the other parts of the body like an ordinary man. It is of gold, weighing 
not Icfs than iliirty-thrce tolahs and four tnalhahs, nor more than 3^10 
tolalis. The hcigluh mufl be fcvcniy-two fingers, and breadth forty-eight 
fingers. This is aiiomed with jewels, and, after the performance of certain 
ceremonies, given away in alms, 3, BralutiQtUnd Dan. An egg is made 
of gold of two parts, which join together fo as to form a perfect ovaL 
It mull not be fmallcr in breadth and heighth than twelve fingers; nor 
larger tlian MO fingers. The weight from fixty-fix tolahs fix maniahs, 
to 3333 tolahs four malhahs* 4, KuJptoor is the name of a tree, 

wtiicb was one of the fourteen things brought out of the fca by the Kow^ 
rtoa Ourtari which will be deferibed hereafter. Birds are reprefented litiing 
upon the branches. It is made of gold, and mult not weigh Icfs than two 
tolahs. 5, Coosihiir Dan. One thoufand cows, with the points of their 
horns plated with gold, and their hoofs with fdver, with belts and kataffes 
about their necks, 6, llerfntieei/eh Kufndkeen Dan. A cow and calf made 
of gold, weighing from 850 to 3400 tolahs, 7. .fTererane^eA-f/ieur jOaij. 
A horfe made of gold* weighing from ten tolahs to 3333 tolahs four ma- 
lhahs. 8, Ilereiuiee^ek-shewrilh Dan. A four-wheeled chariot made of 
gold* with four or eight borfes, weighing from ten tobhs to 6660 tolahs 
eight malhaha, p* Heemhestrith Dan, A carriage drawn by four ele- 
ptiants* all of gold, weighing from fixteen tolalis 10 fififio tolahs eight malhabs. 
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tOi Ptnfhlongd Dan. Four ploughs of‘gold, ihc fame weight as the 
laft article. 11, Dehra Dan, A reprefentation of a piece of land, with 
moumains and riven, made of gold, not weighing lefs than fucieeti tolahs 
eight malhahs, nor more than 3333 tolahs. 12, fFiskwachucker Dan, 
A golden fphere, weighing from fixty-fix tolahs eight mafliahs 10 3333 
tolahs four malhahs. 13, Kulptefa Dan, A golden vine, weighing from 
iixteen tolahs to 3333 tolahs: four malhahs. tj, Suptsagir Dan. A re- 
prefentaiion of the feven Teas in gold, weighing from twenty-three tolahs 
four mafliahs to 3333 tolahs four malhahs. 15, Ruttendheen Dn». A cow 
and calf made of precious Hones. 1.6, Makabhooighii Z)on, is a golden 
figure, wilh the head of an elephant, and the other parts human. This is 
Weight from iixteen tolahs eight mafliahs to 3333 lolalis four 

mafliahs. 

According to Tome books, Toladan is the only kind that is proper, and 
none of the others fhould be Icls than 106 tolahs fix malhahs, or more 
than 833 tolahs four malhahs. There arc alfo different opinions about the 
manner of diflribution: Tome maimaining that it ought to be lirfl given 
to the jicharepa, and by them dinributcd to others. An AcharepOi is one 
who teaches the Bedes, and other fcicnces. Some dirc 3 it to be given to 
other Brahmins. 

There arc dillinft ceremonies appointed for each kind of Dan s hut 
they may be given at any time, although during edipfes, and when the 
fun enters the fign Capricom, and fome other fcaforis, arc edeemed more 
cfpecially meritorious. Great rewards are promifed to ihofe who are 
charitable, infamuch that for the drd kind of Dan, if he weigh bimrelf 

againd 
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agaJnft gold, be ^'ill remain in paradife for one hundred million kutps: 
and when be reaHtimcs a human forai, wilt be a mighty monarch.

giving charity in the name oF his ancellors, and which is done 
at various limes, i. The day on which he dies, and the anniverfary 
thereof, a. On the Tjt,h Amavus, of every month. 3, The fifteenth 
Tilth, of the month of Aflln. 4, Befiowing charity in their names at fome 
public place of worlhip. 

The following ia the manner of performing the Sfaeradh. He gives to 
the Brahmins rnoney, goods, and food, dreffed and undreffed, in the name 
of his father, grandfather, and great-grandfather; and of hi smother, grand, 
mother, and great-grandmother. 

According to the four tribes, when PotQah, Jug, Dan^ and Skeradk 
are performed, the Deity is completely worihipped. 

Tua OWTARS, or Ihcarhations or the Duty. 

The Hindoos of the fe& of Nee-aly, Beylheekeb, Beydant, Meyman' 
fa. Sank, and Patcnjil, believe that God occa£ona 1 )y afltuncs an elemen¬ 
tary form ; which manifellation they cal) Pwran Omar, 

Thofe tiumberlefs parts of the creation, which by the ray of divinity 
that they poflefs, are endowed with wonderful powers, they call Un$h 
Owtar. 
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- ‘ The POORAN OWTARS. 

They fay* that during the four Jowgs, there will be ten Owtars; and 
that nine have already appeared. 


MUTCH OWTAR- 

When the Deity was inani|elted under the forro of a fifh, of which 
they give the following account. In, the country of Da raw ird, htu ate d 
at the extremity of the Dekhan, in the city of fichdrawutty, during the Sut 
Jowg, in the month of Phagun, on the Tir,h Ekadufly, Rajah Mun, who 
had bid adieu to all worldly dehres, and had folcly employed bimfcir in 
the woiihip of God, for above a million yean, wa$ performing his devo.. 
dons on the beach of the river Kirtmala: and whilft be was performing 
hU aUutions, a little hOi came into his hand and faid, " Freferve me.” 
It remained in his hand the fpacc of a day and night, when having be¬ 
come larger, he put it into an ewer. When this would not contain it. 
he put it into a jar. But growing too large for it, he threw it into a well; 
from thence he removed it to a pond ; and from thence into the Can* 
gcs. But this foon becoming too confined for the fifb, it went into the 
ocean. When it had filled the ocean, [he Rajah difeovered It lo be the 
Deity, worfhtppcd it, and prayed to be informed of the caufe of the ma- 
nifeftauon. He heard th= following anfwer, "'l am the only God, and 
have affumed this body for the deliverance of yourfclf, and a few mote of 
the clca. After feven days, a light (hall fliinc forth, and the earth lhatl be 
deluged with water. ‘ Embark on board a certain fhip, taking with you a 
few righteous perfons* together with the divine books, and the choiceft 
mcdicinesj and fallen the Ihip to the horn, which grows out of my head,** 
Tbe deluge lalled one million feven hundred and eighteen*thoufatid years;

For this purpofe they made ufe of the 
mountain Minder* which is the largcft in the univerfe* by way of a chum 
pole. The weight of the mountain was fotcxcenive, that they could no* 
fuftain it, fo that it fiuifc into the ocean, and they were not able to recover 
it, till God appeared m the form of a tortoife* and raifed it upon bis 
back, when the Dewtahs obtained their with. On this miraculous occa;* 
fionf fourteen invaluable treafures were obtained from thefeaa i* Lutekr 
sTictfW, riches, appeared like a blooming bride, and bellowed bledings 
upon mankind, s, Kowitubh Miin, a wonderful rcrplendcnt jewel, of 
incdimable value. 3, PaTjahtckbefirttcK^ a tree whofe flowers never fade, 
and whofe odor perfumes the umverfe. According to fome it is oracular, 
and bellows whatever is deGred; which donation is called Kuljibirkh. 
4, .yoorii, wine. 5, Dehminter^ a phyGctan who healed the fick, and 
raifed the dead to life. In bis right hand he held a leech, and in bis left 
a branch of the Mirabolan tree. His majefty fays, that thefc ought to 
have been reckoned feparately, and increafed the number of blcdlngs to 
fixieen, 6, Chtndermttn, the moon. 7, Kamdhen, a wonderful cow, 
from whofe dugs iffued whatever was wanted, 8, /yrapa/, a white ele¬ 
phant with four tulks. g, SwikK * wonderful founding white conch Ibell, 
which be flowed viftory upon whomfoever poflefled it, 10, Amrit^ or the 
water of immortality. 11, Bikh, deadly poifon. 1 a, a beautiful 

woman of an amiable dirpofition. 13, jAiOo, a borfe wUh eight heads, 
* 14, SarengdhenQokt a bow that nev'er failed to carry an arrow true to 
the mark. 
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After thcfc difcoreries, Kowrum defcendcd into (he earth, where they 
befteve he h fhU ejciftiag. 


BARAH OWT^VR, 

Or the hog ; ivhich iticarnation happened at the city of Bermahwert, 
near Neemkhar, in the Soobah of Owdb, during the Sut Jowg, in the 
mcHith oFKatiek, on the Titjb' Pooran Maffy, after the following manner. 
One HirnaieHj of the race of the Deyts, had palTcd a tong life in rcligioua 
worfbip. One day God revealed himfclf unto him, and afkcd him what 
he wiJhed for. Himakeft, rejoiced at thefe wordt, enumerated all the 
noxious anitnals, and entreated that they might not have power to hurt him; 
and that he might be univerfal nionarch. Shortly after he ohtainad his 
wiihes. When he took upon himfclf the government of the upper regionsi 
he committed the earth to the care of one of his relations. The Dewtahs, 
accompanied by Brahma, went to Blfhcn, and they altogether laid their 
grievance* before the Almighty. Hirnakcft, in enumerating the noxious 
animals, had forgotten to include the hog^ wherefore they received for 
anfwer, ” I will manifcfl myfcif under that form, and deprive him of jlfc/* 
A fhort time after. Cod appeared in that form, and dellroycd Hirnakcft. 
They (how the place where this happened^ near Sorooti. 

nirsinch owtar. 

Was an animal from the head to the waift like a lion, and the tower 
parts refembliDg a man. It appeared at the city of Kerenpoor, now 
called tIerdouD, near Agra, during the Sut Jowg, in the month of By- 
fakh Suckulputch, on (he Tit,b CbuttcrdulTy. 
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It Is related, that one Hcrcnkifhpj of the race oF the DeytSi having fpent 
many years in aufterities. Cod revealed himfdf unto him, and afked Hini 
vrhat he wanted. He firtt alkcd, that bis death might neither happen during 
the day nor night. He then begged that he might be invulnerable from 
all noxioos animals, naming them one by one; and concluded with de¬ 
manding to he foie monarch of the earthj and of the upper cegions. The 
Dewtahs were accordingly put under his command, and the univerfe 
groaned under oppreffions. The chiefs of the Dewtahs befought Brah¬ 
ma to be their mediator with God; and he beard their prayer. Heren- 
kilhp had a Ton, named Pirladb, who affociated with the Dewtahs in their 
worfhip of the Deity, and notwithflanding his father did every thing to 
molefl: him, never could be made to fwerve from his duty. One evening 
Hercnkifhp came to his Ton, and afked him where the Deity was to be 
found. He deferibed him as being every where, and in order to explain 
blmrclf, pointed to a pillar, faying that he was manifefted even there, 
Hercnkifhp ignorantly flruck the pillar; when by the miraculous power 
of God, there ifTiicd from it the animal above deferibed, and tore him 
in pieces. This happened at the interval between day and night, and not 
by any animal that he had deferibed. It U faid, that Ntr^ingh alked 
Pirladh what he delired, and that fiobJc minded being afked only for Jetsun 
Muckttt, which is evcrialliog life, free from worldly joy and fortow- This 
Owtar continued maoifeft one hundred years. 

BAMUN OWTAR. 

In the Tertya Jowg there lived, at the city of Soonbtiedra, on the banks^ 
of the Nerbudda, one Kulht, the fon of Mereeb, the fon of Brahma. In 
the month of Bhadun, on the Tit,h Duaduffy, Socktilputch, this Kofltt 
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had 8 male dwarf by his wife Arwut, This is the Bamun Owur i and 
he lived one iboufand years. 

A perfon, of the race of the Dyie, named Bui, inlltcled upon hiinfelf 
many auftcrities, in hopes of obtaining for his reward the monarchy of 
the uoiverre. >God appeared tmio htm^ and granted bis wifh. When he 
aHiimcd the government, he did not dirpoflefs any of the Dewtahs. But 
although he performed various Juggerut he omitted to oBer to the Dew->- 
tabs their appointed [hare; whereupon they, through the mediation of 
Brahma» prevailed upon Bilhen to dethrone him. He by his prefciencc 
foretold what Oiould befall him, and which was accomplifhed to the 
very minute. When this infant dwarf was of a proper age, they placed 
him in the fchool of the philofopher Blrdewaj, and he attended that phi- 
lofophcT at the Jaggen vrhich the rajah performed at Koorkheyt. The 
rajah aiked him what he required, and t^e anCwered, Give me as much 
land as I can meafurc with three Heps.” The rajah was angry, and faid, 
** Why afh you fuch a trifle from me, feeing that 1 am fuch a powerful 
monarch ?” However, after a long converfation, he at iaft confented. Htc 
firlt ftep of Bamurtt included the earth and Pata//, and the fccond took 
in all the upper regions. The rajah, in exchange for the third flep, de¬ 
livered himfelf up to him. Bccaufe the rajah was naturally good, Ba^ 
mun, after depriving him of his kingdom, made him monarch of the infer¬ 
nal regions. 

• PURRISHRAM OWTAR. 

In the Tcrtya Jowg, in the month of Byfakh Suckulputch, at Rungla, 
near Agra,in ike houfe of jumdekhen, a Brahmin, iberc was bont this child* 
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One Deeruj, of ihe r^ice of the Dyte, w'ho had neither hands nor feet, 
at that time fai upon the throne. He via very unhappy at his misfortune, 
and at length quitting the world, retired to the mountain of Kylafs. Ma- 
hadco had companion upon him, and gave him a tlioufand hands, and 
made him monarch of the three regions. But he opprefTed the Dew* 
tabs till, at their prayer, God confented to put an end to his tyranny. 
They fay that Jemdckl:cn was a defeendant of Maiiadco, and Runecka, 
bis wife, of the podcrity of Adit, the mother of the Dewtahs. She had 
five Tons, of whom Purrifhram was the lad. He was educated by Maha- 
deo in the mountain of Kylafs^ and his father jemdekhen worlhippcd 
in the defert. Dccruj was one day hunting, and happened to pafs by the 
cell of Jemdekhen. Being very hungry and thirdy, Jemdekhen fupplted 
him with exquifitc viands, and alfo prefeuted him with drelTes and jewels 
befitting a monarch. The rajah was adonifhed, and faid, “ I W’ill not 
venture to touch ihcfe things, till you have iuformed me iu what manner 
you came by them.” He anfwercd, ** Indrc, the moparch of the upper 
regions, intruded to my care the cow Rhamdhcen. and whatever 1 want die 
gives me out of her dugs.” This account filled the rajah with avarice, 
and he demanded the cow. Jemdekhen fatd, that without the order of 
Indre, he could not comply with his dclire, neither would he be able to 
take her by force. He was amazed, and having coltvBcd together a great 
number of troops, commenced hodilitics, but without any cfTcfl. At laft 
he came fccretly in the night, and killed Jemdekhen, but could not get 
any tidings of the cow. Runecka Tent for her Ton Furrifbram, and after 
performing the ufual ceremonies of mourning, according to the cullom 
of her tribe, burnt hcrfclf, and fent her Ton to revenge the death of hr* 
father. Piirrifhram, polTcfrcd of divine power, after twenty battles, flew 
the rajah, and rcftorcd the kingdom to the Dewtahs. Then having co?-. 
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IcScd together all the riches of the uaiverfe, he per formed the Ju^rt, 
and bcflowcd the whale io charit}'; after which he retired from the world. 
They believe him to be lUU liviiigi and fhow his hahiiation in the ttioun- 
ta'tii of Mdiindcr in the Koken. 

RAM OWTAR. 

They fay that Rawea, of the tribe of the RakuTs*,, wbo was only tw*o 
dclcenis from Brahma, had ten heads and twenty hands. He fpent ten 
thoufand years in ilie mountain of Xyiafs, worthipping God; and devoted 
his heads, one after the other, in hopes to obiahi for hts reward the me^ 
narchy of the three regions, God appeared to him, and granted his 
dclirc. The Dewtahs, being opprclTcd by him, implored the Almighty 
to dethrone him. Their prayer was granted, and Ram appointed to exe¬ 
cute the divine will* Ram w^as born in the Tertya jowg, in the month of 
Cheyte Suckulputch, in the ninth Ttt,h, in the city of Owdli. His father 
vta% Rajab Jeircrnt,and bis mother Koolhelya. In hit youth he acquired 
every art and fctence, and afterwards defpiring worldly cnjoymenis, tra- 
verfed the deferts, and made pilgrimages to all the holy places. At 
length be became king of the earth, and dedroyed Rawen, and introduced 
many laws.

KISHEN OWTAR, 

Above four thoufand years ago, Ogur Sein, of the Jadown tribe, 
reigned at Mebtrah, but was dethroned by bis fon, Kenfs, who afliimed 
the government. At the fame time Jerafund} Scis Paul, and other kings 
of the Dyic call, cxcrcifed unbounded tyranny. The earth, thus op- 
prefled, alfumcd^ the form of a cow, and accompanied fay Brahma, went 
to fiifheo, and implored him to deliver her from thofc oppreflbrs. He 
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granted their requeft, and committed the execution of it to Kifhen. The 
adrotogers foretold Kenljj that a perfon fhould Toon be born who would 
deprive hiin of lifCj upon which he ordered that all the new bom infami 
{hould be dcHroyed ^ and thus every year Hted the blood of numberlefs 
innocents. His fitter, Deywuckee* juft now married Buffdeo, of the 
Jadown tribe. At this time Kenfs beard a voice faying, that the eighth fan 
of that marriage would kill him. He diercfore threw them both into 
prifon, and deftroyed feven of their children. But In the beginning of the 
Ka) Jowg, in the month of Bhadun Kifhenputch, Tii^ Aftitoomee, Kiften 
was bom in the prifon at Mehtra. Tbe guards were fallen atteep, the 
fetters fell from the feet of the father and mother, and the doors of the 
prifon flew open. The infant faid, Crofs the Jumna, and go to the 
houfe of Nunda Ahepr, and while the family are atteep, bring away his new¬ 
born daughter, and leave me in her ftead.** Buftdeo accordingly forded 
the river, and leaving Kifhen in the houfe of Nunda, brought away his new¬ 
born daughter in exchange. 


Kifhen, in bis ninth year, kilted Kenls, and rettored Ogur Scin to his 
kingdom. He then made war upon the other tyrants, and deftroyed them. 

He lived one hundred and five years. He had wives, every 

one of whom brought him ten fons and a daughter. And every wife 
thought that Ibe pofTeiTed the wboLc of Kilbcn^s afte&ion. 

BOODH OWTAR 

Was born to Rajah Sedowdhen, by his wifie Maia, in the city of IVfokta, 
in the Kal Jow^ in the month of Byfakh, Ttt,h Sutmee SuekuEputeb. 
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They fay^ that on account of the number of animals which were at that 
time facrihccd in Jt/ggcns^ the Almighty appeared under a human form^ 
to convince mankind of the wickednefs of this cuflom t and that he 
accordingly manifefted hlmfelf at the time abovementioned^ and live one 
hundred years. Some account has already been given of him, in deferib* 
ing the do£lrine of Boodb* 


KULKEE OWTAR 

Will be born of Bilhenjun Brahmin, by Awcjfirdenee, in the city of 
Sembel, at the end of the Kal Jowg, in the month of Byfakh Tit,b Sutmec 
Suckulputch, He will live a hundred years. 

They fay, that the time will come when there will not be a- monarch 
on the earth; when wickednefs will, be univcrfal; grain fcarce, and the 
life of men will never exceed thirty years ; but the grcatefl number will 
die before that period. And that God, to remedy all ihcfe evils^ will alTume 
a human form, and make the world QourJfli again by Juliice. 

Some add fourteen other Owtars, increafing the number lo twenty- 
four; and have written hiflorics of each, containing wonderful relations. 

The Hindoos make images of the Owiars of gold, Hlver, and other 
materials, and worlhip them.

UNXLEAN THINGS. 

Wine, blood, all the human excrements; a w*oman who has not per¬ 
formed her necetfary puriBcations; the flefh of afs, hog, dog, and their 
bones i alfo the duR that is lhaken out of them, as well as of Ihccp and 

goats,

goats, and the daft of a broom, or out of a garment. Being touched by 
ft finner , or a crow, or a cock or hen, or a rat, or a moufc, or an eunuch, 
or a burnt.net, or a waJlierman, or a hunter, or a ftiherman, or a gameiter, 
or a didiller, or an executioner, or a tanner, or a dealer in leadier, or a 
dyer, or an oilman. 

PURIFIERS. 

Fire, prayer, Purr^anem SendeAyo, funfbinc, tnoonlliinc, light of a Rrc, 
ftir, water, earth, alhcs, mu Hard feed, wild grain, lhade of a tree, the 
bind part of a cow's leg, a plough, milk, milk-curds, ghee, dung, and 
urine of a cow. 

The manner of purification. 

The foul is purified by knowledge, and religious w'orfhip; and when 
the body is deBled by any improper food, it ts cleanfcd by Purryanem^ or 
Simtehya^ or by eating wild grain. A drunkard is purified by melted glaft. 
When the body is defiled by any Impurity that proceeds from itfelf, it 
is purified by cariii and water, and by wafhing the teeth and eyes. Water 
that has been defiled by the fhadow of a chundal, is purified by funlhine, 
moonfhine, or wind. If any filth falls from an animal into a well, they 
mud draw out fixty jars of w'aterj and if the fame accident happens to a 
pond, they mud take out one hundred jars. If any filth falls into oil, it 
mull be boiled. Milk cannot be purified, excepting from the fhadow of a 
chundal, when it may be boiled. Cotton, molaffes, or grain, after feparat- 
ing whatever bad defiled it, mufl be fprinkicd with water. Gold, filver, 
done, vegetables, Clk, and whatever grows in the earth, arc purified by 
being wafbed in water. If they have been defiled by unclean oil, they 
mud be walhcd in hot water. Wooden vcHeU, if touched by a chundal, 


cannot 
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cannot be purified b>* any means. But if they are touched by any other 
unclean thing, or by a Soodcr* they may be purified by fcrapitig. The 
fame rule is to be obferved for veffds of bone or horn. Any ftone veOel 
that bu been defiled, after being walhcd muft be buried for fcven days- 
A fieve, or a pefile and mortar, is purified by being fprinklcd with water. 

earthen ireflel is purified by being heated in the fire. The earth is 
cleanfed by rweeping, or by walking, or by fighting a fire upon it: or if a 
cow lies down, upon it, or walks over it, or in time it will purify itTelf, If 
a cow touches any food with her mouth, or a hair, a fly, or any other 
iafefl falls therein, it is purified by alhes or water. If it is defiled by any 
filth falling off* the body of the perfon who is eating, he muft wafh it with 
water, or fcour it with earth, till it is perfeSily clean. If he defiles himfelf 
in the upper parts of the body, excepting the hands, be muft fcour himfelf 
with earth, and bathe. If he defiles himTelf in the lower parts, he is purified 
by walking tke parts. If be is defiled by drinking wine, or by having con^ 
ncxion with an impure woman, or by any baman excrement, he is puri.< 
fied by walking, fcouring with earth, and wafking again, if below the navel i 
but if it happens above die navel, then after the fccondawalking, he muft 
anoint the parts with ghee, cow's milk and curds, and cow's dung and urine, 
and he muft alfo drink three bapdfuls of river water. If he is defiled by the 
touch of a waiheroian, or a dealer in leather, or an executioner, or a 
hunter, or a filherman, or an oilman, or a tame hog, he is purified by 
water alone. But if he touches an unclean woman, a fweeper, a (inner, a 
corpfe, a dog, als, cat, crow, cock, or hen, or a moufe, or a camel, or is 
defiled by the Dnoke of a corpfe that is burning; or by the duft fhaken oiF 
an afs, dog, Ibeep, or goat, he muft go into water with his cloaths on, 
look at the fun, and repeat fomc particular prayers. If he touches human 
fat or boDCj he muft bathe with bis clothes on i or drink three handfuls of 

t water; 
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wattr i or look at the fun ^ or put his hand upon a cow. If he is foiled 
with the blood of clean animals, he is puriGed by fcouring himfcir with 
earth and water. If a garment of wool or filk h polluted by fuch thing? 
as would require a man, if touched, to badte, it is purified by tiic wind or 
funlhtne. 


IMPROPER DRESS. ^ 

It is reckoned indecent for a Brahmin* a Kehietec* or a Byefs, to wear 
any part of their dtefs of blue, unlela it be of filk or wcmL Excepting a 
Brahmince at night i and a Kchterec woman, whilll a bride, or at a fcafi, 
and a Byefs woman vfherf^erforming Sberadh, But they all take it off 
during meats, 

FORBIDDEN FOOD. 

^i^nian flcOi, beef, horfe-flcfb, houfe fowls, parrots, Ihahnikh, pigeons, 
owl, vulture, camelion, kirdsneb, farefs, pepceheh* water-fowl, frogs, 
fnakes, mungoofe, and alt animals whofe claws arc joUied together, AU 
tame animals, excepting goat, red water-fowl, heron, dried Gcfli, the five 
kinds of rohoo fiOi, all carnivorous animals, cacncl, elephant, rhinoceros, 
monkey, worms of all kinds* camels and mares milk; and the milk of all 
animals with parted hoofs; (he milk of wild animaU, and the milk of a 
cow for thirteen days after calving. The milk of a cow whofe calf has 
died, till (he has another; garlic, carrots, onions, grain that has grown in 
unclean ground j grain that has been touched by the foot of a man, or by 
the band of an unclean woman. Any thing that comes from the boule 
of an adultrefs, or a thief* or of a carpenter, or of an ufurer, or of a black- 
fmith, or of a polilher of meuts, or of a goldfmith, or of a walherman* or 
of an executioner, or of a dealer in leather, or of a public finger or dancer, 

or 


m 
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or of oni^wbo feUs ariTi^i or of a dlHiMer, or of a phyRctiUtj or of a furigeofi, 
or from the houfe of a hunter^ or ati cunitch. Nchher U U tavtYui to eat 
any thing that has been drefled for the Dewtahs. Nor the foodj nor leav- 
itigt of any perfon who is motiruing for a relation, nor the food of an irre. 
Hgious >‘oinan, or of a great finner. Cheefe, and every thing of that kind 
that is made of milk, is allb forbidden; and whatever b dreifed without water 
or oil; and any thing dreOed over night; or any fc^ that is dcBled, and 
uJiptiriRcd. 

Neither is it allowable to eat before perromting fomc ceremonies, which 
will be now deferibed. * 


Yhe Manner o/ Dk£SSino Fooo, and the Ceremonies to he ohserved before 

Meals. 

Every time before cooking, if it be in the houfe, the ground and part of 
the wall nmll be plaflered with cow-dung and earth. Jf it be abroad, 
then as much ground as will contab all the cooking otenGls, muil be 
pladered in the fame manner. No perfon, but the cook, mufl enter 
this place. The cook Jirfl bathes himfelf, then puts on a Dhowtee, and 
covers his head. If a piece of paper, a dirty rag, or any filthy thing, 
falls upon the ground, which has been fpread with cow-dung and earth, 
the food is fpoili- He mufl then begin again, by plaflering the ground 
afrefh with cow dung and earth. The cook muft be either a woman, or 
a Brahmin, who makes it his particular bufinefs, or a relation; utilefs the 
maQcr of the family cooks himlclf. 

Before eating they ptafter die ground with cow-dung and earth. They 

never 
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never fpread any covering over the groundj but may lit upon a plank, or 
a ftool. 

The following ceremonies mull always be peTforraed before meals, 
I, Hearing fomc pan of the Bedes, x, Sprinkling water, as a Ubacion 
for their anchors. 3, Frefcming feme of the food to ihtir idol. 4, Throw¬ 
ing a little food upon the ground, as an offering to the Dewtahs. 5, Giv¬ 
ing fome part to the poor. When thefe ceremonies arc concluded,, the 
children eat firft, then the man’s relations, and lall of all himfcir. Two 
cannot cat out of one difli, not even infants. Only the cook can ferve up 
the viauals. *He cats after all have done. For drinking, every one has 
alfo a feparate cup. Formerly a Brahmin would eai at the houfe of a 
Rchterce or a Bycls, and they were alfo allowed to eat at his. But lince 
the commencement of the Kal Juwg, no one will eat but in the houfe of his 
ow'n particular cad. Formerly they ufed for their plates and difhes the 
leaves of trees, as well as gold, filver, brafs, and roeyeen^ and would not 
nfe copper, earthen ware, or flone. Now they refufe to eat out of a 
broken difh, or from off the leaves of Pcepul or Akh. They account it 
improper to cat more than once in a day, and once in a night. . 

Or THEIR FASTSl 

The Jrs^tind. When they neither eat nor drink, for a day and nigits. 
There arc iwemy-nine fuch falls in the courfe of the yCiir, that arc indif- 
penfible, viz, the two AkadulTys and DuadulTys of every month. Sewrat, 
ChutterdulTy Suckulputch ot Byfakh, which is the anniverfary of the birtli 
of Nerfingh. The Terty a Suckulputch of.Byfakh, or the nativity of Pus- 
riflimm. The ninth of the Suckulputch of Cbeytc, the nativity,of Raiu. 

Alhtomce 
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Afbtoomec Kiihcnputtb of Sawen, the nativity of Kilheii, SomCj at ihcfe 
times, abllain from eating grain» or from fotne particular kinds only. 

The tecond kind. He fails during the day, and eats at nighu * * 

The third kind,. He eats nothing but fruits, and drinks jaUk or water. 

' * 

The fourth kmdt He eats once during the day and night. 

The JlJih kind. He cals only one particular kind of food, during the 
day and nig)it ^ but. as often as he plcafes, * 

The sixth kind, Ckanderaifin, which has been deferibed. 

The seventh kind. He neither eats nor drinks for twelve days. 

The eighth hind. This lads twelve days. The brd three days, he eats 
a little, once in a day* The next three days, he eats only once in the 
night. The next three days, he never eats any thing, unlefs it. is brought 
to him. And during the laft three days, he neither eats nor drinks. 

The ninth hind. This lads fifteen days, after the following manner. For 
three days and nights, he eats only one handful at nigbu Vor the next 
three days and nights, if any one gives him fuch an handful, be eats it, 
otherwife be does not take any fulLcnance, Then be eats nothing for three 
days and nights. The next three days and nfghts, be takes only a handful 
of warm water each day. The next three days and nights, a handful of 
warm milk, each day. 
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■ 7 'Ae tenih MntL For three days and nights^ lie ucsther eats tior drinks. 
He lights a fire, and Tits at a door where there enters a hot wind, whieh 
he draws in witlv iiis breath,

The eleventh hind. This alfo latls fifteen days, thus. Three days and 
nights, he cals nothing but leaves. Three days and nights, iKilhing but 
the Indian fig. Three'days and nights, nothing but ihc feed of the lo¬ 
tus.

This is provided be killed him 
by accident; but if the murder was wilful, be mull perform this penance 
for twenty'^four years.

Places VifdiCti fed to Divine Worship. 

The enlightened pari of mankind, arc fenfible that true Tighteoufnefij 
is an upright heart j and believe that God can only be worlbipped in holi- 
nefs of fpirit. But priefts, who know the wcaknefs of vulgar minds, have 
found it neceffaiy to engage their imagination by the contemplation of 
vilible objefts. With this view they have declared particular places holy, 
and enjoined pDgrintages ; which ferve as a means of profeBing their 
faith j and the promife of future reward, make men perform the jour- 
ucy with cnthuCaltic cheerful nefs. : 

They arc of four kinds. The^nu calkd Dh e, are dedicated to Brali- 
ma, Bifhen, and Mahadco. Of ihcfc the principal arc the following twen- 
ty-fcvcn rivers;, i, Ganges, i, Scrlboty. 3, jumna. 4, Nerbudda. 5, 
BcypalTa, commonly called Bcyah.

Kafbce, vulg. Benaris. Tlte city, and round it for Hve. cofe, is held 
facred. PilgriAnages are made to it throughout the year ; but on jietrrof 
multitudes Dock there from great diHances. It is confidered very for¬ 
tunate to die here. The Hindoos fay tliai there are feveral kinds of 
Muckutf viz. Salaokee^ paOing immediately through paradife to Kylafs. 
They fay, that after a man has enjoyed paradire, he wilt return into this 
world, and after undergoing various tranimigrauons, he will at lalt proceed 
from paradife to iCylafs, from whence he will never return, Sameepee^ u 
fvhen a man in return for his rlghteoufnefs, after breaking the elementary 
bonds, is admitted into the fervice of God's eled, and never returns to this 
world, Saw^ejf when having pafTcd through all the degrees of rewards 
and punifhments, he obtains immortal felicity, or the enjoyment of Muc- 
hit,

Ajewdheya, vulg. Owdh. It is held facred ground, to the diBance of 
forty cofe north, and twenty cofe fouih. It is a place of great refort oo 
the ninth Suckulputch of Cheyte, 

Ownitka, vulg, Owjein; all round it for two cofe, is eBecmed holy. 
On the Sevirat great numbers of people aflemblc here, 

Kantec, 
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in the Dekhan; ait ronnd it for twenty cole is accounted holy* 
On the eighth of every Hindoo month, tiiat Falls on a TuefJay, this is a 
place of great religious refort. 

Mchtra. All round for. the diltance of rony<^ight cofc is held holy. 
The place was held facred before the birth of Klfhen, The grand days 
at this place, are the ajd of Bhadun and i5ifa of Katick. 

Dowarka. The country for forty cofc in length, and twenty cofe in 
breadth, is cUcemcd holy. Pilgrimages are made dtiihcr on the fealls of 
Dewafee, 

Maya, vulg. Herdewar, on the banks of the Ganges, for eighteen coFe in 
length, is confidercd holy. Great tiumbcrs of pilgrims come here on the 
lOih of Gheyie.

The above feven cities are called the fevcnionp/iree. 



Pyag, now called lllahabafs^ all round for twenty cofe, is efieeraed 
holy. They fay, that when a man dies at this place, whatever he vrilhe* 
for, he will obtain in bis next regeneration. Although they believe that 
fuicide in general will be punilhed with torments hereafter, yet they con- 
fidcr it meritorious fur a man to kill himfclf here. This place b vjlited by 
the devout* throughout the year; but more efpecjally in the month of 
Maugh. 

V Nuggerkote. Round for eight cofc is accounted holy. Great mulii- 
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mtjcs of afTcmblc here on tlie 8ih of Sjwuji and Chcyic Suckul- 

pntch, 

Cafhinccr w alfo efleemcd holy land, being dedicated to Mahadcoj and 
fome pans are efteemed peculiarly faered. 

Ritligious places of the ssctmd ranht called ^dssoor, are dedicated to the 
race of Dyie. Thcfe^ on many occafiona^ unite with the Dewtahs, but 
the latter arc purer. The Dyie are the fouree of turn (angpr), and alTumc 
hideous forms. Tlieir temples are placed in Patall. 

Religious places af the third raithf called jdrkh, are dedicated to the 
Rehkehfer* Thefe are virtuous men, who are rewarded with high rank 
near die throne of God. Their temples arc very numerous^ and attiongfl 
them are Neemkhar* Pbdker, and Khowlhub in Budderee. 

Religioue places of the fourth rank, called Manookt who arc virtuous 
men, a degree inferior to the ifeMeAjir. Thefe have alfo many templet, 
amongll which are Koorkeyte, and forty cofe round it. Multitudes aflem- 
ble here during eclipfes of the fun and moon. 

There arc certain rules laid down for each pilgrimage; and various 
rewards are promifed to thefe who perform them. 

O thou, who feekell after knowledge, learn a lelTon from thefe fables ! 
Kvery atom of the creation is a fublime temple, which the Deity hath 
ere£led,that human imagination may not wander in vain purfuits.

The Hindoos have eighl kinds, i, BroAwee. The vii^in’s father, or her 
neared niale relation, goes and brings the bridegroom to the boufe where 
Ibe dwells, and makes preparation for the marriage. Then the girl's 
grandfather, or her brother, or any other male relation, or her mother, 
faith before the company, “ I have betrothed fuch a woman to foch a 
man,*' And the man gives bis confeni in the prereitcc of the fame people. 
Then they perform the Howm. and both parties declare that they have not 
any bodily imperfedion, or infantty of mind. After this, one of the girl's 
female rclaiiotis walhcs the feet of the bride and bridegroom. Next the 
bride and bridegroom mark thcinfelves with a Khufhkeh. There arc 
placed in the middle of the alTembly three veQcIs, one containing rice, 
one curds, and the other honey, which, after performing certain prayers, 
ate given to the bride and bridegroom to cat. When all this is done, the 
couple arc drefkd out, and carried to a corner, where they fit with a cur¬ 
tain between them. The father of the woman, with all his Tons, looks 
towards the caft, whilfl a Brahmin repeats feme prayers, after which he 
gives the bride and bridegroom Tome rice, and five beetle-nuts each. Then 
the curtain is drawn up, and the bride and bridegroom throw the rice 
and bcctlc-iuita upon each other. The Brahmin now puts the woman's 
hands into the man's, and arier repeating a prayer, feparates them, and then 
tics together the bands of each with a flight thread. Then the bride's 
father takes hold of her hands, and gives her away to the bridegroom, 
faying, '* .May there always be a partnerihip belw'ccn you, and may it pro¬ 
duce benevolence and fatisfaftlon.” To conclude, they light a fire, and 
carry the couple round it feven times, which ceremony makes them man 
and wife ; and till this is performed, it is allowable to break off the match.

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2, DivCt A( a Juggen> all kinds of things are befiowed in charity^ at the 
fame time a virgin is given to a Brahmin t and this is their marriage cere, 
mony, 3, is when a virgin is given in exchange for a cow and a bulh 
-which ceremony completes ihcir marriage, 4, Rajfputi^, is when a virgin 
is married with the ceremonies of Brahmec., during the performance of a 
Jurgen. 5, Aisun i» when a large fum of money is given to the girl's family 
by the bridegroom; and which conRiiutes their marriage. 6^ Khandhirt b 
when they marry from mutual afieflion. ItaAsh^ is when any one takes 
away a man's daughter by force to his own houfc, and marries her there. 
8, Fysfiaith, is when a man is obliged by iaw to marry a girl whom he 
has lavilhed. 

Of tbefe eight kinds of marriage, the four firil are entered itito only by 
Brahmins. The Jifth is peculiar to the Hyefs and Soodcr. The hxth and 
(cveiuh for a Kehteree. The eighth is held djfgraccrul by all. 

The Brahmins never give any dower to their wives. In the former 
Jowgs, a Brahmin ufed to marry out of all the tribes; but it was not law¬ 
ful for any one of the others to wed a firahminec; neither were fuperiors 
and inferk^s permitted to intermarry. But now no one choofes to marry 
out of his own tribe; and even the different branches of each many only 
amongff ihemfcives. 

There srt various tribes of Brahmins, but thofe tnoft efteemed are dc. 
feendants of the feven JRe hie fair, viz, Kufhp^ Atcr, Bhirdewaj, Blfiiwa- 
metre, Gowtum, Ungera, and Pullellcc- Each (rf thefe have many branches, 
and the defeendants of each of the feven original Rocks are called Kult 

and 
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and Goteitr. A man and a woman of the fame Gowtir may not marry 
together, if thdr rclationfiiip be ever fo diftant. 

The Kebierce, Byefs, and Soodcr, are each obliged to employ a Brahmin 
of one of the above feven Gotetirs^ lo perform their marriage and other 
ceremonies j and a Brahmin fo ofBciaCtng is caUed Put^ouikitt It is not 
lawful for a man and woman to marr)', whofe FutTomhiis arc both belong* 
ing to one Kull or Covetir^ Upon marnage, the woman quits her family a 
Goit'iir, and goes into that of her hufband. A younger brother cannot 
marry before his elder. They do not hold it commendable for the bride to 
be younger than eight, nor older than ten years. Twenty-five years they 
reckon the propereli age for the toan, and think it a folly for any one 
to marry after fifty. Excepting a prince, it is not thought right for a man 
to have more than one wife, unlefs the proves ficUy or barren, or her 
children die in their infancy. In ibcre cafes, he may marry ten wives t 
but if the tenth prove exceptionable, he may not marry any more. If the 
firll wife is unexceptionable, and yet be wants lo marry another, he if 
obliged to give the firfi wife one third of his cftaie. 

It was formerly the cuftom, that when any Rajah warned to difpoTc 
of his daughter in marriage, he invited all ibc neighbouring princes to a 
fcaft, at which his daughter made her appearance, and upon whomfoever 
fire fixed her chmee, fire put round his neck a firing of pearl. This 
ceremony was called Sotv^emhir.

Tome put on 
a Lengka^ which is a Loicngee flItched on both Tides, and fallcncd with a 
belt. It is alfo made after various other forms. Some have a Dundde^a^ 
which is a long flieei worn over the Lengfta i part of it is thrown over the 
bead, and one end faflens round the tvaiB.

Seisphoolf a Bower refciiibling the marigold, made of gold, and worn on 
the head. Afuiig, an ornament vorn-upon the parting of the hair of the 
head. CowtbilladwIiT, ii an ornameni for the forehead, confifiing of five 
•Alonggowiw + A kind of boots. 
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lliort pointJ and a long one, Sehra, fcven firings of pearl, or more, 
intcffperfed with natural flowers. This is faftened to the forehead, and 
covers the face. It is chiefly worn at marriages, and by a mother on the 
birth of a fun, Teeka^ a jewel in the Ibape of a crcfccnt, which fs worn 
upon the forehead. Bindelee^ a round piece of gold fmaller than a 
mohur, vrhich is worn upon the forehead. KhiintehlOf an ear-ring of a 
conical form, KurrenphooU an ear-ring rcfcmbling a rofe. 
another kind of ear-ring, Peepulpult^t fnsall crefeents, nine, or more, of 
wliicb are worn irt each car. Bailee ChiimpakaUeet a fmalt golden rofe, 
worn on the thick pari of the ear, Mawrbhenwirt an ear-ring in the fhape 
of a peacock, Bei/fer^ a kind of nofe jewel. PAoofee, refembics a rofe- 
bud with a ftalk, and is worn in the nofe. Lown^t « a golden clove, 
which is worn in the nofe. iVii/,A, a gold ring, upon which are a ruby 
and two pearls, or other jewels s it Is worn in the nofe, Goolotfband^ a 
necklace, confifting of five or feven ftrings of very fraall gold roles, f/ari 
a ftring of pearls and flowers hanging from the neck, i/ans, a collar. 
JITur^Ii a bracelet. Ctj/VeA, a bracelet of pearls and gold, /euree, five 
gold barley corn (Irung upon lilk, and worn round the wrills. CAoer, 
another kind of bracelet. BaAou, a fmall kind of bracelet, Chooreen, 
another very ftnaU kind of bracelet; fevcti of which arc w’orn round each 
wrift. Bazoobund, ornaments for the arms. Taar, a hollow ring, worn 
upon the arms, f/ngoeiAee, rings, which are of various forms. CAoodiV^- 
A»ntn, gold bells, (Irung upon ftlver wire, and worn round the waiil, 
JCutmekhla, a gold belt. JeeAer, three gold rings for each ankle, Cfawro, 
two half circles made of gold, which join round the leg. DoondnAce, like 
the CAoera, but omamented with cngravlTigs, Maesawree, differs from the 
Doondnhee in nothing but the engraving. Payil, rings worn round the 
ankles. Gkoongkroo^ lUile gold bells flrung upon filkj which are worn 

about 
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aboul tbe ankicj, between die Jechcr and Paytl. Banh^ omamenu for the 
topoF the foot, and which are cither fquarc or triangular. Beetchevat toe 
ringa, half a golden ball. Unwai^ is a ring worn upon the great toe. 

The jewels above deferibed arc made either plain^ or ornamented with 
jewels; and are of various fafliions. The Hindoo goldi'mlihs arc fuch 
exqutfite workmen, that fometimes they charge a gold mohur for working 
a tolah of gold. His maJcRy has poititcd out to them many improvements. 

WORKMEN. 

The Jewellers of other countries fallen jewels, in the fettings, with lack ; 
but thofe of Hindoftan make ufeof a kind of gold which they call iTnrden, 
and which is fo malleable, that the ftory of Parvez’s gold which he could 
mould with his hand like wax, feems credible. Jt is prepared by llra<> 
tifytng very thin plates of gold with held cow-dung, and a particular kind 
of fait called Samkhtr^ when it is put into a hre of cow-dung, which it 
fuffered to expire. And thefe operations arc repeated till the gold is 
rufficiently refined. When it is thought to he quite pure, it is put into an 
earthen velTel, wiiLlimc juice, or fome other acid, and placed in the fire. 
After this, it is wound round a Hick, and if it is not fufficiently du£Uic, 
the flratifications arc repeated. The goldfmith firtl puts a little lack into 
the focket, and over it a piece of this A'ltrden gold. Then he prelTes down 
the ftone upon the gold, and fallens the ends over the iidcs j which fixes 
the flone fo fall, that there is no danger of its falling out. A goldfiniib 
charges lixty-four dams for making a tolah of tbit Kttrdeii, 

Zerjieshan. He inlays with gold, filvcr, cryllal, cornelians, or fiecl. 
For every tolah of gold that is expended he charges 2^ tolahs. If be 
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inlays ivory, filh’s leeih, or hom, with filver, he charges twice the quantity 
that is expended. 

Kt>figur, He infays with gold and filvefj, in a manner that fomewhat 
refcmhles a file. For a tolah of gold, he charges one hundred damsi for 
a loJab of filver, lixty dams. This Is chiefly ufed for ornamenting arms, 

MeJioAar* enamels cups, flaggons, rings, &c. He firft lays on the 
colour, and after enamelling, puts the metal into the fire two or three 
times. ^ For a tolah of gold that he enamels, he charges lixteen dams, and 
for a tolah of lllver, feven dams. 

SadehJtart a plain worker in gold or GJv'cr. For one tolah of gold, five 
dams and half; ajid for a tolah of lllvcr, two dams.

For one tolah of gold* one 
rupee j and for a tolah of filver* half a rupee. 

Seembafi^ makes gold or filver lace* which is ufed for fword belts, &c. 
For working one tolah of gold twenty-four dams^ and for one tolah of 
filver fixtcen dams. 
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Sewadkhar, fiUs wiib Seicad, or black vamiftt, engravings upon gold 
or Giver, and poUlhes the ground. The black varniih is a compofitton of 
tutcy, Giver, lead, copper, and brirnGone. For Gne work, he charges lwo 
rupees for a tolab iscight oF the dung varnKhed.

There are alfo Gone engravers, lapidaries, founders, and other arttfts, 
whofc excelleneics cannot be deferibed here. 

CEREMONTES on the BIRTH or a CHILD. 

Immediately upon the birth oF a child, the father bathes himfelf in 
cold water, makes offerings to the Dewtahs, and the Sheradh for bis 
anceftors. After which, he ftirs with a gold ring fome honey and ghee, 
which he puts into the mouth of the infant. Then the midwife cuts the 
child^s naveUIlring, when the whole family become unclean. Wliilft they 
continue in thU Gate, they abflain from performing the Howm, worfbip- 
ptng the Dewtahs, reading the Cayterce, and all other ceremonies; con¬ 
fining thcmfcU’cs to inward remembrances of the Deity. If the child's 
father is a Brahmin, all who are related to him, as far as the fourth degree 
of confanguinity, arc unclean for ten days. The relations in the fifth 
degree, for fix days j thofc of the fixih degree, for four da) s; thofc of the 
feventh degree, for three days ; thofc of the eighth degree, for one day and 
one night ; thofc of the nimh degree, for four pchrs. And at the expir¬ 
ation of the above prcfcribed period.*, they are cleanfed by ablutions. If 
die father is a Kehtcrcc, the family are unclean for twelve days, and if a 
Byefs, or Soodcr, fifteen days. The inferior branches of Soodcr arc un- 
xlcan for thirty days. During this lime Grangers will not eat in their 
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boufe#. This date is called But a prince is not Cubjea to this 

unclcanncfs, nor any of his attendants ; nor a pliydciaa; nor a cook j but 
on the ftxth day they perform tome religious ceremonieSj, and make rcjoic- 
ings, and wafli the mother and child. 

The next day after the expiration of the Sewiutk, they nanicihc child} 
and draw his horofeope^ to which one of the letters of his name muft have 
foinc aSlnity. This name never confiiis of more than four letters. At the 
commencement of the fourth month, they place the child in the fun ; before 
that time he is never carried out of the hoiifc. The fifth month, they bore 
bis right car. The fixih monib, if it t* a hoy, they place round him vari¬ 
ous kinds of food, and let him eat whatever he choofes. If it is a girl, this 
ceremony is delayed till the feventh month. When the child is a year 
old, they fliavc his head. Some delay this till the third, and others till 
the fifth year. On the fifth year, they make rejoicings, and put the child 
to febooU They always celebrate his birth-day, and every year make a 
knot on a thread of filk. For every one of thefe occafions, they have 
particular ceremonies and rejoicings. 

HINDOO FESTIVALS. 

In the month of Cheyte. s. Serishtyad, the Porwafa of Suckuipuich. 
a. Nowmt, the nine firll nights of the year. This is a great feflival of Dur- 
ga, particularly at Nuggcrkoie, g, Sirrypunchemein^ the fifth Tii,h of 
Suckulputch.

5, Ranmmeen, the ninth Tii,h. the birth of Ram. 6, Chotaierdu^s, the 
fourteenth Tit,h. 7, Poarunstessce, the fifteenth Tilih. 8, Purtt'o, the 
firft Titjh of Kiflicnpuicb.

In the month of Sawun. i, Pflornmnsjce, a, The eleventh Tit,h of 
Suckulputch, which with the Erahttiitii is the greateft feftival throughout 
the year. On this day they wear round their wrifts the JlacHee, which 
is a thread, fometimes ornamcnied with pearls. 3, The fifth Tit,h of 
Suckulputch. 

In the moTuh of Bhadun. The fourth, fifth, fixth, and twenty-third 
Titjis. The laft is the birth of Kifhen, Others place this event on the 
feventh of Sawun. 

In the month of Allln. The firft nine nights, which they account very 
holy I together with the tenth Tir.h, which they alfo call This 

IS the vulgar reckoning; but in their books the i>eAjereA is placed in the 
month of Jeyte j and this fedival is there called Diameen* They 

drefs thetnfelves out on this day, and wear on their heads green barley. 
On this day every mechanic worfhips his tooh, which he confiders a great 
ceremony. This is the greatefi holiday far the Kchterce. Otltcrs add to 

the 
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(he foregoing FcftivaU, the Seradkt or fCimnagitif on the fifiecnih Tii*h 
of Kiihenputch. During all ihcfe fificen days they bcflow charity. 

• In the month of Kaiick. Purwa. This they call Bui Raj, and account 
it a great feftival. On this day they drefs out their cattle. The fccond, 
ninth, eleventh, twelfth, and tbinieih Tilths arc alfo fcftivals. The lafl 
is the Dewaiee, which, like the Sheb Berai of the Mohammedans, is cclc- 
biatcd with illuminations. It begins on the agth, which night they reckon 
lucky for many undertakings, and for playing at dice. This is the greateft 

Byefs feftival,

In the month of Maug. The third, fourth, filth, and feventh Tit,h5. 
The fifth diey call Busiunt. It is the commencement of fpring, and they 
celebrate it with great rejoicings; throwing at one another different coloured 
powders, and finging. In ancient books, the feventh Ttt,h is accounted 
the greateft feftival in this month. 

In the month of Phagun. The eleventh Tit,h of Suckulputch* which 
they .call Hootee. It beg^s properly on the thirteenth, and c<Aitinues 
till the fevenieenth. It is a feafon of great memmenl, which is much 
increafed by throwing at one another powders of different colours. On 
the laft night, they light fires, and throw into them various things. This is 
a Sooder fcAival, The twenty-ninth day and night of this month, they 

call 
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call Seicrat, They keep awake atl night, and account it lucky for particu' 
lar undertakings. 

The Brahmins have alfo the Following hoHdaya in every month, f, 
AQitomeen ; a, ChowturdulTy : 3, PoorunmalTee: 4, Amavus; 5, Sun- 
kerant j wliich a the day when the fun moves from one fign into another. 

Th£ ceremonies with the DEAD. 

-When a man is To ill that his life is defpaircd of, they take him from 
oflF his bed, and place him upon the ground; Oiavc his head, and wafh his 
body. The Brahmins repeat certain prayers over him, and his family be¬ 
llow charity. Then they plaRcr the ground with cow-dung, and llrew 
it over with green graft. After which they Jay him down to fleep upon 
the graft upon his back, with his head towards the north, and his feet 
towards the fouth^ or if a river or tank be near, they carry bitn there, and 
place him up to bis middle in water. When his dilloliitlon approaches, 
they put into his mouth Ganges water, gold, ruby, diamond, and pearl, and 
place upon his breaft a Tulfy-lcaf, which the Hindoos eUcera holy t and 
make a Kulhkch upon his forehead with a particular kind of earth. They 
alfo give away a cow. When he expires, his fon, his younger brother, hi* 
fcbolar, and particular friends, tiiave their heads and beards i fome defer 
it till the tenth day. Then they dreft the corpfe in a dboW'tee, and a 
windiilfe {h'ect. If a woman dies during the life of her hulbaud, they do 
not fliave her bead, but drofs her in her ordinary cloaths. The corpfe is 
'^carried to the fide of the river, and laid upon a’pile of Palafs wood. A 
Br^min then repeats fijme prayers, and pours fome ghee into the mouth 
of the deceafed, and puts froall grains of gold into his eyes, nofe, cars, 
‘and other apertures. If the deceafed leaves a fon. he fois fire to the pile, 

otherwife 
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oihcrwife his younger hrolhcrj or alfo his elder brother. All hla wives em¬ 
brace the corpfe/and tiotwiihftanding their rctatlons advife them againft it, 
expire in the flames with the grcaieft cheerfulners. The funeral pile for 
great people, is made of lignum aloes and fandal wood. 

# 

A Hindoo wife, who is burnt with her bufband, is cither aauated by 
motives of real affbaion; or Ihe thinks it her duty to conform to cuftom^ 
or Ihe confentj to avoid reproach ; or elfc fhc is forced to it by ber rela. 
tions. 

They burn not a Sotinyafly, nor an infant who bas not cat its icetl^ 
bat bury them, or throw them into the river. Neither ought any of the 
following dcrcripiions to be burnt; one who does not believe in the Bedesi 
otic who afts contrary to his faith j a thief; a woman who bas murdered 
her hulbandj one who has committed any of the five deadly fins; nor a 
drunkard* 

If the corpfc cannot he found, they make an effigy of the body with 
reeds, and cover it with deer fktn and Palafs, and a cocoa nut ferves for the 
head. This they pray over, and bum. 

If a wife is pregnant at the time of her hufband’s death, ffie is not 
allowed to bum herfelf, till after her delivery. If he dies on a journey, 
the wives burn thcmfcivcs along with hts clothes, or any thing ctfe that 
belonged to him. Some women who have been prevailed ttpon, by their 
relations, or have perfuaded thcmfclve* againft burning with the corpfe, 
have found themfolves fo unhappy, that they have cheerfully fubroitted to 

expire in the flames, before ibe nerft day, 

, After 
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After the corpfc i» bumt, his relations and friends difhcvel their batr^ 
reverfe tbcir zenars, and bathe themfelves; each leaving on the fide of 
the river two handfuls of ferain^ feed i and after performing ihefc cere¬ 
monies, they Hand upon a green fpot. The friends of the dcccafcd exhort 
hts relations ta|beaT their lofs with patience and rcrignation, and aecom. 
pany them home, the young people walking in front. VVlien the relations 
arrive at the door of the houfe of the deceafed, they taflc a bit of iVeemi* 
leaf, and then enter. 

The fourth day after the death of a Brahmin ; or the lifth day after the 
^cath of a Kehierec ; or of a Byelis the ninth; or of a Sooder the tenth 
day: the perfon who put fire to the funeral pile, viftts the fpot and per¬ 
forms certain ceremonies. 

The aibcs and bones ace coUeSed together, and thrown Into the Ganges. 
But if it is at a great dihance, they put them into an earthen veJTelt and 
afterwards indofe them in a bag made of deer flrin, and convey it to that 
rh%r; on which occafiOn-other ceremonies are performed. 

If the deceafed is a Brahmin, all his relaiions for ten days deep on 
grafs, fpread on the ground, and cook not any vi6lua1s, eating only what is 
fent there, or can be hoeght at market. For ten days, the perfon who put 
fire to the pile, makes an oFRrring of boiled rice and milk to the deceafed, 
for the nourifhment of his new body. They fay that when the foul quits 
this earthly body, it animates another fubtle body, which they call Pereet. 
And they believe, that as long as the foul continues in the PereH body,

il cannot enter Paradife. This Pereet body vaniflies at the .expiration of 
ten days, when certain ceremonies are performed upon the foul’s entrance 
into another body, which is admitted into paradife. This is for a Brah- 
niin} but the other tribes continue in the Peieet body accordini; to the 
length of their refpeftive Smtuck, 

Some other ceremonies are aUb performed for Brahmins on die clevemh 
day i and for other tribes on the twelfth day. 

If a Brahmin dies out of his own houfe, and an account of his death is 
received by his family in lefs tlian ten days after, whatever time is wanting 
to complete that fpace, during that they continue unclean. If the intelli* 
gence arrives after ten days, then they arc unclean for three days. But bis 
fon, whenever he receives the intelligence, is unclean for ten days, although 
he had not put on the aenar. If a child dies before he had cut any teeth, 
or before the fcvciuh month, the family arc unclean for one day only, and 
arc purified fay ablation. If the deccafed child was two years old, they arc 
unclean for a day and ni^t. Fdr the death of a child, from the time of 
lliaviiig the head, till eight years of age, the family are unclean for three 
days and nights. For the death of a daughter, under ten years of age, the 
family arc purified by one ahlution. If fhc dies after that age, until the 
day (he is betrothed, they are unclean one day. If Jhe dies after marriage, 
her father’s and her hufband's family are unclean for three days.
